The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred so much of 
the Mayor’s Address as relates to the Church Street Dis- 
trict, having considered the subject, beg leave to submit the 
following 


REPORT: 


The territory commonly known as the Church Street District 
lies between Pleasant Street and Ferdinand Street, Tremont 
Street and the Providence Railroad, and covers an area of about 
sixteen acres. The sewers first established there had an outlet 
into the empty basin, in the Back Bay; and as the water in the 
basin did not rise more than two or three feet above low water, 
no difficulty was experienced in the drainage, although the grade 
of a large portion of the territory, extending as far as Dover 
Street, was not more than five or six feet above mean low water. 
As the population increased in the southerly section of the city, 
the large quantity of sewage matter discharged into the empty 
basin created a nuisance dangerous to the public health. It was 
found necessary, therefore, to devise a system of drainage 
which would carry a portion, at least, of the sewage into deep 
water. As a part of a plan recommended by Messrs. Ches- 
brough and Parrott, a sewer was constructed through Church 
Street, which discharged into Charles River at the foot of Otter 
Street, and which was intended to afford satisfactory drainage 
to the whole district. The small sewers east of Church Street 
emptied into this main sewer. The sewers below Church 
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Street, on the west, still continued to discharge into the Back 
Bay basin up to the year 1861. In that year, the Water Power 
Company began to fill their flats; and, in order to satisfy the 
parties who held a right of drainage into this basin, they built 
an intercepting sewer along the line now represented by Ferdi- 
nand Street. As the Company continued to fill the flats on the 
southerly side, the sewer was extended, from time to time, along 
the line of the Worcester Railroad, until it now reaches to Dart- 
mouth Street, and discharges into Back Bay. The height to 
which the water has risen in the Bay, on account of the action 
of the Water Power Company and the State, has rendered this 
sewer at the present time almost worthless. 

It appears, then, that drainage into any waters, having a 
lower level than the ordinary tide-waters, has been prevented ; 
and that the only remedy is, to raise the grade of the territory. 
This conclusion is not a new one. The necessity for such 
action has been clearly forescen for a number of years. The 
subject has been before the City Government every year since 
1863; but it has been found impossible, heretofore, to perfect a 
plan satisfactory to the partics interested — namely, the Com- 
monwealth, the Water Power Company, the city, and the occu- 
pants and owners of the territory. ‘To show the condition in 
which the question is presented to this Government, it is neces- 
sary to review, briefly, the action of the City Council during the 
past two years. 

Upon the application of a Committee of the City Council, in 
1866, an Act was passed by the Legislature, May 10, 1866, 
authorizing the city to purchase, or otherwise take, the lands 
and estates, with the buildings and other fixtures thereon, situ- 
ated and lying between Boylston Street and Tremont Street, 
Pleasant Street and Ferdinand Street; and, if the city was not 
able to obtain such lands or estates by agreement with the 
owners, the damages for taking them were to be determined in 
the manner provided in the cases of laying out Railroads and 
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Highways. The Board of Aldermen were authorized to fill up 
the lands to a grade of not less than twelve feet above mean 
low water, and to lay out such streets and avenues as they 
should adjudge the public convenience required, of a grade not 
less than eighteen feet. An account was to be kept of all 
receipts and expenditures on account of said taking; and, if it 
appeared that the expenses exceeded the receipts, Commis- 
sioners were to be appointed by the Supreme Court to inquire 
and ascertain what proportion of said expenses, if any, should 
be borne by the Water Power Company or the Commonwealth. 
It was provided that the act should not take effect unless 
accepted, within forty days after its passage, by the Water 
Power Company. 

Of course the act was not accepted by that Corporation; and 
the Committee, on the 19th of June, reported, that the objects 
for which they had been appointed were defeated by the Water 
Power Company. 

Later in the year, the Committee were instructed, by an order 
of the City Council, to report the best practicable plan for 
immediately improving the drainage of the territory. On the 
13th of December, they reported, that the state of the 
territory was such that the work of improving it should be 
commenced without delay; and orders were recommended for 
adoption, authorizing the Committee on Paving, with the 
approval of the Mayor, to contract for raising all the streets 
and places to the grade of eighteen feet above mean low water, 
filling up the cellars and backyards, and underpinning the houses 
and outbuildings, at an expense not exceeding $500,000, — the 
owners to make all necessary repairs upon their buildings, at 
their own expense, and make no claim upon the city for dama- 
ges on account of the change of grade. 

The subject, in this shape, was presented to the City Council 
so near the close of the year that, without much discussion, it 
was referred to the next City Council. Karly in 1867, the con- 
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sideration of the subject was resumed by a joint Committee of 
the City Council; and, in order to prevent any obstacles being 
thrown in the way of such improvements as the Government 
might deem expedient to make, a bill was carefully drawn by 
Hon. B. R. Curtis, and the City Solicitor, giving the city extra- 
ordinary powers to act for the preservation of the public health. 
The act was approved by the Committee, and passed by the 
Legislature June 1,1867. As your Committee propose to take 
advantage of the provisions of the act in carrying out the plan 
which they recommend, a copy is appended to this report. 

Soon after the passage of the act, the Committee of 1867 
gave several hearings to the owners of estates on the territory ; 
but to the proposition submitted to them, namely, “that the city 
should take their estates, demolish all the buildings, and, after 
raising the land to a proper grade, lay out new streets and 
avenues thereon,” they strongly objected, on the ground that 
such an exercise of power was unwarranted. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the subject was dropped until the 21st of October, 
when a majority of the Committee submitted a resolve in favor 
of raising the buildings and widening the present streets. A 
minority of the Committee recommended that the estates should 
be taken, the buildings demolished, and the territory laid out 
on a new plan. 

The recommendation of the minority was adopted, with an 
amendment by which the plan of proceeding, after the taking, 
was left to future action. | 

When this “expression of opinion” (for that was all the 
resolve aimed at) had been obtained from the City Council, it 
was found too late to complete the surveys and descriptions of 
the estates in time to enable the City Council to pass the neces- 
sary orders before the end of the year. No further action, 
therefore, could be taken by the Government of last year; and 
in this condition the whole subject has been referred to this 
Committee. 
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The necessity of affording a proper system of drainage to 
this territory, situated as it is in the heart of the city, is clear 
to everybody. The only way, as we have stated, in which a 
permanent and satisfactory system can be established is by 
raising the grade. The extent of the territory, and the num- 
ber of different owners, have rendered it impossible to carry 
out any scheme of improvement except under the direc- 
tion of the municipal corporation, invested with special powers 
to prosecute the work without hindrance. Such powers having 
been granted by the Legislature, the question which we are 
called upon to consider at this time is, “In what way can the 
city proceed to exercise those powers, so as to effect the object 
for which they were granted, with the least hardship or incon- 
venience to the owners and occupants of the territory ?” 

By a careful examination, made last year, it appears that the 
number of dwelling-houses on this district is 457; the number 
of stores and other buildings, 24; the number of families, 867; 
and the number of persons, 3,528. The average value of the 
dwelling-houses is about $2,500. 

No argument is necessary to demonstrate, that the removal of 
such a large number of respectable families could be made, even 
gradually, without positive hardship to some; and no payment 
of money for the present value of their estates, however liberal, 
would altogether prevent the hardship. This location is well 
adapted to the wants of the class who occupy it. It is not 
needed now, and there is little prospect that it ever will be 
needed, for business purposes, or for expensive residences. It 
does not appear desirable, then, in any point of view, that the 
city should spend an immense sum of money in clearing the 
territory and laying it out on a new plan to attempt to adapt 
it to purposes for which it is not wanted. 

Looking at the subject impartially, and with a view to the best 
interests of all concerned, your Committee have come to the 
conclusion, that the property should be taken under the act of 
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the Legislature, to prevent any delay in the work; but that the 
city should give a bond to convey the estates back to the origi- 
nal owners, after the improvements necessary to abate the 
nuisance have been made. 


The plan proposed by the Committee may be stated thus: 


1. To take all the territory, below the grade hereinafter men- 
tioned, within the district described in Chapter 308 of the acts 
of the year 1867. 


2. To raise the Streets and Places to the grade of eighteen 
feet above mean low water. 


3. To fill the cellars, back-yards and vacant lots to the grade 
of twelve feet above mean low water. 


4. To raise and underpin such of the buildings as the 
Commissioners hereinafter mentioned shall deem expedient. 


5. To re-lay water pipes, sewers and edgestones. 


6. To give bonds to the former owners to return the estates 
(or such portions as are not required for streets or other pur- 
poses), after the above-mentioned improvements have been 
made; provided, said former owners will make all necessary 
repairs upon the estates returned to them after the raising and 
underpinning, and make no claim upon the city for damages. 


7. To appoint three Commissioners, who shall, under the 
direction of a Committee of the City Council, have general 
supervision of the work. 


It is not proposed to couple with this plan, which has for 
its object the preservation of the public health, any plan for 
the widening of the present streets. If, after the lands are 
taken, the Board of Aldermen adjudge that the public safety 
and convenience require the widening of Tremont Street, or any 
of the other streets and places, they can order such widening to 
be made, taking the necessary amount of land for the purpose 
from the city; and any estates benefited by the widening can

be assessed for a portion, at least, of the benefit before they 
are returned to the original owners. 

From estimates which they have made, the Committee believe 
that the plan, of which they have given an outline above, can be 
carried out in less time, and at less expense to the city, than any 
plan heretofore suggested. 

The following estimates are furnished by the City Surveyor:

The assessors’ valuation, in 1867, of the real estate on this 
district, was $1,592,100. From this should be deducted, on 
account of land and buildings not included in the taking, 
$202,000, — leaving $1,390,100 as the assessors’ valuation of 
the property to be taken. To this should be added twenty per 
cent for the true valuation, and we have $1,668,120. 

Upon the plan which we have proposed (i. e. that the city 
should give a bond to convey the estates back to the original 
owners upon certain conditions), probably very few, if any, of 
the owners would elect to surrender their estates absolutely to 
the city; if they did, the city could, undoubtedly, sell them for a 
sufficient sum, after the improvements have been made, to pay 
the original cost. The expense to the city, therefore, would be 
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confined simply to raising the land and the buildings. Many of 
the streets and places are private property; but they have been 
used by the public so long that probably only nominal damages 
would be assessed by Commissioners or a jury for taking them: 

Making a liberal allowance for contingencies, we believe that 
the net cost to the city of carrying out the plan proposed will 
not exceed the sum of seven hundred thousand dollars. 

It will probably take two years, at least, to complete the im- 
provements; and it is unnecessary, therefore, to make an appro- 
priation for the entire cost at this time. Two hundred thousand 
dollars will be sufficient for the operations of the present year; 
and we have appended an order authorizing the Treasurer to 
borrow that amount. 


Any plan for the improvement of this territory would be in- 
complete unless it comprehended the extension of Columbus 
Avenue, in some way, to Park Square. The Committee have 
given that portion of the subject very careful consideration ; 
and, in order to bring it directly before the parties having the 
largest interest, they have submitted certain propositions to the 
Board of Directors of the Boston and Providence Railroad 
Corporation, in substance as follows: 

First, To move the passenger station of the corporation west 
and north, to allow the extension of Columbus Avenue, eighty 
feet wide, to Park Square. 

Second, To close Church Street, between the northerly line of 
Columbus Avenue, extended, and Providence Street. 

The Directors have signified their readiness to co-operate with 
the City in carrying out the general plan proposed, upon just 
and equitable equivalents to be agreed upon between the repre- 
sentatives of the City and the corporation. 

The basis for a negotiation having thus been agreed upon, 
the Committee would earnestly recommend the subject to the 
early attention of the Board of Aldermen. 
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To carry out the plan proposed in the foregoing report (for 
taking and raising the territory and buildings on the Church 
Street District), the Committee would respectfully recommend 
the passage of the following orders.

Whereas, by an Act of the Legislature of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, passed the first day of June, A. D. 1867, enti- 
tled, “ An Act to enable the City of Boston to abate a nuisance 
existing therein, and for the Preservation of the Public Health in 
said City,” it is provided among other things as follows, viz. 


Section 1. The City of Boston may purchase or otherwise 
take the lands or any of them in said city, with the buildings 
and other fixtures thereon, situated and lying within the district 
bounded on the northwest by the northwesterly line of Columbus 
Avenue, extended to Church Street ; on the north by the line of 
the southerly side of the passenger station of the Boston and 
Providence Railroad Corporation, and the same extended to the 
westerly line of Church Street; on the east by Pleasant Street ; 
on the southeast and south by Tremont Street and the Boston 
and Worcester Railroad; and on the west by Ferdinand Street. 
The said city shall, within sixty days from the time they shall 
take any of said lands, file in the office of the registry of deeds 
for the county of Suffolk, a description of the lands so taken, as 
certain as is required in a common conveyance of lands; and a 
statement that the same are taken pursuant to the provisions of 
this act; which said description and statement shall be signed 
by the mayor of said city; and the title to all land so taken 
shall vest in the City of Boston; and if any party whose land is 
taken shall agree with the said city upon the damage done to 
him by the said taking, the same shall be paid to him by the 
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said city forthwith. And it shall be the duty of the City of Bos- 
ton forthwith, to raise the grade of said territory so taken or 
purchased, laying out and filling up the same with good mater- 
ials, with reference to a complete drainage thereof, so as to 
abate the present nuisance and to preserve the health of the city, 
and in no wise to affect injuriously the lands of the Common- 
wealth or its grantees in the back bay, or the system of drainage 
therein. 

Now, therefore, know all men by these presents, that the said 
City of Boston, by virtue of the power and authority in said Act 
given, and pursuant to the provisions thereof, has taken, and by 
these presents does take, the following described parcels of land, 
with all the buildings and fixtures thereon, situated within the 
limits described in said Act, in said City of Boston, viz: —

Albany Railroad, on the west by Ferdinand Street, on the north- 
west by the northwesterly line of Columbus Avenue, extended 
to Church Street, and on the north by the southerly side of the 
passenger station of the Boston and Providence Railroad Cor- 
poration, to the grade of at least eighteen feet above mean low 
water; and the cellars, back-yards and vacant lots to the grade 
of at least twelve feet aboye mean low water; also, for raising 
and underpinning such of the houses and other buildings on said 
territory as they shall deem necessary to the preservation of the 
public health;— the expense of doing all said work not to 
exceed the sum of six hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Ordered, That when the lands, buildings, and other fixtures, 
situated and lying within the district described in the foregoing 
order, have been taken by the City of Boston, under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 308 of the Acts of the year 1867, His Honor the 
Mayor enter into a contract in behalf of the City of Boston, to 
convey the estates on said district, or such portions as are not 
required for widening streets or other purposes, back to the 
original owners, after the territory and buildings have been 
raised as provided in the foregoing order; provided, however, 
that the persons who owned the estates at the time of their tak- 
ing by the city will agree, in writing, to take a release of their 
respective estates and to clear the basements of their buildings 
before the raising, and make all necessary repairs upon the 
buildings at their own expense after the raising and underpin- 
ning, and make no claim upon the city for any damages on 
‘account of the work performed by the city.

AN ACT 


To enable the City of Boston to abate a Nuisance existing 
therein, and for the preservation of the public Health in 
said City. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fol- 


lows: — 


Section 1. The City of Boston may purchase or otherwise 
take the lands or any of them in said city, with the buildings 
and other fixtures thereon, situated and lying within the district 
bounded on the northwest by the northwesterly line of Colum- 
bus Avenue, extended to Church Street; on the north by the line 
of the southerly side of the passenger station of the Boston and 
Providence Railroad Corporation, and the same extended to the 
westerly line of Church Street; on the east by Pleasant Street; 
on the southeast and south by Tremont Street; and the Boston 
and Worcester Railroad; and on the west by Ferdinand Street. 
The said city shall, within sixty days from the time they shall 
take any of said lands, file in the office of the registry of deeds 
for the county of Suffolk, a description of the lands so taken, as 
certain as is required in a common conveyance of lands; and a 
statement that the same are taken pursuant to the provisions of 
this act; which said description and statement shall be signed 
by the mayor of said city; and the title to all land so taken shall 
vest in the city of Boston; and if any party whose land is taken 
shall agree with the said city upon the damage done to him by 
the said taking, the same shall be paid to him by the said city 
forthwith. And it shall be the duty of the City of Boston forth- 
with, to raise the grade of said territory so taken or purchased, 
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laying out and filling up the same with good materials, with 
reference to a complete drainage thereof, so as to abate the 
present nuisance and to preserve the health of the city, and in 
no wise to affect injuriously the lands of the Commonwealth or 
its grantees in the back bay, or the system of drainage therein. 
Sect. 2. Any person entitled to any estate in any part of the 
land so taken, may at any time within one year from the time 
when the same shall be taken, as well in his own behalf, as in 
behalf of all other persons having estates in the land so taken, 
file a bill in equity in the Supreme Judicial Court, in the county 
of Suffolk, setting forth the taking of the complainant’s land, 
and the condition of the same in respect to its capacity for 
drainage, and whether the complainant claims any and what 
damages against the City of Boston, or the Boston Water 
Power Company, or any other corporation or person, by reason 
of any and what wrongful act or omission by their causing a 
diminution in the value of his land at the time of said taking, 
and praying an assessment of damages against such parties. 
And upon the filing of such a bill, the said court shall cause 
notice of the pendency of said bill to be given to the parties 
named therein as defendants, according to the course of courts 
of equity, and also public notice thereof, to all persons in whose 
behalf such bill shall be filed, to appear and become parties 
thereto, if they shall think fit to do so. Said court shall pre- 
scribe how such public notice shall be given, and what length of 
time shall be allowed for appearing and becoming a party to 
such suit. Any party failing so to appear and become a party 
within the time prescribed by the court, shall be forever barred 
from recovering any damages on account of such taking. Hach 
person so appearing and becoming a party, shall file a written 
description of the land in which he claims an estate, together 
with a plan thereof, so as clearly to distinguish the same from all 
other lands, and shall also declare what estate he claims therein. 
If he claims that the value of said lands at time of takiug the 
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same was lessened by any unlawful act or omission of the City 
of Boston, or the Boston Water Power Company or any other 
corporation or person, so that the value of the land in its condi- 
tion when taken, would not be a just compensation for all the 
estate and rights of the party in and in reference to the same, 
such party shall also state what such injury is, and how and by 
whom the same had been, or is caused, and what right or title 
of the party is violated, and what amount of damages in gross 
is claimed by him, as compensation therefor, from each of the 
parties defendant. 

Sect. 3. Upon the expiration of the time allowed for appear- 
ance to the said bill, the said court shall appoint three commis- 
sioners, who shall receive such compensation as the said court 
shall fix, to be paid by the City of Boston. 

Sreot. 4. It shall be the duty of the said commissioners, after 
due notice, to hear each of the said parties, including the said 
City of Boston, and the said Water Power Company, and other 
parties named as defendants, and to assess the present value of 
each parcel of the said land claimed by any party so appearing, 
with its capacity for drainage in its present condition, and the 
amount in gross, if any, of damages done to such parcel of land 
by reason of any unlawfal act or omission of the City of Boston, 
or the Water Power Campany, or any other party defendant, 
affecting its value at the time of said taking. 

Sect. 5. Said commissioners, or the major part of them, 
shall make report to the said court of their doings, and, when 
requested by any party, of the evidence touching any exception 
intended to be taken by him. 

Sect. 6. Any party aggrieved may either except to the 
report of the said commissioners, and have the exception heard 
and determined by the said court, according to its course as a 
court of equity, or may apply to the said court to have proper 
issues framed and tried by a jury, and procecded in as in other 
cases of issues ordered by the said court. And on the trial of 
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any such issue, the report of the commissioners respecting its 
subject-matter shall be prima facie evidence of what is therein 
stated. 

Sect. 7. When it shall be finally determined what amount of 
damages any party is entitled to recover against the City of 
Boston or the Boston Water Power Company, or any other party 
defendant, a separate decree shall be entered accordingly, 
and execution therefor shall be issued, without regard to the 
pendency of the claims of any other party or parties, or of other 
claims of such complainant. 

Sect. 8. Ifany party shall elect a jury, he shall recover his 
legal costs, if the award of the commissioners shall be altered in 
his favor; otherwise he shall be liable for the legal costs of the 
other party or parties. 

Sect. 9. Nothing in this act shall be construed as exempting 
the City of Boston from any obligation it would otherwise be 
under, to make compensation to the owners of lands abutting on 
or near to the territory described in the first section of this act, 
for any injury it may do to such lands in any acts of raising, 
filling or draining said territory or any part thereof. 

Sect. 10. If any party shall allege that the value of his land 
at the time of the said taking had been diminished by any act or 
omission of the Commonwealth or its agents or officers, for 
which diminution the Commonwealth ought to make him com- 
pensation, he shall make the allegations relating thereto in a 
separate article of the bill, in the nature of a petition of right 
against the Commonwealth, and the court shall cause notice 
thereof to be served upon the attorney-general. And the at- 
torney-general shall appear and may make a separate answer 
thereto; and the commissioners appointed by the court to assess 
damages under this act are hereby empowered to make a 
separate report of the damages, if any, caused to any party by 
any act or omission for which the Commonwealth is responsible, 
and shall, at the request of the attorney.general, report the evi- 
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dence, together with the grounds of their opinion why the Com- 
monwealth ought to pay the same. And it shall be the duty of 
the supreme judicial court to instruct the said commissioners on 
any matter of law involved in their decision, at the request of 
any party or of the commissioners, and the proceedings shall be 
conformed as nearly as possible to those in suits in equity. And 
the final report of the commissioners on the subject of the claims 
upon the Commonwealth, shall be filed in court in the cause, and 
a duplicate thereof transmitted to his excellency the Governor. 
And if in the opinion of the court it is reasonable that the Com- 
monwealth bear any part of the costs or expenses, the same 
shall be certified with the said report. 

Sect. 11. The said court may make all orders and decrees 
necessary to carry into full effect the intent of this act, and may, 
at its discretion, at any stage of the proceedings order a party 
to give security for the payment of damages or costs. 

Sect. 12. Ali legal costs which shall accrue in proceedings 
under this act, not otherwise provided for, shall be paid as the 
said court shall order. 

Sect. 13. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Be it enacted, &c.: — 


Seotion 1. The City of Boston is hereby authorized to lay 
railway tracks through any street or streets of said city, and to 
maintain them so long as it may be necessary to enable them to 
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transport earth and other material to fill up the Church Street 
District, so called, and to abate the nuisance existing therein 
under the provisions of the act, entitled, “ An Act to enable the 
City of Boston to abate a nuisance therein, and for the preser- 
vation of the public health in said city,” passed at this present 
session. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

to amend an Ordinance relating to the Law Department. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SECTION 1. Instead of one Assistant Solicitor for the City of 
Boston, there shall hereafter be nominated and appointed, at the 
time and in the manner expressed in an ordinance, entitled “An 
Ordinance relating to the Law Department,” passed April sec- 
ond, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six, two Assistant 
Solicitors for the City of Boston, whose qualifications, rights, 
duties, disabilities, and terms of office shall be the same as are 
in said ordinance prescribed for the Assistant Solicitor. They 
shall each be removable at the pleasure of the Mayor, and 
vacancies may be filled at any time for the unexpired term, in 
the same manuer as the original appointment. The two Assist- 
ant Solicitors shall be subject to the order and control of the 
Solicitor in the performance of their duties. 


Sect. 2. In the months of June and December, of each year, 
the City Solicitor shall make a report in writing to the City 
Council, of all suits or legal proceedings, in which the City of 
Boston has any interest, begun, pending, or determined during 
the six months next preceding the time of making said report;

OFFICE OF THE COCHITUATE WaTER Boarp, 
: Boston, April 4, 1868. 
To the City Council, 

As the term of the present Cochituate Water Board is now 
about to expire, the Board hereby propose, for the information 
of the City Council, to give a brief statement concerning the 
_ present condition of the work now in progress, a portion of what 
has been accomplished during the past two years, and the ar- 
rangements made and contemplated for finishing the same, with 
suggestions for slight alterations in the ordinances which are 
prompted by experience. 

As some encroachments had been made upon lands owned by 
the city around Lake Cochituate and along the line of the con- 
duit, and it being near the time when abutters and others might 
dispossess the city by adverse use, Mr. Joseph Crafts was en- 
gaged last summer to take the work in charge. Ninety-nine 
deeds of release have been obtained, many of them covering 
two and three parcels of land. A few of the abutters only have 
objected to signing a release, and in a very few instances, the 
parties, who might claim they have possession, cannot be found. 
These cases it is proposed to settle positively, by setting fences 
on the boundary lines without further delay. 

Negotiations with the several proprietors for the margin of the 
shore of Dug Pond have been in progress for about two years, 


and we now have the satisfaction of stating that it has all been 
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secured by deeds to the city, with the exception of a very small 
piece where an ice-house now stands: as by courtesy of the city 
this is used for its present purpose, it is not considered really 
necessary that the city should own it. By thus controlling the 
shore, the water is secured against impurities that might other- 
wise be carried into it, and it gives an opportunity for raising 
the water to a level five feet higher than the present high water 
mark. 

The work of clearing and excavating for the Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir was commenced in the spring of 1866, and has since 
been prosecuted with all practicable despatch. There have 
been as few drawbacks or annoyances as could be reasonably 
expected in prosecuting so large a work, and generally it has 
progressed satisfactorily. 

It is estimated that the work now to be performed to put the 
reservoir in a condition to receive the water docs not exceed 
one-third of that already done. The principal work to be per- 
formed is the

Removal of surplus earth (which is but small) and the debris in 
the lower section after the banks are built. 


More than half of the stones for the intermediate gate house 
are already on the ground; and those for the large effluent gate 
house are contracted for and will be delivered as soon as the 
foundation is prepared. It is but a small job to cut those for 
the influent gate house, this being very small and but a few stones 


= 
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required in its construction. To avoid all delay that might 
otherwise occur, bricks were purchased and delivered on the 
ground last winter, with which to build the gate houses and con- 
duit. Cement was also purchased and stored for the same pur- 
pose, not considering it prudent to risk the uncertainty of 
finding a supply so early in the season as it would be required 
for use. The well considered statement made in the communi- 
cation of this Board, dated January 23d, to the City Council, 
stands good to-day, to wit: “If the work is pushed forward 
with the same energy and success it has been during the past 
year, we confidently expect to have the reservoir in a proper 
state to receive the water in one year from the present time, and 
to fill it by the month of June 1869.” 

The manner of repairing the Hast Boston Reservoir was 
decided upon after careful investigation as to the cause of the 
leaks, and the work is now in progress. 

The delay in granting the appropriation recommended by the 
Board, which was to be expended for the iron mains and laying 
them, makes it doubtful if they can be now obtained in season to 
connect the new reservoir with the mains just below the Brook- 
line Reservoir, before the cold weather of next fall sets in. If 
this is not done this year, nearly all of the advantages to be 
derived from the use of the new reservoir will be lost for one 
entire year. ‘The positive necessity of cleaning out the Brookline 
Reservoir, and repairing the gate house which is now in a leaky 
condition, has been one of the principal incentives for pressing 
forward to completion the new reservoir. It seems to be 
impracticable to clean it until the latter is completed. Should 
it be attempted, it will be necessary while the process is going 
on to shut off the water used for all other than domestic use, and 
for this purpose only about one-sixth of the’ quantity now brought 
to the city can be supplied; and to make this available, only one 
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district can be supplied at the same time, thus making it neces- 
sary to shut it off from all the others. 

As soon as it was decided that Roxbury was to be annexed to 
Boston, and thereby its citizens entitled to the use of the 
Cochituate Water, measures were promptly taken to ascertain 
the number and locality of those who would want it, by circulars 
distributed to each house and shop in the district, and from the 
several replies returned, it was found that one thousand and one 
want it, and three hundred and ninety may want it. Plans 
were proposed and discussed as to the best and quickest mode 
of supplying those who were in the greatest need. The Board, 
with the City Engineer, aided by gentlemen of Roxbury, well 
acquainted with the wants of the citizens of the district, passed 
over the ground for the purpose of a general survey, and imme- 
diately afterward, the Board, with the assistance of the City 
Engineer, having in view the probable future wants of the 
district, fixed upon a general plan for distribution. 

It was proposed to connect with the present thirty-six inch main 
at the junction of Lowell and Washington streets, near the Metro- 
politan stables, a twenty-four inch main, and carry the same 
through Washington, Dudley and Eustis streets to East Street, 
and then to branch off from that with smaller pipes, extending 
them into those streets on the high grounds where water is first 
and most needed. As it is a matter of economy to do so, me- 
tallic gates, hydrants and service-pipes were to be put in as fast 
as the several mains were Jaid. This much the Board was con- 
fident could be accomplished before next winter, if all the mate- 
rials were ordered without delay. So far as the cost of iron 
mains and pipes is concerned, it is to be regretted that the two 
appropriations of $250,000 and $200,000 were not made by 
the Council, as asked for by this Board, the first of the present 
municipal year. The very decided Opposition by the citizens 
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of the Roxbury district, to an early supply of Cochituate water, 
as indicated by the action of a large majority of its representa- 
tives in the lower branch of the Council, surprised the Board, 
as it had been asserted and taken for granted that the immedi- 
ate supply of pure water was the greatest advantage to be gained 
by the district, through annexation, and consequently the many 
preliminary arrangements, then in progress, were not further 
_ proceeded in by the Board. 

The City Engineer has now in course of progress the survey 
of the streets, preparatory to the making of a correct map of the 
lines and grades in the Roxbury district. Until this work is 
completed, a proper report cannot be given upon that part of 
His Honor the Mayor’s address which was referred by the City 
Council to this Board, with instructions to report “estimates of 
the cost of laying pipes and constructing a distributing reser- 
voir in Roxbury;” and therefore that duty has been this day 
passed over to the incoming Water Board. 

In the opinion of the Board, a reservoir will not at present 
be needed in the district; and when the population shall have 
increased to such an extent as to make one necessary for the 
equalization of the head or pressure, it should be located on the 
high ground at the easterly part of the district. 

An impression seems to have prevailed, that because it was 
considered necessary to have reservoirs in South Boston and 
East Boston, that as a matter of course one will be needed in 
Roxbury. This is not the case, as the circumstances are 
entirely different, inasmuch as those districts are supplied 
through pipes crossing rivers, besides being more distant from 
the Brookline and Chestnut Hill reservoirs, the immediate 
sources of supply. The Roxbury district is nearer to these 
reservoirs than the average of the part of the city now supplied. 

The attention of the City Council is respectfully called to an 
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alteration that is desirable in the ordinances, as ‘suggested in 
the following paragraph on page 6 of the Annual Report of this 
Department for the year 1866 and 1867, to wit: — 

“The improvement made by the amendment to the water 
ordinance in December 1865, suggests the propriety of still fur- 
ther alterations. The annual accounts of this department are 
now made up for the financial year, as are those of the Treasurer 
and Auditor; but our bills, excepting only to those who draw 
through meters, are made for the calendar year, thus compli- 
cating our statements and reports. If the ordinance be further 
changed, so as to permit the bills to be made for the four 
months commencing January 1, and ending April 30, and there- 
after be made for the year commencing on the first day of May 
in each year, this inconvenience will be avoided.” 

It is also respectfully.recommended, that the ordinances be so 
further amended as to give the election of the Water Registrar 
to the Water Board, and make him responsible to the Board for 
the correct performance of the dutics assigned him. There may 
not, at first glance, appear to be a necessity for this alteration 
now, but any one conversant with the business of the Depart- 
ment cannot but favor it. The time may come when an occu- 
pant of this office will be at variance with the Board, which it is 
intended should have all the powers vested in the City Council, 
with certain limitations.

The Milk trade of Boston is divided into two branches, for 
which separate sets of books are kept at the office of the In- 
spector. 

Wholesale dealers are those who distribute to families, stores, 
etc., from carriages, and those persons who keep more than one 
cow, in the city proper, (South and East Boston included.) 

Retail dealers are those who sell in small quantities from mar- 
ket-places, stores, shops, and cellars. 

The dealers in the southern district have not yet been regis- 
tered, and are not included in this report.

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At the close of another year your Inspector would observe 
that his whole time and attention have been given to the duties 
of his office, and the records of this year will show what pro- 
gress has been made in the objects for which ‘the office was 
established. 

The contracts for the supply of milk are generally made twice 
a year, viz: on the first of April and the first of October. 

The milk cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk by 
the dealers, are of two classes. The large cans which hold nine 
quarts and a pint are in general use by the milk trade of Wor- 
cester County, and by many of those who collect their milk in 
the towns in the vicinity of Boston. The smaller cans which 
hold eight quarts and one half pint are mostly in use on the 
Fitchburg, Lowell, and Eastern Railroads, and no milkman is 
considered equipped for business unless he is the owner of two 
or three full sets of cans— either eights or nines as above 
described, sufficient to contain the necessary milk for his daily 
route; one set being in use, while the others are on their way 
to the country for afresh supply. Many of the milkmen, en- 
gaged in the family trade have small cans, holding from a pint 
to four or even six quarts, which they fill from the larger cans 
to suit their customers. 

The milk during the summer costs at the farmer’s door, from 
thirty-three to forty-two cents per can, and at the depots in or 
near the city, after collecting and transporting it, from forty to 
forty-eight cents. This is sold to stores and shops, at from fifty- 
four to sixty-two cents per can, and is retailed in smaller quan- 
tities to families at eizht cents per quart. 

April, 1867. Commences with a good supply of milk from 
the country, and about the usual demand in the city. Most of 
the complaints in regard to the milk, this month, have arisen 
from its being old and deficient in cream when left in stores 
and families. 

May.— This month, wet. The supply of milk from the country 
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was abundant, and, by inspection in all parts of the city, proved 
unusually free from adulteration; and large quantities of the old 
surplus milk were sold to parties at a reduced price for making 
butter. 

Many families receive their milk from the milkmen, in small 
cans, in which it is allowed to remain until used, instead of be- 
ing emptied as it should be, into sweet, clean bowls or pans, 
which would enable the cream to rise more freely and the milk 
to keep longer. 

June. — Weather cool, with frequent rains. The supply of 
milk more than equalled the dem:ind, and some new sources were 
opened during this month, and not a little was sent in from sec- 
tions of the country hitherto unvisited. 

July.— Commenced with warmer weather, and a greater de- 
mand for milk. During the middle and latter parts of the month 
there were frequent showers and long rain storms, and the sup- 
ply of milk was ample for all demands. Many times during this 
month the milk depots were visited for the inspection of the 
milk previous to its removal from the cars. It was found that 
in a number of cans from different dairies the milk was largely 
extended by water, and this was returned to the places from 
whence it came ; samples of this milk were analyzed by the chem- 
ist, and pronounced unfit for sale. 

August. — The first part of this month was cool, with rain- 
storms, and the supply of milk more than equal to the demand, 
so that many of the country milkmen, after supplying their regu- 
lar customers, resorted to the poorer sections of the city to sell 
their surplus milk at reduced prices. Milk thus sold was often 
inspected and generally found to be quite free from adulteration, 
but deficient in cream. During this term the milk was frequently 
found to be changed and sour, and indeed often so much af- 
fected at the time of delivery, as, in a few hours, to be wholly 
unfit for use, even when immediately placed on ice. The latter 
part of this month brought an increased demand for milk, and 
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some dealers found it difficult to supply the demand of their cus- 
tomers. 

September. — Was cool and pleasant, favorably affecting this 
trade so subject to sudden changes. This enabled the milk 
dealers again to meet the demands of their customers; and from 
the middle to the last of the month, they had enough and to 
spare for transient customers on the street at from four to six 
cents per quart. 

November. — Came in moderate and pleasant with good pas- 
turing and an abundant supply of milk up to about the twenti- 
eth, when a few cold days wrought quite a sudden deficiency in 
the country supply, and the approach of Thanksgiving served 
still further to increase the demand. Some of the dealers, 
however, aware beforehand of the coming demand at this season, 
took the precaution to secure a good supply for themselves, and 
some of them, a surplus to dispose of to their brother milkmen, at 
a handsome profit. 

The demand for extra milk was not so pressing this season 
as in former years, when the accompaniments of milk were ob- 
tained at a greatly reduced price. The middle and latter part 
of this month were marked by high winds, and a couple of unu- 
sually cold days, the mercury descending nearly to zero. 

December. — Was very cold and stormy for the season. In 
general, however, the milk increased from last month, and the 
supply about equalled the demand; but it was found in stores 
and shops badly frozen. 

During January, February, and March, there was but little 
demand for an extra quantity of milk. In January and March, 
two or three violent snow-storms obstructed travel and block- 
aded the sources of supply from the country. With these excep- 
tions, the milkmen were enabled to supply all demands. 

The month of March has generally been the time for estab- 
lishing the price of milk for the ensuing summer. The milk pro- 
ducers have felt for a long time that they were not sufficiently 
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paid for their milk, considering the high price of cows and the 
increased cost of keeping them. The milk agents and collectors 
say that their margin for profits, after paying for transportation 
etc., is small: and it may be so; for, even had they the disposi- 
tion, they have not the opportunity, as have the farmer and the 
milkman, of skimming or extending tIfe milk, — an opportunity 
too often improved. So unwilling, however, are too many milk- 
men, to sacrifice the opportunity for excessive profit, that they 
often adulterate, apparently without any discrimination or even 
standard of their own. Consumers, nevertheless, feel that the 
price of milk, at eight cents per quart, — as during the past year, 
—is as high as that of any article of family consumption. 

During this year the milk producers have associated them- 
selves together and held conventions in this city, with the hopes 
of increasing the demand for pure, good milk, and advancing 
the price. 

A part of the milkmen, doing business in this city, formed 
themselves into an association a number of years since, which 
Still continues ; the alleged object of which was to avoid soliciting 
each others’ customers for supplying them with milk, and also to 
obtain their supply of milk from the milk agents at a fixed price, 
and to equalize and regulate the price with the consumers. 
Whatever the object of either, or both of these associations 
may have been, all that our citizens ask is, that they may have 
good milk, for which they are willing to pay a fair price, leay- 
ing all difference of opinion as to profit and loss to be settled 
by those parties more directly interested. 

Milk has ever been considered an excellent, and in many 
cases, an indispensable article of food. From infancy to age, 
in the civilized world, pure, sweet milk is a prime necessity, and 
is considered of such importance that the first object of every 
agricultural association has been to improve the products of the 
dairy. 

The adulteration of milk within a few years has become of 
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sufficient importance to require stringent laws and measures to 
keep in check this great evil. When we consider the fact that 
pure milk from the cow contains eighty-six per cent of water in 
one hundred parts, and only fourteen parts of solid matter, we 
may well pause and look at its adulteration in its true light; 
and whatever sympathy we may have to spare, let us be sure 
that it be placed, not on the side of the criminal who adulterates 
his milk, but on that of his victim, who is first robbed, and then 
starved by the use of it. 

We often hear the excuse offered, that, as long as water only 
is added, no great harm is done; and undoubtedly many parties 
act thus without thinking themselves guilty of the great offence 
it really is. 

The present law, after a trial of four years, has proved more 
efficient than any of its predecessors. ven if it be not perfect, 
still, all things considered, it serves its purpose as well as could 
be expected; yet there are certain parties who have never 
ceased since its enactment, to labor for its repeal or modifica- 
tion to suit their own views. These interested persons have 
besieged the Legislature unremittingly, with demands for a new 
law or a change; but fortunately without effect, thus far. If it 
were at all probable that the law would be improved in efficiency 
by revision, or that a new one would more effectually prevent the 
evils that exist in the milk trade, we should heartily advocate 
its change; but we are firm in the opinion that the present law 
properly enforced is amply equal to the work which it is de- 
signed to perform. 

During this year sixteen new milk routes have been com- 
menced by parties able to obtain a small supply of milk; and in 
order to secure customers, they are compelled to sell their milk 
at a reduced price. Many of them also, to sustain themselves, 
resort not only to the skimming process, but to extending their 
milk, apparently without compunction or limitation. The most 


of these men commence business with very small capital, at a 
2 
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season when milk is plenty; and as soon as the supply is not 
equal to the demand, they sell out the few customers thus ob- 
tained, and are seen no more. 

One hundred and ninety-five samples of milk have been in- 
spected for private families, at their request; and samples have 
often been received at this office from persons outside the limits 
of your inspector’s district. In many of these cases, adultera- 
tion was not the cause of complaint; a little care in feeding, 
cleansing the cans, and cooling the milk, would have prevented 
the unpleasant taste and smell, and saved much trouble. 

All places within the city limits where milk is sold, have been 
visited and the milk inspected, since the date of my last report, 
and some of these have required frequent attention. 

A record of all samples inspected is made in the books of this 
office. 

In general, the milk furnished to private families, by our milk- 
men, is free from adulteration, but often deficient in cream. 
The quality of the milk, especially if adulterated, deteriorates 
with the grade of customers, so that the poorer class, who buy 
in small quantities, receive the largest amount of adulteration. 

A large proportion of our milkmen supply private families 
exclusively, and your Inspector has yet to learn that it is his 
duty to intrude his services unsolicited on any private family in 
regard to the quality of their milk. It is his duty, however, to 
enter any place where milk is kept for sale and to prosecute all 
violatious of law relating thereto. It cannot be denied that 
there are too many of these places, in the summer season espe- 
cially, where the milk is either watered or skimmed more or less, 
or both; and when the former, or both these methods combined 
are resorted to, they are sure to render the offending parties 
liable to exposure and prosecution. 

More than two hundred samples of milk have been analyzed 
for the city of Boston, by some of the most able chemists in the 
country, within a few years, and no adulterating mixtures other 
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than water, burnt sugar, and salt, have been discovered with two 
exceptions, in which the substances used were corn starch, and 
magnesia. No sheep’s brains, chalk, French syrups, or other 
chemical substances have ever been detected. And _ surely, if 
any person really suspected that milk offered for sale in this 
city contained such clumsy and expensive adulterations, he might 
easily satisfy himself that such is not the fact. There can be no 
profit in the adulteration of milk except to increase the quantity, 
and any amount of water worth adding at all, can readily be de- 
tected in milk by the direct lowering of the specific gravity. 

Monday, October 28th.— While on a tour of inspection 
in the stores and shops at South Boston, a respectably appearing 
Irish woman present requested that I should accompany her and 
inspect the milk at her house, as her son was fast wasting away 
in consumption, and his physician advised that a portion of his 
diet should consist of pare good milk, which she had endeavored 
to obtain of her milkman by paying him one cent extra per quart. 
On inspection, this milk proved that added water had lowered 
the specific gravity more than five degrees, and the skimming 
process had not been omitted. 

This poor woman, forgetting the situation of her son, com- 
menced the usual excuses, and extenuating circumstances in be- 
half of her milkman, and resolved to discontinue the taking of 
his milk for fear of involving him in trouble. At an early hour, 
however, the following morning the placing near her door a boy 
with pitcher and a five cent scrip, removed all difficulties, and 
enabled the inspector to obtain all the milk necessary, which was 
immediately carried to the chemist, and, on analysis, proved to 
contain nearly forty per cent of added water in one hundred 
parts, and less than six per cent of cream. Before the facts in 
this case became known to the milkman, a second complaint was 
made against him for selling adulterated milk in a store, and if 
he does not dispose of his route as others generally do (under 
similar circumstances) a third complaint will immediately be 
made against him. 
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The Patent Office Report of 1861 contains some valuable 
suggestions on the subject of Milk, and the best mode of its pres- 
ervation by cold and quiet. 

“ This is the process practised by dairymen generally, who are 
compelled to send their milk to market. It consists in cooling 
the milk to about 40° Fahrenheit as soon as possible after milk- 
ing, and in keeping it at that temperature, in perfect quiet, till it 
is ready to be carried to the cars or otherwise conveyed to the 
place of distribution. 

“ The essential requisite is a spring of cold water. The quan- 
tity of water is not of so much consequence as its degree of 
coldness and its permanency. The water should be conducted 
under ground the shortest possible distance to a suitable place 
for the location of the milk-house. This place, if possible, should 
be on the north side of a hill, well shaded, and so situated that 
the water from the tank will readily flow off. The house should 
be of such size and form as to admit of a tank two feet wide, 
and of sufficient length to hold all the milk cans; The depth of 
the tank should be about four inches less than the depth of the 
can. Hach can should have a separate division, and the divi- 
sions so arranged that the water may pass from one to another. 

“The water from the spring should enter at the bottom of the 
first division, and pass from the top of the first into the second, 
then from the bottom of the second enter the third, and so on, 
alternately entering at or near the top of one and the bottom of 
the next division. 

- « . . . “The tank should be so arranged as to be out 
of the way of currents of air. 

“The ventilation of the house should be only sufficient to 
keep the air pure. Most milk-houses admit altogether too much 
air. In all cases, ingress of air to the house should be prevented 
as soon as a thunder shower is seen rising, and no admittance 
allowed until the milk is to be removed. In clear or rainy 
weather the ventilator may be open, but never in showery 
weather. 
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“Ozone, which is freely generated by electricity, acts ener- 
getically on milk, souring it in a few minutes, — many times de- 
stroying the milk before the shower has passed over. Therefore, 
all air from the vicinity of thunder showers, which always con- 
tains ozone, should be carefully excluded from the milk-house. 

“ Having prepared a place for the reception of the milk, its 
treatment remains to be considered. 

“The cows are milked in the cool of the evening, just after sun- 
set, and the milk is strained into the cans which are to convey 
it to market. . . . . As fast as the cans are filled they are 
placed in the tank. . . . . The cans to remain uncovered 
so as to allow the animal heat to pass off; after which the cans 
should be stopped, and not allowed to be moved, or even jarred. 
The tank should be so constructed as to be disconnected with the 
building. It should rest flat on the ground, so that any jar of the 
building cannot disturb the milk in the tank. In the morning the 
cows are milked before sunrise and the milk placed in cans as 
before. . . . . When the milk is to be carried to the cars, 
after being thoroughly cooled the cans are placed in a wagon and a 
wet cloth or blanket is spread over them, and the whole covered 
with buffalo robes, or other suitable material. At the railroad 
station the cans are closely packed in the milk-car, without any- 
thing being thrown over them, and on their arrival at the place 
of destination, if at an early hour in the morning, the cans are then 
taken in carriages and the milk distributed to consumers. By some 
of the railroads, however, the milk is not received at the depots 
until a late hour in the forenoon, and is then taken by the milk- 
men to their milk cellars and placed in large ice-chests. The 
milk should not leave the cans until it is sold, and if this precau- 
tion were taken it could be disposed of at a lower temperature 
than when it left the milk-house. 

“Tn this condition it will keep sweet twenty-four, or even thirty- 
six hours. The milk should be cool in all cases before carting. 
Milk that is not cooled, changes in a few hours after milking, and 
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during this change it is not a healthy diet. Sowr milk and milk 
that has passed through this process of change is not so injuri- 
ous. Itis milk that is in a state of change that is unhealthy, 
and keeping it in a refrigerator or on ice makes but little differ- 
ence in the time it will keep, as the process of souring had pre- 
viously commenced.” 

Many of our milkmen, largely engaged in the retail trade, 
have small cans, which hold from a pint to four quarts, which are 
filled from the larger cans to suit their customers, and left at an 
early hour in the morning. 

Families should have two or three vessels kept exclusively for 
milk; so that the same vessel should not contain milk two days 
in succession. Never should the milk be allowed to remain in 
the cans left by the milkman. It is impossible if the cans be in 
constant use, to keep them sufficiently cleansed and aired for 
the milk to remain in them good and fresh. 

During this year my attention has many times been called to 
families in consequence of the bad taste and smell of the milk 
caused by the cows feeding on turnips, which gives a disagreea- 
ble taste, and moreover produces very thin watery milk. 

Again — Oil-cake produces much and rich milk, but seriously 
injures its quality by giving it a bad flavor. 

Cows sometimes eat objectionable weeds, and thus a bad 
flavor is imparted to the milk, especially during severe drought. 
When pasturing affords insufficient sustenance, they are apt to 
resort to leaves and shrubs that ordinarily are left untouched. 

In most of our stores and shops where milk is sold, it is re- 
tailed to customers from the cans in which it is left by the milk- 
man, and in many of these places sufficient care is not taken to 
agitate the milk, so that those persons who are first served 
obtain all the best of the milk, and the last receive poor, skim- 
med milk, for which they pay the same price. No wonder they 
often exclaim, “ Why, it took more than a pint to color a cup of 
tea; 1 know it’s more than half water.” These complaints can 
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easily be prevented by stirring the milk and bringing it all to 
a uniform quality before supplying the customer. By this simple 
act of justice, dealers will save their reputation and the need- 
less vexation incident to such complaints. 

In answer to the many inquiries in’ regard to the condensed 
milk prepared by the Lewis Brothers of this city, I would say 
—that it is especially adapted to children, and no family should 
be without it. In our large cities where, (especially in the win- 
ter season) it is often difficult to obtain pure, fresh milk, the con- 
densed milk will be found of inestimable advantage. In fact, 
the want of pure milk is undoubtedly a very prolific cause of 
weakness, debility, sickness, and in too many cases, of death 
among children. Wherever, therefore, in my visits, | have found 
drooping and sickly infants, I have unhesitatingly recommended 
the use of this valuable preparation; and in all cases so far as 
heard from, a striking, rapid, and permanent improvement has 
been the result. 

This, however, is at best, only a temporary and very partial 
substitute ; not in the least affecting the importance of the purity 
of milk for general supply. Indeed, we cannot but feel that 
the main object of this report and the chief duty of this office 
were but ill performed were we to pause here, on the very thresh- 
hold of a topic so vital; not only to the general health, but to 
the sanitary condition and comfort of children — the very cen- 
tral pivot of domestic happiness — the source of the keenest joys 
and sorrows of so many homes; for it is to this very point that 
the entire experience of this office yields its most valuable evi- 
dence. When we consider that the mortality of children far 
exceeds that of any other period of life, and that its utter help- 
lessness alone —apart from the still stronger claims of affec- 
tion — is a sufficient ground of sympathy, is it not clear that a 
weighty responsibility rests with the community to see to it that 
no poison, no adulteration, no deception whatever be allowed to 
mingle infection with those sources of infant life and strength, 
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which must, in due time, succeed to, and often wholly supply, the 
mother’s tenderest office. 

It will be observed that a larger number of cases have been 
analyzed than there were complaints made in court. 

In some of these cases the amount of adulteration would not 
justify a complaint; in others, the analyses were paid for by par- 
ties more directly interested, and not within the limits of your 
Inspector; and a number were against producers in the country, 
who extended their milk to be sold in this city, and by the assist- 
ance of this office they were brought to justice and more severely 
punished than they would have been here. 

Within a few days of the close, of this report, there passed 
through this office three or four large cans of milk, direct from 
some of the producers in Worcester County. Samples of this 
were analyzed and furnished still further proof that the extend- 
ing and skimming is not always confined to milkmen — some of 
these specimens were far worse than any milk that has been 
analyzed during the year. It is usual to cast the odium of adul- 
terating and “extending” milk upon the milkmen, alone; but 
the frequency of cases like the above proves that other parties 
in the milk trade are far from being altogether blameless. 


In closing this report, your inspector would acknowledge the 
kind assistance rendered by the prosecuting attorneys and offi- 
cers of the courts. 

He would also return thanks to Dr. James C. White, chemist, 
for his valuable professional services and the invariable prompt- 
ness with which they have been rendered.

AN ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SecTION 1. The Ordinance in relation to the Fire Depart- 
ment, passed August twentieth, in the year Kighteen Hundred 
and Sixty-one, and amended November twenty-sixth, in the 
year Highteen Hundred and Sixty-one, is hereby further amended 
by striking out the fifth section, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

“Sect. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall per- 
form the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other du- 
ties as the Joint Committee of the City Council or the chief engi- 
neer may from time to time direct; and also such other duties as 
the board of engineers, by their rules and orders, to be approved 
by the board of aldermen, may from time to time determine. He 
shall keep an account of the appropriations made by the City 
Council for the use of the fire department, and of the expenditures 
on account of the same, and shall compare his account monthly 
with the auditor’s books, and see that the expenditures of the fire 
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department do not at any time exceed the amount of the appro- 
priations at their disposal. He shall also keep a separate 
account of the expenses of each engine, hose-carriage, and hook 
and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture and apparatus 
thereto belonging, and all other incidental expenses, and shall 
present to the city council, in the annual report of the chief en- 
cineer, full and detailed statements thereof.” 

Also, by striking out the eighth section, and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 

“Sot. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command 
at fires, over all the other engineers, and all officers and mem- 
bers of the fire department, and all other persons who may be 
present at fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the 
extinguishment of fires, protection of property, preservation of 
order, and observance of the laws, ordinances and regulations, 
respecting fires; and it shall be the duty of said chief engineer 
to examine into the condition of the engines and all other 
fire apparatus and the horses connected therewith, and of the 
engine and other houses belonging to the city, and used for the 
purposes of the fire department, and of the companies attached 
to the said department, as often as circumstances may render 
it expedient, or whenever directed so to do by the City 
Council, or by the Joint Committee of the City Council on the 
fire department. Whenever the engines or other fire apparatus, 
used by the fire department, require alterations, additions or 
repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the City 
Council, or of the Joint Committee on the fire department, shall 
cause the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the 
chief engineer, to receive and transmit to the City Council all 
returns of officers, members, and fire apparatus made by the 
respective companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other 
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communications relating to the affairs of the fire department ; 
to keep fair and exact rolls of the respective companies, specify- 
ing the time of admission and discharge, and the age of each 
member. He shall also critically examine all the bills and 
accounts against the fire department, and certify, in writing, to 
the correctness of each item thereof before sending them to the 
auditor’s office for payment. He shall, annually, in the month 
of January, and oftener if thereto requested, report to the City 
Council an account, to be prepared by the secretary to the 
board of engineers as hereinbefore provided, of the condition 
of the engine-houses, engines, fire apparatus, and other prop- 
erty under his charge; of the income and expenditures of 
the fire department for the whole of the previous year, 
specifying particularly the expenditure on each engine, 
hose carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, and of the 
horses, furniture, and apparatus connected therewith, as_re- 
quired in section five of this ordinance, together with the 
names of the officers and members of the various companies; 
the number and location of the fire alarm stations; the number 
of fires since his last report, and the causes thereof, and the 
extent of damage, as near as can be ascertained; the general 
description of the buildings and property destroyed or injured 
since his last report, together with the names of the owners or 
occupants; the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by 
fire which may happen within the city, with such other informa- 
tion or suggestions as may in his opinion be of general use; 
the same to be published as the City Council may direct.” 

Also, by adding the following section: 

“Sror. 60. There shall be appointed, annually, in the month 
of January, a Joint Committee of the City Council, to be called 
the Committee on the Fire Department, to consist of three 
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members of the Board of Aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council; and said Committee may expend not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars from the annual appropriation of the 
City Council.”

In Common Council, April 16, 1868. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, to whom was 
referred an Ordinance to establish the Office of Superintend- 
ent of the Common and Public Grounds, having carefully con- 
sidered the subject, would respectfully report, that, in order to 
meet the requirements of the proviso attached to the appropria- 
tion for the Common and Public Grounds, namely: that no part 
of said appropriation should be expended unless approved by a 
Joint Committee of the City Council, they have drawn an ordi- 
nance providing for the appointment of a Joint Committee, who 
shall have the general care and custody of the public grounds. 
They have also incorporated with the same the Ordinance 
referred to them, establishing the Office of Superintendent, and 
have provided for the repeal of the Ordinance passed in 1862, 
which gave the Board of Aldermen control of this department. 

The Committee would, therefore, recommend that the accom- 
panying Ordinance be substituted for the Ordinance referred to 
them.

AN ORDINANCE 


RELATING TO THE COMMON AND PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows :— 


Section 1. There shall be appointed, annually, in the month 
of January, a Joint Committee of the City Council, to be called 
the Committee on the Common and Public Grounds, to consist 
of three members of the Board of Aldermen and five members 
of the Common Council. 

Sect. 2. The said Committee shall have the care and cus- 
tody of the Common, Public Garden, public squares, and public 
fountains of the City, subject to such ordinances as may from 
time to time be passed by the City Council; but no money 
shall be expended on the same except for such purposes 
as shall be ordered by the City Council; and said Committee 
may expend not exceeding five hundred dollars from the annual 
appropriation of the City Council. 

Sect. 3. On the first Monday of February, annually, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, there shall be elected, by concurrent 
vote of both branches of the City Council, a Superintendent of 
the Common and Public Grounds, who shall hold his office for 
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one year from the first Monday of April, in the year in which 
he shall be elected, unless sooner removed; and he shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the City Council; and a vacancy, 
occasioned by any cause, may be filled at any time for the unex- 
pired term. He shall be a resident citizen of Boston, and shall 
receive such compensation for his services as the City Council 
shall, from time to time, determine. 

Sect. 4. The Superintendent of the Common and Public 
Grounds shall, under the direction and control of the City 
Council, or a joint committee thereof, have the care and super- 
intendence of the Common, Public Garden, and all the public 
squares and enclosures belonging to the city, and also the 
trees in the streets of the city. He shall cause all laws and 
ordinances made for the protection of trees, shrubs and flowers 
in the Common and other public grounds and streets of the 
city to be strictly.enforced,.and. shall institute legal proceedings 
against all trespassers thereon. | | 

Szor. 5. It shall be the duty of any police officer to remove 
from the Common, Public Garden, or any of the public squares 
or common lands, any person who is violating any law or ordi- 
nance, or is committing any nuisance, or is guilty of disorderly 
conduct. 

Sect. 6. No person shall ride, lead, or drive any horse in or 
upon the Common, Public Garden, or in, or upon any public 
square, or any open ground belonging to the city, unless by 
permission of the Mayor or the said Joint Committee of the City 
Council, provided, however, that on occasion of military exer- 
cise, parade, or review, the introduction of any horses on the 
Common which may be necessary for the purpose of such exer- 
cise, parade, or review, shall not be deemed an infraction of 
this ordinance. 

Sect. 7. No person shall dig or carry away any of the 
sward, gravel, sand, turf or earth, in or upon any part of the 
Common, Public Garden, public squares, or common lands, 
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except by permission of the said Joint Committee of the City 
Council, for some public use. : 

Sect. 8. No person, except by permission of the said Joint 
Committee of the City Council, shall climb any of the trees 
growing, or which shall hereafter be planted, on the Common, 
Public Garden, public squares, or common. lands of. the city, 
or in any street or public place of the city, or tie any horse; 
or other animal to any of said trees, or post any bills thereon. 

Sect. 9. No person, except by permission of the said . Joint 
Committee of the City Council, shall in any manner carry, or 
cause to be carried, upon the Common, Public Garden, common 
lands, or any public square or place of the city, any dead car- 
cass, ordure, filth, dirt, stones, or any offensive matter whatso- 
ever, and no person shall commit any nuisance on the Common, 
Public Garden, common lands, or any public square or place of 
the city. 

Sect. 10: No person shall shake or otherwise cleanse any 
carpet on the Common, Public Garden, or on any of the common 
lands, or in any of the public squares or places, streets, lanes, or 
alleys of the city. 

Sect. 11. No owner or keeper of any hog, horse, or graz- 
ing animal, shall suffer the same to go at large, or feed upon 
the Common, Public Garden, common lands, public squares, 
streets, lanes, or alleys of the city. 

Sect. 12. No person shall, without permission of the said 
Joint Committee of the City Council, carry or cause to be carried 
upon the Common, Public Garden, or public squares of the city, 
any wheel-barrow, hand-cart, or other vehicle, for the convey- 
ance of burdens. ‘ 

Sect. 13. No person or persons shall, without the consent 
of the said Joint Committee of the City Council, engage in games 
of ball, football, or other athletic sports upon the Public Garden. 

Secor. 14. No person shall deliver any sermon, lecture, ad- 
dress, or discourse, on the Common, Public Garden, publi 
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squares, or common lands of the city, without the permission of 
the said Joint Committee of the City Council. 

Sect. 15. No person shall walk or stand upon any of the 
flower-beds on the Common, Public Garden, or any public square 
or common lands of the city, or suffer or permit any dog or 
other animal belonging to him, or in his charge, to stand or 
walk upon any of said flower-beds. 

Srot. 16. No person, without the permission of the said Joint 
Committee of the City Council, shall throw or place any stone, 
sand, gravel, tan, earth, filth, rabbish, or any other substance, in 
or upon any pond on the Common, Public Garden, or any pub- 
lic square or common lands of said city, or upon the ice on any 
pond aforesaid, or cut or break, or remove the ice therein or 
therefrom. 

Sect. 17. Any person who shall offend against any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay for each 
offence a sum not less than one nor more than twenty dollars. 

SEcT. 18. The ordinance passed January fourth, in the year 
cighteen hundred and sixty-two, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 19. This ordinance shall take effect on its passage.

~The Committee on Paving who were directed by an order - 
passed by the Board of Aldermen January 20, 1868, to consider 
and report of any changes required in the nomenclature of the

An Act to incorporate the Albany Street Freight Railway 
Company. 3 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 


follows : 


Section 1. Jarvis Williams, Adams Ayer and Amos B. 
Merrill, their associates and successors, are hereby made a cor- 
poration by the name of the Albany Street Freight Railway 
Company, with all the privileges, and subject to all the duties, 
restrictions and liabilities set forth in all general laws which 
now are or may hereafter be in force relating to street railway 
corporations, so far as they may be applicable. 


Sect. 2. Said corporation in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed and directed by the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston may construct, maintain and use a street railway, with 
suitable turnouts, and with such tracks and branch tracks as the 
Board of Aldermen may, from time to time, permit, the rails for 
said tracks to be of such pattern as the Board of Aldermen may 
prescribe, and to be also suitable for railway freight cars in 
common use: commencing at the city stables on Albany Street 
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in Boston; thence through Albany and Lehigh streets to a con- 
nection with the tracks of the Boston and Albany Railroad, and 
may also continue their tracks on Lehigh and South streets to a 
connection with the Old Colony and Newport Railway ; and said 
corporation may also extend their tracks from the city stables 
southward upon Albany Street, to such distance as the Board of 
Aldermen may, from time to time, permit: but said corporation 
shall have no power to connect with or run over the tracks of 
any street railway company, other than the Marginal Freight 
Railway Company. 


Sect. 3. Said railway shall be used by said corporation for 
the transportation of freight only, and the cars thereon shall 
be drawn by horse power only, unless the use of other motive 
power shall be sanctioned by said Board of Aldermen: and said 
corporation shall have power to fix such tolls for the transpor- 
tation of freight as they may, from time to time, deem expedient: 
provided, that such tolls shall only be sufficient to pay the expen- 
ses of said corporation and to pay a dividend of five per cent 
semi-annually upon the capital stock of said corporation. 


Sect. 4. Said corporation to carry into effect the purposes 
of this act may unite with any railway corporation, on such 
terms as may be mutually agreed, and for this purpose shall be 
entitled to all the rights and privileges, and shall be subject to 
all the duties, liabilities and restrictions set forth in the sixty- 
third chapter of the General Statutes and the laws supplemental 
tuereto, so far as the same may be applicable. 


SECT. 5. Said corporation shall keep in repair, to the satis- 
faction of the superintendent of streets of the City of Boston, 
all the paving between their rails and three feet outside thereof 
on each side, and the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston 
shall have full power to regulate the time and manner of run- 
ning cars on said railway.

ORDERED, That there be elected, by the concurrent vote of the 
City Council, three commissioners, who shall be authorized to 
make contracts, subject to the approval of the Joint Special 
Committee on the Church Street District, for filling all the 
streets and places on the territory bounded on the east by 
Pleasant Street, on the southeast and south by Tremont Street 
and the Boston and Albany Railroad, on the west by Ferdinand

The Joint Special Committee on the Kast Boston Ferry, who 
were authorized, by an order of the City Council, to grant 
the use of the landings, slips, drops and buildings, formerly 
occupied by the People’s Ferry Company, to the Hast Boston 
Ferry Company, upon such terms and conditions as they 
might deem for the best interests of the City, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following 


REPORT. 


At a hearing given to the Directors of the Kast Boston Ferry 
Company, the counsel for that corporation appeared before the 
Committee, and stated, that the Hast Boston Ferry Company, 
having selected a location under the charter of 1852, had no 
right to occupy any other location; that the Directors had ap- 
plied to the present legislature for an extension of their char- 
ter, and for authority to occupy other locations approved by the 
Mayor and Aldermen; that the application was refused, owing 
to the opposition of the City; and that the Hast Boston Ferry 
Company could not, without taking the risk of paying for all 
damages caused by collisions, run their boats between the land- 
ings owned by the City. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, the East Boston Ferry 
Company would not take a lease of the landings, slips, etc., 
which had been fitted up for them; but the Citizens’ Ferry 
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Company, chartered in 1866, desired to occupy the landings 
upon the same terms and conditions that.the City had proposed 
for the East Boston Company. As the charter of the Citizens’ 
Company provided that a ferry should be established and open- 
ed for public use before the third of May, 1868, the slips and 
landings must be granted for their use before that time, or it 
would be necessary for the company to take them under the 
right of eminent domain. 

The only question, therefore, presented to the Committee 
was, whether or not they would recommend the City Council to 
grant the use of the slips and landings formerly used by the 
People’s Ferry Company to the Citizens’ Ferry Company ? 

In view of the disastrous results which have heretofore at- 
tended the operations of two companies, the Committee have no 
hesitation in declining to make such a recommendation. 

The subject was very fully considered by a committee of the 
City Council in 1866, and their report is contained in City Doc- 
ument Number 83, of that year. In that report the committee 
made the following statement: 


“ After carefully considering all the facts in relation to the 
previous management of ferries, here and in New York, they 
came to the conclusion, unanimously, that it was for the best 
interests of those who furnish ferry facilities, and those who use 
them, that the management should be under one head. Strongly 
impressed with this opinion, they sought an interview with the 
corporators of the new ferry company, and finding them disposed 
to give due consideration to any proposition coming from the 
Committee, tending to an harmonious adjustment of the matter, 
all the efforts ot the Committee were used to bring about a con- 
solidation of the two companies. ... . 

“The Committee agree unanimously, that both lines of the 
ferry should be run, as a matter of convenience to the public, and 
as a matter of safety, especially to the people of East Boston,

in case of accident to either; also that they should both be under 
one and the same management, as thereby greater safety and 
convenience, as well as economy will be secured.” 


The Committee succeeded in effecting a consolidation of the 
two companies, and recommended to the City Council that the 
slips and landings of the late People’s Ferry Company should 
be put in complete repair, for the use, upon certain terms and 
conditions, of the East Boston Ferry Company. Their recom- 
mendation was adopted, and the landings have been repaired 
by the Committee on Public Buildings at an expense of over 
$50,000. 

To prevent any misunderstanding upon the question, the Com- 
mittee of last year requested the Directors of the East Boston 
Company to state whether they were prepared to run boats 
between the landings which were being fitted up by the City. 
The President of the Company appeared before the Committee, 
and stated emphatically that they would run boats between those 
landings as soon as the City would give them a lease. 

In February of this year, the following communication was 
sent into the City Council: 


“ To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: 


The East Boston Ferry Company hereby repeat their offer to 
run a ferry from the slips of the late People’s Ferry Company. 


a East Boston Ferry Company. 


By MARK GOOGINS, 
President.” 


For the two years, nearly, which have elapsed since the 
re-organization of the East Boston Company, not a word has 
been said about any legal difficulties in the way of running 
boats to the slips which were being fitted up by the City. 
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The only restriction in the original charter of the Company, 
in regard to location is, that the ferry shall not be located 
north of the north line of Battery wharf. The landings owned 
by the City are south of that wharf; and, in the opinion of the 
City Solicitor, the Company, in selecting one location, did not 
exhaust its right to select another within. the limits prescribed 
by the act. As the Company, however, have obtained a con- 
trary opinion from an able lawyer, there is no objection to a 
special act of the legislature granting a new location. To this 
neither the City Government nor the citizens have offered any 
opposition. What the citizens of Hast Boston especially oppose 
is an extension of the charter of the Company at this time: 
The charter does not expire until 1872, and if the Company 
furnish such accommodations as the citizens of Hast Boston 
require, and as they have a right to demand, there will certainly 
be no objection, two or three years hence, to an extension.

The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, who were in- 
structed to report such alterations in the Ordinance in relation 
to the Health Department as are necessary to place said De- 
partment under the control of a Joint Committee of the City 
Council, beg leave to submit the following

All power and authority relative to the public health is vested, 
by the fortieth section of the City Charter, in the City Council; 
and it is provided that the City Council may constitute either 
branch, or any Committee of their number, whether joint or sep- 
arate, the Board of Health, for all or for particular purposes. 

Since the organization of the City Government in 1822, the 
Board of Aldermen have constituted the Board of Health, and 
have exercised all the duties prescribed to such a Board by 
Statute or by Ordinance. In 1853, the City Council passed an 
Ordinance establishing the office of Superintendent of Health, 
and transferred to his department certain duties previously 
performed by the Paving Department. 

It appears from an examination of the estimates, upon which 
the annual appropriation for the Health Department is based, 
that duties not properly devolving upon a Board of Health are 
performed by the Health Department. 

The sweeping and cleaning of the streets, the cleaning of 
cesspools, and the removal of snow and ice from the public 
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walks, belong, upon a strict construction, to the Board of Alder- 
men as Surveyors of Highways, —a power conferred upon them 
by the forty-first section of the City Charter. It has been found 
more economical to have the department which employed a large 
number of teams for the collection of house offal, also perform 
certain other duties, devolving upon the Board of Aldermen, 
which require the same kind of teams and the same class of 
laborers. As long as the Board of Health is identical with the 
Board of Highway Surveyors, there is no objection to such an 
arrangement, as there can be no conflict of authority; but when 
it is proposed -to transfer the powers of a Board of Health, or 
the control of the Health Department, to a Jomt Committee of 
the City Council, all those duties not strictly appertaining to a 
Board of Health, but now performed by the Health Department, 
must be provided for in some other way. This would involve 
changes in the organization of some of the departments, which 
would create additional expense, and tend to produce conflicts 
of jurisdiction. 

The purpose of the proposed change in the control of the 
Health Department is to meet the requirements of the proviso 
attached to the appropriation for the Health Department, name- 
ly: “that no part of the appropriation shall be expended, unless 
approved by a Joint Committee of the City Council.” 

The effect of this proviso is to prevent the Board of Health 
from making any expenditures for the abatement of a nuisance, 
and the preservation of the public health, unless a Joint Com- 
mittee of the City Council approve; and, where the expense will 
exceed two hundred dollars, the approval of the City Council 
must first be obtained. 

The Committee are clearly of the opinion, that a Board of 
Health, to act efficiently, must have entire control of the annual 
appropriations of the City Council; and they believe that any 
change in the constitution of the Board would be detrimental to 
the best interests of the City.

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Wright, bounded as follows, viz: eastwardly by the proposed 
line of widening of Federal Street, there measuring seventy-three 
and five-tenths feet; southwardly by the Harbor Commissioners’ 
line, twenty-one and seven-tenths feet; westwardly by the present 
line of Federal Street, eighty-one and fifteen one-hundredths 
feet; and northwardly by land above described as taken from a 
person or persons unknown, twenty and eight one-hundredths 
feet; containing one thousand five hundred and _ ninety-four 
square feet, more or less. 


Also, a parcel of land belonging to the Old Colony & New- 
port Railroad Company, bounded as follows, viz: eastwardly by 
the proposed line of widening of Federal Street, there measuring 
two hundred eighty-three and fifty-seven one-hundredths feet; 
southwardly by land hereinafter described as taken from the 
Fulton Iron Foundry Company, eleven and twelve one-hundredths 
feet; westwardly by the present line of Federal Street, two 
hundred seventy-nine and eighty-four one-hundredths feet; and 
northwardly by the Harbor Commissioners’ line, twenty 
and six-tenths feet; containing four thousand three hundred and 
eighty-one square fect, more or less.

To His Honor the Mayor: 


Sir: In accordance with the requirements of the Ordinance, 
I have the honor to submit to the City Council the Annual 
Report of the Overseers of the Poor, corresponding with the 
past financial year. 

In addition to this report, there is presented a statement of 
the expenditures of the first four months of the last municipal 
year, January, February, March and April 1867, which is ren- 
dered necessary, as otherwise there would be a period of time 
not covered in the Annual Reports, on account of the recent 
change in the Ordinance from the municipal to the financial 
year. 

There is also transmitted a statement from the Treasurer, the 
Honorable Otis Norcross, of the Trust Funds and other prop- 
erty and money which the Board hold as a Corporation, at the 
present time. 

These several statements will afford to the members of the 
council an opportunity to understand the condition of this 
municipal interest. 

During the past year, the same system of local administration 
which was inaugurated by our predecessors has been continued. 
Judicious relief has been promptly rendered to all who have 
had legal claims upon the City. The new law of Military Set- 
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tlements has increased the number of applications, and we may 
reasonably apprehend for the future a large expenditure to meet 
the necessities of this class of persons. 

Pleasant relations and a good understanding have been main- 
tained between the officers of the Board, and the authorities of 
the Commonwealth who have the charge of the large class, of 
State Paupers. And few embarrassments have attended the 
adjustment of the conflicting claims of other cities and towns, 
who are aiding our own settlement poor in their respective local- 
ities; or in adjusting those on the other hand, relative to 
residents of the city whom we are assisting, but who belong 
elsewhere in the Commonwealth. 

The net expenditure from the City appropriation for our own 
poor, including the temporary home, is only about thirty-five 
thousand dollars. 

The total number of cases assisted in their own homes is 
2044; taking the ratio of a former year when an exact result 
was ascertained, at three and a half persons to each family, we 
have thus administered to the needs of 7154 individuals. 

The amount which has been distributed from the Beneficiary 
Funds, is five thousand four hundred and ninety dollars, to two 
hundred and fifty-five persons. 

The accumulations of our Trust Funds, having increased to a 
larger amount than we were authorized by law to hold, an appli- 
cation was made to the Legislature for an increase, which was 
readily granted, and an act passed whereby the Board are now 
authorized to hold an additional amount of real and personal 
property of four hundred thousand dollars. 

The Temporary Home on Charles Street has been quietly 
discharging its appropriate work, affording immediate relief and 
succor to the suffering, especially to women and children. 

When the new building is finished, accommodations will be 
furnished more in accordance with the benevolent character and 
reputation of the City. 
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We look forward to the completion of this edifice with its 
“Bureau of Charity”? with much hope. If the design of its 
friends is carried out, and our various benevolent organizations 
make the building their headquarters, as well as ourselves, it 
will present as complete a system of public and private charita- 
ble administration for the poor, as exists in any city in the world. 

The annexation of Roxbury has enlarged the sphere of our 
operations. Our Officers easily cover that territory with their 
visitations, and relief will be as speedily afforded as comports 
with a due investigation of each case.

Be rt enacted by the Senate and House of fepresentatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


The Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston, a corpora- 
tion duly established by law, are hereby authorized to hold per- 
sonal estate not exceeding the amount of three hundred thousand 
dollars, in addition to the amount authorized by an act passed 
on the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year seventeen hundred 
and seventy-two, entitled “An Act for incorporating the Over- 
seers of the Poor in the Town of Boston”; and the Overseers 
of the Poor in the City of Boston, acting by virtue of the sixth 
chapter of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and three, 
entitled An Act to incorporate Oliver Wendell and others, 
together with the Overseers of the Poor of the town of Boston 
for the time being, by the name and title of “The trustees of 
John Boylston’s charitable donations for the benefit and support 
of aged poor persons, and of orphans and deserted children,” are 
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further authorized to hold personal estate not exceeding the 
value of one hundred thousand dollars, in addition to the amount 
authorized by said last named act.

In Common Council, May 21, 1868. 


The Committee on Public Buildings, who were requested to 
ascertain in what way, and at what cost, the City Hall can be 
properly ventilated, having carefully considered the subject, beg 
leave to make the following 


REPORT: 


In order to obtain the fullest and most accurate information 
upon the subject, the Committee invited a number of leading 
experts in heating and ventilating, to present their views upon 
the best method of providing a more efficient system of ventila- 
tion for some of the principal apartments in the City Hall. In 
response to their invitation, communications were received from 
Messrs. J. J. Walworth, Thomas Boyd, B. F. Campbell, B. W. 
Duncklee & Co., and McKay and Aldus. The communications, 
with accompanying specifications and estimates, are appended 


hereto. A hearing was tendered to each of the persons making 


the propositions, and a full opportunity was afforded for such 
oral explanations as they might desire to make. 

It will be seen by reference to the communications, that wide- 
ly different views are entertained in relation to the ventilation 
of buildings, by gentlemen who have given the subject much con- 
sideration, practically and theoretically. Three of the number 
are of the opinion that a proper supply of fresh air can be ob- 
tained only by the aid of a fan blower propelled by steam 
power, the vitiated air being expelled by the same power through 
ventilators properly located in the walls and ceilings of the 
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offices, halls and corridors to be ventilated. One of the experts 
is of the opinion that a proper system of ventilation can be 
secured most satisfactorily by the aid of hot air furnaces, located 
in the attic or roof of the building and connected with all the 
ventilating flues, thereby rarefying the atmosphere to such an 
extent as to draw upwards, from the top and bottom of each 
apartment, hall or corridor, in which ventilating flues are located 
all the vitiated air, at such velocity as to ensure, at all times, a 
healthy and temperate atmosphere. Another expert states, that 
successful ventilation can be obtained by the introduction of 
pipes into the two principal apartments, to be carried up to the 
highest point of the roof and dome of the building, and there 
connected with ejecting ventilators, the present heating appara- 
tus being sufficient to secure a proper circulation. . 

After a careful consideration of the foregoing propositions, 
the Committee are unanimously of the opinion, that it would be 
inexpedient to adopt either of them. They are confident that 
a satisfactory system of ventilation can be secured by a simple 
change in the ceiling and skylights over the staircase hall, and 
the introduction of proper ejecting ventilators outside the roof. 
The ventilation of all the apartments opening directly into the 
staircase hall can be greatly improved by the introduction of 
openings in the walls, provided a proper supply of pure heated 
air is admitted into the hall, and the various apartments, to drive 
the vitiated air into the open staircase hall. It is supposed, 
that when the ceiling and skylights are remodelled and ejecting 
ventilators introduced, the staircase hall will act as a powerful 
chimney in drawing off the vitiated air. It would be part of the 
plan to introduce into every ventilating flue, or aperture, the 
means for rarefying the air, either by gas jets or steam pipes 
passing into or through them. 

The Committee have caused a sectional drawing of the stair- 
case hall to be prepared, illustrating the changes they would 
propose in the ceiling and skylights, and also the location and 


es 
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arrangement of the contemplated openings into the hall from the 
principal apartments surrounding it. 

If the City Council are prepared to appropriate the amount 
of money required for the application of steam power to an 
elaborate and extensive apparatus, similar to that used in the 
City Hospital, the State House, and some other public buildings 
recently erected, undoubtedly the present ventilation would be 
improved. 

The Committee are, however, clearly of the opinion, that the 
changes proposed by them in the ceiling of the staircase hall, 
and the skylights above it, and the other changes to produce a 
circulation of air, will secure to the various apartments an effi- 


cient ventilation without the aid of steam power, and, of course, 


at much less expense. 

It is noticeable that all the gentlemen, whose communications 
are appended hereto, have recognized the fact, that the present 
ventilation can be ereatly improved by the use of the staircase 
hall. | 

Most, if not all, of the alterations recommended by the Com- 
mittee would be included in any plan for the improvement of the 
ventilation; and, at least, the ventilation of the staircase hall 
will be secured, and that of the apartments improved, by their 
adoption. | 

If the City Council should adopt the plan proposed, and it 
should be found, upon trial, inadequate to accomplish the desired 
result, then resort can be had to steam power in the basement 
or furnaces in the attic. 

The Committee would, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the accompanying order.

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Ordered, That the Committee on Public Buildings be author- 
ized to make such repairs and alterations in the halls, offices, 
corridors and skylights of the City Hall as they may deem ex- 
pedient, for the purpose of improving the ventilation, the expense 
thereof not to exceed the sum of three thousand dollars, to be 
transferred, for that purpose, from the reserved fund to the 
appropriation for Public Buildings.

PROPOSITIONS FROM J. J. WALWORTH, .ESQ.

DEAR Sir:—JIn compliance with the request of your Commit- 
tee, that I would make some suggestions regarding the best 
means of improving the ventilation of the City Hall, I beg to 
submit the following: 

I would say, at the outset, that, in order to produce anything 
like a satisfactory result, I deem it essential that mechanical 
power should be resorted to. 

Ventilation, so called, predicated on the natural drafts through 
ordinary inlet and outlet flues is, at best, capricious and unrelia- 
ble. By the help of wind-cowls and the rarefaction of air in 
ventilating flues, a feeble and fitful current may be produced; 
but the wind power is intermittent, and only exerts its functions 
when it is least needed; the greatest want of ventilation being 
when the air is stagnant and motionless. 

During the cold season, when a considerable quantity of heat 
is required for warming, a modicum of fresh air may be supplied 
through the power gained by rarefaction in the flues. But this 
resource, which at best is but feeble, entirely fails when no heat 
is required. 

Mechanical power may be applied in several ways. Modern 
experience has shown, however, that the most effective, and at 
the same time the most economical method, is by means of the 
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Steam Engine and Fan. A heated shaft or chimney is some- 
times used; and a jet of steam injected into the axis of a ven- 
tilating flue can be made very effective in exhausting air from 
contributing flues. But both these methods are expensive. A 
given amount of fuel, applied through the intervention of a 
steam engine and fan, will produce four or five times greater 
effect than can be realized by either of the above named methods. 

These are objectionable, also, upon another ground. The 
action upon the room is, to exhaust the air, thus drawing in fresh 
air through the inlet flues, while by the use of the Fan, the air 
is forced in through the inlet flues, thus driving a out through the 
ventilating flues. The first is designated as the vacuum, and the 
second as the plenum system. The advantage of the latter is, 
that the atmosphere being kept under a slight pressure, the ten- 
dency of currents through the cracks of doors and windows is 
always outward, while by the vacuum plan the tendency of cur- 
rents is everywhere znward, causing disagreeable and dangerous 
drafts of cold air from all cracks of windows, etc. 

I would then recommend that a Fan, of sufficient capacity to 
propel into the building at least twenty-five thousand cubic feet 
of air per minute, be placed in the sub-basement, with a steam 
engine of five or six horse-power to turn it, and an independent 
boiler to furnish steam for the engine, and also to furnish heat 
in cold weather, for the large additional influx of air which will 
be required for ventilation. 

There appears to be already in the building a very ample 
amount of heating apparatus, considered with reference to 
existing arrangements for ventilation. Besides the radiators, 
placed in most of the rooms, there are in the basement a num- 
ber of nests of radiators, enclosed in boxes or chambers, at the 
lower extremities of flues, which lead to some of the principal 
apartments. These, so far as they go;may be made available 
for warming the air to be injected by the Fan into the several 
apartments with which they are connected. But some additional 
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radiators, or steam heated surfaces, will be needed to warm the 
large additional quantity of air proposed to be introduced; and 
in all these chambers the radiators should be divided into sec- 
tions, with valves to each, so that a smaller or larger portion or 
the whole of the heating surface in each chamber, as the case 
may require, can be used at any given time. 

The object of this is to provide additional facility for a con- 
stant and full supply of air for ventilation, without necessarily 
overheating the rooms in mild weather. 

Owing to the high speed of current imparted by the Fan, these 
flues may become the carriers of a much larger quantity of air 
than has heretofore passed through them; yet it will be necessary 
to construct a few additional flues in order to furnish a more 
ample supply, particularly to the Mayor and Aldermen’s rooms, 
and to the Common Council Chamber. 

These flues may, I think, be constructed without much ex- 
pense, and without disfiguring the rooms. ‘The fan and engine 
may be placed in the sub-basement, near the westerly wall of 
the same. <A supply of fresh air may be obtained in part from 
the several cold-air ducts now in use. But as they will be in- 
sufficient to supply the quantity required, a further supply may 
be obtained by sinking a vertical shaft in the passage way, west 
of the building, carrying it under the basement story, into the 
sub-basement. 

This shaft, which should have an internal sectional area of 
not less than sixteen feet, should have its external opening some 
four or six feet above the pavement, so as to avoid any possible 
contamination ‘of the influent air from exhalations or dust that 
might be found close to the ground. 

It is to be understood that the Fan here alluded to is a very 
different machine from the ordinary “ blower,’ such as is used for 
blowing smelting furnaces, blacksmiths’ forges, etc. 

It is a machine constructed expressly for ventilating purposes, 
intended to move large quantities of air at a moderate speed. It 
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is therefore necessarily of large diameter,—in this case, say 
eight or ten feet,—and of a very different construction from 
that of “blowers” before mentioned. 

I have thus far confined my remarks to the means of introduc- 
ing fresh air. I now come to the question of expelling the 
foul air. 

In the first place, all ventilating or outlet flues now in use will be 
made available to the extent of their capacity. No dependence, 
however, will be placed upon what is called the “dra/ft’’ of 
these flues. Under the pressure of the fan, the air in the build- 
ing will seek every avenue of escape, whether through flues or 
other outlets; but the main reliance for the exit of foul air 
will be through openings in the skylights over the grand stair- 
case. 

In the centre of the horizontal sash of each of these skylights, 
a movable section of glazed sash may be placed, hung, and made 
adjustable by the use of cords and pulleys so as to regulate the 
egress of air. 

These openings, five in number, should be equal to three 
or four square feet each. Through the external sash carry a 
trunk or tube, either of wood or metal, which shall terminate 
externally in some kind of hood, — say an Emerson ventilating 
top, — which will not only protect the opening from exposure 
to the weather, but when the wind blows will facilitate the dis- 
charge of air. By this means it will be seen that the large 
central hall may be always kept clear of foul air, and at the 
same time act as a grand ventiduct for all the rest of the 
building. 

In addition to the ventilating flues now relied upon for the 
Mayor and Aldermen’s room, I would recommend making two 
large apertures-through the walls, as near the ceiling as prac- 
ticable, into the central hall, and also two smaller ones close to 
the floor, for the exit of foul air. These apertures to be covered 
with a suitable ornamented trellis. 
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_ As far as practicable, it would be well to have apertures, 
with regulating valves or blinds over the doors of rooms not 
otherwise ventilated, opening into the central hall. 

While it is impracticable to secure good ventilation by an ex- 
clusively downward system, yet there are certain impurities, 
such as carbonic acid, the product of respiration, and of the 
combustion of illuminating gas, which, owing to their greater 
specific gravity, naturally tend towards the floor, and are more 
readily got rid of at that point than at a higher level, inasmuch 
as they run out, so to speak, like water, if opportunity is 
afforded. 

Another advantage of these lower exit flues is, that in cold 
weather, when the process of warming is going on, they allow 
the colder air, which lies near the floor, to escape, making way 
for warmer air, which must necessarily supply its place. As 
touching the mere matter of securing pure air for respiration, 
however, “bottom ventilation” is usually overrated, especially 
by those not conversant with the subject, who are mainly im- 
pressed with the fact that one of the ever-present impurities in 
unventilated rooms is carbonic acid, and that this gas being 
heavier than atmospheric air, can only be got rid of by bottom 
flues. 

In the first place, although this gas zs heavier than atmos- 
pheric air, it does not necessarily fall to the floor, but, in obedi- 
ence to the law of diffusion of gases, is nearly equally diffused 
through the room. Moreover, should any excessive amount 
accumulate near the floor, it could not be very deleterious to 
health, so long us its gravity kept it there, inasmuch as the level 
of inspiration to the human lungs is seldom nearer to the floor 
than about three feet. 

A similar arrangement to that described for the Mayor and 
Aldermen’s room may be made in the Common Council chamber. 
But in this chamber, the very important addition may be made 
of exit flues, immediately over the chandeliers. This does not seem 
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to be practicable in the Mayor and Aldermen’s room, owing to 
the want of any adequate space, between the ceiling of this 
room and the floor of the Common Council chamber, through 
which an exit flue may be carried; but it is believed that the 
large apertures in the walls near the ceiling of this hall, open- 
ing into the great central hall, will answer a tolerably good 
purpose. 

The combustion of the large quantity of gas required for 
illumination during the evening sittings in these halls is un- 
doubtedly one of the chief sources of contamination of the air. 

There is supposed to be evolved from the combustion of 
every cubic foot of carburetted hydrogen gas, one cubic foot of 
carbonic acid, sufficient to render one hundred cubic feet of at- 
mospheric air unfit for respiration! At the lowest estimate, 
each burner probably consumes three feet of gas per hour. If 
this be multiplied by the number of burners used, some idea 
will be derived of the magnitude of this source of deterioration. 
In addition to this, there is the depressing effect of the heat 
from so many burners. Hence, the importance of the best 
possible provision for conveying away, with the utmost direct- 
ness, the products of gas-combustion; and obviously by ascending 
flues, having their lower orifices above the level of the ‘gas 
burners. 

The only difficulty that presents itself in this case is that of 
so managing the ingress and egress of air, as to secure a per- 
fect distribution both of warmth and of fresh air through the 
two principal halls, without offensive drafts or currents. This, 
always one of the most difficult problems in ventilation, is ren- 
dered particularly so here, on account of the necessity of having 
nearly all the flues in each of the halls, both inlet and outlet, on 
one side of the same. Were a choice of expedients at command, 
we should prefer to have the inlet and exit flues on opposite sides 
of the rooms, and while the former should enter near the floor, 
the latter should be open doth at the ceiling and the floor. 
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While it would be presumptuous to expect to silence all com- 
plaints, (a thing that has never yet been done in the most 
elaborate ventilating works in the world,) nevertheless I think 
that a very good deeree of success may be attained. 

There should he, in the large heating chambers, provision 
made for moistening the air by the evaporation of water, in 
order to restore the heated air to that hygrometric condition 
most conducive to health and comfort. 

The expense of making these improvements, it would, at this 
stage, be somewhat difficult to estimate. I can only say that, 
in my judgment, the cost of fan, engine, and boiler, steam pipes, 
and all other iron work and machinery, set up complete, would 
not exceed four thousand dollars. ‘This, of course, does not in- 
clude excavations and mason work for the fresh air ducts, nor 
any mason’s or carpenter’s work in the construction of new air- 
flues, or the alterations in the skylights, ete. 

IT trust I may be pardoned if the foregoing remarks shall 
seem somewhat crude, or wanting in a sufficient elaboration of 
details, as other pressing occupations have precluded my giving 
as much attention to the subject as I would otherwise have 
done. 

Should these suggestions however, meet with your favorable 
consideration, I will, if desired, at a future time undertake to 
make a more thorough study and exposition of the whole 
matter.

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PROPOSITIONS FROM THOMAS BOYD, ESQ.

Chairman Committee on Public Buildings : — 


Sir:—JIn compliance with your invitation, I present you 
herewith my views of the best method to improve the ventila- 
tion of the City Hall, accompanied by plans, showing the man- 
ner in which I propose to carry them out, with estimate of the 
cost. 

I am of opinion that the heating apparatus now in the build- 
ing is ample, and can, if found necessary, be enlarged and 
improved, so as to answer the requirements of ventilation. An 
abundant supply of pure, fresh air, at the proper temperature, 
is an indispensable aid for enabling us to secure good ventilation. 

I have given the subject careful consideration, and find suff- 
cient cause existing for the impure atmosphere complained of. 
In addition to the usual exhalations from the lungs and pores of 
those in the room, the atmosphere is further vitiated by the large 
number of gas burners in each of the principal rooms in the 
building. 

In the Mayor and Aldermen’s room there are sixty, and in the 
Council Chamber one hundred and forty-four gas burners. 

It is proved by analysis that each gas burner will produce in 
one hour one foot of carbonic acid, which will render one hun- 
dred cubic feet of atmospheric air unfit for respiration. Conse- 
quently, sixty burners will vitiate 6,000 cubic feet of air in the 
same length of time. 

The Mayor and Aldermen’s room contains 55,433 cubic feet, 
and the Council Chamber, 75,675 cubic feet, including galleries ; 
it is therefore easy to calculate how soon all this air will be ren- 
dered unfit to pass into the lungs. 
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‘Substantially, all this vitiated air is retained in the rooms, 
unless relief is obtained by opening a window (a very objection- 
able method, as all are aware that it creates currents of cold 
air on more or less of the occupants of the room, the effects 
produced by which are well understood). All the relief obtained 
in that way is from such amount of fresh air as can press through 
the opening into a room already filled with foul air; but very 
little vitiated air escapes in that way. 

This being the state of your atmosphere now, you will read- 
ily perceive that the cause itself suggests the remedy; and it is 
evident that this must be by providing means to draw off the 
vitiated air as fast as it is engendered, and while it is heated, 
light and buoyant. ' 

To accomplish this, I propose to place two pipes, each twenty 
inches diameter, in the two front corners of the Mayor and 
Aldermen’s room; these conducts will draw off the smoke and 
other impurities as fast as thrown off from the gas burners, and, 
at the same time, all other foul air and gases that naturally 
ascend from below and mix with them. 

These pipes will have sufficient capacity, aided by the venti- 
lators on top, to draw off and change all the air from that room 
in from fifteen to thirty minutes, according to the difference in 
temperature between the internal and external air; the change 
will be constant and almost imperceptible. 

They are placed at the farthest extremity of the room from 
where the pure fresh air is admitted, so that the wholesome air 
will traverse the entire distance across the room and be used by 
the inmates before it reaches a point that will bring it within the 
influence of the ventilating apparatus. 

The pipes are carried up as near perpendicular as the con- 
struction of the buiding will admit, and, with a solar ventilator 
on top of each, will insure a constant upward draft. If at any 
time it proves to be too strong, or when it may be desirable to 
retain a portion of the heat longer, a valve is placed near the 
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throat of each pipe to control the draft in volume and velocity, 
and regulate the temperature to any degree most desirable. 

In the Council Chamber, I have had to vary the arrangement 
of the pipes to conform with its construction and surround- 
ings; in that room I propose to place one 36-inch pipe in the 
centre of the ceiling, to draw off the smoke, etc., from the four 
chandeliers that hang round it. I also propose to avail myself 
of the use of the two brick flues now in that chamber, one on 
each side, and, to increase this power and usefulness, continue 
them up to the same height of the others on top of the dome by 
means of metal pipes as shown on the plans. The result in this 
chamber will be about the same just described for the room 
below. The arrangement for all the different pipes, flues and 
ventilators, the position they occupy, and the manner of contin- 
uing the pipes up to the top of the dome, will be better under- 
stood by referring to the accompanying plans. 

As was to be expected, we shall have the same complication 
of difficulties to contend with that are usually encountered in 
procuring ventilation after the building is erected and finished ; 
but I believe, with the plans herewith submitted, all difficulties 
can be overcome with but slight alterations; none, I think, that 
will mar the beauty or impair the strength of the edifice. 

I can see no reason to doubt our being able to secure all that 
is necessary to thoroughly ventilate and carry out, to your entire 
satisfaction, what we propose to undertake. 

To carry out and complete the foregoing described work, 
according to the plans herewith submitted, it will require two 
lines of metal pipes, twenty inches diameter each, to lead from 
the Mayor and Aldermen’s room to the top of the dome. One 
line of pipe, thirty-six inches diameter, from the Council Cham- 
ber to the same height and level. Also two lines of pipes, each 
eighteen inches diameter, from the top of the two brick flues, 
mentioned above, to the top of the dome, bringing all the above 
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pipes up to the same height and level on top. Also one 36- 
inch and four 21-inch solar ventilators — five in all, as shown 
on the plans. 

The above described pipes will be made either of the best 
quality stout XX tin or galvanized iron, at the option of your 
committee. The ventilators will be made of the best galvanized 
iron. The whole to be made and put up in place in the best 
manner, all joints and connections of pipes and ventilators to be 
soldered or otherwise made tight and strong. 

Openings must be made in all the walls, floorings and ceilings 
to admit the pipes and carry them through the different stories 
and apartments necessary to connect said rooms with the venti- 
lators on top of the dome. 

To do all mason’s, carpenter’s and iron work, and find all 
materials, to finish and complete the same, in the best manner, 
will cost $5,500. 

To ventilate the main halls and stairway and the rooms 
immediately connected therewith, I would beg leave to suggest 
and recommend placing one 24-inch solar ventilator on each 
skylight over the Well room, to cost $1,000. 

Should this specification, and the accompanying plans and esti- 
mate, meet your approbation, I shall be ready to enter into 
contract to carry out in good faith every part of said work, and 
give satisfactory security to the city for its entire success and 
results.

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SPECIFICATIONS AND PLANS FROM McKAY & ALDUS. 


Description and Explanation of Design for Warming and Venti- 
lating City Hall, Boston, as proposed by McKay & ALDUS. 


In the accompanying design, it is proposed to ventilate the 
building by means of Blowers A. A. The fresh air will be 
admitted through the openings B. B, in the rear of the build- 
ing, the centre of these openings to be about seven feet above 
ground, to receive the air as fresh and pure as_ possible. 
The air will then be blown by means of the blowers 
through the Pipe C, as indicated by the blue arrow points. 
The pipe enters into a large chamber or box X, in 
which is placed the steam coil or heating apparatus of sufficient 
heating surface to heat the air to 70° or more if necessary. 
From this chamber the air will be conducted through the verti- 
cal Pipes D, to which the Branch Pipes H will be attached, run- 
ning below the floors. 

Openings are cut in these pipes to admit the warm air into 
the rooms, as indicated by the red arrow points. 

It will be seen from the plan, that this arrangement will only 
heat the front part and part of the sides of the building; for the 
rear and remaining sides of the building, hot air will be con- 
ducted from the Chamber X by means of the Pipe F, which con- 
ducts the warm air to the vertical Pipe G, and from thence 
through the branch pipes into the rooms as indicated by the red 
arrow points. 

The foul air will be drawn out by the Branch Pipes H, as indi- 
cated by the black arrow points, and conducted to the vertical 
ventilating Shafts K; from thence up and out of the building. 
The tops of these shafts are provided with Griffith’s patent ven- 
tilators. 

In the rear part of the building the air is drawn out by means ° 
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of the Branch Pipes L, leading into the ventilating Shafts M, and 
then out through the top of the building. 

We would invite attention to the principle of admitting 
and drawing out the air of the rooms. It will be noticed that 
the air is admitted through the floor, also drawn out by pipes 
below the floor; it will also be noticed that the warm air Pipes 
H and G are situated near the staircase hall. This hall will 
always be about the same temperature as the rooms, and conse- 
quently the wall between the staircase hall and rooms will not 
have a cooling effect on the warm air as it ascends upwards, and 
therefore will allow it to pass up freely. 

The outside air being colder than the air in the rooms, will 

give the outside walls a cooling effect, and create a downward 
current of air in the rooms near the windows and outside walls. 
Now it will be noticed that the ventilating branch pipes below 
the floors are just in the right position to catch this current, and 
carry it off out of the building. 
_ By this arrangement great objects are certainly gained. In 
the first place, it ventilates the rooms thoroughly; secondly, it 
will keep the room very nearly of an equal temperature through- 
out; thirdly, it will not give any person in the room cold feet 
while they are warm about the head and shoulders. 

In the Mayor’s, Aldermen’s and Common Council rooms, 
where there are a great many gas lights, an opening will also 
be placed in the ceiling to draw off the over-heated and bad air | 
created by the gas lights. 

All the vertical ventilating shafts, and all the vertical warm 
air pipes, are to be made of cast iron, and ornamented to keep 
in harmony with other designs of the building. 

Very little cutting is necessary in the building to put up the 
warming and ventilating pipes according to this design, and it 
will certainly not mar the appearance of the building. We 
would also recommend that the present boilers should be moved 
out and some good tubular boilers of the ordinary construction 
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put in. They will take but very little more room than the old 
ones, and give more heat, with about the same amount of coal 
as used at present. 

In the staircase hall, warm air will be admitted through the 
bottom and drawn out by the skylights. These lights are to 
be raised, and provided with three Griffith’s patent ventilators. 

We are confident that those boilers could be removed, and 
others put in their place that would heat the building and do all 
the work required to drive the engines for blowers at a saving 
of twenty-five per cent in fuel. We will refer you to the iron 
clad monitors “ Monadnock” and “ Agamenticus,” that we ven- 
tilated for the U.S. Government. They are the best ventilated 
vessels in the world, and are the only two vessels that are now 
of any service to the Government; one went to California, and 
is still there; the other is at the Navy Yard. We used four en- 
gines and cight blowers. The cost of this work to the Govern- 
ment was over $100,000 for each vessel. You could stand in 
the engine room with more comfort than on deck; the air was 
pure. We are confident that this method of ventilating cannot 
be improved.

Derar Sir,— Herewith I hand specification and estimate for 
work and material to ventilate the City Hall. If-a more defi- 
nite explanation is necessary before your committee, I will meet 
it at any time by one day notice. 

If this arrangement is fully carried out, I do not hesitate to 
say, the City Hall will be better warmed and ventilated than any 
other large building in this or any other city Iam acquainted 
with.

Proposition to ventilate new City Hall, Boston. 


First. To line with tan plates all cold air boxes of wood and 
all wood casings to steam radiators connecting with Aldermen’s 
room and Council Chamber. 


Second. Yo ventilate the Aldermen’s room. 

Make opening over arches, on side next to staircase hall. 
Also, openings in walls, over hot air registers, inserting venti- 
lating shafts to be carried up to, and across under gallery of 
Council Chamber, against partition of stairway, and connect 
with two galvanized iron ventilators on the roof. 


Third. To ventilate Council Chamber. 

Apply over side galleries two galvanized iron ventilators to 
roof, with ventilators on ceilings, similar to those over main 
staircase hall. Also, from one or more openings to be made in 
ceiling, over chandeliers, take ventilating pipes of tin or iron 
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through telegraph room and dome, to connect with galvanized 
iron ventilator on roof of dome. 


Fourth. Yo ventilate staircase hall. . 

Prepare portions of each skylight so that they may be raised 
at pleasure; put upon each end of each skylight galvanized iron 
ventilators (ten in all) of suitable capacity, to correspond with 
ceiling lights. 


Fifth. To ventilate the various Committee Rooms. 

Cut openings over doors of each room to be ventilated, 
through walls into main Hall; place ventilating Registers on the 
inside, to be operated by cord fixtures, and register gratings on 
outside to make finish. 

I would also recommend that the radiators now used for heat- 
ing Aldermen’s room and Council Chamber, be separated, so 
that a portion of them may be used at all times, for the purpose of 
warming the air in the air ducts, keeping up a constant circula- 
tion. [also recommend that small fires be kept. burning in all 
rooms supplied with open fire-places. 

I would recommend in addition to the above, that a large air 
receiving chamber be built of brick in the back sub-cellar, con- 
nected with the outer air by six brick air ducts, two from front 
of building, ¢wo from rear, and one from each end, for supply of 
fresh air. 

Connect the air receiving chambers with the chambers con- 
taining steam radiators used for heating Aldermen’s room and 
Council Chamber, by galvanized iron air ducts to each. Also, 
to hot air chambers in boiler room. 

Also, ventilate sub-cellar by bringing cold air from back side 
of building to sub-cellar in wooden duct. To create circulation, 
cut openings into spaces surrounding smoke flues to steam 
boilers. 

The fan blower will be in addition to what is mentioned 
above, so arranged that air, hot or cold, will be passed into the 
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hall in such quantities as will insure perfect circulation through- 
out the building. 

It will cost, to furnish for ventilation of City Hall: — 

2 ventilators with bases and water rims for Council Chamber. 

2 ventilators with bases and water rims for Aldermen’s room. 

10 ventilators with elbows, braces, flanges, etc. for skylights 
over main hall. 

1 ventilator, with base and water rim, to go on dome, for ven- 
tilating over chandelier. 

20-inch galvanized iron vent. pipe through telegraph room 
and dome to roof of dome. 

10-inch tin vent. pipe from four openings in ceilings to con- 
nect with large vent. pipe from Aldermen’s room. 

40 large ventilating registers over doors. 

40 gratings on outside. 

2 five feet ceiling ventilators, bolts etc. Tin plates for trim- 
ming cold air boxes, and radiating boxes and labor; putting up 
ventilating pipes, galvanized iron air ducts from brick air cham- 
ber to chambers containing radiators for heating Aldermen’s

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SPECIFICATIONS AND ESTIMATES FROM B. W. DUNK-

To Francis Ricuarps, Esq., and others, Committee : — 


Gentlemen: — A desirable plan to effectually ventilate the 
City Hall, would be to place any approved kind of vacuum 
ventilator, or scries of ventilators, upon the roof or top of the 
building, secured as is usual. Directly under each ventilator, 
there should be a small room or chamber, in which should be 
placed a medium size hot air furnace, well secured, and the 
room made fire-proof; these rooms should be connected with 
the rooms to be ventilated, by proper sized ventiducts. One 
set of these ventiducts, of sufficient size, should lead from the 
top, or near the top, of each room to be ventilated, to enable 
the air to be changed in the rooms often enough to secure a 
healthy condition. Another set of ventiducts should be connected 
with the floor, or near the floor, of each room to be ventilated, 
and leading to the said ventilating chamber for the purpose of 
not only taking off the heavier and cooler gases from the floor, 
but diffuse the warm air more evenly to the floor of the apart- 
ments, always keeping these lower ducts open; but the upper 
ventiducts are to be regulated by valve openings, according to 
the necessity of the change of air to keep up perfect ventilation. 
To supply these ducts with warm air, it will be necessary to 
have a corresponding amount of fresh air from out-of-doors to 
pass over a heated surface, through hot air registers into the 
rooms to be ventilated. The expansion of air by heat will be 
sufficient to keep the plenum power in excess of the vacuum 
power, thus the room will always be a reservoir of fresh air. 
The reason for recommending the furnace or stove as a vacuum 
power, is because by this means an equilibrium of power may 
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be secured during the entire year, with the least expense. 
Steam coils may be used during cold weather, if preferred, by 
running the pipes through the ventiducts to coils in the vacuum 
chamber. 
- The water closets and cellar rooms should be ventilated into 
hot flues, the ventiducts from water closets leading from under 
the seat. The hygrometric condition of the atmosphere is a 
matter of as much importance (to ensure a perfect condition of 
air), as the temperature, as every degree of expansion by heat 
calls for an additional supply of moisture to sustain its equilib- 
rium. ‘To supply this deficiency, we propose to set a series of 
evaporating vessels, supplied with water regulated by ball-cock, 
to be placed on the upper part of the present cellar heating 
apparatus, which supplies the plenum power for the building, so 
as to charge the atmosphere with from forty to sixty-five per 
cent of humidity, with the air at seventy degrees Farenheit. 

For the details see plan as drawn to accompany this com- 
munication.

Rough Draft of proposed Method of Ventilating New City 


Hall, Boston, under the foregoing general statement. 


For the Common Council chamber there should be an inde- 
pendent top ventilator, of sufficient capacity to take off the air 
from the ventiducts leading to the floor of the chamber, which 
ventiducts are to be supplied with four 16 x 24 register venti- 
lators, and one ceiling ventilator, four feet in diameter. 

For the Mayor and Aldermen’s room, an independent top 
ventilator, of sufficient size to receive the air from ventiducts 
from the floor of the room, from four 14 x 22 register ventilators ; 
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also, four ceiling ventilators, two feet in diameter, to be placed 
in the alcoves of each corner of the room. 

The central staircase hall of the building may be ventilated 
by two, or more, ventiducts leading from the floor of the base- 
ment to supply two 3-feet top ventilators, all of which will be 
connected with heated or vacuum power chambers near the roof 
of the building. 

The top ventilation of the staircase hall will be best arranged 
by building a clear story, the size of one of those skylights, so 
as to create a draft without obstructing the light. 

The other rooms of the building, as at present arranged, will 
be properly ventilated with the present ventiducts and registers, 
if the ventiducts are let into a heated chamber supplied with 
proper ventilators near the roof. 

Summer ventilation will consist of the same series of ventila- 
tors and ventiducts, by simply using the vacuum power.

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The East Boston Ferry Company beg leave to cali the atten- 
tion of the City Council to what they deem serious misstate- 
ments in the Report of the Ferry Committee. — City Document 
No. 52. 

These misstatements are so directly at variance with facts 
within the personal knowledge of the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, that, though his name is printed at the end of the report, 
the Company are confident that he cannot have fully considered 
it. 

The report states that the Counsel of the Company said to 
the Committee, that the recent application of the Company to 
the Legislature for an extension of their location and charter 
was refused, owing to the opposition of the City. 

No such statement was made, and if made, it would not have 
been true. The application was not opposed by the City ; on the 
contrary, the Chairman of the Ferry Committee stated to the 
Committee of the Legislature that the Board of Aldermen had 
referred the subject to the Ferry Committee, and that he appeared 
on behalf of that Committee, and did not oppose the petition, 
although individually objecting to it. 

The City Solicitor was present at many of the hearings, and 
indorsed on the proposed Act the words, “I see no objection to 
this Act”; and the Chairman of the Harbor Committee of the 
Common Council (Mr. Train), also a member of the Ilouse of 
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Representatives, advocated the bill in debate, and stated with 
emphasis that the opposition to it came from East Boston, and 
was contrary to the policy of the City Government and the 
wishes and interests of the City of Boston. 

What the counsel of the Company did say was, that the bill 
was defeated by opposition and influence from Hast Boston. 

The letter of the President of the Company, in February last, 
is printed on page five, repeating the offer of the Company to 
run a ferry from the People’s Ferry Slips; and the report adds, 
“for the two years, nearly, which have elapsed since the reor- 
ganization of the East Boston (Ferry)' Company not a word has 
been said about any legal difficulties in the way of running boats 
to the slips which were being fitted up by the city.” 

In answer, the Company say that this legal difficulty was 
clearly stated in Judge Thomas’ printed argument in 1866 (be- 
fore what was called the consolidation of the two Companies, 
which was really putting two distinct companies under the same 
officers). His words are, “The result is, that the East Boston 
Ferry Company cannot run but one ferry, and that the one al- 
ready established. A grant to them of the use of the landings 
of the People’s Ferry would be wholly nugatory.” And the 
City Solicitor stated to the Committee, in answer to an enquiry 
from the counsel of the Ferry Company, that, though he differed 
from Judge Thomas, he should not advise a client to take the 
risk of running into those slips against so respectable an 
Opinion. 

Beside this, in 1867 the Ferry Company applied to the 
Legislature on this very ground for an enlargement of location 
and extension of charter. They were heard by a committee; 
the City Government were represented at the hearings, and the 
“legal difficulty” was stated and fully considered at that time. 
It was also fully stated by the Ferry Company to the Ferry 
Committee at two meetings of conference held early in 1867. 
Instead of the Ferry Company never having said a word about 
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their legal difficulty, they have stated it early and constantly ; 
and both in 1867 and 1868 tried to run on it by Legislative aid. 

All of their representations to the City were made with the 
knowledge that they were addressing a body to whom that diffi- 
culty was familiar, and the letter of the President of the Com- 
pany, which the Committee print, was written at the time their 
petition was pending before the Legislature, and when the City 
Government was as well acquainted with their position as public 
proceedings could make them. In point of fact, the Ferry Com- 
pany and, as they believe, the City did not anticipate any con- 
siderable opposition to so reasonable a request, and if the legal 
difficulty was less frequently alluded to, it was because both 
parties knew it and expected it to be overcome. 

In the expectation of an extension of location and charter, 
the company expended a very large sum for additional boats to 
run a new ferry. They endeavored to carry out the policy of 
the City as it has been repeatedly stated to them, viz: to have a 
good ferry running from two locations. The persons who as- 
sumed to represent East Boston were acting as directly, and far 
more effectually, against the City than they were against the 
Company, and it would be unfortunate if any oversight in a doc- 
ument issued in the name of the City should confuse or conceal 
the facts of the case.

AN ACT 


To INcorPORATE THE SoutH Boston Freigut Rarpway Company. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 


Section 1. John H. Reed, Thornton K. Lothrop, J. Avery 
Richards, their associates and successors, are hereby made a 
corporation by the name of the South Boston Freight Railway 
Company, with all the privileges and subject to all the duties, 
restrictions and liabilities set forth in the general laws which 
now are or hereafter may be in force relating to street railway 
corporations, so far as they may be applicable.: 


Sect. 2. Said corporation, in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed and directed by the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston, may construct, maintain and use a street railway, with 
suitable turnouts and with such tracks and branch tracks as the 
Board of Aldermen may from time to time permit: the rails of 
said tracks to be of such pattern as the Board of Aldermen may 
prescribe, and to be also suitable for railway freight cars, in 
common use, commencing on the easterly end of First Street, in 
South Boston, thence through First Strect to I Strect, thence 
through I Street to Second Street, thence through Second Street 
to Dorchester Street, thence across Dorchester Street to First 
Street, thence through First Street to Federal Street, thence 
across Federal Street, Foundry Street and the square between 
said street and avenue to land of the Old Colony and Newport 
Railroad Company, there to connect with the tracks of said 
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railroad in such manner and on such terms as may be mutually 
agreed upon, and with the right to connect with the tracks of 
the Boston, Hartford & Brie Railroad Company, in such man- 
ner and on such terms as may be mutually agreed upon; also, 
commencing at the junction of First and Granite streets, thence 
through Granite Street to Mount Washington Avenue, thence 
through Mount Washington Avenue to Federal Street, and 
thence on Federal Street to East Street, there to connect with 
the tracks of the Marginal Freight Railroad Company. 


Sror. 3. Said corporation may for the authorized purposes 
of this act, enter upon and use the tracks of the Broadway and 
Metropolitan Railroad Companies in Federal Street between said 
Mount Washington Avenue and Hast Street, and may so 
strengthen and improve said tracks, as to make them suitable 
for the transportation of freight, and if the corporations cannot 
agree upon, the manner and conditions of such entry and use, or 
the compensation to be paid therefor, the same shall be deter- 
mined in accordance with the provisions of the twenty-ninth 
section of chapter two hundred and twenty-nine of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty-four; but said corporation 
shall have no power to connect with or run over the tracks of 
any street railway, other than the Marginal Freight Railway 
Company, and the Broadway and Metropolitan Railway Com- 
panies as authorized in this section. 


Sect. 4. Said railway shall be used by said corporation for 
the transportation of freight only, and the cars thereon shall be 
drawn by horse power only, unless the use of other motive 
power shall be sanctioned by said board of Aldermen, and said 
corporation shall have power to fix such tolls for the transpor- 
tation of freight as they may from time to time deem expedient ; 
provided, that such tolls shall only be sufficient to pay the 
expenses of said corporation, and to pay a dividend of five per 
cent, semi-annually upon the capital stock of said corporation. 
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Sect. 5. Said corporation to carry into effect the purposes 
of this act, may unite with any railway corporation, on such 
terms as may be mutually agreed, and for this purpose shall be 
entitled to all the rights and privileges, and shall be subject to 
all the duties, liabilities and restrictions set forth in the sixty- 
third chapter of the General Statutes and the laws supplemental 
thereto, so far as the same may be applicable. 


Seot. 6. Said corporation shall keep in repair, to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Streets of the City of Boston, 
all the paving between their rails and three feet outside thereof, 
on each side; and the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston 
shall have full power to regulate the time and manner of running 
cars on said railway. 


Sect. 7. The capital stock of said corporation shall not 
exceed three hundred thousand dollars. 


Sect. 8. This act shall take effect as soon as it shall be 
accepted by the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston.

CITY OF BOSTON. 


To the Honorable Board of Health, and City Council of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: The Consulting Physicians having been here- 
tofore repeatedly invited by the City Government to communicate 
with them upon any subjects concerning the health of the city, 
whenever they should deem it proper to do so; believing that 
such an occasion has now arisen, respectfully submit to the 
Board of Health and City Council, for consideration, their 
views respecting a modification of the sanitary system of the city. 

The members of the Medical Board think it due to themselves 
to say that during a long and continuous service they have at all 
times readily received, taken into careful consideration, and 
promptly rendered to the Board of Health their best counsel 
upon any and all subjects which have been submitted to them. 
They cannot, however, but regret that the opinions given, and 
the recommendations offered, have not always produced such an 
influence as they think their importance justly deserved. 

They proceed now to present the special object of this com- 
munication, as the present seems to be an appropriate time for 
the action of the Government upon a most important subject. 

The term for which the Consulting Physicians were chosen 
having expired on the first day of April, and they holding office 
only until a new Board shall be elected, they can, without in- 
fringing upon the rights of others, or appearing to refuse to 
perform duties devolving upon them by having accepted office 
for a definite period, with great propriety present and urge 
upon the City Government such changes in sanitary measures 
as are deemed important for the health and happiness of the 


citizens. 
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Another consideration which urges action at this time, is found 
in the fact of the greatly increased and increasing extent of ter- 
ritory within the city bounds. 

One of the most important measures which the Consulting 
Physicians have heretofore felt it their duty strongly and dis- 
tinctly to urge upon the City Government, is that of the construc- 
tion and adoption of a new and more complete Code of Health 
than that now in operation, which shall be adapted, not only to 
the present need of the city, but to its greatly increasing require- 
ments,— a code which will cover and provide for the health and 
security of the people, without a constant and repeated necessity 
of legislating for particular and special occasions as they arrive. 

The adoption of such a code necessarily implies the reorgan- 
ization of the Board of Health itself, or the election of Health 
Commissioners under the now ample laws of the Legislature. 

The Consulting Physicians, after examining still further this 
whole matter, as it affects the interests of medical science, the 
general improvement of the city, and the health and happiness 
of the masses of the people, deem it of great importance that 
this change should now be made. They, accordingly, recom- 
mend that this shall be done by the adoption of the “Sanitary 
Code,” which was originally prepared by a member of their 
Board for the National Quarantine and Sanitary Convention, 
which received its full sanction, and recommendation for general 
adoption, and which appears to have been the foundation of 
that elaborate “ Code of Health” which has been for two years 
in successful operation in the Empire State; and partly in other 
places. You are respectfully referred to the reprint in 1865, of 
the “Sanitary Code for Cities,” for a more full account of what 
should constitute such a Board of Health, and a statement in 
detail of its various duties. 

To present here the reasons for the appointment of such a 
Board of Health, would make this communication too prolix. 
Many of them may be found in the Sanitary Code above referred 


a 
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to, where it will be seen that they arise from the great amount 
and varied character of the duties to be performed; requiring 
on the part of the functionaries, equally varied, general and 
special attainments. But this can be much more freely and fully 
discussed orally, in a conference, than can be conveniently 
done in a written communication. For such a conference, if 
thought advisable, the Consulting Physicians hold themselves in 
readiness. 

It will be noticed that the great feature in the composition 
of the “ Board of Health” as recommended by the Convention 
is the prominence given to intelligent and scientific Physicians ; 
and in the opinion of this Board most justly given to a class 
whose life-long study is the nature, prevention and removal of 
disease. On this point much can be more appropriately said 
than written. , | 

In conclusion, the gentlemen composing this Board beg leave 
to say that they are ready severally and collectively to tender 
to the Honorable Board of Health and the City Council, by 
whom they were elected, the resignation of their offices as Con- 
sulting Physicians whenever the pleasure and convenience of 
the City Government shall make it desirable. This they cheer- 
fully do to remove any embarrassment which might exist from 
their official position, to the free adoption of the change in 
the sanitary system of the city now proposed.

The Committee of Five, appointed, January 13th, to inquire 
into the present condition and organization of the schools of 
the Southern District (formerly Roxbury), and report to this 
Board the best plan of bringing them gradually into harmony 
with the public school system of the city, respectfully 


BE Ou, 


That, on and since April 27th, the public schools of the South- 
ern District of every grade have been visited and their condi- 
tion and organization ascertained. 

We will premise generally that while the organization of the 
corresponding grades of schools of both districts are rather re- 
markably alike, and while their conditions are not far apart, 
there was found an almost total diversity in text-books. Kerl’s 
Grammar was the only text-book common to both districts. 

The first visit of your Committee was to the High School, situ- 
ated in Kenilworth Street. This school is attended by both 
sexes, has a fine building recently erected, and is under the con- 
trol of Mr. Samuel M. Weston, who has three female assistants. 
This school has a three years’ course, while those who choose 
can continue their studies another year, with especial reference 
to the profession of teaching, under the title of Ex-Seniors. 
The whole number of pupils including the Hx-Seniors is 
one hundred and sixty-four, of whom forty-seven are boys. 
The course of study is somewhat similar to that of our Normal 
School and could easily be made the same, if the boys could be 
provided for elsewhere, for instance, at the English High School 
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in Bedford Street. If the boys were so disposed of, and if the 
Girls’ High and Normal School, instead of its present noisy, 
straitened, inconvenient, unwholesome quarters in Mason Street, 
had a suitably capacious and convenient structure somewhere 
south of Dover Street, these two girls’ High Schools should be 
united, occupying a common building and enjoying the same 
instruction. As such an arrangement is now out of the ques- 
tion, your Committee recommend that, from the commencement 
of the next school year, until otherwise provided for, the school 
in the Southern District known as the Roxbury High School, be 
continued under its present organization, and that the present 
course of study be also continued until otherwise ordered. 

Your Committee have also visited the Grammar Schools of 
the Southern District. They are five in number. The first 
visited was the Washington School, located near the City Hall 
on Washington Street. Leveret M. Chase is the Principal. 
This is a school for boys, having seven classes in the main 
building, and two colonies, one of which occupies a part of a 
Gun House and the other.is accommodated in Franklin Place. 
The whole number of pupils is four hundred and seventy. The 
main building is of brick, three stories high, and was erected in 
1840. It is a poor structure, and has had to be strengthened in 
order to be secure. It cannot be warmed in winter. Some of 
the rooms are very small. It has no clothes-room or hall. 
This school requires a new building, which your Committeg: be- 
lieves should be sufficiently large to accommodate also the girls 
of the Dudley School; for, when a suitable school-house is pro- 
vided, the Washington and Dudley Schools should be united, 
forming one mixed school. 

The second Grammar School visited was the Dudley School. 
It is situated on Bartlett Street, in close proximity to the Wash- 
ington School, just described. It is a school for girls, number- 
ing three hundred and ninety in all. The idiosynerasy of this 
school consists in its being under the charge of a female Princi- 
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pal, Miss Sarah J. Baker, who is energetic, well-informed and 
capable, and who, with seven female assistants, keeps a very 
good school. The school-house is of brick, three stories high, 
recently thoroughly repaired, cleanly and neat, but lacking 
roominess. 

Your Committee recommend that from the commencement of 
the next school year, the Dudley School be continued, until other- 
wise ordered, under its present organization. 

The third Grammar school visited was the Dearborn School, 
which is located in Dearborn Place, under the guidance of Mr. 
William H. Long, who, with one master’s assistant, and fourteen 
assistant teachers, educates and governs eight hundred girls and 
boys in a very satisfactory manner. The school-house is of 
brick, three stories high. It was erected in 1851, and to it im- 
portant additions have been made. It has fifteen rooms, no 
clothes-rooms, and no hall; but, when the new school-house in 
Dale Street is completed, a hall can easily be constructed in the 
attic of the Dearborn. 

The fourth Grammar School visited was the Comins School. 
Jt is a mixed school, situated on Washington Street, corner of 
Gove Avenue. Its Principal is Mr. Daniel W. Jones. There 
are twelve classes in the main building, and two colonies. The 
whole number of pupils is eight hundred and four. The school- 
house is the last Grammar School-house: erected by Roxbury. 
It is a fair building, containing’ twelve rooms, some of ‘which are 
small, into which double desks are introduced to gain room 

The fifth and last Grammar School visited was the Francis 
Street School, which is a small school, situated in Francis Street, 
consisting of fifty-two pupils, under the charge of one teacher, in 
oneroom. In this room every class of a Grammar School is 
represented. It appears to be a school for the accommodation 
of all the grammar scholars of a small neighborhood, a mile 
distant from the nearest Grammar School. Its teacher, Mrs. 
S. F. Norton, has the title of Principal. She is an able teacher 
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and the school appeared well. Your Committee advise that, at 
the commencement of the next school year, this school be con- 
sidered a colony of the Comins School, and be placed in charge 
of a female teacher, who shall rank as Master’s Head-Assistant, 
and receive the compensation of that grade of teachers. 

Your Committee also visited the site of the new Grammar 
School-House to be erected in Dale Street. The foundation 
was nearly completed. The locality is excellent, being towards 
the extreme southerly boundary of the city. The contractor is 
of the opinion that the school-house will be ready for occupancy 
during the fall. When the new school is established, the exist- 
ing Grammar Schools will be relieved, and their colonies pro- 
vided for. 

The Primary Schools were also visited and found to be fifty- 
two in number, and occupying structures erected solely for 
school purposes. About half of these schools were in excellent 
brick buildings, varying in capacity from eight to two rooms 
each. The remainder occupied wooden structures containing 
from four to two rooms each. <A few of these latter buildings 
were quite unsuitable. Stoves are general, with one exception. 
Desks are wanting in more than half the rooms. The schools 
are graded, but without uniformity, the prevailing plan being 
into three classes. Is not a change to the plan of six classes 
advisable ? 

Your Committee, in its visits to the schools of the Southern 
District, have been highly pleased with the intelligence, mental 
activity, and worth of the entire corps of teachers of the District, 
with very few exceptions; and we have no doubt that the intel- 
ligence of the teachers, advised by their District Committees, 
will rapidly bring their schools into harmony with the public 
school system of the city. This will be aided much by attend- 
ing the various teachers’ meetings and by a frequent study of 
our Rules and Regulations. Whether or not this accord can be 
hastened by the use of the same text-books is in our opinion a 
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question for the Committee on Text-Books to consider and advise 
upon. In accordance with this view, an appropriate order is 
appended. 

The following order was referred to your Committee: 


Ordered, That the salaries of the teachers of the Public 
Schools in that part of the city formerly known as Roxbury, 
shall, on and after May Ist, 1868, be the same as are paid to the 
corresponding grades of teachers in the rest of the city. 

Your Committee favor the order and will submit it, slightly 
qualified, for adoption. °

THE undersigned begs leave to submit his annual detailed 
Report of the Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the City of 
Boston. 

By the annexed tables, it will be seen that the number of 
births in Boston, during the year 1867, was 5,893, — 2,971 
males, and 2,922 females, — an increase of 350, compared with 
the number recorded in 1866. This is a gratifying increase, 
although not altogether a satisfactory one, there having been 
only one birth in each 34.78 of the population, estimating the 
latter at 205,000. In 1851, the births were in the ratio of one 
in twenty-six of the population, and since that year the birth-rate 
has been diminishing, until it has reached its present low state, 
with plain indications of falling still lower.

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It will be seen by the above that the number of children born 
in 1867, whose parents were both native born, was 1,421, — 
24.11 per cent of the whole number of births. In 1866, the 
percentage was 24.89, and in 1865, 24.75. On the other hand, 
in those cases where both parents were foreign born, the number 
of births was 3,617, or 61.37 per cent of the whole number. 
When it is remembered that the population of Boston is very 
evenly divided between the foreign and the native born, the facts 
tabulated above bear an unpleasant aspect, and show that if 
there be anything reprehensible in the undesirable result wit- 
nessed, it unmistakably belongs to the native population. 

The number of foreign born fathers (including half of those 
recorded as unknown) was 4,090, — 69.40 per cent of all the 
fathers. The number of foreign born mothers was 4,002, — 
67.91 per cent of all the mothers. This statement shows that 
the children born of foreign parents are in the proportion of 
more than two to one compared with the children of native 
parents. A like result appears in regard to the mothers. 

The number of instances in which both parents were natives 
of Ireland, was 2,450, — 41.57 per cent of all the births, and 
67.73 per cent of all the children of foreign born parents.

There was an increase of thirty-nine births in Ward 1, 
compared with the preceding year; two hundred and twenty- 
three in Ward 2; twenty-seven in Ward 6; thirty-six in Ward 
7; one in Ward 9; one hundred and nine in Ward 10; and 
eighteen in Ward 11. There was a decrease of forty-one in 
Ward 3; forty-six in Ward 4; nine in Ward 5; three in Ward 
8; and four in Ward 12. The number of births in Ward 7 
(1,076) make 18.26 per cent of all the births; those in Ward 
2 (nine hundred and forty-six), 16.05 per cent. The births in 
Wards 7, 2, and 1 make nearly forty-six per cent, while those in 
Wards 4, 8, and 6 make only 12.25 per cent. The population 
in the last named three wards make 19.59 per cent of that of 
the whole city, while that of Wards 7, 2, and 1 embrace only

The number of twin births was forty-three, — an increase of 
two compared with the preceding year. In nine instances only 
were both of the parents native born; and in five, one parent, in 
each instance, was born here. In the other twenty-nine instances, 
one or both parents were foreign born. In fourteen cases, both 
parents were born in Ireland; and in eight, one parent in each 
instance was of the same nativity. In fifteen of the cases, both 
children were males; in fourteen, both were female; and in four- 
teen, the sexes were equally divided.

The number of still-births was four hundred and eight, — an 
increase of eleven compared with the preceding year. The sexes 
were two hundred and forty-one males; one hundred and sixty- 
one females; and six unknown. ‘The ratio of these cases was 
one to each 14.44 of those children born alive. The parentage 
was, — foreign, two hundred and sixty-one; native, one hundred 
and four; unknown, forty-three.

It will be seen by the above table that the number of native 
born grooms was 1,435,— an increase of thirty compared with 
the preceding year, making 49.53 per cent (nearly one-half ) of 
all the grooms, but bearing about the same proportion to the 
whole number of grooms as was shown in 1866. Of. this 
number, (1,435,) 1,205 married native born brides, showing that 


only 41.59 per cent of the marriages was of unmixed native 
parentage. 
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The number of native grooms who married foreign brides was 
two hundred and thirty — forty-three less than the number re- 
corded in 1866. | 

The number of native born brides was 1,467 — over fifty per 
cent of all the brides. 

The number of Boston born grooms was only three hundred 
and thirty-nine— less than twelve per cent of all the grooms.

The number of minor grooms was forty-three —nine less than 
the number married in the preceding year. Of these, three were 
eighteen years of age; thirteen were nineteen; and twenty- 
seven were twenty. Hight of the whole number married minor 


brides; one couple were of the ages of eighteen and sixteen 
2 
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respectively, the youngest couple married. Highty-two of the 
grooms under twenty-five years of age were united to brides who 
were between twenty-five and thirty; and eighteen of the same 
age married those between thirty and forty. There were five 
erooms between twenty-five and thirty, and seventeen between 
thirty and forty, who married brides between forty and fifty; 
and another of the same age was united to a bride who had left 
her fiftieth year some distance behind her. There were thirty- 
two grooms between thirty and forty who married brides under 
twenty years of age; another between forty and fifty married a 
bride of the same age; twenty-one married those between twenty 
and twenty-five; and thirty-five others were united to brides who 
had not reached their thirtieth year. One groom of the mature 
age of fifty-one married a bride of eighteen years. Another 
groom, exactly fourscore years old, took unto himself one who 
was exactly half of that age. Another of seventy-two married 
one of sixty-seven; and still another, of sixty-nine, married one 
of forty-five. 

Of the grooms, nine hundred and twenty-five (31.92 per cent 
of all the grooms) were under twenty-five years of age, and 1,669 
(57.61 per cent) were between twenty-five and forty. The brides 
under twenty-five years of age number 1,687 — 58.23 per cent 
of all the brides. 

There were sixty-eight colored couples married, — six less 
than were recorded during the preceding year; and nineteen 
instances in which the grooms were colored and the brides white, 
an increase of five of this class compared with 1866. One 
couple were Indians, and two couples were deaf and dumb. 

Estimating the white population to be 202,300, and the colored 
at 2,700, the ratio of marriages of each race to their respective 
populations will be seen in the following: 


White. — Marriages, 2,810, — one in 72.00. 
Colored. — Marriages, eighty-seven, — one in 31.00. 
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The following shows the ratio of births: 


White. — Births, 5,820, — one in 34.75. 
Colored. — Births, seventy-three, — one in 37.00. 


The ratio of deaths is seen in the following: 


White. — Deaths, 4,313, — one in 46.90. 
Colored. — Deaths, one hundred and eight, — one in 25.00. 


It will be seen by the above, that among the whites there was 
one marriage to each seventy-two of the white population; while 
the marriages among the colored population were in the ratio of 
one marriage to thirty-one. Among the whites, there was one 
birth in 34.75; among the blacks, one in thirty-seven. And 
lastly, among the former, the deaths were in the ratio of one to 
46.90, while among the latter, there was one death to each 
twenty-five of the colored population. 

The above stated facts correspond substantially with the result 
seen each year, and show most conclusively that the colored 
population increases in no other way (if increase it does) than 
by immigration; and that, if not added to in this way, would 
rapidly disappear from the city.

The foregoing table shows that four grooms were married for 
the fourth time; three others chose for their first wives those 
who had been twice widowed. One of the grooms chose for his 
fourth wife a lady who entered wedlock for the first time; two 
others, who had been widowed the same number of times, mar- 
ried widows; and another, one who had been twice bereaved. 
One groom, who had been bereaved no less than four times, 
sought consolation for the fifth time by a union with a bride who 
had been married but once before. 

The following table gives the occupations of 1,630 of the 
erooms, 56.26 per cent of the whole number. It will be noticed 
that more than half of the grooms were laborers, clerks, mari- 
ners, traders, carpenters, machinists, teamsters, and shoemakers.

DEATHS. 


There were 4, 421 deaths in Boston during the year, — an in- 
crease of only forty-two compared with the preceding year. 
The sexes were, 2,262 males, 2,159 females. Estimating the 
population to be 205,000 (and it cannot vary much from that 
number), it will appear that there was one death to each 46.36 
of the entire population. This ratio is not an unfavorable one 
when compared with the record of the preceding year. The 
number of deaths in Philadelphia during the same year was 
12,660, which was in the ratio of one death in 47.59 of the 
estimated population (600,000) of that city.

The largest number of deaths in any one quarter occurred in 
the fourth. There were four more deaths in December than in 
August, doubtless owing to the large mortality from scarlatina 
during that month, there having occurred in that period no less 
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than eighty-six deaths from that malady. In the preceding year, 
there were one hundred and forty-three more deaths in August 


than in December.

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By the above, it will be seen that the number of children who 
died under five years of age was 1,848, — 41.80 per cent of all 
who died. In the preceding year, the percentage was 38.77. Of 
this number, the children of foreign parents make 1,344, —72.72 
per cent. 

There were seventy-five children who died on the day of their 
birth; of these, fifty-two were of foreign parentage. The 
number of children under one year was 1,014; of these, seven 
hundred and thirty-two (or 72.19 per cent) were children of 
foreign parentage. 

The number of children dying over one, and under five, was 
eight hundred and thirty-four (18.86 per cent), of which six 
hundred and eighty (81.53 per cent) were children of foreign 
born parents. 

There were ninety deaths of children between ten and fifteen, 
fifty-six of whom were of foreign parentage. 

There were one hundred and forty who died between fifteen 
and twenty, only jive of whom were of native parentage, — in- 
deed, only those five were born in this country. 

There were five hundred and thirty-one deaths between the 
ages of twenty and thirty; of these, one hundred and sixty-five 
were born in Ireland; thirty-four in the British Provinces; 
thirteen in England; twelve in Germany; four in Scotland; and 
ten in other foreign places. | 

There were three hundred and seventy-four deaths between 
the ages of thirty and forty; of this number, two hundred and 
thirty-four were foreign born, — one hundred and sixty-two be- 
ing natives of Ireland. 

Between the ages of forty and fifty, there were three hundred 
and forty-eight deaths, of which number two hundred and thirty- 
six were of foreign birth—one hundred and seventy-seven having 
been born in Ireland. 

Of the three hundred and six who died between the ages of 
fifty and sixty, one hundred and thirty-eight were born in Ire- 
land, and twenty-two in other foreign places. 
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The number who died between sixty and seventy was two 
hundred and forty-one, of whom one hundred and twenty-five 
were natives of Ireland, and twenty-one of other foreign 
places. 

There were one hundred and ninety-one deaths between the 
ages of seventy and eighty; of these, eighty-five were born in 
foreign countries, — sixty-nine in Ireland. 

There were one hundred and eleven deaths of persons over 
eighty years of age (forty-two males, and sixty-nine females), 
sixty-two of whom were native born. Those born in Ireland 
number forty. 

One male and one female were each one hundred years old; 
and there was one (a colored man) reported as one hundred and 
five years old.

Of the males who died, seven hundred and three were married 
(two hundred and thirty-four natives, and three hundred and 
sixty-nine foreign born) ; and ninety, widowers, — forty-one native, 
and forty-nine foreign born. Of the females, five hundred and 
three were married (two hundred and twenty-three of whom 
were native born); three hundred and thirty-two were widows, 
one hundred and sixty-three of whom were born here. 

The number of colored decedents was one hundred and eight, 
- fifty-eight males, and fifty females. 

The number of interments in the city proper was one hundred 
and eighty-eight (including sixty-one bodies which were brought 
from other places); eighty-nine at South Boston, and ninety-four 
at East Boston. During the year, one hundred and sixty-two 
bodies were disinterred, and removed from the city. 
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Accidents. —'The number of deaths thus caused was one hun- 
dred and five,— eighty-five males, and twenty females,— making 
2.37 per cent of the whole mortality. The number reported 
during the preceding year was one hundred and seventy-six,— 
making four per cent of all the deaths of that year. 


Apoplexy — Was the reported cause of sixty-six deaths,— 
thirty-six males, and thirty females,— an increase of eleven com- 
pared with the preceding year. 


Bowels, Disease of: —'The number of deaths thus recorded was 
forty-seven,— nineteen males, and twenty-eight females,—an_ in- 
crease of six. Thirty-six were reported as inflammation of bow- 
els, and eleven simply as disease of bowels. 


Brain, Disease of. —'There were two hundred and thirty-two 
deaths thus designated,— one hundred and twenty-one males, 
one hundred and eleven females (5.24 per cent of all the deaths), 
—a decrease of nineteen compared with the preceding year. 
There were twenty-nine deaths reported as from “inflammation,” 
the majority of the remainder as “ meningitis.” 


Bronchitis. — The number of deaths from this cause was one 
hundred and_ thirty-four, — fifty-six males, and seventy-eight 
females,— an increase of fourteen compared with 1866. The 
deaths from this disease in each of the last five years are seen 
below: 


Burns and Scalds. — There were nineteen deaths from these 
causes,— eleven males, and eight females. Heretofore, these 
deaths have been classed with those from accidents. 


Cancer. — The deaths thus reported amounted to eighty-two, 
— twenty-seven males, and fifty-five females. The location of

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the disease, in each instance, was: stomach, thirteen; breast, 
eleven; liver, eight; bowels, five; uterus, three; face, three; 
neck, two; shoulder, rectum, brain, hip, jaw, back, one each.

Cholera.— There was but one death from this disease reported, 
—that of a man in Gardner place, South Boston, on the 18th 
of August last. 


Cholera Morbus.— The number of deaths reported from this 
disease was only fifteen — seven males, and eight females. In 
the preceding year, there were forty-eight. 


Cholera Infantum.— There were two hundred and thirty-one 
deaths from this cause reported,— one hundred and sixteen 
males, and one hundred and fifteen females (5.22 per cent of 
all the deaths), a decrease of thirty-five compared with the 


preceding year. The deaths in each of the last five years are 
given below: j 


Consumption.— The deaths from this disease number seven 
hundred and sixty-six,— three hundred and sixty-seven males, 
and three hundred and ninety-nine females,—a decrease of 
eighty compared with the preceding year making 17.32 per 
cent of the whole mortality. In Philadelphia, the number of 
deaths from this disease was 1,947,— making a percentage of 
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15.38 in a mortality of 12,660. The percentage in that city in 
the preceding year was 12.65.

Convulsions. —The number of deaths thus designated was 
one hundred and forty,— sixty-seven males, and seventy-three 
females,— an increase of twenty-five compared with the preced-— 
ing year. 

Croup. — There were seventy-eight deaths from croup,— forty- 
two males, and thirty-six females — nine less than were recorded 
in 1866. The deaths during each of the last five years were as 
follows: 


Diarrhea and Dysentery. — There were one hundred and sixty 
deaths from these causes (eighty from each),— eighty-four males, 
and seventy-six femaies,—— making 3.62 per cent of the whole 
mortality.

Diphtheria. — Caused the death of forty-seven persons, — 
twenty males, and twenty-seven females. During each of the 
last five years, the deaths from this cause were: 


Dropsy. — There were sixty-nine deaths thus reported, — 
thirty-nine males, and thirty females. 


Fevers. — There were eighty-eight deaths reported from “ 'Ty- 
phoid,” and three from “ Typhus,” — forty-nine males, and forty- 
two females, —two more than were reported from the same 
causes in the preceding year.

Old Age. — There were eighty-two deaths thus reported, — 
twenty-eight being males, and fifty-four females, — a decrease of 
nine from the preceding year. 


Paralysis. — The number of deaths from this cause was fifty- 
one, — twenty-three males, and twenty-eight females, — one less 
than the number of the year before. 


Premature Birth. — The number of deaths from this cause was 
eighty-one, — forty-nine males, and thirty-two females, — an in- 
crease of ten compared with the preceding year, and making 
1.83 per cent of the whole mortality. 


Puerperal Diseases. — There were fifty-two deaths from dis- 
eases connected with childbirth, — an increase of eight. 


Pneumonia.— There were two hundred and twenty-seven 
deaths from this cause, — one hundred and nineteen males, and 
one hundred and eight females, —a decrease of five from the 
number recorded in 1866. The deaths from this cause make 
5.13 per cent of the entire mortality. The deaths from Pneu- 
monia during each of the last five years are given below: 


Scarlatina. — There were three hundred and six deaths from 
this malady, — one hundred and sixty-two males, and one hun- 
dred and forty-four females, — an increase of one hundred and 
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two over the number recorded in the preceding year. This dis- 
ease has been very fatal during the year, particularly in the 
months of November and December, forty-four dying in the 
former, and eighty-six in the latter month. Only in three years, 
in the last seventeen, has the disease proved as fatal as in the 
past year, viz: in 1857, 1856, and 1849. It may be interesting to 
know to what extent this dangerous malady has prevailed during 
each of the last eighteen years, with the exception of 1860, of 
which year no report was made:

It will be seen, that during the period of eighteen years, the 
births exceeded the deaths by 24,732,— an average of 1,374 
births each year. It will also be noticed, that the deaths in 1864 
exceeded the births of that year by one hundred and nineteen. 
The greatest number of births in any one year was in 1859, 
when they amounted to 5,895, exceeding the deaths by 2,157. 
The average number of births each year was 5,567; of mar- 
riages, 2,606; of deaths, 4,193. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Brirtus. — It is well known to those who are interested in 
vital statistics, that the birth-rate in this State, as well as in the 
United States, has been diminishing for some years past. Sev- 
eral reasons have been assigned for this undesirable fact; but so 
far from any concern having been awakened thereby, they seem 
scarcely to have arrested attention. It is doubtful, however, if 
the cause were certainly known and acknowledged that a cure 
would be wrought; for the subject is, primarily, a moral one, 
and requires a moral renovation. Customs, habits, and associ- 
ations are always powerful, and are never overcome without per- 
sistent, and almost superhuman efforts. There are but few who 
will ever make the attempt, and fewer still who will have a dis- 
position to do even that. Laws and ordinances, intended to 
counteract these evils, have not been wanting; but the disease 
still remains uncured, and threatens still more serious conse- 
quences. Not the least interesting fact connected with this 
subject is, that the diminishing birth-rate affects principally the 
native population; and, as this result does not vary essentially 
from year to year, the malady seems, therefore, not only chronic, 
but points unmistakably in the direction where it is seated. 

Undoubtedly, many avoid assuming the marriage relation from 
what they regard prudential motives. This, of course, furnishes 
one reason for the diminished birth-rate, and may or may not be 
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entirely justifiable. On the other hand, it is equally certain that 
the natural increase is not so great as that which should proceed 
from those who already sustain the marriage relation. But the 
remedy for this is a problem of no easy solution. The subject 
is one of vast importance, and its bearing upon the vital interests 
of the community can scarcely be over-estimated. 


RETURNS OF MARRIAGE CERTIFICATES. —The law requires 
that clergymen and others shall make returns of the marriages 
solemnized by them, on or before the tenth of the month ensuing. 
While most clergymen readily comply with this requirement, a 
few systematically disregard it, not only to the annoyance of 
those who record the certificates (whose labors are increased by 
such neglect), but, in some instances, to the injury of the parties 
married. The fulfilment of this simple duty can in no way prove 
an additional burden to those solemnizing marriages by being 
attended to at the time, instead of being deferred, or disregarded 
altogether. Especially is this delinquency serious when it occurs 
at the end of the year. At the commencement of each year (in 
the month of February), copies of all the records for the preced- 
ing year have to be returned to the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, by whom they are used in making up the State “ Regis- 
tration Report” for that year. If these returns, therefore, do 
not contain all the marriages for that period, the Report is 
defective to that extent, and render the deductions therefrom 
erroneous. 


NICKNAMES. — One of the crying evils of the day, as well as 
one of the most ridiculous, is the custom of adopting some non- 
sensical appellative in lieu of a proper given name, and insisting 
on its being recognized on every and all occasions. These names 
may not be very objectionable in ordinary familiar intercourse 
with friends, but in a formal proceeding, like that of marriage, 
such designations are entirely out of place. If parties may be 
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credited, none are now named Ellen, Catharine, Elizabeth, Caro- 
line, and Louisa; but in their stead we have Nelly, Kate, Lizzie, 
Carrie, and last, the most silly of all, Lulu. In vain is the im- 
propriety of being married under any other name than the cor- 
rect one dwelt upon; in vain is it stated, that though it may not 
be improper to use these familiar appellatives, it is not ad- 
visable that they should be entered on a public record, and 
thus incur the risk of some future embarrassment, affecting, 
it may be, some owner’s title to real estate or to a pension. 


Puysicians’ CERTIFICATES. —Some physicians, in filling out 
certificates of the cause of death, evidently do so without reflect- 
ing upon the importance such documents may have in certain 
contingencies ; others, there is reason to believe, act in a captious 
and perverse spirit; and others still, with a desire to ridicule 
the whole subject of registration. One physician filled his cer- 
tificate thus: “Very uncertain whether fried ham, scarlet fever, 
or Bologna sausage.” Another says: “Cholera, or something 
else,’—charmingly definite, and eminently satisfactory. Another . 
says: “Died suddenly.” Quite a number, with the succinctness 
of the preceding, and certainly without any exuberance of words, 
say, “Fits.” What ought to be thought of those making such 
returns as above specified? If the causes of death were un- 
known in these cases, why not so express it, without attempting 
to cast ridicule upon the subject, which the law-makers have 
certainly considered of so much importance as to make it one of 
frequent legislation? There are but few, however, who are be- 
trayed into this unbecoming course; although many may regard 
the exaction of the statute as a tax on their time and conven- 
ience, they nevertheless readily comply with the requirement, and 
fill out the certificates with regularity and promptitude. There 
are others who feel so solicitous, that, after making one return, 
they desire to make another in accordance with what a sub- 
sequent autopsy has demonstrated to be the cause of death. 
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Some physicians employ terms in filling their certificates which 
do not express the nature of the cause of death. For instance, 
in stating that death was caused by an “ over dose of laudanum,” 
no one knows from that whether it was a case of suicide, homi- 
cide, or accident. The statements that death was “from fracture 
of skull,” “pistol shot,” “stabbed,” etc. etc., are all liable to the 
same objection. It will be obvious to all, that in cases of life 
insurance, the omission to state the character of these violent 
deaths might be of great importance, and might result in serious 
loss. Again: a man is struck down in the street; the cause of 
death is given, —“ Fracture of skull.” Another hangs himself; 
the return says, —“ Congestion of brain,’ or “Apoplexy.” Such 
instances are known to have occurred; and no labor that a re- 
cording officer has to perform is more arduous and trying than 
that of endeavoring to induce physicians to specify the nature of 
the cause of death. 


AVERAGE AGES.—No attempts have been made for several 
years to give the average ages of those dying in Boston. It 
having been found that a very large proportion of those who 
died left none behind who could determine their ages with 
any sort of accuracy, the practice was discontinued, as all 
deductions therefrom were of no value.

FOR 


WIDENING AND CHANGING THE GRADE BETWEEN THE 
NORTHERLY BOUNDARY LINE OF THE MASONIC TEMPLE 
AND THE BOSTON AND ALBANY RAILROAD BRIDGE. 


LAND TAKEN FROM THE 


GRAND LODGE OF MASONS IN MASSACHUSETTS 
AND OTHERS. 


1868. 
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In Board of Aldermen, June 2, 1868. 


Resolved, That the safety and convenience of the inhabi- 
tants of the City require that Tremont Street should be widened 
to a width of about sixty feet between the northerly boundary 
line of the Masonic Temple and the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road Bridge, as shown on planus of said street numbered one 
to five inclusive, and that the grade of the said street should be 
changed according to profiles of said street marked “ Profile A” 
and “ Profile B,” said plans and profiles being made by Thomas 
W. Davis, City Surveyor, each bearing date October 28, 1867, 
and deposited in the office of the said City Surveyor; and for 
that purpose it is necessary to take and lay out as a public 
street or way of the said city, the following parcels of land, viz:

THE Committee on Streets of the Common Council, to whom 
were referred the resolve and orders for the widening of Federal 
Street, by taking land from Thomas Richardson and others, and 
also the petition of the Bay State Iron Company, and many cor- 
porations and individuals, in favor of said widening, having con- 
sidered the subject, beg leave to submit the following 


Dele eOahigies 


The expense of widening Federal Street, from the foot of 
Summer Street to the northerly end of the bridge, and from the 
southerly end of the bridge to First Street, is estimated at 
$250,000. This sum is based upon estimates made last 
year, and does not include the cost of paving. It is not pro- 
posed to widen the bridge, to correspond with the widening of 
the street, at this time, as it is in good condition, and delay will 
tend to diminish, rather than increase, the cost. 

The present width of the street is fifty feet, and the proposed 
widening is twenty feet. The distance between the points 
named is about twenty-five hundred feet. No estimates have 
been made of the amount of assessments under the betterment 
law; but it would be safe to allow $40,000 on that account. 

This subject was before the City Council last year. The 
resolve and orders for the widening passed the Board of Alder- 
men by a unanimous vote; and the Committee on Streets of this 
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branch, to whom they were referred, reported unanimously in 
favor of the project; but their report was presented so late in 
the year—near the middle of December, — that the whole 
matter was referred to this Government. 

In their report to the Council last year, the Committee said: 

“ An examination of the map of Boston and vicinity shows 
that Federal Street forms one of the principal thoroughfares 
running from the business portion of the city into the country, 
and that it is next in importance to Washington Street. It is 
occupied by double tracks for horse cars; and nearly all the 
heavy teams, and three-fourths of the light teams and foot-travel- 
lers, pass through it to and from the City proper and South 
Boston, Dorchester and Quincy. Owing to its narrowness, col- 
lisions are frequent, travel is impeded, and the transportation of 
merchandise often seriously delayed. 

“The schemes for the utilization of the South Boston Flats, 
which the State and several of the largest railroad corporations 
are preparing to carry out, will greatly increase the importance 
of this thoroughfare, and the value of the property abutting 
thereon. Even with the additional accommodations to travel 
afforded by the Eastern Avenue, the widening of Federal street 
will then be an absolute necessity, and the expense will 
be much enhanced. 

“But independently of any other improvement in this section 
of the city, the Committee believe that the public necessity and 
convenience require that the street should be widened at this 
time. “They believe that none of the numerous enterprises 
under consideration by the government, — many of them involv- 
ing much larger expenditures,—are calculated to benefit the 
business interests of the city so greatly as this.” 

The petition, asking “ that immediate action be taken to ac- 
complish this desirable object,” contains the names of corpora- 
tions and business firms which represent property of the value 
of several million dollars. 
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Believing that the benefit which will accrue to the business 
interests of the city from this improvement, will compensate for 
the present cost of the widening, the Committee would report, 
that, in their opinion, the resolve and orders ought to pass.

To THE HoNoRABLE City COUNCIL: 


Gentlemen : — As required by the fifteenth section of the Ordi- 
nance on Finance, the Auditor of Accounts has the honor of pre- 
senting to the City Council the Fifty-Sixth Annual Report of 
the Receipts and Expenditures of the City of Boston and the 
County of Suffolk, for the financial year 1867-68, which com- 
menced May 1, 1867, and terminated April 30, 1868, both in- 
clusive; comprising a statement, in detail, under appropriate 
heads, of the financial operations of the year, and other matters 
of interest connected therewith. 

Since the Auditor of Accounts’ last annual report, the adjoin- 
ing City of Roxbury has been annexed to the City of Boston, 
the City of Roxbury ceasing to be a corporate body on the 6th 
of January, 1868, and the expenditures, since that time, of the 
financial year 1867-68, embrace those of the united cities. 

The Legislature of Massachusetts, of last year, passed an act, 
dated June 1, 1867, “to unite the cities of Boston and Roxbury,” 
in which provision was made that said act should not take full 
effect unless accepted by a majority of the legal voters of the 
two cities, and that meetings for that purpose should be held 
simultaneously on the second Monday of September, of that 
year. The meetings were held on that day in the manner pre- 
scribed by the act, and it was accepted by the following vote, 
viz : 
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Boston, whole number of ballots, 5,692.

Roxbury, whole number of ballots, 2,424. 

ee for accepting said act, 1,832 
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On the 12th of September, in compliance with the require- 
ments of said act, the Secretary of the Commonwealth issued his 
certificate that said act had been duly accepted by the cities of 
Boston and Roxbury, and that it would go into effect on the 
first Monday of January, 1868. 

The City of Roxbury, which consisted of five wards, was 
divided into three wards, with the same representation in all 
branches of our City Government as is enjoyed by the other 
wards, and the citizens of those wards, in December last, par- 
ticipated with those of Boston in the choice of the Municipal 
Officers for the government of the united cities for 1868. The 
number of members of the Board of Aldermen remains the same, 
twelve, and they are chosen on a general ticket. The act pro- 
vides, that all the public property of the said City of Roxbury 
shall be vested in the City of Boston; that all the interest which 
the City of Roxbury had in the public property of the County 
of Norfolk be released to said county; that jurisdiction of the 
Courts of Suffolk County be extended over the territory annexed ; 
that the Roxbury Police Court be retained and be known here- 
after as “the Municipal Court for the Southern District of the 
City of Boston.” 

By the annexation of Roxbury, Boston adds 2,100 acres to its 
area, making a total of 5,370 acres, and an additional population 
of 30,000, making the aggregate population of the City of Bos- 
ton, at the present date, of at least 230,000, ranking the fourth 
city, in population, in the United States. he valuation of the 
two cities, in May 1867, was as follows:

The debt of Roxbury, assumed by the City of Boston, amounted 
to $991,456. 

The newly added territory of Roxbury has been named by 
the City Council “ Boston Highlands.”

The Water Loans outstanding April 30, 1868, amount to 
only $3,867,711.11; but the real debt of the Water Works is 
shown by the excess of the expenditures for said works over 
the revenue derived from the same, which is, as stated above, 
$7,677,702.55. 

The total indebtedness of the city has reached $14,146,900. 65 
an increase, since April 30, 1867, of $1,125,457.50, nearly all” 
caused by the addition of the Roxbury Debt of $991,306. 
During the year, $947,350, gold debt, was redeemed, principally 
bearing six per cent interest, the last of the class of outstanding 
bonds on which six per cent interest was payable in gold. The 
six per cent bonds now outstanding are payable, both principal 
and interest, in currency.

* NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following are descriptions of the buildings which have 
been erected, and of those the construction of which was com- 
menced during the past year, under the direction of the Commit- 
TEE ON PuBLic BuiLpInes and the general superintendence of 
JAMES C. TUCKER, Superintendent of Public Buildings, with the 
exception of the City Hospital Out-Patient Building: 


RICHMOND STREET ScHOOL-HouSE. — The Richmond Street 
School-house is situated in the immediate vicinity of the Hancock 
School-house on Richmond Street. The building consists of a 
basement, with four stories, including the French Roof. It hasa 
front of eighty-three feet, a depth of sixty-four feet six 
inches, and a height of sixty feet to top of upper cornice 
of roof from yard level. It is constructed of brick with 
granite trimmings,— the entire principal doorway with Ionic 
pilasters on either side, being of the latter material; and 
also that portion of basement which is above ground is of 
the same. Two moulded granite belts cross the front of 
the building, between first and second story windows. ‘The 
centre portion of building is slightly recessed in front and rear, 
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and the corners of projections are strengthened by quoins of 
brick. The basement story contains three large play-rooms and 
one committee room, the latter finished off. Four furnaces are 
located in the centre of building, opening into the hall; water 
closets are situated at either end of basement hall; the furnace 
pipes, which are of cast-iron, are carried up through the staircase 
halls to roof; by which means, the halls are sufficiently heated. 
Each of the three floors devoted to school-rooms is arranged 
according to the most approved plan, for four rooms, with 
staircase hall and clothes-rooms in the centre part of building, 
extending from front to rear; each of these school-rooms is 
twenty-eight by thirty feet, and has in connection with it a 
clothes-room four feet nine inches by fifteen feet, through which 
the children pass from the halls into the school-rooms; a sink 
is placed near each school-room door, in the main halls; the 
rooms in this house are occupied for Grammar and Primary 
Schools. Over both wings in the French roof story is a large 
exhibition hall, thirty-two feet six inches by sixty feet, extending 
from front to rear of building, with staircase hall between. The 
two staircases in front and rear of main hall of this building are 
five feet in width from basement to roof story, and are amply: 
sufficient for ingress and egress in all emergencies. ‘The floor of 
main hall in first story is covered with marble tiling; inside 
finish is all of pine, painted and grained. The rooms are heated 
by registers in the floors connected with furnaces in cellar; the 
ventilation is quite satisfactory. In general, it may be said that 
this building answers the purposes for which it was erected in a 
very satisfactory degree, being second to none in point of utility 
and good construction. A handsome iron fence extends the 
whole length of yard on Richmond Street, and returns round the 
yard on Richmond Place, extending also part way across the 
rear; in the rear, a brick wall nearly fifty feet in length sepa- 
rates the iron fence into two parts. The yards are entered by 
gates from Wesley Place, Hancock School-house yard and Rich- 
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mond Street. Two blocks of privies are located in the yard on 
the east side of building. They are erected with the most im- 
proved cesspool vaults beneath them, in connection with the 
most adequate system of drainage. Architects, Messrs. G. J. 
F> Bryant and L. P. Rogers. Contractors who erected the 
building, WiLLIaM Saywarp and Aucustus Lorurop. Cost of 
building, $57,723.27; furniture, $2,253.72; total, $59,976.99. 


Norcross GRAMMAR SCHOOL-HOUSE. — The Norcross Grammar 
School-house is located at the corner of D and Fifth streets, 
South Boston, and was erected in 1867. The lot on which the 
building stands has a frontage on D Street of one hundred and 
fifteen feet, and on Fifth Street of one hundred and five feet. 
The body of the house is ninety feet four inchcs long, by sixty- 
one feet eight inches wide. From the middle of the two longer 
sides are projections from the body of the house, each measuring 
seven feet four inches, by thirty-four feet. Through the centre 
of the projections are the entrances to the house. The principal 
entrance is on the D Street side. The building is three stories 
high, exclusive of basement and attic. In each of the three 
» principal stories of the body of the building are four school- 
rooms, each twenty-nine feet by thirty-two feet, and twelve feet 
six inches high, and a hall extending across the building from 
front to rear twenty-two feet wide, within which are the cloak- 
rooms and stair-cases. Tn the angles of the projections are 
teachers’ closets, six feet six inches by ten feet, communicating 
with each school. room. In the attic story, the entire space 
within the Mansard roof of the body of the building is devoted 
to an exhibition and assembly hall, eighty feet by fifty- one “feet, 
and sixteen feet high. In the projections at the sides of the hall 
are the stair-cases and closets for apparatus, etc. In ‘the base- 
ment is a large committee room, the heating apparatus and fuel 
room, two large play-rooms for scholars, janitor’s room and teach- 
ers’ water-closets. The building is heated by steam, and ample 
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means have been provided for thorough ventilation and the supply 
of fresh air. The interior of the building is finished throughout 
with ash wood. The exterior walls are faced with pressed bricks. 
The trimmings of the doors and windows and base and string 
courses are of Concord granite. The walls are covered with a 
Mansard roof, with wooden cornice and copper gutters. In the 
rear of the yard are the scholars’ privies, which are approached 
from the rear entrance by a screened and covered passage. 
The building was erected from the designs of Mr. Gro. Ropss, 
Jr., architect, and several new features have been introduced, as 
the heating by steam, appliances for ventilation, teachers’ closets, 
and the arrangement of the windows at the staircase landings, 
which, instead of being cut by the half-way landings of the stair- 
cases, show their full height between the landings, so that their 
full lighting power is cast into the halls and corridors which 
they are designed to light. The contractors who performed the 
work were WILLIAM SAYWARD, mason, and Morrison & SHAW, 
carpenters. Cost of land, $5,269.86; building, $73,717.29 ; 
furniture, $4,658.62; total, $83,645.77. 


ENGINE House anD Warp Room, Warp 12.— Among the 
buildings erected for city purposes during the past year, not the 
least striking in appearance and convenience of plan, is the 
structure on corner of Dorchester and Fourth streets which is 
devoted to the uses of an Engine House and tenement for Fire- 
men, a large Ward Room for Ward 12, two halls for various 
purposes, and two Primary School-rooms for the district in 
which the building is located. It measures on the plan about 
52 feet by 76 feet, and comprises two stories and a French roof 
above ground, and a basement 7 feet clear height, partly above 
ground. It is divided in two parts lengthwise, from basement 
to top of second story, by a brick wall; the first story on Fourth 
Street side, is occupied by a Ward Room, with the exception of 
a space at rear end for staircases up and down; the main 
entrance to this room is from Dorchester Street; the room 
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measures about 25 feet by 65 feet, and 13 feet clear height. 
Directly over it is a hall of the same dimensions 12 feet high 
and a small room; and a small room, 8 feet by 10 feet, over 
stairs in the rear opens into it. The French roof contains a 
large assembly room, about 46 feet by 50 feet, 11 feet high, and 
two rooms of sufficient size to be used as Primary School-rooms, 
if the city so elects; a hose tower also occupies part of the 
space of this story, continuing up through the roof, upon which 
it opens by a door and windows. The first and second stories 
on the side of the building farthest from Fourth Street are used 
by the Fire Department for the accommodation of a Steam Fire- 
Engine, with stable in rear for four horses; and over this, with 
staircases connecting, a tenement for the engineer and firemen, 
of parlor, three bed-rooms, bath room, water closet and various 
other closets; one of these rooms is lighted by a skylight; back 
of these apartments and over the stable is a hay-loft. The 
exterior is built of brick with granite trimmings; above the 
French roof, on the centre of the Dorchester Street front, rises 
a small but handsome tower surmounted by a vane and the points 
of the compass, which add much to the fine appearance of the 
building; the face of the tower is recessed from the main cor- 
ners of the building, and these are strongly marked by granite 
quoins in the first story; there is also a small projection on rear 
end facing Fourth Street, in which is a granite doorway and 
steps inside to the level of the first story ; this is also strengthened 
by granite quoins, above which is a belt of the same material 
extending around the Fourth and Dorchester streets facades; 
the whole is surmounted by a handsome French roof, with well 
grouped luthern windows on the two corners at the Dorches- 
ter Street end. An elegant iron railing extends around the 
upper line of the roof on Fourth and Dorchester streets. This 
building was erected from designs by the architects, Messrs. G. 
J. F. Bryant and L. P. Rocers, by Messrs. Morton & CHESLEY, 
contractors. .Cost of land, $7,350.30; building, $31,368.36; 
total, $38,718.66. 
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Ciry Hospirau Ovt-Patient Buitpinc. —In June 1867, the 
City Council appropriated $16,000 for the erection of a build- 
ing for out-patients in connection with the porter’s lodge, and 
in July, the foundations of the Lodge being found in such condi- 
tion that it was deemed unsafe to build, in connection therewith, 
an appropriation of $1,200 was made to take down and rebuild 
the same; the total amount being $17,200. The building is now 
completed ; and, in addition to the accommodation of out-patients, 
it will prove convenient for coroners’ inquests, funerals, ete. 
This building is one story high, with a Mansard roof, and is one 
hundred and five feet long by thirty-three broad. It is built of 
brick, trimmed with granite. It has a cemented and arched 
cellar under the whole structure. It is finished entirely in 
chestnut, being panelled up about three feet from the floor. The 
latter is of hard pine. There is no paint about the building. 
It contains the following apartments: the porter’s room, or 
lodge, thirteen feet by nineteen, with a vestibule ten and one- 
half by twelve and one-half feet. Through this room is the 
only entrance to the hospital, other than by carriages. It is 
entered by large glass doors, opening on to the street; and 
through it, and under the porter’s eye, must pass every person 
going in or out of the building. Here is kept a list of all 
patients, and in what wards they are to be found. By a 
crank worked in this room, the carriage gates are opened 
with ease, and without stepping out of doors. In the reception 
of night accidents, this is found to be a great convenience. A 
lamp, sign and night-bell on the street direct the inquirer at 
night; and, within the grounds, a red lantern directs him to the 
door of the accident ward. Over the porter’s room, and an 
adjoining one for his private use, are four chambers, to be occu- 
pied by himself and wife. The whole building is heated by 
furnace, and supplied with wash-bowls, sinks and water closets. 
Passing straight on from the porter’s room, we enter a corridor 
six feet wide by twenty-three long. The first door on the left 
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opens into a room twelve feet by eighteen, furnished with settees, 
to be used as a waiting-room for those who come to be examined 
by the Admitting Physician. From this opens his private room, 
for examination, eleven and a half by eighteen feet. At the 
bottom of the entry, we find a large door leading into a general 
out-patients’ waiting-room, twenty-four and a half by thirty feet. 
This large room is arched up into the Mansard roof, and is 
eighteen feet high. Large folding doors. connect this with 
another room of equal dimensions, for examination and clinical 
instruction. This is furnished with desks, water fixtures, gas, 
tables, cupboards for solutions, collyria, etc., and a cabinet of 
wax models of the diseased eye. On three days in the week, 
these rooms are occupied by the ophthalmic surgeon; and, on 
the alternate days, by the physician to out-patients. These two 
larger rooms, thrown into one by folding doors, make an apart- 
ment forty-three by thirty feet, well adapted for clinical instruc- 
tion to a large class of students, or for lecture rooms; and 
equally well adapted for coroners’ inquests and funerals. Beyond 
these rooms is still a third, or physician’s private room, twelve 
and a half by eighteen feet, arranged with a lounge, etc., for 
vaginal examinations, and with close shutters for the ophthalmo- 
scope. A private door for the officers opens from this end of 
the building into the hospital yard. The peculiarities of this 
new pavilion for out-patients are its plain and solid character, 
the large size of the rooms, and, from the fact of there being no 
attic story, the height and airiness of the apartments. It was 
designed by L. A. Curner, Superintendent of the Hospital, and 
constructed by the contractors, Witt1am M. Rumery & Co., ma- 
sons, and Isaac ©. Trowsrincs, carpenter: cost, $17,196.50. 


Host Houszt No. 1. The new accommodations for Hose 1 
have been completed upon a lot admirably suited to the pur- 
pose, from the fact of its being of sufficient width to admit of a 
side entrance to the stable, which is in the rear of the hose- 
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carriage house, an important point also as regards the admission 
of light and air to the building, its whole depth. The original 
lot was insufficient for carrying out the building in a satisfactory 
manner, and additional land was obtained in the rear, which 
renders the site one of the best in the city. The building is of 
brick, ornamented with granite dressings, and surmounted with a 
Mansard roof. It consists of a basement, — principal floor for 
hose-carriage and stable, second story for parlor, chambers, bath- 
room and hay-loft, and an upper story left unfinished for storage, 
etc. A hose tower, some sixty-five feet in height, extends up- 
ward from the basement, for drying and oiling the long lines of 
hose after use. In the basement is a trough of about an equal 
length, for washing the hose. An air-tight cemented brick cis- 
tern or manure pit, with ventilator extending to the roof, occu- 
pies the basement under the stable. The principal story is 
finished throughout with varnished matched sheathing. The 
floor of matched hard-wood plank. ‘The stable is fitted with all 
the most modern appliances in the way of hay-racks, mangers, 
etc., for the comfort of its tenant. A ventilator, three feet 
square, extends from the ceiling to the roof, insuring a thorough 
change of airat all times. The second story contains a spacious 
parlor for the use of the hosemen, three well-lighted chambers, 
together with bowls, water closet, bathing room and every con- 
venience. The building has been designed upon the most 
approved plan, with a special regard to the comfort and con- 
venience of its occupants, and to the effectiveness and despatch 
so indispensable in manipulating the varied paraphernalia at a 
sudden alarm of fire. Thus far, every requirement has been 
found to have been anticipated. Architect, WILLIAM G. Preston, 
and the contractors for the building were Messrs. Morton & 
CuEsLEY. Cost of land, $4,300; building, $18,246.46; furni- 
ture, $55; total, $22,601.46. 


WELLS GRAMMAR SCHOOL-HOUSE.—A new building is now being 
built on the site of the old one, corner of Blossom and McLean 
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streets, enlarged by the purchase of two adjoining houses. The 
outside walls are up, and the roof on. The former building on 
the site of the present one covered 2,787 square feet of land; 
the new building covers 5,878 square feet above the belting 
and foundation courses, and is therefore more than twice as 
large as the former. It is three stories in height, each twelve 
and one-half feet, having besides a roof story sixteen feet in 
height, and a basement story nearly all out of ground and nine 
feet in height. It measures ninety feet four inches in length, 
fifty-nine feet eight inches in width, above the basement, with 
projections at the front and rear, each thirty-three feet four 
inches by seven feet four inches, exclusive of all projections of 
corner and other piers. The basement story contains a janitor’s 
room, a large fuel room, a fire-proof room for the steam boilers, 
a dressing-room with water closet for teachers, a separate room 
and water closet for the master, and three continuous rooms ap- 
propriated to the children for play-rooms, each room being 
twenty-eight by thirty-two feet, and connected by arches to each 
other. The first story has two school-rooms, each twenty-eight 
by thirty-two feet, and each school-room has, opening from it, a 
teacher’s room, six and one-half feet by ten feet; connected 
with the entry and school-room is the clothes-room, five feet by 
eighteen feet, one to each school-room; on the opposite side, the 
rooms originally appropriated to school-rooms have been appro- 
priated as a ward room, which is in one room fifty-seven feet 
long by twenty-eight feet wide, having a warden and clerk’s 
room opening from it, and also a room for the School Committee. 
The entrance to the ward room is by a side doer, and the room 
is entirely cut off from the school-house by brick walls. The 
entrance to the school-house and School Committee room is by a 
central doorway, from Blossom Street, only one step from the 
sidewalk to the porch and vestibule leading from it, and from 
thence by a short flight of stairs to the main entrance hall and 
stair-cases. There is also a rear entrance, directly opposite to 
the main front entrance, and of the same liberal character and 
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artangement. This entrance communicates by an inclosed and 
covered corridor in the yard with an outer yard and gate en- 
trance on McLean Street, and by doors to the privies, so that 
there is no exposure in proceeding from the house to them. The 
stairway in the large hall is of the same general style in each 
story, and is inclosed by brick walls on each side, and is in two 
flights to each story, having broad landing platforms at each 
flight; the stairs are of easy rise and proportional tread, well 
lighted, and built strong, with no possible chance for accidents, 
every possible known contingency having been studied and pro- 
vided against. The second and third stories are each provided 
with four school-rooms, each room having a teacher’s room and 
a clothes room; each clothes room is connected with the central 
hall and school-room, and one of the teachers’ rooms also, so 
that the master of the school can be approached without having 
necessarily to enter the school-room; this provision is also made 
for one teacher’s room on the first story, it being constructed 
that it may be approached directly from the inner vestibule. 
The fourth story contains the exhibition hall, which is one clear 
erand room fifty and one-half by eighty-seven and one-half feet, 
sixteen feet in height, with upright sides, and perfectly lighted. 
This room is approached by the main flight of stairs, on each 
side of the room, and has in connection on each side two large 
anterooms and closets. The inside of each room is fitted with 
inside blinds and moulded back linings, and the walls between 
the windows are prepared with slated blackboards. The entire 
inside finish of the building for doors, windows, wall lining, etc., 
is of soft brown ash, with southern hard pine for upper floors 
and platforms, all in gauged widths, and North River stone tiles 
and border pieces for the flooring over the fire-proof boiler room. 
All partitions are of solid brick work. The exterior is built 
with solid brick walls, faced with pressed bricks, ornamented with 
underpinning and basement courses of Rockport granite, and 
window heads, belts, and slope stones or caps to buttresses of 
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Concord granite. The openings are all arched, and recessed, 
and of easy proportion. ‘The several facades have projections 
terminating in gothic pediments, above the French roof, which, 
together with the roof openings and ornaments, presents to the 
eye of the observer a building marked with good taste and 
proportions. Indeed, it is said of this building it presents a 
very handsome appearance, and is as decidedly architectural in 
proportion and adornment as any of the school-houses in Boston ; 
and shows a study on the part of the architects to beautify it 
effectively, but not expensively, which they have done in a very 
creditable manner. The architects were Messrs. JosepH R. 
RicHarps and WitiLIAM 8. Park, contractors for building, S. J. 
& G. TurrLe, masons, and B. H. FLANDERs, carpenter. This 
building will be ready for occupancy the latter part of this year. 


CentraAL Bureau or Cuarities.— The buildings for the 
Bureau, now in process of construction by the City of Boston, 
occupy the lot of land on the easterly side of Chardon Street, 
between Hawkins and Adams streets, having frontage upon each 
of the three thoroughfares, with their rear upon a court-yard 
opening on Adams Street, and connected with Chardon Street by 
a drive-way twenty feet wide between the buildings. Light and 
air are thus afforded entirely around the basements of each, and 
a portion of the passage being arched over, means of communi- 
cation are obtained in the stories above. The larger building, 
designed for the use of the overseers of the poor and various 
charitable institutions, is to be three stories in height besides 
basement. Hntering from Hawkins Street, the vestibule opens 
into a staircase hall fifteen feet wide, from which a corridor 
extends to the easterly side of building. At the left of the 
entrance is a suite of three rooms for the Overseers of the 
Poor; and connected with their business room at the rear of 
staircase is a fire-proof room for documents. On the right 
are a visitors’ parlor, a hall for applicants, and on either side 
of corridor a suite of three rooms for two societies. The

second story is similarly subdivided, containing eleven rooms for 
societies, besides fire-proof and dressing rooms. The principal 
staircase continues to the third story, in which are an audience 
hall thirty-two by fifty-one feet with anterooms, besides other 
rooms which may be given to associations or be used in connec- 
tion with the Temporary Home. A mezzanine story in the rear 
of hall affords additional rooms for similar purposes. In the 
basement are a dispensary with its waiting and work rooms, store 
rooms for groceries, clothing, etc., janitor’s rooms and water 
closets. The smaller building for the Temporary Home has its 
principal entrance on Chardon Street, and is to be four stories 
above the basement in height. The first story gives offices, jani- 
tor’s room, dining room for applicants, kitchen and store room, 
and family dining room. In the second story are bedrooms for 
patients and for the family, matron’s parlor, children’s play- 
room, bath and dressing room, linen and store closets. The 
stories above are divided into bedrooms and large sleeping 
wards, each story having dressing and bath rooms and store 
closets. The basement contains three rooms for laundry pur- 
poses, and one for bath and dressing room; the remainder being 
given to the steam heating apparatus. The Temporary Home 
is to be heated by direct radiation, the other building by hot air 
from radiating surface in the basement connected with the same 
apparatus, and forming a part of the means of ventilation. In 
this building, each room has an open fireplace, and every room in 
both is provided with separate ventilating flues. Fresh air is 
supplied by ventiducts. opening from each side of and extending 
entirely across the buildings... The exterior and the principal 
partition walls are of brick, and the fagades upon the streets are 
to be finished in pressed brick, with granite dressings. The 
porticos at the main entrances are of granite; the staircase hall 
and corridors are to be finished and wainscoted in ash, and the 
remainder of interior in pine. The outline of the structure is 
irregular both in plan and elevation; the one conforming in a

measure with the direction of the different streets, at the same 
time preserving a simplicity of internal arrangement, and the 
skyline is broken by varying heights of roofs, and by a tower 
on the Chardon Street fagade. The prosecution of the work is 
in accordance with the designs of Jonn H. SturGis and CHARLES 
BricHam, architects. Contracts were awarded to AUGUSTUS 
LoTHROP, mason, and JOHN WARREN, carpenter. The foundation 
was commenced in October 1867; and it is expected that the 
buildings will be completed ready for occupancy in the autumn 
of this year. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


CuestNut Hitt Reservorr.— The work on the Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir was pressed with all possible vigor during the 
past year, and as large a force employed as could work to 
advantage. The average number of men employed was about 
five hundred and sixty; the largest number in any one month 
being seven hundred and fifty-five in August. The number of 
teams (two horses and two carts) has been increased from 
forty-nine, in May 1867, to sixty-five, the present number. In 
the upper section (Lawrence Meadow), the bank is very nearly 
completed, and the drive-way in that section has been graded, and 
covered with broken stone and gravel. Work on the interme- 
diate Gate-House has commenced, and the foundations are all 
laid. The work to be done on this section, to make it ready to 
receive the water, can be easily done.before another winter. 
Since May 1867, there has been about 4,000 lineal feet of bank 
built, and over 5,000 feet of slope-wall laid. There remains, in 
both sections of the Reservoir, about 4,300 feet of bank yet to 
be built, 1,000 feet of which will be very heavy, — from twenty- 
five to forty feet in height. The retaining wall, containing 2,380 
cubic yards of stone, has been completed, and the filling in the 
rear for the drive-way nearly finished. Other parts of the drive- 
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way have been graded and ballasted, and a portion graded and 
partially ballasted, amounting in all to 5,450 feet graded, and 
about 4,700 feet ballasted. A very important and costly part of 
the work done during the year was the building of a brick 
drain from the northerly side of the Lawrence Meadow to a point 
in the brook on Beacon Street, a few hundred feet east of Rock- 
land Street. The total length of this drain is nearly 8,000 feet; 
and it varies in size from six feet four inches to two feet, interior 
diameter. This drain intercepts the surface drainage, which 
would otherwise flow into the Reservoir. A considerable por- 
tion of this drain is laid from fifteen to twenty feet below the 
surface and several hundred feet of it in solid ledge. It passes 
under the Conduit where the Conduit crosses Beacon Street; 
and, as the excavation at this point was in solid rock, the utmost 
care was requisite to avoid injury to the Conduit by blasting. 
This important and expensive work, which occupied a large 
force from May to December, being underground makes no 
visible show of progress in the work. The new portion of 
Beacon Street has been graded and temporarily fenced, and is 
open to public travel. About four hundred feet of the Conduit, 
in the vicinity of the intermediate Gate-House, has been removed, 
and is to be rebuilt upon a masonry foundation carried down to 
solid ledge. The water is conducted around this gap in a 
wooden flume, so constructed that it may be taken apart and 
saved to be used in a similar emergency, should it ever arise. 
During the winter months, the teams have nearly all been 
employed in removing the muck and surplus earth from the 
Lawrence Meadow. The total amount removed was not far 
from 45,000 cubic yards; and there remains about 40,000 cubic 
yards. Contracts have been made by the Cochituate Water 
Board for the granite to be used in the construction of the Gate- 
Houses, and that for the intermediate one is nearly all delivered. 
- A contract has also been made by said Board for the forty- 
eight-inch pipe, about 7,400 feet in length, to connect the Reser- 
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voir with the present mains in Brookline. N. Henry Crarvs, 
City Engineer, is the Engineer in Chief of this large and impor- 
tant undertaking, and ALBERT Sranwoop the Superintendent of 
the work, — which is all prosecuted under the direction of the 
CocuituaTtE Water Boarp. Amount expended on the con- 
struction of the Reservoir, to April 30, 1868, including land for 
the same, $826,008.27; on the drive-way around the Reservoir, 
$85,062.54. 


Fort Hitt Improvement. — No progress has been made in 
the removal of “Fort Hit” during the past year (with the 
exception of the completion of the grading of Oliver and 
Belmont streets), as no available place has been found of 
sufficient capacity where the earth could be deposited, so that 
the work of removal could be continued uninterruptedly. 
It is expected, however, that the work will soon be carried 
forward to completion, as several contemplated improvements 
will require a large amount of earth for filling purposes. The 
widening and grading of Oliver and Belmont streets have 
been completed during the past year, and it only remains 
for the city to pave those streets and lay the sidewalks before 
the assessments can be levied upon the abuttors to pay the 
whole expense of widening and grading the streets, — the 
cost of paving and building the sewers to be paid by the city. 
A Resolve was passed, January 5, 1867, to widen and grade 
Hamilton Street, but the work has not yet been commenced, for 
the reason above assigned: that no available place is yet pro- 
vided for the depositing of the earth. 


StREET WIDENINGS. — Devonshire Street was widened, be- 
tween Milk and State streets, April 11, 1868, to a width, sub- 
stantially, of forty-three feet; in some parts a little less, and in 
others more, as the lines of the estates would allow. As the 
new Post-Office is to be located in this street, between Milk and 
Water streets, it must necessarily become one of the most im- 
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portant thoroughfares in the city, and for this reason the 
widening has been made before the erection of the Post-Office, 
— the city obtaining the land for widening from the Post-Office 
site at the same price per foot as the United States government 
paid for it. The street will be nearly straight from Milk 
Street to State Street, which will be very desirable, both be- 
cause it will place the new Post-Office, — which will no doubt 
be an edifice comparing favorably with any of our public build- 
ings, — in view for a greater distance, but will also allow the 
assessment of a larger amount of betterments. It is intended 
that the Post-Office shall be set back from the line of Devon- 
shire Street five feet, —the land in front belonging to the 
United States, but to be used as a part of the sidewalk; so that 
at the point where the street will be more likely to be crowded 
than at any other, there will be ample space, the sidewalk being 
from twelve to thirteen feet wide, and the street between the 
buildings forty-eight feet in width. The widening between Milk 
and Water streets has cost $86,985; between Water and State 
streets, the cost is not positively known; but is estimated at 
$313,000,— making the total cost $399,985. No estimate 
has been made of the amount that can be assessed under the 
Betterment Law, but it is supposed to be very considerable. 

Adams Street, running between Sudbury and Chardon streets, 
has been widened to forty-five feet in width, at a cost of 
$30,621.34, and made an important thoroughfare. The widen- 
ing of High Street to fifty feet has been continued at a cost of 
$66,438.00; and the dwelling-houses thereon are fast being re- 
moved, and spacious granite warehouses erected upon their 
sites, which are principally occupied by those engaged in the 
shoe and leather trade. 


MERIDIAN STREET Bripgr. — The re-building of the Meridian 
Street bridge, across the channel between East Boston and 
Chelsea, commenced in the summer of 1866, was finished last 
year and opened to public travel, costing $73,749.53.

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ALBANY STREET Bripae. — The new bridge on Albany Street, 
over the Boston and Albany Railroad tracks, is a wrought-iron 
lattice bridge of improved design, both as regards appearance, 
and economy in construction. The abutments and the long wing 
walls, which it was necessary to build here, are of granite, the 
former of dimension, the latter of block stone, and contain 
together about 2,600 cubic yards of masonry. The clear span 
of the bridge over the tracks and between the abutments is 
seventy-three feet; the clear height between the top of the rails 
and the lowest point of the bridge is fifteen feet six inches, and 
the grade of Albany Street on the bridge is only twenty-two 
inches above that, or in: other words the bridge floor is only 
twenty-two inches thick. The least allowable height above the 
rails is usually fixed either by law or precedent; and hence when 
the street to be carried over the bridge has to be graded up to 
it, as in most cases, every inch saved in the thickness of the floor 
is a saving of so many dollars in the total cost. Albany Street 
is fifty feet wide at the line of crossing the Railroad, which width 
is divided by the bridge trusses only into the two sidewalks and 
the roadway, leaving the latter unobstructed in its entire width of 
thirty-two feet. In order to make the iron floor-beims or cross- 
girders of this length, thirty-two feet, and yet not have the floor 
thicker than twenty-two inches, it was necessary to make them of 
a construction especially designed and adapted to the place, and 
hence, also, there is more iron under the flooring, covered up from 
sight, than above it and visible. The total weight of wrought- 
iron in the bridge is forty-seven tons. In appropriateness and 
simplicity of design, in strength and in durability, it is believed 
that this bridge is unsurpassed by any in the city, and it has 
already markedly improved the general character and valuation 
of the adjacent territory. The old wooden bridge was removed, 
and the new abutments were commenced, in July 1867, the bridge 
proper in October of the same year, and the latter was completed 
February 15, 1868. The grading, paving, etc., took further 
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time, so that the bridge was not open for travel till about May 1. 
The contractors for the stone work were Messrs. CLapp & 
Bawuov, and for the iron bridge, Messrs. McKay & ALDUus. 
The design, plans and specifications for the stone work were 
made by N. Henry Orarrs, City Engineer, and for the iron 
bridge by CLEMENS HerscuHet, Civil Engineer, under whose 
charge it was also constructed in the shop and erected in place. 
Cost of bridge and stone abutments and retaining walls, $65,- 
973.22. 


Pusiic GARDEN Brivcr.—In the original plan for laying 
out the Public Garden, it was intended that there should be a 
bridge over the pond on line of Commonwealth Avenue, and 
then to continue that thoroughfare through the garden to 
Charles Street and across the Common, at least for pedestrians. 
In accordance with this intention, the City Council appointed a 
joint special committee, spring of 66, on the subject, who adver- 
tised, May 2, “for plans and estimates for the construction of 
a bridge of wood, iron or stone.” In answer to this somewhat 
open and indefinite request, some fifteen or more designs were 
presented, all differing from each other. Six of them, including 
the one accepted, were by the designers of this latter plan. To 
come to a decision, the Committee decided that the bridge 
should be up high enough to allow skaters to pass under, that 
the paths along the edges of the pond should not be closed up, 
that the bridge should be of iron and stone, and finally cost as 
little as possible, though fulfilling the above conditions. The 
plan built from was the one that came up to the above-mentioned 
requirements at the least cost, and was, therefore, adopted. To 
have made the bridge in one span over the pond would have 
made a lighter looking (though not an actually lighter) and a 
handsomer bridge; but, the other conditions remaining the 
same, it would have cost more than the City Government was 
willing to expend. The plan as originally proposed included 
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the four flights of steps that were added this year, and it was 
thought, at the time, that they could be built, as well as the 
rest, with the appropriation first asked for and granted. When, 
however, the several bids for the various kinds of labor entering 
into the whole work were added up, they exceeded the amount 
appropriated by about $2,000, just the cost of the four flights of 
steps. The Common Council having refused to grant this addi- 
tional $2,000, and rather than make cheaper kind of work of 
the whole, these steps were left off by vote of the Committee, 
and the rest built as intended, and this for the first appro- 
priated sum of $15,000, everything included, from the drawing 
of the plans to the last coat of paint on the bridge. This year 
the steps have been added (appropriation passed last year) and 
the grounds further graded and sodded. ‘The bridge is one 
hundred feet long and fifteen feet wide (it was designed to be 
ten feet wide, but this the Committee changed) and is a chain 
suspension bridge, the piers and abutments being of Quincy and 
Concord granite. It was opened Saturday, June 1, ’67, and by 
actual count and calculation it was estimated that more than 
twenty thousand people passed over the next day. Fully that 
number use it now on any pleasant holiday, whilé the ordinary 
daily travel over the same from and to the West End is in itself 
large enough to demonstrate the utility of building it. The 
bridge was designed and its construction superintended by 
CLEMENS HERSCHEL, Civil Engineer, and WiLtuiAmM G. Preston, 
Architect. Cost of the bridge, including the steps and grading 
of the approaches to the same, $19,000. 


Stony Brook SewEr.— In 1866, the City of Roxbury com- 
menced to enclose the channel of Stony Brook, below Orange 
Street, and convert it mto a sewer. A new channel was con- 
structed from Tremont Street to the full basin at Parker Street, 
and the work performed by contract, which was completed at the 
close of 1867. This portion is a double arch of stone twenty 
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feet wide and eight feet high, (and capable of discharging four 
hundred cubic feet per second, which is the maximum flow of the 
brook.) The upper part is now under contract, and will be 
finished as soon as the state of the water will permit, and is 
about eighteen feet in width, with upright stone walls covered 
with plank; the city own a strip, however, twenty-four feet wide 
from Orange to Culvert street; forty feet wide through Culvert 
Street, and fifty feet wide from Tremont to Parker Street. 


The Auditor of Accounts congratulates the City Council on 
the prosperous condition of the city, and the favorable state of 
its finances herewith presented; and with enlarged territory, 
increased population and wealth, may she enjoy more impor- 
tance, in a commercial and national point of view, at home and 
abroad, than heretofore. =

statements, are given in detail under their appropriate heads; 
and in the appendix may be found interesting statistical and 
other information, together with the annual report of F. U.

By the same Ordinance, it is provided that no money can be 
drawn for by the Mayor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the 
same has been previously appropriated by a special vote of the 
City Council; hence the necessity of applying to the Council for 
additional means, if from any cause an Original Appropriation 
falls short. The additional means thus asked for can only be 
furnished by an authorized transfer from some existing appropri- 
ation which can spare it, or by a specific loan. In this manner 
the City Council retain a knowledge and control of all the expen- 
ditures, as none can be made unless an appropriation for the 
sume is expressly authorized by them.

THE SINKING FUND, 


FOR THE REDUCTION OF THE CITY DEBT. 


By the Eighth Section of the Ordinance on Finance (Ordinances of 1863, 
page 198), the Mayor, the President of the Common Council, and the Chair- 
man of the Joint Committee of Finance on the part of the Common Council, 
are constituted THe CoMMITTEE ON THE REDUCTION OF THE Ciry DEBT, 
whose duty it is to cause all money passed to their credit, in the books of 
the Auditor of Accounts, to be applied to the purchase or payment of the 
Capital of the Debt of the City, in the manner they may from time to time 
deem expedient; and it is the duty of the Auditor and of the Treasurer of 
the city to conform to all orders in writing, in this respect, which shall be 
made and signed by all the members of said Committee. 

The Ninth Section of said Ordinance requires that ‘‘all balances of 
money remaining in the Treasury at the end of any financial year; all re- 
ceipts in money on account of the sale of real estate of any description, 
now belonging or which may hereafter belong to the city; all receipts on 
account of the principal sum of any bond or note, now owned or which 
may hereafter be owned by the city; and also of the Annual City Tax, in 
every future year, a sum that shall not be less than three per centum of 
the amount of the principal of the City Debt (and never less than Fiery 
THOUSAND DoLiars in each year), shall be appropriated to the payment or 
the purchase of the Capital of the City Debt.” 

The Tenth Section of the said Ordinance makes it the duty of the Auditor 
annually to pass to the credit of the Committee on the Reduction of the 
City Debt all receipts in money, the proceeds of either of the sources 
before mentioned, and the said amount out of the Annual Tax; and pro- 
vides that the sums so passed to the credit of said Committee shall be 
drawn from the Treasury of the city, for the payment or the purchase of 
the Capital of the City Debt, in the manner before mentioned, and in no 
other mode, and for no other purpose whatever. 

The following statement, on pages 160 and 161, being the Account with the 
Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, will show the condition of 
the Sinking Fund as it stood April 30, 1868, and will also show what pay- 
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ments have been made on that account during the year, and what amounts 
have been placed to its credit, in conformity with the provisjons of the 
Ordinance, as before set forth. Total amount of the Sinking Fund, April

* Of the $400,000 originally issued, as provided by the order of June 30, 1858, only $305,- 
000 was used for the purpose; but, July 14, 1860, a loan of $16,000 was obtained for raising 
the pipes on Tremont Street; and one of $5,000, Dec. 8, 1860, for laying a new pipe on Bea- 
con Street. These sums, together with $74,000 obtained the financial year 1865-66, under 
loan orders of Dec. 13, 1864, and Sept. 9, 1865, for purchasing land for the Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir, in the towns of Newton and Brighton, make up the balance of $95,000 of the loan 
of June 30, 1858. This issue of City Debt certificates, for actual expenses of construction of 
the Water Works, will cover the balance of the loan issued as Water Loan, 1860-61, and so 
charged by the Treasurer, and by so doing the Auditor’s City Debt and Water Loan accounts 
now agree with those of the Treasurer. 

The amount issued for the construction of the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, over the $74,000, 
is charged to the cost of the Water Works, and issued as loans for that purpose,

THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The cost of carrying on the various institutions under the 
charge of the “Board of Directors for Public Institutions,” for 
the financial year 1867-68, compared with the previous year, 
has been as follows; viz: 


Houser or Correction. — The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1868, was 388, viz: 294 males and 94 females, — average 
for the year, 889; previous year, 3842. Expenditures — 1867-68, 
$70,765.76 ; 1866-67, $71,713.65. Income— 1867-68, $47,242.- 
15; 1866-67, $44,977.68. The income of 1867-68 is 66.8 per 
cent of the expenditures, and leaves the net expenditures for 


carrying on the establishment, including the ordinary repairs, in 
1867-68, $23,523.61, against $26.735.97 in 1866-67. 


Houses or Inpustry, RerorMatTion, EtTC.— The whole number 
of inmates in these institutions on the 30th of April, 1868, was, 
822, viz: 508 males, 314 females, — average for the year, 805; 
previous year, 709; distributed as follows: Almshouse, males, 
155; females, 73; total, 228; House of Industry, males, 138; 
females, 231; total, 869; House of Reformation, boys, 175; girls, 
33; total, 208. Total expenditures for these institutions, located 
at Deer Island, 1867-68, $118,042.11 ; 1866-67, $99,606.38. 
Income — 1867-68, $16,243.75 ; 1866-67, $9,853.74. The income 
of 1867-68 is 14 per cent for carrying on the same, including im- 
provements and repairs of the buildings, and making the net 
expenditures, 1867-68, $101,798.36, against $89,752,64, 1866-67. 


Lunatic Hospirar.— The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1868, was 179, viz: males, 94; females, 85,— average for 
the year, 175; previous year, 177. Expenditures — 1867-68, 
$54,863.28 ; 1866-67, $47,847.85. Income, 1867-68, $11,703.62 ; — 
1866-67, $15,945.97. The income of 1867-68 is 21.3 per cent of 
the cost of carrying on the establishment, and making the net cost 
of 1867-68, $45,159.66, against $31,901.88, 1866-67. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost for lighting the streets of the city, during the 
financial year 1867—68, was $237,272.10, against- $219,495 
the previous year. On the 30th of April, 1868, the city was 
lighted with 4,312 gas, and 1,351 oil lamps, being an increase of 
702 gas, and a decrease of 78 oil lamps over the previous year. 
The lamps are located as follows:

The price paid for gas in the public lamps of the city is 1} 
cents per hour for five feet of gas. In South and East Boston, 
and the “ Boston Highlands,” the United States tax is added to 
this price. The gas lamps, except those at South Boston, which 
are lighted by the Gas Company at the same rate, are all 
cleaned, lighted and extinguished by men employed by the city, 
at the rate of two dollars per night for every one hundred 
lamps. 

The gas companies have the sole charge of the underground 
service pipes. They are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, but at the expense of the city. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and 
cleaned by men employed under the Superintendent of Lamps — 
at the rate of 2? cents per lamp, per night, for this service. 

A contract has been made by the city for the supplying of the 
oil lamps, to May 1, 1869, with burning fluid, at the rate of 4 of 
1 cent per hour for each lamp. 


PUBLIC VACCINATION, 


The office of the City Physician is in the basement story of 
the City Hall, and his office hours are from 12, M., to 1, P. M., 
daily. 

The number of persons vaccinated and re-vaccinated, free of 
expense, during the year ending 30th April, 1868, was 1,665; 
previous year, 2,565. 

The number of children examined and furnished with the 
certificate of vaccination required to entitle them to entcr the 
public schools was 352; previous year, 259. 

The number of gratuitous supplies of vaccine virus to physi- 
cians belonging to Boston, has been 235; previous year, 282. 

The various city institutions, public hospitals, and other 
charitable institutions, have also been supplied with vaccine 
virus, at sundry times, as necessity required. In consequence 
of the liberal supply of virus from this office to physicians and 
to the United States Army, the number of vaccinations during 
the year by private physicians must have been very large. 

The duty of attending all cases of sickness at the Suffolk 
County Jail, and at the City Temporary Home, 133 Charles 
Street, is assigned to the City Physician.

The drop, tank, and all the buildings and other improvements 
situated on or attached to the said property, which were put incom- 
plete repair in 1866 and 1867-68, at a cost of $51,380.96. 
The People’s Ferry Company obligated themselves to maintain 
and operate the said Ferry for the term of ten years, at such rates 
of toll and upon such terms and conditions as the Board of Alder- 


men should prescribe.* 


* They stopped running the Ferry Dec, 1, 1863, and the corporation has since ceased to 
exist. 
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East Boston Ferry. — Cost to the city, $125,000. On the 1st 
November, 1859, the East Boston Ferry Company conveyed to the 
city by deed recorded, L. 767, f. 150, the following described prop-

First. The Eastern Railroad Wharf, so called, and the avenue 
leading thereto from Commercial Street, containing 
11,582 square feet of solid wharf. )

Second. All their rights in the wharf and landing on the East 
Boston side lying north of the south line of Lewis Street, con- 
taining about 4,700 feet solid wharf below the gates of the 
Ferry ; 33,196 feet pier wharf and dock to Commissioners’ 
Line. Total, 37,896 feet. The title to this property consists 
of the right to use the same for ferry purposes forever, but 
does not include the right to put it to any other use. 


Third. The drops, tanks and buildings attached to the above- 
described property on both sides of said Ferry. 


Fourth. The East Boston Ferry Company obligated themselves 
t6 maintain and operate said Ferry for the term of ten years, 
at such rates of toll and upon such terms and conditions as the 
Board of Aldermen shall prescribe ; to permit all officers of 
the city, when on official business, to cross the Ferry without 
payment of toll, and to keep in good repair, and at their own 
expense, all property connected with said Ferry. 

The city leased to the Ferry Company, at a nominal rent, the right 
to use the drops, slips, and offices, on both sides, connected with 
said Ferry; and also aright of way over the Eastern Avenue 
and so much of Sargent’s Wharf as the said Company has _ here- 
tofore used, or may hereafter use, for Ferry purposes, and none 
other, during the time the same shall be used exclusively for 
such purposes. The Eastern Railroad Wharf is leased at $3,000 
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per annum, for a berth for the steamer ‘‘ H. Morrison,” to the 
Board of Directors for Public Institutions. 

There is a stable on the People’s Ferry Wharf, Boston side, which 
is leased for three years from April 1, 1867, for an annual rent 
of $600.

WATER WORKS. 


Lake Cocuiruats.— Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake in a direct line is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,500 feet, with a water surface 
of 650 acres. In addition to the supply in the Lake ‘* Dug 
Pond” containing 444 acres, and ‘* Dudley Pond” containing 81 
acres, are connected with and. form important tributaries to the 
Lake. 

Also the whole line of the Water Works, extending from the Lake, 
and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, and stone 
tunnel of 114 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 acres 
of water surface; and from thence through about 120 miles of 
iron pipe to and through the city, to other reservoirs in city 
proper, South Boston and East Boston. 

Also the ‘*Chestnut Hill Reservoir” now erecting on land pur- 
chased for that purpose in the towns of Brighton and Newton, 
to be of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, and a surface of 
2122 acres. 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany Street, containing 72,617 feet, upon 
which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. 

Pipe Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal Street near Summer, with 
tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use of 
the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a ; 
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brick building used as a machine shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stable, etc., was 
about $30,000. 


The report of the Cochituate Water Board to the City Council, 
for the financial year 1867-68, contains an account of the water 
pipes and other stock on hand, as they existed at that date.

hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses and other 
live stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correc- 
tion Workshop a good steam engine of twenty-horse power, and 
boiler, with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the con- 
tractors, and the necessary apparatus for heating the workshops 
and Chapel with steam. 
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New Lovnatic Hosprrar. — Site for a New Lunatic Hospital in the 
town of Winthrop, containing about 1814 acres, costing $28,- 
108.53. In addition to this amount, $9,761.75 has been ex- 
pended for plans for the buildings, and sundry items. 


STeamBoaT ‘* Henry Morrison.” — This boat is 147 tons burden. 
She was built in New York, in the year 1854, and was purchased 
in May 1855, and is employed in conveying passengers, provi- 
sions, etc., to and from the city to the Deer Island Institutions, 
and Gallop’s Island. 


AwtmsHouse Buriipine, Boston Highlands, to be surrendered to the 
City Council as soon as the present inmates are removed to the 
Deer Island Poor-house.

— For supplying water in cases of fire, 1,579, viz: in 
the city proper, 1,028; at South Boston, 337; at East Boston, 
196; at Boston Highlands, 18,— an increase of 40, in all, over 
last year. The hydrants are located at an average distance of 
250 feet from each other. ‘

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of the 
Health Department : 


Sout Ciry Srasre, Suors anp Sueps. — Situated on Albany 
Street, on the South Bay Territory, opposite Newton Street. 
The lot belonged to the city, before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 92,911 feet. The stable and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. The stable is two stories high, with 
French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Total 
original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which all the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the Department, are con- 
structed and kept in repair. 

OrraL Drpor. — Erected in the year 1864 on the wharf fronting 
on Albany Street, opposite Brookline Street, on the other side 
of the dock from that used by the Paving Department. The lot 
which the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, 
contains 32,780 feet, and belonged to the city, before being used 
for that purpose. Total cost of building, $18,578.89. 
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This building is used for the deposit of house offal daily collected 
in the city carts, and is thence conveyed from without the limits 
of the city by the contractor for the removal of the same. 


West Srasie, North Grove Street. — This is a brick building, a 
story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
Street, built in 1861, with suitable outbuildings attached to the 
same. It has accommodations for thirty-eight horses, with all 
the required outbuildings and conveniences. The lot contains 
about 47,500 feet. 

The Superintendent of the Health Department has charge of the 
City Stables, horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the 
business of keeping the streets, places, yards, cellars, etc., in 
good order and condition; collecting and removing from the 
city all the house offal, and abating nuisances of all kinds; col- 
lecting all the house ashes, dry dirt, etc. A particular inventory 
and valuation of the property in his charge, including ninety-nine 
horses, is attached to his Annual Report to the City Council, 
made in January last. The estimated value of the whole at that 
time was $77,393.64. By the annexation of Roxbury, about 
$1,300 of property, in addition to this amount, came into pos- 
session of this department. 

Prisoners and Paupers are conveyed to and from the institutions 
at South Boston and to the Deer Island steamboat by vehicles 
furnished by this department. 


Crry Puysrcian’s Orricr, City Hall.— The following property is 
in charge of the physician, viz: Seventeen volumes of medical 
books relating to the business of the department; various other 
books ; one case of instruments, and sundry other instruments. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets: 

Buitpinc AND Waarr, on Albany Street, opposite Sharon Street, 
adjoining the City Stable. The building is of brick and -wood, 
and covers some 8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a 
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shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith and car- 
penters’ shops, and a tool-room. The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, is 55,292 square feet. Cost 
of building, $10,940.86. | 


CHARLES StreEET WuHarr, opposite the Jail, containing about 
28,000 square feet; used for landing and storing of materials 
for the department. 


Founpry Buripine, on North Grove Street, Vine and Fruit streets ; 
used for breaking stone for macadamizing, and for storage of 
tools and materials. This building is under a lease, which came 
into possession of the city through the purchase of the Attle- 

* boro’ Bank property, upon which the City Stable stands, on the 
opposite side of North Grove Street. 

The Superintendent of Streets, in his Annual Report to the City 
Council, January 1868, gives a schedule of property belonging 
to the Paving Department, consisting of two horses, buggy, 
wagon, sleigh, harnesses, tools, etc. 


On the annexation of Roxbury, the Paving Department came 
into possession of the Ledge Lot on Shawmut Avenue, con- 
taining 134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings contain- 
ing a steam engine and stone cracker. Also, a stone powder 
house, and small wooden cottage, — the latter occupied by the 
foreman of the ledge. Also, seven horses, five carts, two wagons, 
one buggy, blankets, tools, ete. On Highland Street is the Alms- 
house lot, containing 102 acres of land. Upon this lot is the 
almshouse, pest-house, stable, sheds, and blacksmith’s shop. This 
lot is occupied by the Paving and Health departments and the 
Board of Directors for Public Institutions. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 497,000 feet of 
sewers built by the city and under its exclusive control. He 
occupies a small wooden building on North Grove Street, and a 
larger one on the South Bay Land, on Albany Street, for the 
storage of materials, tools, etc. ; also a wharf lot on same street; 
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for landing materials. In his Annual Report to the City 
Council, January 1868, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a 
schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this de- 
partment. 


SEALERS WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are two of these salaried officers annually appointed by the 
Mayor, under the ordinance of July 1863. One of them has 
charge of the business of the north section, and the other that of 
the south section, of the city. They have in their charge prop- 
erty consisting of various sets of standard weights and measures, 
etc.; also two horses, three sets harnesses, three wagons, two 
blankets, two robes. See annual reports of 1868 of said officers. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 
The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer, viz: 
Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and other paper, 
books, tools, drawing-boards and horses; hanging maps and 
plans of the city since 1795; 45 volumes of plans and _ profiles 


of streets and indices to same; 3,436 loose plans in drawers; 
2,600 engraved plans; and various other articles. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge of 4,312 gas, and 1,351 
fluid lamps; posts, brackets, ladders, oil cans, measures, canis- 
ters, and other: furniture in use by the Lamp Department.

April 80, 1868, would amount to about $15,000,000.

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust. Funds in the hands of the. Overseers of the Poor, F. 
W. Lincorn, Jr., Chairman; Otis Norcross, Treasurer, April 
30, 1868. 


PemBerton Funp. — This Fund comprises bequests made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B,” Dan- 
iel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, 
Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Elliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary 
Belknap. The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782 ; 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The 
income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The 
amount of this fund, April 30, 1868, $85,835.55. 


Boyisron Funps. —These funds were from a bequest by Joun 
Boyiston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘ Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston” “* not under fifty 
years of age,” ‘persons of good character, and reduced by the 
Acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the ‘ nurture and instruction of 
Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston untit 
fourteen years of age.” 


The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1868, to $17,552.41 
The Boylston Education Fund amt’d, April 30, 1868, to 58,210.35 


Mason Funp.— Was a bequest from JonATHAN Mason, by will 
dated July 15,1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
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of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid annually towards the sal- 
ary of the Chaplain of House of Industry. Amount of Mason 
Fund, April 30, 1868, $8,076.69. 

Dexter Eunp. — Was a bequest of SamueL Dexter, by will dated 
May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of 
charity as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes 
relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, 
April 30, 1868, $1,578.84. 

JEFFRIES Funp.— Was a bequest by Davin Jerrriss, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January 1786. Income to be applied to 
the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate and sugar for the refresh- 
ment of those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall 
be obliged to seek refuge in the almshouse after having lived 
reputably, but always giving preference to the pious poor. Amount 
of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1868, $1,411.31. 


Firry AssocraTes Cuariry AND SEARSTAN CHARTER House are 
funds contributed by the Hon. Davin Serars, for the relief of the 
Poor.

FRANKLIN FUND, 
FOR THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF YOUNG MECHANICS. 


As it stood January 1, 1868. 


Dr. Franxiiy, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 
1791, one thousand pounds sterling, which he directed to be loaned 
in sums of not more than £60 nor less than £15, to one applicant, 
at 5 per cent interest; to be repaid in annual instalments of 10 
per cent each. These loans are restricted to ** Young Married 
Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good 
moral character from at least two respectable citizens, who are 
willing to become their sureties in a bond for the repayment of the 
money.” 

The Doctor calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the one 
thousand pounds would increase in the course of one hundred: 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of one hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be £4,610,000 ; 
of which, £1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Boston, and the balance to the Government 
of the State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian 
Congregational, and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. 
The first loan was made in May 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Freperic U. Tracy, in his annual

CITY HOSPITAL FUNDS. 


Goopnow Funp.— Exisoa Goopnow, of South Boston, (Ward 
XII.) who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated 
12 July, 1849, bequeathed to the city ‘all the rest and residue of 
his estates, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the 
purpose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the 
city, a Hospital for the Sick. One-half of said funds to be ap- 
plied for the establishment and maintenance of free beds, which 
should always be at the disposal and under the control of the officers 
of the Government of said Hospital for the time being. Under 
this Will, the city came into possession of certain real estate situ- 
ated on Cross Street, which has been disposed of, and has produced 
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thus far the’ sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of 
Boston Six per cent Stock. Also a lot of land on Third Street, 
South Boston, containing 6,6834 feet, which was disposed of in 1867 

“for $4,633.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of Boston 
Six per cent Stock, and the balance ($633.25) remains in the 
City Treasury. 


Nicnots Funp.— Lawrence Nicuors, who died in Septem- 
ber 1862, made the following bequest to the city :—‘‘I give to the 
City of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a 
City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall have been established at 
the time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And in 
case such Hospital should not have been established by the city at 
the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be depos- 
ited with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate by the addition of interest, until such an 
Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid into the 
treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and twenty-five 
cents ($937.25) being the amount devised less the Internal Revenue 
Tax on the same, and $530.50 as one of the ‘residuary legatees in 
the United States,” from the surplus remaining undisposed of. The 
$937.25, with the accumulated interest thereon, has been invested 
in a certificate of City Stock for $1,000. The balance ($530.50) 
remains in the hands of the City Treasurer. 

Norcross Funp. — Donation of Hon. Ors Norcross, the interest 
of which to furnish clothing to indigent patients when leaving the 
Hospital.

THE HAWES FUND. 


Being a property left by Joun Hawes, Esq., of South Boston, who 
died in 1829. By his will, made in 1813, he directed that the 
income of a portion of his real estate should be applied to cer- 
tain benevolent purposes, among which were the endowment of 
places for religious worship, and the establishing and supporting 
of Public Schools in Ward 12, South Boston, in such a way and 
manner as, in the opinion of certain Trustees, should most tend 
to the benefit and advantage of the inhabitants of said Ward. 

The income is derived from one-half of the rents of certain real 
estate, situated in South Boston, and on the Neck, near the 
Roxbury line, Ward 11, in the city proper. 

No report is made to the City Government by the Trustees of this 
fund. 


THE BIRD FUND. 


This is a property left by the late Jonn H. Birp, Esq., of South 
Boston, who died in June 1835. It consisted of one-half of his 
real and personal estate, which was placed in the hands of 
trustees. 
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By the terms of the Will, which is dated January 1835, the net 
income of this property is to be applied, after the death of his 
mother, to the “ support of a seminary of the first order for the 
education of females, to be established and located in South 
Boston, Ward 12.” 

No report is made by the Trustees of this Fund to the City 
Council.

gether with an estimate of the Ways and Means of paying the 
same. | ; 

Such estimates were duly made, and laid before the Council in 
February last; they were referred to a special Committee, by 
whom an order was reported which finally passed the City Council. 

That Order was in substance as follows: 

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That to defray the ex- 
penditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk, for the 
financial year commencing with the first day of May, 1868, and 
ending with the last day of April, 1869, the following sums ot 
money be, and the same are hereby, respectively appropriated for 
the objects and purposes as explained in the Auditor’s Estimate 
and in the applications of the various Committees and Boards. 

And it is further ordered, That no money shall be expended, and 
no debt be incurred, for any object or purpose, for which a specific 
appropriation is herein made, beyond the amount which is so spe- 
cifically appropriated ; Provided, however, that any sums of money 
_ which may be subscribed or contributed by individuals, to promote 
the object of any of the foregoing appropriations, and which form 
no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be strictly ap- 
plied, according to the intention of the contributors, and shall be 
credited to said appropriation accordingly ; that is to say: For

AN ACT 


In amendment of an Act concerning the laying out, altering, 
widening and improving the streets of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. Wherever any street, in the City of Boston, shall 
be laid out, widened, extended, discontinued, graded or altered, 
and in the opinion of the Board of Aldermen of said city, any 
real estate, including any, a part of which may have been taken 
for such purpose, shall receive any benefit and advantage there- 
from, beyond that general advantage which all real property, in 
the said city, may receive therefrom, the said Board may ad- 
judge and determine the value of such benefit and advantage to 
any such estate, and may assess upon the same a proportional 
share of the expense of such laying out, widening, discontinu- 
ance, grading or alteration, including damages paid under the 
second section of the act of which this is an amendment, pro- 
vided, that the entire amount assessed for such benefit or advan- 
tage, upon all the estates, shall not exceed in amount one-half 
the amount of such adjudged benefit and advantage, but in no 
case shall such assessment exceed the amount to be paid by the 
said city for such laying out, widening, discontinuance, grading 
or alteration. 

Secor. 2. The fifth section of the one hundred and seventy- 
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fourth chapter of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
six, is hereby repealed ; but this repeal shall not affect any rights 
or liabilities which have already accrued under the section 
hereby repealed. 

Sect. 3. The word street, in this act, shall be construed to 
include high-ways, town-ways, courts, lanes and alleys. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT 


For the Abatement of a Nuisance in the City of Boston, and for 
the Preservation of the Public Health in said City. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Section 1. The City of Boston may purchase or otherwise 
take the lands, or any of them, not within the limits of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, in said city, which are below the 
grade of eighteen feet above mean low water, and all estates 
any part of which is below said grade, with the buildings and 
other fixtures on the land so purchased or taken, situated and 
lying within the district which is bounded on the northeast by 
Pleasant Street, on the east by Washington Street, on the south 
by Dover Street, and on the west and northwest by Tremont 
Street. Said city shall within sixty days from the time they 
shall take any of said lands, file in the office of the Registry of 
Deeds for the County of Suffolk, a description of the lands so 
taken, as certain as is required in a common conveyance of 
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lands, and a statement that the same are taken pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, which said description and statement 
shall be signed by the Mayor of said city; and the title to all 
lands so taken shall vest in the City of Boston; and if any party 
whose land is taken, shall agree with the said city upon the 
damage done to him by the said taking, the same shall be paid 
to him by the said city forthwith. And it shall be the duty of 
the City of Boston forthwith to raise the grade of said territory 
so purchased or taken, laying out and filling up the same with 
good materials, with reference to a complete drainage thereof, 
so as to abate the present nuisance, and to preserve the health 
of the city, and in no wise to affect injuriously the lands of the 
Commonwealth or its grantees in the back bay, or the system of 
drainage therein. 

Sect. 2. Any person entitled to any estate in any part of the 
land so taken, may at any time within one year from the time 
when the same shall be taken, as well in his own behalf as in 
behalf of all other persons having estates in the land so taken, 
file a bill in equity in the Supreme Judicial Court, in the County 
of Suffolk, setting forth the taking of the complainani’s land, 
and the condition of the same in respect to its capacity for 
drainage, and whether the complainant claims any and what 
damages against the City of Boston, or the Boston Water Power 
Company, or any other corporation or person, by reason of any 
and what wrongful act or omission by their causing a diminution 
in the value of his land at the time of said taking, and praying 
an assessment of damages against such parties. And upon the 
filing of such a bill, the said Court shall cause notice of the pen- 
dency of said bill to be given to the parties named therein as 
defendants, according to the course of courts of equity, and also 
public notice thereof, to all persons in whose behalf such bills 
shall be filed, to appear and become parties thereto, if they shall 
think fit to do so. Said Court shall prescribe how such public 
notice shall be given, and what length of time shall be allowed 
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for appearing and becoming a party to such suit. Any party 
failing so to appear and become a party within the time pre- 
scribed by the Court, shall be forever barred from recovering 
any damages on account of such taking. Each person so appear- 
ing and becoming a party, shall file a written description of the 
land in which he claims an estate, together with a plan thereof, 
so as clearly to distinguish the same from all other lands, and 
shall also declare what estate he claims therein. If he claims 
that the value of said lands at the time of taking the same was 
lessened by any unlawful act or omission of the City of Boston, 
or the Boston Water Power Company, or any other corporation 
or person, so that the value of the land, in its condition when 
taken, would not be a just compensation for all the estate and 
rights of the party in and in reference to the same, such party 
shall also state what such injury is, and how and by whom the 
same had been or is caused, and what right or title of the party 
is violated, and what amount of damages in gross, is claimed by 
him, as compensation therefor, from each of the parties defendant. 

Sect. 3. Upon the expiration of the time allowed for appear- 
ance to the said bill, the said Court shall appoint three commis- 
sioners, who shall receive such compensation as the said Court 
shall fix, to be paid by the City of Boston. 

Secor. 4. It shall be the duty of the said commissioners, after 
due notice, to hear each of the said parties, including the said 
City of Boston, and the said Boston Water Power Company, 
and other parties named as defendants, and to assess the present 
value of each parcel of the said land claimed by any party so 
appearing with its capacity for drainage in its present condi- 
tion; and the amount in gross, if any, of damages done to such 
parcel of land by reason of any unlawful act or omission of 
the City of Boston, or the Water Power Company, or any 
other party defendant, affecting its value at the time of said 
taking. 

Sror. 5. Said commissioners, or the major part of them, 
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shall make report to the said Court of their doings, and when 
requested by any party, of the evidence touching any exception 
intended to be taken by him. 

Sect. 6. Any party aggrieved may either except to the 
report of the said commissioners, and have the exception heard 
and determined by the said Court, according to its course as a 
Court of Equity, or may apply to said Court to have proper 
issues framed and tried by a jury, and proceeded in as in other 
cases of issues ordered by said Court. And on the trial of any 
such issue, the report of the commissioners respecting its sub- 
ject matter shall be prima facie evidence of what is therein 
stated. 

Sect. 7. When it shall be finally determined what amount 
of damages any party is entitled to recover against the City of 
Boston, or the Boston Water Power Company, or any other 
party defendant, a separate decree shall be entered accordingly, 
and execution therefor shall be issued, without regard to the 
pendency of the claims of any other party or parties, or of other 
claims of such complainant. 

Sect. 8. If any party shall elect a jury, he shall recover his 
legal costs, if the award of the commissioners shall be altered 
in his favor; otherwise he shall be liable for the legal costs of 
the other party or parties. 

Sect. 9. Nothing in this act shall be construed as exempt- 
ing the City of Boston from any obligation it would otherwise 
be under, to make compensation to the owners of lands abutting 
on or near to the territory described in the first section of this 
act, for any injury it may do to such lands in any acts of rais- 
ing, filling or draining said territory or any part thereof. 

Sect. 10. If any party shall allege that the value of his 
land, at the time of the said taking, had been diminished by 
any act or omission of the Commonwealth, or its agents or offi- 
cers, for which diminution the Commonwealth ought to make 
him compensation, he shall make the allegations relating thereto 
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in a separate article of the bill, in the nature of a petition of 
right against the Commonwealth, and the Court shall cause no- 
tice thereof to be served upon the Attorney-General. And the 
Attorney-General shall appear, and may make a separate an- 
swer thereto; and the commissioners appointed by the Court to 
assess damages under this act, are hereby empowered to make 
a separate report of the damages, if any, caused to any party, 
by any act or omission for which the Commonwealth is respon- 
sible, and shall, at the request of the Attorney-General, report 
the evidence, together with the grounds of their opinion why the 
Commonwealth ought to pay the same. And it shall be the 
duty of the Supreme Judicial Court to instruct the said com- 
missioners on any matter of law involved in their decision, at 
the request of any party or of the commissioners, and the pro- 
ceedings shall be conformed as nearly as possible to those in 
suits in Equity. And the final report of the commissioners on 
the subject of the claims upon the Commonwealth shall be filed 
in Court in the cause, and a duplicate thereof transmitted to his 
Excellency the Governor. And if, in the opinion of the Court, 
it is reasonable that the Commonwealth bear any part of the 
costs or expenses, the same shall be certified with the said 
report. 

Sect. 11. Said Court may make all orders and decrees 
necessary to carry into full effect the intent of this act, and may, 
at its discretion, at any stage of the proceedings, order a party 
to give security for the payment of damages or costs. 

Sect. 12. All legal costs which shall accrue in proceedings 
under this act, not otherwise provided for, shall be paid as the 
said Court shall order. 

Sect. 13. The City of Boston is hereby authorized to lay 
railway tracks through any street or streets of said city, and 
to maintain them so long as it may be necessary, to enable them 
to transport earth and other material to fill up the district 
aforesaid, under the provisions of this act.

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Sect. 14. All lands taken under this act otherwise than by 
purchase, shall be taken within three years from the passage 
thereof. | 

Sect. 15. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The Special Committee to whom was referred certain matters 
pertaining to the affairs of the police department, have attended 
to that duty, and would present the following 


Pde de LOM dh. 


The importance of an efficient and well-organized police de- 
partment, cannot for a single moment be questioned by any 
sensible man; and it is more than probable that our own, in 
these respects, will bear honorable comparison with any other 
within our knowledge. But it is equally important that such an 
organization should be surrounded with such checks and 
restraints, as shall insure it from abuse, and that the controlling 
power should be so applied as to prevent any illegal expendi- 
ture, or careless waste of those moneys which are appropriated 
to its support. 

An opinion has for some time prevailed among a portion of 
our fellow-citizens, that the police department, especially of late, 
has made very large demands upon the city treasury; and it 
has been intimated in several directions that there must be a 
leak somewhere, which it was the duty of the government to in- 
quire into, and endeavor to remedy. With these facts in view, 
and to respond to the expressed wishes of many, whose opinions 
and wishes are entitled to respectful consideration, an “ order” 
was presented and adopted in this Board in March last, which 
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initiated that investigation, the results of which are embodied in 
this “ Report.” 

It is sometimes said that it is hazardous to popularity and 
influence to disturb long-established customs. In the opinion of 
the interested, and of those who take a superficial view of 
matters, it may be so; but we do not believe that such consider- 
ations affect the mind of any gentleman at this board, or who 
would, from any intimations of such a character, hesitate for 
one moment to faithfully execute his duties to his constituents. 

If there exists a wrong, which lies so deeply hidden beneath 
the routine of custom that it can only be seen and known by 
those who are within the circle of that wrong, the sooner it is 
discovered and brought to light, and its influence destroyed, the 
better it will be for the government and the governed. 

The investigation of these matters has been conducted in all 
candor and fairness, and so far from there being any disposition 
to the slightest exaggeration in the results, many things have 
been passed over as being too unimportant, in themselves con- 
sidered, to require much expenditure of time, but which, if in- 
cluded in the results, would have considerably swelled the 
aggregate. 

With all the care and attention which have been given to the 
matter, we are satisfied that we have but approximated the 
truth, for there is much which could never be reached but by 
long continuance in the inspection of documentary evidence 
filed away in the proper offices, the disturbance and examination 
of which would greatly interfere with the official business of 
those departments. 

Such evidences as we have examined extend from the year 
1863 to 1867, both inclusive, together with the first three 
months of 1868. By the means of personal interviews, by the 
examination of “time” and “pay rolls,” and the “ draft books ” 
kept in the auditor’s office, we have reached our results. 

It may be proper to premise at this point, that itis settled by 
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competent legal authority, that, according to our charter, the city has 
no right to grant gratuities, or to pay for services not performed. 
If it is desirable to do so, it will require a special Legislative 
‘enactment. This is not introduced for the purpose of casting 
any reproach upon those manly feelings of regret, or those hon- 
orable sentiments of sympathy, which have led Mayors and com- 
mittees having these matters in charge, to grant these payments: 
those feelings of commiseration and sympathy are highly credit- 
able to those gentlemen. But the question is not, what would 
sympathy and our natural feelings of commiseration prompt us 
to do? but what may we legally do, with fidelity to those trusts 
which our constituents have committed to our hands? This is 
the question for us to meet, and to decisive and legal action upon 
which we feel confident that this investigation will lead, result- 
ing in benefit to the city, and to those who may be so unfortu- 
nate as to be injured in her service. 

The legal question above referred to, was submitted to the 
City Solicitor for an opinion, and in the close of his reply he 
observes : — “I gave an opinion to the School Committee some 
years ago, in regard to their right to pay teachers in the schools 
during temporary disability, wherein I more fully developed the 
question now submitted to me. You will find that opinion in 
the printed report of that committee for the year 1860, I think, 
being City Document No. 53, of that year; and all I there said 
in regard to teachers in the schools is equally applicable to 
police officers.” 

The extract from the Solicitor’s answer to the School Com- 
mittee on paying school teachers, when they do not do full duty 
is as follows : — 

“Tf the Committee have contracted with a teacher for his 
services for a stipulated sum, should afterwards become satisfied 
that the contract is unequal and onerous upon such teacher, 
they are undoubtedly at liberty to relieve the hardship by 
adding to the stipulated salary; but if the teacher has met with 
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accident or misfortune, which appeals to the sympathy and 
liberality of the humane and benevolent, such an appeal cannot 
be responded to by the Committee. They may be just, but they 
may not give gratuities.”— Document 9, page 164, 1860. 

By the foregoing statement it will appear that the opinion of 
the City Solicitor upon the legal question is plain and explicit, 
and that the same rules which apply to the School Committee, 
as to their rights and privileges, apply with equal force to the 
matter of police pay under like circumstances. 

The instances of officers being paid for longer or shorter 
periods, where no service has been rendered, have been quite 
numerous. Your Committee does not desire to call up matters 
to occasion unpleasant feelings, or to make a useless parade of 
names. These names are suppressed from the best of motives, 
but the facts are recorded for the inspection of such of the Board 
as may desire it. The periods for which payments have been 
made without an equivalent in service, vary from about five 
years down to ten or fifteen days, and the sum thus paid amounts 
to $41,868, or to nearly nine thousand dollars per year. 

We are informed that the custom has been to allow men pay 
for ten days’ absence, when caused by sickness, when that fact is 
certified by the attending physician, although, of course, such 
certificate does not make the payment any the less illegal; yet 
such has been the usage. In looking over the police rolls we 
have discovered instances where men were absent a day or two, 
occasioned by sickness, which fact has been vouched for as it is 
called, and the pay has been deducted; in other cases absences 
of from three to ten days have occurred and full pay has been al- 
lowed, and that, too, in cases where the cause of absence was 
not certified. This, to say the least, develops the injuriousness 
and inequality of the action of the plan pursued. It is proper 
to remark here that the annual vacations allowed the police, are 
not included in the record of lost time referred to in this Re- 
port. 
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In addition to the regular pay of the police, the rolls present 
the fact that a large sum has been paid out under the head of 
“Extra.” This has amounted to the sum of $31,697.75: to 
this should be added the sum of $5,000 paid for extra services 
rendered on the night preceding, during the day, and up to the 
hour of midnight, of the 4th of July, which makes an agere- 
gate of nearly $37,000 dollars, or between seven and eight 
thousand dollars a year. The amounts paid special police on 
the 4th of July, are not included in this account. 

During the month embraced upon the rolls for December 
1865, the extra paid out that month amounted to over $4,200, 
although it has been testified that peculiar exigencies demanded 
it. 

In order that the facts upon which our results are based 
may be properly condensed and better understood, certain tab- 
ular forms are here introduced for the benefit of such of the 
Board as may, at their leisure, desire to inspect them.

The appropriations of the City Council for the maintenance 
of the police department for the last five years have been quite 
large, nothwithstanding which those appropriations have been 
greatly exceeded by the expenditures of that department. 

The facts are as follows, viz: 

The appropriation for 1862 and 1863 was $242,897, and the 
expenditures were $250,661; thus showing an excess of $7,764. 
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In 1863 and 1884, the appropriation was $260,000, and the 
expenditures $328,194; showing an excess of $68,194. 

In 1864 and 1865, the appropriation was $315,000, and the 
expenditures were $340,803; showing an excess of $25,803. 

In 1865 and 1866, the appropriation was $378,345, and the 
expenditures were $396,533; showing an excess of $18,188. 

In 1866 and 1867, the appropriation was $430,469, and the 
expenditures were $454,079; thus showing an excess of $23, 
610. 

Thus it will be seen that the amount of money appropriated 
for the five years above named, for the support of the police 
department has been $1,626,711, whilst the actual cost has been 
$1,770,273; thus exceeding the appropriations $143,562, and 
making the cost of the police over 350,000 per year. The de- 
ficiencies to which these excesses have led, the City Couneil 
have from time to time been asked to make good by new appro- 
priations, or by transfers from other departments of the govern- 
ment. 

The rolls emanating from the Chief’s office sometimes called 
the “ Central,” or “ City Hall” Station, make no exhibit of lost 
time, but it would hardly be just to presume from this, that, for 
the last five years and three months, every man had been on duty 
without interruption. As your committee can see no good reason 
why these rolls should not be kept with the same precision as 
other stations are, in regard to recording lost time, and requir- 
ing the certificate of the physician in cases of sickness, we would 
recommend more particular attention to this matter in the future. 

If we condense the foregoing details so as to express them in 
the fewest words, we have the following results, viz: 


The total amount paid during the period of five years 

and three months, for services not rendered, $41,868 15 
Total amount paid during that period, under the 

head of “ Extra,” $31,697 75 
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To which add the amount paid in addition to regu- 
lar pay, for services July 4th, of each year, for 
the same period, $5,000 00

The total amount of which is $78,565 90 
or an average of $15,713 per year. 


In concluding this report, your Committee would submit, that 
in presenting the foregoing exhibit of facts, it is not done in the 
belief that there has been any design on the part of any one to de- 
fraud or misapply the public money; that there have been errors 
committed, and moneys illegally paid, appear so plain that they 
cannot be overlooked by any one who will patiently investigate 
the matter; and it is but charitable to believe that these errors 
and this misapplication of funds, have grown out of a custom 
evidently established in error, which error it is certainly desir- 
able to have corrected at the earliest moment. 

Your Committee would also take occasion to remark that 
there is no doubt that the object had in view which prompted 
the offering of the Order which led to this investigation, has been 
entirely misapprehended and misjudged. It was not offered 
in a captious spirit, but with a desire to promote some measure 
which might satisfy those of our fellow-citizens who believed that 
the public money devoted to the support of the Police Depart- 
ment was spent without regard to those principles of just econ- 
omy which should always prevail in all departments of public 
trust. 

We believe that those who are disabled by sickness, or other- 
wise, in the discharge of the oftentimes hazardous duties which 
the faithful police officer is called upon to perform, is worthy the 
sympathy and kind consideration of the government; and 
although we would not perhaps recommend any measure which 
would include the entire support of an officer and his family, 
under such circumstances, yet we certainly showld recommend 
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such action as would tend to his relief, while laboring under 
such disability. 

As matters now exist, let our sympathies be ever so much 
excited, — let the appeals to our charity be ever so urgent; let 
our desire to aid or relieve be ever so ardent; we are, as a 
government, entirely powerless to act, in consequence of legal 
disability. If we follow the promptings of our charitable sym- 
pathies, we act illegally, and without the least show of authority. 
As an organized government, we are but trustees, and can ex- 
pend no funds in any charity or gratuity, which will not be sus- 
tained by legal enactment. 

Justice and common charity demand that something should be 
done for officers temporarily disabled in the service, and the aid 
which is rendered should be impartial, and according to the 
exigences of the cases presented. With a view to remedy exist- 
ing deficiencies, and to base our future action upon undisputed 
legal authority, your Committee would recommend the passage of 
the following “ order.”

The Cochituate Water Board are again obliged to ask for a 
further appropriation of five hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars to complete the Chestnut Hill Reservoir and Driveway. 
In asking for this amount, they feel it to be their duty to state 
that the reservoir is being built in a more thorough manner than 
was at first contemplated, as the experience of other cities has 
been such as to warn them against slighting any portion of the 
work; and it is an extreme gratification to them, as well as a 
credit to the city, that all the engineers and persons who are 
competent to judge of such work who have visited the premises 
pronounce it without exception the best constructed reservoir in 
this country. 

The original estimates were only approximate, as no accurate 
survey had then been made; but now that the work has pro- 
eressed so far that an accurate estimate could be made for the 
completion of this great work, and wishing to inform the City 
Council as to its probable cost before asking for another appro- 
priation, they requested the City Engineer to furnish them with 
such an estimate, to which he replied as follows: 
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OFFICE OF CITY ENGINEER, CITY HALL, 
Boston, May 28, 1868. 


N. J. Brapuen, Esq., President Cochituate Water Board. 


Sir, — In compliance with your request, dated May 23, 1868, 
to furnish an estimate, in detail, of the cost of completing the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, including the gate-houses, driveway, 
erading and fences, and to state wherein the excess of cost over 
my original approximate estimate has occurred, I beg leave to 
submit the following statement, viz: 

Karly in the year, anticipating that the information you desire 
might be called for, I directed the Resident Engineer, Henry M. 
Wightman, Esq., to employ such leisure time as he might have 
in preparing an estimate of the amount of work of various kinds 
required to complete the Reservoir, etc. The severity of the 
weather, the sickness of his chief assistant, and various other 
causes prevented any considerable progress until within a few 
weeks. 

Under date of May 11, 1868, he submitted an estimate as 
required of him, — not including, however, the driveway, gate- 
houses, and sundry minor items, — stating that, owing to the 
limited time, the smallness of the force at his command, and the 
daily requirements of the current work, it was as correct as 
could be expected. 

In the following estimate I have adopted his statement of the 
quantities of work to be done, believing it to be liberal, and, in 
most cases, I have adopted the prices indicated by him.

The foregoing estimates, although not strictly exact, are, in 
my opinion, large enough to cover the entire cost of completing 
this great work. 

In regard to the approximate estimate which I submitted to 
the Board in October 1865, it was distinctly stated in that com- 
munication that the surveys of the lower section were at that 
time incomplete. The surveys of the Lawrence Meadow were 
more complete; and in referring to the estimates then submitted, 
I said, “those relating to the Lawrence Meadow are more cor- 
rect, as the surveys on that portion have been more thorough; 
but as the object of these estimates is to determine the expe- 
diency of adding the Lawrence Meadow to the present location, 
I have made the estimates of the lower reservoir with such 
exactness as was possible from the partial surveys of the 
territory.” 

As the great bulk of the work in constructing this reservoir 
has been done by the day, there has been no occasion for meas- 
uring the amount of work completed, and it has not been done; 
for this reason it would be next to impossible now to institute 
any exact comparisons between the quantities of the various 
kinds of work then estimated upon, and those actually required ; 
but there have been some definite changes made, for good and 
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sufficient reasons, which account for some large items of excess 
in quantity of work. 

It was originally designed to excavate 77,000 cubic yards of 
soil and muck from the Lawrence Meadow, but it was subse- 
quently deemed essential to the purity of the water in that 
section to deepen the basin, and the Resident Engineer estimates 
that the total amount which will be actually removed when this 
section is completed will be over 200,000 cubic yards. Changes 
have also been made in the location and manner of construction 
of the bank in many places, owing to the presence of quick- 
sand, rendering it necessary in some cases to drive sheet piling 
and deposit immense quantities of stone to form brace-banks. 

The uncertain character of the soil has also been one of the 
most serious causes of additional expense. In order to get 
suitable material for building the banks, we have had to handle 
probably double the quantity actually needed, and-the one item 
of “embankment” which was originally estimated to cost fifty 
cents per cubic yard, has actually cost a dollar. 

Another item which has largely exceeded the original estimate 
is the intercepting drain which carries off the surface drainage. 
_ At the time the first estimate was made, there was no reliable 
data upon which to determine the requisite capacity of the 
drain, and where it was proposed to have a simple open catch- 
water, it was found necessary to lay a covered brick conduit of 
much larger capacity, and for a long distance in solid rock ex- 
cavation at a depth of from fifteen to twenty feet. 

At the time the first estimate was made, there had been no 
detailed plans of gate-houses prepared, and the item of $60,000 
was, in my judgment and that of the Committee of your Board 
which revised the estimate, ample; yet even had we adhered to 
the old style of such structures, without reference to modern 
improvements, the estimate would have been too low; but after 
a visit to other cities and a careful examination of the more

modern structures of this kind, important changes were made 
which have materially increased the cost. 

The cost of the land has also exceeded the estimate by about 
$12,000. 

At the time the original estimates were made I was governed 
as to the prices of work, in a great measure, by the judgment and 
opinions of the then Superintendent of the Western Division, 
Mr. EK. F. Knowlton, who had been selected by your Board as the 
Superintendent of this work, and although almost every class of 
work has cost nearly double those prices, yet I am satisfied the 
work has been done as cheaply as possible; at all events it has 
been my aim, and I may safely say that of the Resident Hngi- 
neer and Superintendent, to perform the work allotted to us 
thoroughly and well, and to slight no portion thereof because it 
was costing more than the estimate.

_ -The Committee on Text-books, as required by the Rules and 
Regulations, submit their Annual Report. 
» In addition to Sect. 6 Chap. IV. of the Rules and Regula- 
tions, prescribing the duties of the Committee on Text-books, the 
* Board, on thg 10th of March, 1868, passed the following order, 
“vias” 
“Ordered, That the last Semi-annual Report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools be referred to the Committee on Text- 
books, and that the committee be requested to report to this 
Board, at its annual meeting, what changes or alterations, if 
any, in the course of study in the Grammar schools, are neces- 
sary to be incorporated into our system of Public Instruction.” 
This order received the first attention of the committee; and, 
at a meeting at which he was invited to be present, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, after some conversational explanations of the 
suggestions in his last Semi-annual Report, was requested to 
prepare a schedule or programme, in harmony with those sug- 
- gestions, by which the progress in each class and in each 
department of study in the Grammar schools, as indicated by 
the present text-books authorized, might be systematized, — so 
distinctly defined and arranged that the progress in each school, 
in each class, and in each study, should be more uniform and, 
consequently, more thorough; and the Superintendent was 
requested to report this schedule or programme in print, for the 
use of the committee, and the consideration of this Board. The 
Superintendent has made good progress in this work, but it is a 
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matter requiring the most careful comparisons and patient delib- 
erations; and, amid the multiform duties pressing upon him,’ 
he has not been able to get it ready for distribution to-night. 
It will be prepared and distributed to the members at or before 
the next meeting of the Board, which is the earliest time at 
which, according to the provisions of a statute of the Common- 
wealth, this report can be acted upon. Such a schedule or pro- 
gramme as is now contemplated for the Grammar schools, by 
which the progress to be made by each class, in each study or 
text-book, for the year is marked and defined, has already been 
determined and adopted by this Board, at the suggestion of 
the Superintendent, in regard to the Primary schools, with the 
single exception of Worcester’s Primary Spelling Book recently 
introduced. At the request of the committee, the Superintend- 
ent prepared a programme or schedule for the use of this book 
during each year, or in each class in the Primary schools, and 
the same will be submitted to the consideration of this Board 
among the orders appended to this report. 

The next thing demanding the attention of the committee 
was the order of the Board, adopted May 12th, on the report of 
the committee appointed to inquire into the condition and 
organization of the schools of the Southern District, as follows, 
viz: “Ordered, That the subject of text-books in use in the 
Southern District be referred to the Committee on Text-books 
for its examination in the month of May, and subsequent recom- 
mendation to this Board, as provided for in Sect. 6, Chap IV. of 
the Rules and Regulations.” On coming to the consideration 
of the subject thus submitted to them by the order just recited, 
your committee found the following state of facts: Ist, As 
stated in the Report of the Committee of Inquiry, Kerl’s Gram- 
mar is the only text-book in common between the schools of 
Roxbury and Boston. 2d, That the teachers, school-committee 
and citizens generally of Roxbury, were anxious that Sar- 
gent’s Readers should be retained in their schools; 1st, Because

they had been in use for several years and were much liked and 
approved. 2d, Because Mr. Sargent was a highly esteemed 
resident and citizen of Roxbury, and they would be sorry to have 
him subjected to the mortification and injury of having his set of 
books displaced by another similar and not beyond all question 
better. And, 3d, Because the change would involve a great and 
unnecessary expense merely for the sake of a uniformity which 
would not be worth what it would cost. 3d, They found that’ 
the teachers, school-committee and citizens of Roxbury, were 
anxious to make a change in the text-book in geography; that 
such a change was voted last year, before annexation, and failed 
for reasons that need not be presented here; that there was a 
general desire this year that a change should be made from 
Cornell’s to some other geography, and they were desirous 
that in this particular their text-book should correspond to what 
might be adopted in the Boston schools. And, 4th, The com- 
mittee found that in other respects they were not desirous of 
any change. Upon this state of facts, the committee came to 
the following conclusions: Ist, That Sargent’s Readers should 
be retained in the Roxbury schools, to be changed only by the 
authority and with the permission of this Board. 2d, That the 
text-books in geography, now in use in the Boston schools, or 
which should be adopted by this Board this year, should be in- 
troduced in the Roxbury schools in September next. And, 3d, 
That the other text-books now in use in the Roxbury schools, 
should remain permitted text-books; but that whenever the local 
committees of that District were disposed or thought it expedient 
to make a change, they might do so by adopting the correspond- 
ing text-books in the Boston schools. These conclusions seemed 
to your committee to place and to leave the schools of Roxbury or 
of the Southern District in the position in which it was just and 
fair that they should be left, and orders to this effect are ap- 
pended to this Report. 

After passing from these orders to the general consideration 
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of the subject annually submitted to them,— the course of study 
and text-books in the public schools,— two or three points were 
very soon reached. 1st, The committee felt that all or nearly all 
that they wished to say or suggest on the general course of study 
would be presented in the schedule or programme which the Su- 
perintendent was to prepare. 2d, That there was no strong 
wish or purpose to make or recommend a change of text-books, 
save in one particular. Applications were before the committee 
in one or two directions: 1st, In regard to historical text-books 
in the shape of an application to introduce Prof. Anderson’s 
Grammar School History in the place of Swan’s First Lessons. 
Conversation upon this topic seemed to bring the committee 
to the following conclusions: 1st, Dissatisfaction with all the 
Historical text-books now in use, and with several proposed. 
Worcester’s Elements though most accurate and reliable, is larger 
and more cumbersome than we need for Grammar School instruc- 
tion. General History is put down in our Rules and Regulations, 
but little or none of it is studied; and, by retaining and requiring 
Worcester, we require the pupils in the upper classes in the 
Grammar schools to purchase a large and ‘expensive book, two 
hundred pages of which they almost never study or use. 2d, That 
the History of the United States, with so much of the History of 
England and of other European nations as is necessary to an 
intelligent study and appreciation of the History of the United 
States, was all that we should attempt to teach in the Grammar 
schools, leaving General History for the High schools. 3d, That 
a book might be prepared upon this idea or plan, which would 
be suitable to take the place both of the First Lessons and 
Worcester, and serve as the one text-book in history. The com- 
mittee weremuch pleased with Prof. Anderson’s book, and thought, 
that with some introductory chapters, giving more of English, 
French, and Spanish History, as connected with and bearing 
upon the colonization and early progress of America, this might 
be made such a text-book as is desired. It is understood that a 
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new edition of Mr. Seavey’s History of the United States, reduc- 
ing its proportions, is also in preparation. Some introductory 
chapters of the kind suggested, prefixed to this work, would also 
probably make a book that would serve all the purposes we 
want in a historical text-book for the Grammar schools. Under 
these circumstances, the committee came to the conclusion to 
throw out these suggestions, but not to recommend any changes in 
historical text-books this year. 

The question of a change in Reading Books came up, through 
the presentation, for the consideration of the committee, of a 
new set of readers, published by Mason & Brothers, of New 
York, called The Analytical Series. The title “Analytical” 
perfectly describes this series, and it has many valuable quali- 
ties, but the committee soon came to the conclusion not to 
recommend any change in the text-books for reading this year; 
but they think it worthy of the early and earnest consideration 
of this Board whether, not only a change in text-books for some 
classes, but a change in the kind of instruction and the objects 
much aimed at in this department should not be made. Much 
time, it is feared, is wasted by the first and second classes in 
our Grammar schools, by reading over and over favorite and 
highly dramatic and effective pieces, to be found in Hillard’s and 
in other First Class Readers. Dramatic reading is not what we 
should chiefly or largely aim to teach in our public schools. If, 
here and there, a pupil has taste and capacity for it, there is 
opportunity enough for that pupil to cultivate and develop it. 
What we should aim to teach is a simple, natural, intelligent 
style of reading, such as one likes to hear in one’s parlor at home, 
—such as would be likely to be attained by the thorough in- 
struction in the sounds and powers of the letters and the lessons 
in the early Readers used in the primary schools, and by the 
younger classes in the Grammar schools. When the pupil gets up 
to the 2d and Ist classes of the Grammar schools, the reading 
lesson might, very much to the advancement and improvement of 
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the pupil, be a book which, while it gave opportunity for natural 
and effective reading, should also be imparting knowledge and 
information, and thus filling and enlarging the mind. It is a 
question which the committee, without urging immediate or 
definite action, present for the future consideration of this 
Board, whether much would not be gained if the reading-book for 
the Ist and 2d classes in the Grammar schools, instead of being 
a collection of elegant but disconnected extracts from popular 
English literature, were some book of history, or biography, or 
natural history, or something of the kind, which, while it gave 
ample opportunity for good reading, and for valuable instruction 
in reading, would also impart useful knowledge to the pupil. 

The “Elements of Natural Philosophy, a Book for Begin- 
ners,’ prepared by Messrs. Rolfe & Gillet, Teachers in the 
High School, Cambridge, Mass., was also brought to the atten- 
tion of the Committee by the Publishers, Crosby & Ainsworth. 
This book seems admirably adapted to its purpose, but as the 
Board determined several years ago that instruction in this de- 
partment should be oral, by lectures with the use of apparatus. 
the Committee were not disposed to recommend the introduction 
of a text-book. 

The only point upon which the committee determined to 
recommend a change in text-books is in regard to geography. 

This matter was so thoroughly discussed last year, that the 
committee do not feel that it is necessary for them to argue the 
question involved at any length, It is now ten years since 
Warren’s Geographies were introduced into the schools. It is 
not too strong a statement to say, that they have never given 
general, much less entire, satisfaction. At least, it is believed 
that this was very decidedly the case up to the time of the distinct 
attempt made last year to change them for another series. Pre- 
vious to that, complaints were made of them; and the text-book 
committee for several years reported unfavorably of them, but 
could find nothing better to substitute. So strong was this 
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feeling, so general these complaints, that the publishers have 
been continually putting forth new and revised additions and 
seeking in various ways to improve them, and unquestionably 
they have improved them to a very considerable extent. Typo- 
eraphically, in printing, paper and binding, they are much better 
got up than formerly. The maps, also, have been revised and 
new maps added, and the publishers are to be honored for the 
assiduity and diligence with which they have sought to improve 
these books. They are in various ways better books than they 
were; yet the serious and substantial objections to the books still 
remain, because the plan on which they are constructed has not 
been changed; and where a new feature, whether original, or 
borrowed from what was known to be prepared in another 
quarter, has been introduced, it has not been done in the best 
manner. ‘The Primary, which has had the chief care bestowed 
upon it, and in which the greatest changes have been made, is 
still open to the objections brought against its arrangement, 
its style, and the matter introduced, for these remain almost pre- 
cisely what they were; while the new part,—the imaginary travels 
and oral lessons,—is so vague, indefinite and general as to have 
little value, convey little definite instruction to pupils. Several 
years ago, the text-book committee, in stating the objections to 
Warren’s Geographies, alluded to the fact that Prof. Guyot was 
preparing a series of geographies, and recommended waiting 
for them to be published before any change was made. These 
books have now been published nearly two years; and so much 
has been written and spoken about them in this Board and else- 
where, that it is altogether unnecessary for the committee to present 
an analysis of their plan or contents, or the points at which they 
are an advance and improvement on all other text-books in 
geography. Last year, the masters of the public schools in Bos- 
ton made some objections to the Guyot’s Primary and Common 
School Geographies. During the year, there has been prepared 


and published a new series called the Elementary and Interme- 
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diate, and it is understood that these books are free from the 
objections which the masters offered last year; and it is these 
books which the committee recommend in the place of War- 
ren’s Primary and Common School Geography. The publishers 
will furnish them, one, the Elementary, at fifty per cent reduction 
from the wholesale price; the other, the Intermediate, at a little 
more than fifty per cent reduction from the wholesale price; the 
wholesale price of the Elementary is sixty cents a copy; they will 
furnish it for thirty; the wholesale price of the Intermediate, one 
dollar twenty-five cents; they will furnish it for sixty cents a 
copy. After mature deliberation and discussion and looking at the 
matter on all sides, a majority of the committee are decidedly 
of the opinion that, under this large reduction the change can 
be made without involving any very great expense, and that, for 
the interests and improvement of the schools, it should be made. 
An order to this effect is therefore submitted. 

The committee also had presented before them a set of fifteen 
colored charts in natural history. These have been forwarded 
by Mr. Urbino, of Frankfort, formerly of this city. They are 
very perfect, and will be of great aid in enabling the teachers to 
give and illustrate oral instruction in natural history. ‘The 
committee think that one copy of these charts should be placed 
in each of the Grammar schools and in the Training school, and 
submit an order to that effect. 

The committee submit the following orders as embodying 
what is presented in this report:

1. Ordered, That, in using Worcester’s Primary Spelling 
Book, the fifth class read by name or sound to the fortieth page, 
and spell in the same way to the thirtieth page; that the fourth 
class read by name or sound to the sixtieth page, and spell in 
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the same way to the fiftieth page; that the third class spell to 
the eightieth page, with occasional exercises in spelling by 
sound; that the second class complete the spelling book, with 
occasional exercises in spelling by sound; that the first class 
review the spelling book, spelling by sound some words of the 
most difficult pronunciation. 


2. Ordered, That the schedule or programme of the studies 
of each class in the Grammar schools, and the progress to be 
made in each text-book for the year, as prepared and submitted 
by the Superintendent at the request of this committee, be adopted. 


3. Ordered, That Sargent’s series of readers, now in use in 
the schools of the Southern District, be retained in said schools, 
to be changed only by the permission and under the authority of 
this Board. 


4, Ordered, That the other text-books now in use in the Pri- 
mary, Grammar and High schools of the Southern District, with 
the exception of Cornell’s Geographies, remain as permitted text- 
books in said schools; provided, that whenever the several com- 
mittees of that District unite in thinking it expedient to make 
a change, they may do so by adopting the corresponding 
text-books authorized by this Board for the schools of the City of 
Boston. 


5. Ordered, That Guyot’s Elementary and Intermediate 
Geographies be introduced in the place of Warren’s Primary 
and Warren’s Common School, in the old Boston schools, and in 
the place of Cornell's Primary and Cornell’s Common School 
Geography, in the schools in the Southern District. 


6. Ordered, That one copy of the natural history charts, 
forwarded by Mr. Urbino, of Frankfort, and published in that 
city, be placed in each of the Grammar schools and in the Train- 
ing school.

Lo the Honorable the Mayor, and City Council of Boston: 


The Directors for Public Institutions feel again called upon 
to make another and most earnest appeal in behalf of the 
insane of this city, whose condition, both in and out of the hos- 
pital, demands in their opinion serious and prompt attention. 
A sense of duty to these helpless sufferers, and to the good 
name of Boston, — foremost in every charitable work, — induces 
them to present this matter at the present time. ‘They respect- 
fully ask that you will consider the following statement: 


(eta behietGhee eo: 


The present hospital was opened in 1839, as an asylum for 
the “lunatics” who filled the cages and cells of our Houses of 
Industry and Correction. It was then thought that the pro- 
vision was ample for the next fifty years. In 1846 (twenty-two 
years ago), a considerable addition was made, mostly after the 
English fashion of associated dormitories. According to the 
standard of that day, it then furnished accommodations for two 
hundred patients, and thence forward it took rank in a much 
larger degree, as a curative institution. Previous to 1858, the 
“Cottage ” with its eighteen strong stone and iron cells, hold- 
ing twenty-two violent, filthy and often naked patients, once

deemed a desirable and commendable feature, and certainly the 
best of the kind in the country, was abandoned as unworthy of 
the age. The progress of improvement in the treatment and 
management of the insane rendered imperative similar changes 
in the main hospital building, until, at length, one hundred and 
eighty patients more uncomfortably crowded the THREE WARDS for 
each sex than did two hundred and thirty, under the old order 
of things. 

In 1858, the Commonwealth removed their insane poor, 
whom, until then, the city had been obliged to receive and pro- 
vide for, to the State Hospitals; and, on petition of the City 
Council, the Directors were authorized by law to receive paying 
patients. Since that time, it has done the work of a first-class 
hospital for the insane,— very imperfectly we know, — and all 
the time under the disadvantage of a lack of proper means for 
classification, and other important appliances, at this day 
regarded as indispensable. Yet, it has done this work to the 
measurable satisfaction and accommodation of hundreds of our 
citizens, who have here found, at their doors, the relief that they 
otherwise must have sought away from home, at great expense 
and untold trouble. Whether it shall so continue in the future, 
an ever present and accessible source of benefit to all classes of 
our citizens, a blessing to helpless humanity, and an honor to 
our municipality, or degenerate into a mere receptacle of the 
most demented and dehumanized of the pauper insane, — for no 
others will willingly enter it, a place never to be visited by, 
nor so much as named to visiting strangers, will depend alto- 
gether on your answer to this appeal. 

In 1862, the Directors who then had charge of the hospital, 
in view of the manifest necessities of the case, set themselves 
seriously to work to remedy the defects, and to supply the de- 
ficiencies of the structure. After several months of earnest 
effort, they were forced to the conclusion that nothing could be 
done with the present structure which would not involve a large 
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expenditure of money, without a corresponding result. This 
examination fully demonstrated the facts that in the present 
building there can be no decent classification; no attempt at 
ventilation; no direct warming of any of the sleeping rooms for 
the sick, feeble and excited inmates; no proper provision of 
dining rooms; no chapel of suitable capacity; no reception 
rooms, work rooms, nor other apartments now regarded as 
indispensable in such a hospital; that the whole house is 
low studded, contracted, inconvenient of ingress and egress, 
especially in cases of fire; that its entire grounds contain but 
four acres of land for all purposes, and that in every way it is 
unsuitable for the proper remedial treatment of the insane, and 
unworthy of Boston. In this conclusion, the City Government 
of the year 1865, after a patient and careful personal examina- 
tion of the premises, fully concurred, and ordered the Board of 
Directors to select and recommend a new and suitable locality. 


LOCATION. 


In obedience to this order, the Board spent the entire summer 
in the examination of the several sites in the vicinity of Boston. 
They finally, by unanimous choice, selected the Winthrop farm 
as the one which, all things considered, seemed to them the most 
suitable for such a purpose. In this conclusion they were fully 
sustained by the judgment of several of the best experts in the 
country, whose position and large experience give to their 
opinions the weight of authority. (See Appendix A.) 

Upon the report of the Directors to the City Council, the 
members thereof personally examined the location, approved the 
choice, and ordered its purchase by a wnanimous vote. 

It is objected to this location, that the farm is in danger of 
being washed away ! that vegetation will be difficult and unre- 
munerative, while trees and shrubbery cannot be made to grow; 
that by its exposed situation it is bleak and unfit for human hab- 
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itation; that it is inconvenient of access for both patients and 
their friends, and that taxation will be a serious and constant 
burden on the city treasury. 

To the first objection, if offered in serzousness, it is a sufficient 
answer that, when Nahant has disappeared, fears for the loss 
of Winthrop Farm (not Winthrop Head Bluff) may be enter- 
tained. ; 

That vegetation is easy, is proved by the fact, that up to the 
present time, good crops of grass, vegetables and grain have 
been produced there. 

Contiguous portions of the original farm are now occupied 
and improved by the inhabitants of Winthrop, and are highly 
valued by the residents. Trees and shrubbery are growing 
there, and thriving well, as they are also in similarly exposed 
localities all along the shore to Gloucester. It is bleak in win- 
ter, as it is bleak everywhere on the shore of our harbor; as it 
is at South Boston, and on all the highlands in the vicinity: but 
during eight months of the year, it offers unsurpassed attrac- 
tions, by its pure and bracing air, its beautiful landscape, and 
ever changing marine views, invigorating the feeble, soothing the 
excitable, cheering the despondent, and benefiting all. 


ACCESS. 


Conveyance by steam and carriage is as complete and fre- 
quent as to any of the neighboring towns. Three-quarters of 
an hour only will be required to reach the hospital by steam 
and carriage from the city proper; while the contemplated horse 
railroad to Point Shirley will convey visitors as near the gate 
and in as short a time, as is now done at South Boston. It will 
be as accessible as almost any of our hospitals for the insane, 
the trustees and superintendents of which are of opinion that 
access with them is full easy enough. 
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TAXATION. 


All incorporated charitable institutions in the State are exempt 
from taxation by law; and the McLean Asylum, at Somerville, no 
more a charitable institution than this, pays no taxes whatever. 
But even if not thus exempt at Winthrop, we shall be lable 
only to a proportion of the town taxes, Boston now paying all the 
county expenses. At Dorchester, we should be taxed for the 
expenses of that large township, and also for those of Norfolk 
County, considerably increased by the loss of the rich city of 
Roxbury. If located in Roxbury, on a suitable site of ample 
size, a large amount of land at a primary cost, vastly greater 
than that paid for the Winthrop Farm, must be withdrawn from 
private use, which if built upon and improved, would, in a few 
years, pay into the treasury tenfold more than would be with- 
drawn by taxation at Winthrop. The Directors furthermore 
cannot shut their eyes to the fact, that the location of such a 
hospital in the midst of a rapidly increasing population would 
in a short time prove injurious to the best interests of the pa- 
tients, and very objectionable to those desiring to reside in that 
vicinity. 


PLANS. 


During the year 1865, the City Council appropriated twenty 
thousand dollars for the preparation of the plans of a new hos- 
pital structure, and for improvements onthe farm. In the spring 
of 1867, in view of all these facts, the City Council, by a two- 
thirds vote, appropriated one hundred thousand dollars (which was 
raised by taxation, and is now in the city treasury, devoted to 
this project) to commence the building, subject to the approval of 
the plans. During the past summer, the plans which had been 
patiently and diligently prepared some time before were care-

fully revised by the architect, N. J. Bradlee, Hsq., under the con- 
stant personal supervision of the Directors, after a thorough 
examination of the best hospitals in the country. Upon com- 
pletion, they met the approval of all the superintendents of sim- 
ilar institutions to whom they were presented. They say of 
them, that for economy of construction, economy of management 
after construction, and for convenience in every respect they have no 
superior. (See Appendix B.) 

The original plans and estimates are again presented for 
your information. (See City Document No. 94, series of 1867.) 

The plans thus matured and endorsed were finally submitted 
to the City Government, and received the approval of a large 
majority of both branches, but were lost for the lack of a few 
votes in the Common Council to pass it over the Mayor’s 
veto. 

Disheartening as must be such an untoward result, at such a 
point in the progress of the enterprise, the Directors yet find no 
course left for them to pursue, but on the one hand to neglect 
their duty to this class of our citizens, (in whose behalf the sym- 
pathies of all good men and true should be actively engaged,) to 
turn their backs on them, and abandon them in their extremity ; 
or on the other hand ask, in their name, for a reconsideration of 
the matter by the present City Government. With such an alterna- 
tive, they cannot hesitate; and, therefore, are fully persuaded 
that the plans presented last year are as good as can be devised ; 
that time will only demonstrate their complete adaptedness to 
the present and future needs of our city, and amply vindicate 
the wise forethought and saving carefulness that has marked 
every stage of their action. The Board of Directors submit the 
following communication from N. J. Bradlee, Esq., Architect, 
exhibiting modified plans and estimates: 
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18 PEMBERTON SQuARE, Boston, May _ , 1868. 
To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions of the City of 

Boston : 

GENTLEMEN, — For the purpose of reducing the accommoda- 
tion and the expense in the erection of the proposed “ Boston 
Hospital for the Insane,” at Winthrop, I have (agreeably to the 
request of your committee) made the following changes in the 
plan submitted by me on September 20, 1867: 

The rear centre building is reduced in length forty feet, and 
the laundry, drying room, bakery and oven are carried into 
the basement story. This can be done without injury to the 
design or convenience of the building, as the land falls off 
enough at this place to leave the basement entirely above 
ground. I should therefore recommend this change, whichever 
plan was adopted. The other alteration is, the omission of the 
third sections, which were designed for the excited patients, and 
the fitting up of the first floor of the second sections for this pur- 
pose. This change I feel it my duty to say will, in my opinion, 
greatly injure the general character and arrangement of the 
building for the purposes for which it was designed. 

My- estimate on the plans herewith submitted amounts to four 
hundred and twelve thousand nine hundred and eighty-three dol- 
lars, being a reduction of eighty-five thousand five hundred and 
twenty dollars from the estimate on the first plan adopted by 
your Board. ‘The division of the estimate is as follows, viz: 


Main Centre Building, the same as before, $59,781 00 
Rear Centre Building, 40,360 00 

First sections of male and female departments, 
same as before, 141,016 00 

Second sections of male and female depart- 
ments, same as before, 146,826 00 
Engine, boiler, gas house, and miscellaneous, 25,000 00 
Total, - $412,983 00

of September 20,1867. (See City Document No. 94, for 1867.)

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APPENDIX A. 


The following opinions of several experienced medical gentle- 
men refer to the location for the Boston Hospital for the Insane 
at Winthrop. 


Dr: Ray, late of the Butler Hospital, Providence, R. I., says: 


“When I went over the ground with you in October 1866, I 
was very favorably impressed with its fitness for the contemplated 
purpose; for it seemed to possess, in a high degree, the desirable 
requisites, and especially those which may be considered indis- 
pensable, viz: plenty of land, pure air, an unstinted supply of 
water, and an agreeable prospect. 

“To those unacquainted with the peculiar needs of an Hospital 
for the Insane, one hundred and eighty acres may seem to be an 
extraordinary allowance; but if there is anything respecting the 
treatment of the insane that may be regarded as settled, it is that 
they need more than all things else, besides food and shelter, 
abundant exercise out of doors, including labor on the grounds, 
in the shape of gardening and farming. There must be ample 
room to enable the patients to take long walks and drives with- 
out going outside the hospital grounds, where they may be ex- 
posed to observation, and where the roads may be in bad con- 
dition. 

“The farm should be large enough to employ all the available 
labor on the place. There is no kind of employment in which so 
many persons not actually bred to it can be so profitably and 
pleasantly engaged as that of farming or gardening. Any hos- 
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pital designed for the working classes, with an extent of ground 
insufficient for this purpose, is certainly behind the age. 

“Tn an economical, as well as hygienic point of view, a farm is 
a most valuable adjunct to an hospital for the insane. Under 
no other circumstances can a farm be managed so profitably. 
It serves not only to employ the gratuitous labor of the patients, 
but also the paid labor of the hired men, the teams, horses and 
cattle, which may be turned to account; when not required for the 
work on the farm, in making improvements on the grounds, in 
getting supplies from town, and in doing other necessary work, 
thus effecting a great saving of expense. Hven were the farm a 
source of loss rather than of profit, you would still have the 
incalculable satisfaction of getting your milk directly from the 
fountain, and your vegetables directly from the ground. 

“Unquestionably, the farm would relieve your finances in no 
insignificant degree. At the Butler Hospital with about sixty 
acres under cultivation, and that of the lightest kind, with no 
other manure than that furnished by the stock pig-styes and 
sewage, our balance sheet one year with another, for the last 
eight or ten years, showed an annual profit of about $3,000. 
Even at the McLean Asylum, where every stroke of labor is 
paid for, the farm profits last year were between $7,000 and 
$8,000. Your soil may not be as good as theirs, but with your 
opportunities of obtaining sea-weed, it would soon and cheaply 
be brought into a very fertile condition. With this advantage, 
and that of considerable labor from your patients, your returns 
would greatly outstrip those of the Butler or McLean. To do 
this, you will need every acre you have secured. If there is 
any fault in the matter, itis that you have too little, rather than 
too much land. In another indispensable requisite, the site is 
all that can be wished; the air is pure and free. That which 
comes from the sea never can be otherwise; and that which 
comes over the land is as free from impurities as can well be 
expected without going far into the country. I have seen it 
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objected to the site that it is bleak and exposed to the full 
sweep of the winds. Any place on the sea-shore might be 
called bleak; but as many of your people seek such places for 
a summer residence, and many do not abandon them through 
the winter even, this bleakness would seem not to render 
the site at Winthrop completely unfit for the purpose. Of 
course trees must be planted, and though a few years must 
elapse before they can serve the purpose of protection, yet 
planted trees have this great advantage over native growth, that 
they are just where you want them; and having plenty of air, 
light and soil, they become well developed and handsome trees, 
which forest-grown trees in New England, never are. In some 
of the discussions respecting the site, it was assumed that trees 
could not be made to grow there. In this unqualified manner I 
should doubt the correctness of the statement. Of course there 
is some difficulty in raising trees on the coast; but it is certain that 
the coast was once well wooded, and the success which has been 
obtained all along the shores of the Bay, in planting, proves that 
the difficulty may be overcome by perseverance and skill. If it 
be true that no tree can be made to grow on that site, then I 
have no hesitation in saying, that it lacks a requisite which if 
not indispensable, is one of the most desirable that an hospital 
for the insane can possess. : 2 : 

“ Besides all these advantages, the prospect presents a pleasing 
view, varied by storm and sunshine, and enlivened by a constant 
change of objects calculated to arrest the attention and furnish 
materials for reflection and conversation. It is also as free 
from the noise and troubles of railroads and the intrusion of 
loafers as any place could well be within a few miles of a large 
city. 

“Tt has been mentioned as an objection to your site that its 
long stretch of water presents unusual facilities for suicide. 
This objection is certainly not without some weight, but lies 
against almost every hospital in the land; for scarcely one is 
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without a brook or pond within an easy run from the house, and 
two or three feet of water is as effectual for suicidal purposes 
as the depths of the ocean. This danger, like every other inci- 
dent to a congregation of insane persons, must be met by the 
usual means, — by increased vigilance and every practicable 
safeguard. : : : : 

“ Considering all the circumstances of the case, therefore, I 
think your Board have been exceedingly fortunate in being able 
to secure a site within a reasonable distance of Boston, com- 
bining so completely the requisites necessary for the purpose.” 


Dr. Choate, of the Taunton State Hospital, says: 


“ After a careful examination of the Winthrop Farm, I can 
express an unqualified approval of it as a site for a new hos- 
pital. Its admirable combination of salubrity, natural beauty of 
ground and scenery, and retirement, make it one of the most 
desirable locations for the purpose I have ever seen.” 


Dr. Tyler, of the McLean Asylum, Somerville, says: 


“T remember very well visiting with the late Dr. Stedman and 
yourself a number of farms which had been proposed for the 
location of the new Hospital for the Insane for the City of Bos- 
ton, and among others the farm at Winthrop. 

“T came fully to the belief, which I see no reason for changing, 
that the last named farm presents in a remarkable degree the 
requisites for such a purpose. The view is of rare beauty, the 
location healthy, access sufficiently easy, and there is no pros- 
pective probability of being crowded or annoyed by encroach- 
ments of population. 

« The only objection made to the location, which seems to have 
plausibility even, is its apparent bleakness and exposure to the 
full force of easterly storms. It is desirable that such an insti- 
tution should be placed upon high land. The other locations 
proposed, and which we visited, were upon hills; and the difference 
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in the matter of inclemency between them or between any con- 
siderable height within six miles of Boston and this place at 
Winthrop would not be worth counting, while in all other 
respects it appeared to me to be clearly preferable. 

“T think Dr. Stedman was earnestly wm accord with the above 


views.” 
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APPENDIX B. 


The following extracts contain the opinions of several medical 
gentlemen upon the plans for a new Hospital: They are recog- 
nized as authorities in matters pertaining to the insane in this 
country and Kurope. 


Dr. Butler, of the Hartford Retreat, says: 


“T most heartily approve of the admirable plan for the ‘ Bos- 
ton Hospital for the Insane,’ at Winthrop, which. you have sub- 
mitted to the government of your noble old city.” 


Dr. Tyler, of the McLean Asylum, in Somerville, says: 


“Tt seems to me that you have combined in them all the con- 
veniences and facilities for the care and treatment of the insane, 
which the experience of those conversant therewith has proved 
to be of practical value.” 


Dr. Bancroft, of the Concord Asylum, says: 


“T have examined with some care and very great interest 
your plan for the new Boston Hospital for the Insane, and it 
seems to me admirable in all respects. I cannot see how it 
could well be improved. I am particularly pleased with the 
size and arrangement of the different rooms in the wings, espe- 
cially as regards light and circulation of air. I am glad also to 
see in one division an open corridor. The facilities for getting 
easily from the wards to the grounds is a very desirable feature 
in my estimation. The same may be said of the reception 
rooms in the wings. 
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“Taken as a whole, Iam sure such a building will increase 
very essentially the facilities for the proper care and treatment 
of the insane, and carry to the maximum the architectural 
arrangements for the comfort and happiness of those who need 
to live in an asylum.” 


Dr. Kirkbride, of the Pennsylvania Hospital, says: 


“T feel confident it will receive high commendations from 
those whose experience will give value to their opinions. ... . 
As a whole, it seems to me that all must agree that carried out 
as proposed, it will be a hospital remarkably complete in its 
arrangements, and one which will do honor to the City of Bos- 
ton, and to all who may be instrumental in bringing about such 
a noble provision for the afflicted of your community.” 


Dr. Nichols, of the Government Hospital, at Washington, 
says: 

“Thope I shall be pardoned for saying that our hospital 
edifice unites in a higher degree than any other building or 
place I have seen, the most important and somewhat conflict- 
ing requisites of a municipal hospital for the insane, ... . and 
in looking over your plan I was struck with the fact, as I think 
that it closely approximates the plan of this institution in afford- 
ing the requisites I have enumerated. ... It appears to me a 
municipal hospital for the insane which receives into its wards 
persons afflicted with every form of mental disease, and present- 
ing every degree of mental and moral culture, and more or less 
independent pay patients, should have more means of classifica- 
tion than most of our public hospitals and asylums enjoy; and 
in your case, [ think you will, in time, feel the need of more 
wards for each sex than you have in your plan.” 


Dr. Brown, of the Bloomingdale Asylum, New York, says: 


“JT have examined your plans, and congratulate you on the 


excellence of your designs, which contain novelties of great

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merit. The building will be remarkably light and cheerful... . 
- Your plans show originality, common sense and expertism, all of 
which are good things to have in a hospital.” 


Dr. Choate, of the State Lunatic Hospital at Taunton, says: 


“T have examined it with great care, and with a desire to find 
something to criticise. . . . Two questions naturally arise in the 
consideration of such a plan. — First, Does it come fully up to 
the best standard of the present time? To this, I should unhes- 
itatingly answer that it does. The second question is, Are there 
any superfluities ? Can anything be lopped off, which will reduce 
its expense without impairing its usefulness? I have studied 
this point with the utmost care, for [ know how important you 
consider it, and Lcan truly say that I can point out no retrench- 
ment which would be wise economy, no curtailment which would 
not be serious loss. 

“Tf you carry out your present plan fully and well, I feel 
fully warranted in saying, with the remembrance before me of 
all the excellent institutions which I have visited the past year, 
that you will have a model hospital and at a moderate cost.” 


Dr. Ray, until recently of the Butler Hospital, Providence, 
R: L, says: 


“Tn reply to your favor soliciting an expression of opinion 
respecting the merits of your plan for a new hospital, I am glad 
to say it meets my hearty approval. .. . The estimated cost 
seems large, but I do not see how any of the features of the 
plan could be dropped or much modified without the sacrifice of 
some essential point. By reducing the size of the patients’ 
rooms, and making the establishment, generally, as hospitals 
were made twenty-five or thirty years ago, you might bring down 
the cost, perhaps, twenty-five or thirty per cent, though I suspect 
it would prove much less. If it is desired that the plan should 
represent the improvements of an advanced philanthropy and 
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science, rather than the deficiencies of a past age, it must neces- 
sarily be, that a hospital should cost more in proportion to pre- 
vailing prices than it did thirty years ago. 

“JT do not mean to convey the idea that your plan combines 
every feature that can possibly be desired. Irrespective of origi- 
nal outlay and subsequent maintenance, a two-story building is 
preferable to one of three stories, and rooms on one side of the 
hall a preferable arrangement to that of rooms on both sides; 
but these features have seldom been adopted in this country, 
and may be dispensed with without detriment to any essential 
purpose. 

“T have again carefully examined the plan to see if any essen- 
tial point has been lost by any defective management of the 
details, and the impression made on my mind «is one of almost 
unqualified approval. If your plan is carried into execution, I 
think you will have a hospital inferior to no other in the country, 
and one which you may justly point to as worthy of imitation, 
both in its general and particular arrangements.”

MINORITY REPORT ON GEOGRAPHIES. 


The undersigned, members of the Committee on Text-Books, 
respectfully present a Minority Report on the subject of Geog- 
raphies : 

Frequent changes in Text-Books, except when prompted by 
the carefully ascertained superiority of a new book, are unwise. 
By a change of terms used, a different expression of definitions, 
and by a change in the order of topics treated, the progress of 
the pupil is not unfrequently interrupted and retarded. 

Such change also, if honorably made, imposes a heavy burden 
of expense, either upon the parents or the city. This latter con- 
sideration is one that should not be forgotten in the attempt to 
try an educational experiment, which our city can afford to wait 
a little for others to test. 

But all questions of expense aside, there does not seem to be 
any good reason for superseding the very excellent series of 
Geographical Text-Books, now in use in our Public Schools, by 
those of Professor Guyot. 

Warren’s books have been eminently successful, as tested by 
the school-room, by the quarterly examinations, and by the an- 
nual examinations for admission to the High Schools. For 
several years, the examinations in this study have been peculiarly 
satisfactory. 

Warren’s Geographies, in the judgment of most of our teach- 
ers,—and their opinions on this subject are entitled to respectful 
and weighty consideration,— are unrivalled and unequalled. 
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The topics discussed are important and well arranged. The 
maps are excellent. In the department of Physical Geography, 
in which so much interest has been awakened by leading Geog- 
raphers of America and Europe, Warren’s Common School 
Geography is quite as full as is desirable in an elementary 
work, not intended for the discussion of yet unsettled theories, 
or the original investigation of natural phenomena. Physical 
Geography is a very important department of study, but it is 
not all. The invention and enterprise of the present day, and 
the changes in States and governments, have given an importance 
to Political Geography which it never before possessed. 

A very important end to be gained in our Grammar School 
course is the acquisition of facts, such facts as shall form the 
basis of philosophical investigation later in the course of study 
and in mature life. 

Warren’s Geographies have been carefully revised from time 
to time, as political changes, discoveries, and the progress in the 
science have required; some of the recent changes having been 
made at the suggestion of the Boston Committee on Text-Books. 
Two years ago, the chapter on New England was re-written, and 
a new two-page map of New England made, at considerable 
expense, to adapt the books more fully to the wants of our 
schools. 

In this connection, it is proper to state that this very revision, 
and the preparation of a new map, so delayed the publication of 
the new edition, that it was not presented to the Committee on 
Text-Books until after the books had been settled for 1866—T. 
As no further action could then be had, and as there was a 
general desire expressed by both teachers and pupils to use the 
latest edition, the publishers generously gave an even exchange 
of the new book for all recent editions of the old, and received 
fifty cents in exchange for the earlier editions. This last part 
was finally objected to by some, and the money was wholly re- 
funded to the pupils, and the entire supply of the Common 
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School Geography for all the pupils in all the schools of the 
entire city was made without expense to the pupils or the city. 
This supply — over six thousand (6,000) copies — was made a 
donation to the schools, less than two years ago, and that not 
for the purpose of retaining the book for the year, as the old 
edition had already been re-adopted. 

Without discussing, at this time, the merits or the defects of 
Guyot’s Geographies, or of any other series, in detail, your Com- 
mittee report, that they have given attention to the various books 
and series that have been brought before them, and they re- 
spectfully recommend that no change be made in the series of 
Geographies. 

The passage of the accompanying order is recommended.

To the City Council of the City of Boston: 


The Cochituate Water Board, in compliance with the provi- 
sions of the City Ordinance, respectfully submit their annual 
report for the year ending April 30th, 1868, together with the 
reports of the Clerk of the Board, City Engineer, Water Regis- 
trar, and the Superintendents of the Eastern and Western Divi- 
sions of the Water Works to which they would refer the City 
Council for the detailed statements of all matters relating to 
the condition and progress of the Water Works during the year. 

It gives us pleasure in being able to report that the gencral 
condition of the works in every department is entirely satis- 
factory. 

The supply of water has been ample to meet all the require- 
ments for which it was introduced, the average level of the 
water at the Lake having been 1213, feet above the bottom of 
the Conduit, which is the highest average (with one exception) 
since the water was introduced in 1848. On February 10th, 
the Lake was at high-water mark, and the water commenced to 
run over the dam into the Sudbury River, and continued to do 
so until the 13th of June; wasting during that time, accord- 
ing to the estimate of the City Engineer, 2,482,041,363 gal- 
lons: by another year, however, we shall require a portion of 
the water that is usually wasted in the spring to fill the Chest- 
nut Hill Reservoir.

EASTERN DIVISION. 


This division is under the charge of Mr. E. R. Jones, and 
comprises that portion of the works lying east of the Brookline 
Reservoir, including the distributing pipes and reservoirs in the 
city. During the year, the last section (1,900 feet in length) of 
the Tremont Street 30 and 36 inch main has been successfully 
raised, at an expense of $15,929.06; there has been also 2,866 
feet of 12-inch, 7,778 feet of 6-inch, and 1,952 feet of 4-inch 
pipe laid, making the total amount of pipe laid since the com- 
mencement of the works to May Ist, 141 miles 5,142 feet, to 
which are connected 1,370 gates and 1,604 Fire Hydrants. The 
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number of service pipes laid has been 723, making a total to 
May Ist of 26,924. The repairs on the pipes have been ten 
per cent less than the previous year, but as usual the largest 
number of breaks have been caused by the frost, and from the 
settling of the earth. 

The most important work in this division is the laying of the 
main and service pipes in Wards 13,14,and 15. An appropri- 
ation of $200,000 for this purpose having been made by the 
City Council on April 20th, specifications were immediately sent 
to the several foundries where such work is performed, and the 
proposals were received soon after, and the contracts awarded 
as follows: for the 24 and 12 inch pipe, to R. D. Wood 
& Co., at $3.33) per hundred for the 24-inch and $3.40 
per hundred for the 12-inch; the 6-inch pipe to 8. Fulton & 
Co., at $3.50 per hundred. The pipes are to be coated with 
coal pitch varnish, to prevent rust and ochreous accretions, 
and to be delivered as required. 

For the general supply of this district, it is proposed to con- 
nect with the present 36-inch main, at the junction of Lowell 
and Washington streets, near the Providence Railroad crossing, 
a 24-inch main, and carry the same through Washington and 
Dudley streets to Hampden street (formerly Easr street), and 
then to branch off from this main with smaller pipes extending 
into the several streets on the high grounds where water is 
most needed; the principal avenues running north and south are 
to have 12-inch mains, and the intermediate streets 6 and 4-inch. 
The required gates, hydrants and service pipes will be put in 
as the mains are laid; considerable progress has already been 
made in this work. 

The repairs on the Kast Boston Reservoir is another impor- 
tant work now under way. ‘The plan adopted is thus described 
in the Report of the City Engineer: “To remove the entire 
stone lining of the reservoir, and a sufficient amount. of the 
subjacent soil to permit a lining eighteen inches thick of tem- 
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pered clay to be placed over the entire interior surface. This 
clay lining to be covered with from twelve inches to three feet 
of gravel, and the protection wall and paving to be replaced.” 
This method was decided upon, after careful investigation of 
over two years, to ascertain the cause of the leaks. 


WESTERN DIVISION. 


This division is under the charge of Mr. Albert Stanwood, 
and includes the Lake, and that portion of the works lying be- 
tween the Lake and the Gate-house at the Brookline Reser- 
voir. 

The surroundings of the Lake are in good condition, with the 
exception of the embankment near the Saxonville Branch Rail- 
road, which is washing away, and orders have been given to 
have a slope wall built to prevent further injury. 

The Filter Dam at Pegan Brook has been re-built in the 
most thorough manner; and it is proposed to build another dam 
of like construction, a short distance above the present one, as 
soon as the water is sufficiently low to permit it to be done. 
This, we believe, will effectually prevent the impurities of this 
brook from flowing into the Lake. 

As encroachments had been made upon the land owned by the 
city around Lake Cochituate and on the line of the Conduit, 
Mr. Joseph Crafts was employed last summer to obtain releases 
from the several parties, and over one hundred were obtained, 
many of them covering two and three parcels of land, a few 
of the abutters only having objected to signing a release, and in 
a very few instances the parties who might claim they have 
possession cannot be found. These cases will be settled by 
setting fences on the boundary lines. 

The marginal land around Dug Pond has been purchased 
and secured by deeds to the city, with the exception of a small 
piece where an ice-house now stands: as by courtesy of the 
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City this is used for its present purpose, it is not considered 
really necessary that the city should own it. By thus control- 
ling the shore, the water is secured against impurities that might 
otherwise be carried into it, and it gives an opportunity for 
raising the water to a level five feet higher than the present 
high-water mark. 

The Brookline Reservoir has not been cleaned out for over 
ten years, and is now in sucha state that, were it possible to 
keep up the supply in the city, we should consider it our im- 
perative duty to do.so; but until the Chestnut Hill Reservoir 
is completed, it cannot be done without depriving the city of 
water for several days, as the small conduit around the reser- 
voir is only sufficient to keep one of the mains supplied. The 
Gate-house is in a leaky condition, and cannot be repaired for 
the present, for the same reason. 


CuEestNuT Hitt RESERVOIR. 


The work on this reservoir has been pushed forward with 
great energy during the past year, and considerable progress 
has been made towards its completion. Contracts have been 
made for the stone work for the three Gate-houses,—the whole 
to be delivered before October 1st. Nearly all the stone for 
the intermediate gate-house are already on the ground. The 
contract for the 48-inch main to connect the reservoir with 
the present mains at the Brookline Reservoir has been 
made with the Messrs. J. W. & J. F. Starr, of Camden, N. J., 
at 3.,5%,¢. per lb., and they have commenced on the work and 
will deliver a portion before 1st of July, and the whole be- 
fore December 1st. The route for this main has been laid out 
and surveyed, and possession will be taken as soon as the pa- 
pers can be prepared. The large drain, seven thousand nine 
hundred and eighty feet in length, for carrying off the surface 
water, has been built during the year; this drain commences on

the northerly side of the Lawrence meadow, and extends entire- 
ly around the westerly, southerly and easterly sides of the reser- 
voir and continuing down Beacon Street to a short distance be- 
yond Rockland Street, and varies in size from two to six feet in 
diameter, requiring in its construction 1,367,500 brick, and over 
4,000 barrels of cement. In the City Engineer’s report will be 
found a full description of the magnitude of this work. 

The foundation for the intermediate gate-house has been 
successfully laid; to enable this to be done, it became necessary 
to remove a portion of the present conduit,In order to keep up 
the supply of water, daring its construction, a wooden flume 
was carried around the opening, so put together that it can be 
taken apart and used again in the event of any accident to the 
conduit. 

An account of the amount of work done, and what remains 
to be finished, will be found in the very full report of the City 
Engineer. 


WATER REGISTRAR DEPARTMENT. 


By reference to the report of the Water Registrar, it will be 
seen that the total number of water takers for the year 1868 
is 28,104, being an increase over the previous year of 350; of 
this number, 19,854 are for dwelling-houses, 4,595 for stores 
and shops, and 1,047 are for stables, the remaining 2,808 are for 
various purposes. ‘There were 610 cases where the water was 
turned off for non-payment, being 53 less than the previous 
year; of this number, 116 are still remaining off. The num- 
ber of meters now applied is 895; these meter accounts, al- 
though a continual source of trouble to the Board, are undoubt- 
edly of great advantage to the city in increasing the income, 
and checking the waste. The great danger of waste can be 
readily perceived when it is borne in mind that on the first of 


January there were 100,352 water fixtures in use in this city, 
2 
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being an increase of 6,025 over the previous year, and this will 
undoubtedly be largely increased by the annexation of Rox- 
bury. As many of these fixtures require two taps, it would be 
fair to estimate that at the present time there are 150,000 
places where there is liability of waste from carelessness or by 
the fixtures being out of order. 

The average daily consumption of water during the year has 
been 13,565,000 gallons, being an increase over the previous 
year of 1,336,000 gallons. The least average in any one 
month was 12,301,000 gallons, in the month of May; and the 
largest average was 15,434,000 gallons ii the month of Decem- 
ber.

Sir, —The following Report relating to the Water Works is 
presented in compliance with the ninth section of the ordinance 
relating to the Department of Engineering and Surveying : 


EASTERN DIVISION. 


The Report of the Superintendent will furnish the details of 
operations and the general condition of affairs in this division. 

On page 33 will be found the usual table of the average 
monthly heights of the water in the Brookline and City Reser- 
voirs above “ tide-marsh level.” 

The East Boston and South Boston Reservoirs have been shut 
off from general circulation during the entire year, and the 
heights of water do not indicate the average head. 

The condition of the East Boston Reservoir has been such 
that it was not deemed safe to raise the water above fifteen feet. 

During the months of September and October, observations 
were made to determine the amount of leakage and the exact 
localities where it occurred. 'The result showed that, with four- 
teen feet of water, the leakage amounted to 19,000 gallons per 
day, and, with twenty feet, nearly 50,000 gallons. 

The places where the water made its appearance on the out- 
side indicated that the leakage was not confined to that portion 
of the bank which was built above the natural surface; but that 
a very large portion found its way through veins of sand and 
gravel in the natural soil, and below the bottom of the puddle- 
trench, which was built only three feet below the natural surface. 

These observations confirmed my previously expressed opin- 
ions, and the plan which I had suggested the year before was 
adopted. ‘This plan was, to remove the entire stone lining of 
the reservoir, and a sufficient amount of the subjacent soil to 
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permit a lining, eighteen inches thick, of tempered clay, to be 
placed over the entire interior surface, this clay lining to be 
covered with from twelve inches to three feet of gravel, and the 
protection wall and paving to be re-placed. 

The work of repairs is now being executed in accordance with 
the aforesaid plan. 


EXTENSION OF THE WorKS IN ROXBURY. 


In the early part of last year, the question of supplying the 
City of Roxbury with water, in case of annexation, was consid- 
ered, and certain estimates of the cost of distribution were then 
made and submitted to your Board at the request of the Com- 
missioners on Annexation. Although those estimates were hur- 
riedly made, and the details of the system of distribution were 
not very fully considered, yet it is believed the actual cost will 
not vary materially from those figures. 

Since the consummation of annexation, surveys, levels, and 
plans, have been made, and a general plan of distribution decided 
upon, as follows, viz: 

The supply main is to be twenty-four inches in diameter, to 
be connected with the thirty-six-inch main in Tremont Street, 
near the Providence Railroad crossing, and to be laid through 
Washington and Dudley streets, as far as Hampden Street. 
This main will connect with twelve-inch distribution pipes at 
Tremont and Pynchon streets, at Shawmut Avenue and Washing- 
ton street and at Hampden Street and Grove Hall Avenue. 
The principal avenues running North and South will be supplied 
with twelve-inch pipes, and the smaller intermediate streets with 
six and four inch pipe. It was originally proposed to make the 
supply main sixteen inches in diameter; but, for various reasons, 
it was finally deemed to be more prudent to make it twenty-four 
inches. This increase of size, while involving no additional loss 
of head in other sections of the city, will be a positive gain in 
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this respect to the Highland District. It will form, eventually, 
part of a new line to South Boston, and one that is really needed 
now, to secure a greater head and to provide a much needed safe- 
guard in case of accident to the single line, which is now the 
only reliance of the citizens of that rapidly growing section. 

Specifications and drawings of the pipes and special cast- 
ings required for this district have been made, and contracts 
for furnishing the same, and also the hydrants and gates 
have been awarded, — all the pipes, etc., to ‘be delivered 
before December first. 

Work has been commenced by the Superintendent, in the 
vicinity of Mt. Pleasant and also in Highland Street and 
will be prosecuted with all possible despatch. In those sec- 
tions where ledge occurs, the progress will be necessarily 
slow. 

All the pipes contracted for will be coated with coal 
pitch varnish, prepared and applied substantially according to 
Dr. Smith’s process, which is described as follows in the 
specifications, viz: 

a. Livery pipe and casting must be entirely free from dust, 
sand or rust when the varnish is applied. 

6. The varnish or pitch is to be made from coal tar, dis- 
tilled until all the naphtha is removed, the material deodorized, 
and the pitch reduced to about the consistency of wax or very 
thick molasses; pitch which becomes hard and brittle when cold 
will not answer for this use. 

c. Pitch of the proper quality having been obtained, it must 
be heated in a suitable vessel, to a temperature of three hun- 
dred degrees Fahrenheit, and must be maintained at not less 
than that temperature during the dipping. As the material will 
deteriorate after a number of pipes have been dipped, fresh 
pitch must be frequently added, and at least eight per cent of 
heavy linseed oil must be added daily with the fresh pitch, and 
the vessel must be entirely emptied of the pitch and refilled with 
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fresh material as often as may be necessary to insure the per- 
fection of the process. 

d. Each casting shall be kept immersed from thirty to forty- 
five minutes, or until it attains the temperature of three hun- 
dred degrees Fahrenheit, and, if required by the engineer, shall 
be heated to such temperature as he may designate before it is 
dipped. 

e. After the bath is completed, the castings will be removed 
and placed in Such a position to drip that the thickness of the 
varnish shall be uniform. 

f. The coating on the pipes and castings must be tenacious 
when cold, and not brittle, nor disposed to scale off, and when 
it shall appear to the inspector that the coating has not been 
satisfactorily applied, the pipe or casting shall be thoroughly 
scraped and cleaned and re-coated. 

This process is generally adopted by engineers of Water 
Works in this country, where cast-iron is the material used for 
water pipes. It has been tested for over ten years, and pipes 
laid on our own works in 1858 are found to be almost entirely 
free from rust or ochreous accretions. 

The hydrant adopted for the extensions is the one known 
as the “Lowry Hydrant,” which, from observation and from 
inquiries made’ in localities where it has been tested, I believe to 
combine more advantages with fewer defects than any other. 
A contract for any number we may require, — from 100 to 300, 
has been made with the Boston Machine Co. 

A contract has also been made with the aforesaid company 
for all the stop-gates required, the pattern being the kind called 
the “swing-valve,’ upon which the company has a patent. 
These gates, manufactured in the thorough style of workman- 
ship characteristic of this company, are vastly superior to our 
old styles, and will, undoubtedly, supersede them eventually. 
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For details of the condition of affairs on the Western Divi- 
sion and at the Lake, see the report of the Superintendent. 

Surveys have been made by this Department of the land con- 
tiguous to the shore of Dug Pond, which it was desirable that 
the city should own and control; and, during the Winter, sound- 
ings were taken of the depth of water in all parts of the Pond. 

The annual examination of the interior of the Conduit from 
the Lake to Charles River was recently made, and it was found 
to be in excellent condition as to cracks and fissures, but very 
dirty and slimy, and should be cleaned before hot weather. 

The following notes of the examination will give a good idea 
of the state of the Conduit: 


First DIvIsIoN. 


At Station 7 to 8 is a fine crack in top arch. 

At Stations 174, 96 and 974, fissures with considerable water 
and sand running in. 

At Stations 154 to 155 is a fine crack in top arch. 

Between Stations 157 and 158 is a crack which has been re- 
paired, and is now in good condition. 

From Station 168 to 169, a repaired crack, in good order. 

Near Station 169, a short crack, which should be pointed. 

Stations 1694 to 170, small crack in top arch. 

Station 172 to 1753, repaired crack, in good order, except a 
small portion near 174 which was left without pointing. 

Stations 1823 to 183, a fine crack in top arch. 

Stations 2071 to 2083, a fine crack in top arch. 

Stations 2454 to 247}, cracks that have been repaired are all 
in good order; but there are several small cracks that have not 
been cemented. 

Stations 2544 to 256, a very fine crack in top. 
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A little past 272 is a crack,—part of which has been ce- 
mented, — extending to about 2744. 


SECOND DIVISION. 


At Stations 123} to 13, is a fine crack in top; also between 
16 and 17. 

This division is in better condition as to repairs and cleanli- 
ness than the first; and the repairs which were made of the very 
bad portion on the Ware’s Valley embankment have stood re- 
markably well. 

On the Ist of January, 1867, the water at the Lake was 12 
feet 2 inches above the bottom of the Conduit and remained, 
with slight fluctuations, at about that height, until February 9th, 
when it began to rise; and on the 12th it had reached a level 
of 14 feet 1 inch, and we were obliged to run 17 inches in 
depth over the Outlet Dam. The Lake continued full until the 
13th of June. August Ist, it stood at 11 feet T inches; August 
24th, at 12 feet 8 inches; October 29th, at 10 feet 84 inches; 
December 25th, at 10 feet 14 inches, — the lowest point reached 
during the year, — and on the last day of the year it stood at 
10 feet 5 inches. 

It will be seen by reference to the table on page 30, that the 
average level of the water in the Lake during the past year 
was 12,33, feet above the bottom of the Conduit, the highest 
average on record, except in 1863. 

The statement on page 27 shows that 35 per cent of the rain- 
fall was actually received into the Lake, and that the average 
daily capacity of the Lake, as a source of supply for a period 
of fourteen years, is 21,716,700 gallons, and deducting the 
average daily waste for the same period, it will be seen that the 
supply actually available is about 18,000,000 gallons per day. 

The following statement shows the amount of water wasted 
at the Outlet Dam during the year 1867:

CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


On pages 28 and 29 will be found the usual tables of the 
Consumption of Water; from which it appears that the average 
daily amount consumed in 1867 was 13,565,000 gallons, an in- 
crease over the previous year of 1,336,000 gallons. The least 
average in any one month was 12,301,000 gallons per day, in 
May, and the largest average was in December, amounting to 
15,434,000 gallons. 

Probably one-quarter of the water drawn from the Brookline 
Reservoir is wasted; and, if every one paid for water as they 
pay for gas, by meter measurement we should see my statement 
verified, and the consumption reduced to 10,000,000 gallons.

The work on the banks and slope wall was prosecuted from 
April 15th to Nov. 16th, and was resumed May 6th, and is now 
progressing well. The total number of lineal feet of bank com- 
pleted amounts to about 10,250, of which about 8,820 feet is 
covered with the protection wall. There remains to be built 
about 4,065 feet, 375 of which is in the Lawrence meadow -sec- 
tion, and can easily be finished the present summer. About 
1,100 feet of the balance, in the lower section, will be very 
heavy embankment, being from 20 to 40 feet in height. 

The drain alluded to in last year’s report was commenced on 
the 10th of May, and completed on the 27th of November. The 
following is a statement of the lengths of the various sizes, 
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which vary somewhat from the lengths as proposed to be built, 
and as stated in last year’s report:

This drain commences on the northerly side of the Lawrence 
meadow, and extends entirely around the westerly, southerly and 
easterly sides of the reservoir, and continues down Beacon 
Street, to a point a few hundred feet east of Rockland Street. 
It was a very important and costly portion of the work done 
during last year, requiring 1,367,500 brick, and about 4,500 
barrels of cement in its construction. Being underground, and 
out of sight, it contributes nothing towards a visible show of 
progress. his drain intercepts the surface drainage, which 
would otherwise flow into the reservoir. A considerable portion 
of this drain is laid from 15 to 20 feet below the surface, and 
several hundred feet of it in solid rock. It passes under the Con- 
duit which leads to Brookline Reservoir, where it crosses the new 
location of Beacon Street; and, as the excavation at this point 
was in solid ledge, upon which the Conduit itself rested, the ut- 
most care was requisite to avoid injury by blasting. Workmen 
were employed night and day upon this particular spot, and 
every precaution was taken to avoid any casualty, which might se- 
riously interrupt the supply of water to the Brookline Reservoir. 
The work was successfully accomplished, and the entire trench 
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around the drain and Conduit, for a leneth of about 50 feet, and 
as high as the top of the invert of the Conduit, was filled solid 
with concrete. 

The new portion of Beacon Street has been graded, and, 
although not in complete order, will probably be open to public 
travel, and the old portion discontinued before the first of June. 
About 400 feet of the Conduit, in the vicinity of the intermediate 
gate-house, has been removed, and is to be rebuilt upon a 
masonry foundation carried down to solid rock about eight feet 
below the bottom of the reservoir. This section was originally 
built on a clay embankment, and has been badly cracked. It is 
located across the narrow gap which divides the upper and 
lower reservoirs, and hence the care and expense requisite at 
this point, in order that the dam may be tight and strong and no 
injury result to the Conduit, in case of one section of the reser- 
voir being empty and the other full. While this work and that 
of building the intermediate gate-house is being prosecuted, 
the water is carried around the gap in a wooden flume, so con- 
structed that it can be taken apart, and used again in a similar 
emergency. The foundations are already in for the interme- 
diate gate-house, the cut granite is nearly all delivered, and a 
contract has been made for its erection, work upon which will 
soon commence. 

The bank upon the upper section being nearly completed, 
there only remains, to complete this section ready to receive the 
water, the removal of about 40,000 cubic yards of muck and sur- 
plus material, the building of the influent and intermediate gate- 
houses, and the building of less than 400 feet of bank and slope- 
wall, all of which the Superintendent intends to do before winter. 

The retaining wall, containing 2,380 cubic yards of stone, 
referred to in last year’s report, has been finished, ready to 
receive the coping stone, and the filling in the rear for the drive- 
way nearly finished. Other parts of the drive-way have been 
graded and ballasted, and a portion graded and partially bal- 
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lasted, amounting in all to 5,450 feet graded, and about 4,700 
feet ballasted. A considerable portion around the Lawrence 
meadow has been covered with broken stone and a temporary 
coating of gravel, so that people who desire can form a tolerable 
idea of the quality of roadway which we intend to have. 

Contracts have been made for furnishing all the cut granite 
for the gate-houses, and for the erection of the same. 

A contract has also been made with J. W. and J. F. Starr, of 
Camden, N. J., for the 48-inch pipe, about 7,400 feet in length, 
to connect the reservoir with the present mains in Brookline; 
said pipes and castings to be all delivered before December 1. 

A contract has also been made with the Boston Machine 
Company for all the gates for our gate-houses and for regula- 
ting the connection with the present mains. 

A route for the 48-inch main has been surveyed and staked 
out, and the amount of land to be taken from the several owners 
has been surveyed. Possession will be taken as soon as the 
papers can be prepared, and the work of grading commenced.

Str :—My report for the year ending with the 30th of April, 
is herewith respectfully submitted. An account of the extensions 
of the main pipes, service pipes, stock in store, etc., may be 
found in the tables below, in the usual form. 

The raising of the last section of the large mains on Tremont 
Street was completed during the year. The other sections were 
raised, one in 1860, and the other in 1865. 

The raising last year was quite successful. With the ex- 
ception of the breaking in of the sewer at the terminus of the 
line, no accident occurred. This sewer was a large one, but 
was only four inches in thickness. It was repaired and 
strengthened by an additional course of brick. In replacing the 
earth at this point, I thought it would be more economical to put 
it back as well as the circumstances would permit, and repave it 
when fairly settled. It will be repaved soon as the weather 
will admit. 

Last fall, by an arrangement between the Water Boards of 
Charlestown and Boston, the box over the pipes by the side of 
Chelsea Bridge was removed; the line of pipes that supply the 
City of Chelsea was laid on the same capping with ours, and 
both lines housed over. The size of this covering being suf- 
ficiently large to admit two or more men removed a serious 
difficulty in the way of making repairs. 

The work of repairing the East Boston Reservoir was com- 
menced this spring. The bad weather has thus far been quite 
unfavorable to the progress of this work, but everything is now 
arranged so that nothing but the weather, that I know of, will 
interrupt its speedy completion. 
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The work of laying the mains in the newly annexed territory 
was commenced some three weeks since, and I hope soon to re- 
port to the Board of a more rapid progress. 

From year to year this department performs a great deal of 
work of a nature that cannot be inserted in the tables below. 
As you are conversant with these labors, and as they would be 
of no interest to the City Government or the public, I will not 
describe them here.

Sir, —In presenting you with the report of the condition of 
matters connected with the Western Division, I must say that 
many things that were proposed last spring to be done have 
been left undone, owing to more pressing wants at the Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir. Everything at the Lake has been kept in its 
usual good order. The culverts and waste-weirs are in a good 
condition. I would call your attention to the embankment near 
the Saxonville Branch Railroad. It is washing away rapidly, 
and steps should be taken at once to protect it. Stone were got 
out and hauled to the point opposite the grove, for the purpose 
of building a substantial wall; but the unfavorable weather the 
past winter has prevented the work being done. New stop- 
plank have been made for the dam and for the division of the 
Lake. They are painted, and stored in the boat-house, ready 
for use. The willows that were set out for the purpose of 
making a hedge have not done as well as was expected. Those 
on the east side of the road have done very well, and will be 
large enough by another year to have the fence in front of them 
removed. Slips have been set out on the west side of the road 
this spring, and it is hoped that they may yet be a success. The 
Filter Dam at Pegan Brook has been re-built in a thorough 
manner. Stone were taken from the Chestnut Hill Reservoir 
for that purpose, as it was impossible to get them at the time 
they were wanted in a more convenient locality. Owing to the 
rapid rise of the water at the Lake this spring, nothing was 
done towards building the second dam that was ordered to be 
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built. Should a favorable time occur this season, it will be 
attended to. 'The trees and bushes over the line of conduit 
have been cut down and disposed of. Above Newton Centre 
the embankment was made use of as a road to haul off the wood 
cut in that neighborhood. To prevent such use being made of 
it, posts have been set at different points so as to prevent the 
passage of teams. At the Brookline Reservoir, but little has 
been done, except to top-dress the banks. Muck and manure 
were hauled on to the ground last fall from the Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir, and this spring it has been spread over all the grass- 
land. The gate-house and embankment wall remain the same 
as last year, still needing repairs that cannot be made until the 
completion of the new reservoir. The annual examination of 
the conduit has been made between the Lake and Charles River. 
Several sections require cleaning, which will be attended to at 
an early day. As Mr. Crafts will make a full report of the 
same, I need say no more. With the exception of some fences 
that are to be built, and some that need repairing, I believe all 
connected with this division to be in good order. The follow- 
ing is a list of tools, etc., belonging to this division, stored at 
the Lake:

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


ON 


LAYING OUT AND WIDENING STREETS 


ON THE SUBJECT OF 


LAYING OUT AND GRADING THE STREETS 
ON THE BACK BAY TERRITORY BETWEEN COLUMBUS 
AVENUE AND THE BOSTON AND 
PROVIDENCE RAILROAD. 


1868. 
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In Board of Aldermen, July 6, 1868. 


The Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets would 
respectfully make the following report, for the information of the 
Board, in relation to the streets on the Back Bay territory lying 
northwest of Columbus Avenue, and between Dartmouth Street 
and West Chester Park: 


The laying out and grading of these streets is becoming a 
question of great importance to the city, as none of them have 
been accepted, and they are therefore not within the jurisdiction 


_ of the Board of Aldermen. The streets to which this report 
refers are ten in number (not including Dartmouth eessg and 


are as follows, viz: 


Yarmouth. 

West Canton. 
Holyoke. 
Pembroke. 

West Newton. 
Rutland. 

West Concord. 
Worcester. 

West Springfield. 
West Chester Park. 


The fee of these streets is in the Boston Water Power Com- 
pany; that Company has graded them on a level with Columbus 
Avenue, and terminating at the Boston & Providence Railroad, 
at a height of from six to eleven feet above the road-bed of the 
railroad, aceording to the location of the street. The heights 
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to which they are at present graded would not allow of the 
bridging over of the railroad of either of these streets, and it is 
certainly very evident that some of them at least will ultimately 
have to be extended and bridged over the railroad at a clear 
height of about seventeen feet above the rails— 

The Committee have been informed that there is no agree- 
ment between the Water Power Company, the Railroad Com- 
pany and the Commonwealth in reference to the construction of 
the bridges required to cross the railroad. 

As the railroad has a rising grade southwardly of about 
twelve feet per mile, the ends of these streets where they abut 
upon the railroad would have to be raised above the present 
filling from seven to twelve feet, according to their relative 
location, and running from that height down to Columbus 
Avenue at its present height, which is eighteen feet above mean, 
low water. 

As several parties have already commenced building on two 
or three of these streets, without any authorized grade having 
been given them, and in order to prevent the mistake of 
allowing them to build on a lower grade than would be accep- 
table to the city, it is important that immediate action should 
be taken by this Board to secure a satisfactory system of grades 
that would allow of either of these streets being bridged over 
the railroad at a proper height, should it be required; and 
as it is impossible to determine at the present time which of the 
streets it will in the future be necessary to have pass over 
the railroad (and it may be necessary to bridge all of them), it 
is thought to be advisable by the Committee to grade all of the 
streets with a view to that end. 

The officers of the Water Power Company have expressed 
themselves willing to enter into a liberal agreement with the 
city, by which the said streets can be graded as the best inter- 
est of the city requires; and they also have expressed their 
willingness to abandon the marginal street as laid out by them, 
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thirty feet in width, bordering on the railroad, which street the 
Committee are of the opinion is unnecessary, as it would require 
an expensive retaining wall, about 2,800 feet in length, between 
Dartmouth Street and West Chester Park; whereas if this street 
were abandoned, retaining walls would be required only at the 
ends of the streets (the abutments serving for that purpose). Be- 
tween the streets, the walls of the houses and lots would take 
the place of a general retaining wall,— of course the expense 
fallmg upon the owners of the lots. The Water Power Com- 
pany propose, if this street is abandoned, to lay out a ten-foot 
passage-way midway between the streets and running parallel with 
them, for the accommodation of the lots, with a turning place at 
the end near the railroad, of sufficient size to allow city carts, 
etc., to turn round in. ‘The Committee understand, however, 
that this street could not be abandoned, unless by the consent of 
all the parties to the “ Tripartite Agreement.” 

It is estimated that it will require about 8,000 squares of 
earth to complete the grading of these streets to the high grade, 
as proposed. This estimate was made without making any 
allowance for side-slopes, as the earth in the slopes would have 
to be excavated whenever buildings are erected on the streets, 
and for this reason it was thought best to grade them some- 
what narrower on top than the full width of the streets. 

The Committee herewith submit a plan showing the streets, 
with grades of the same, and also the proposed passage-ways 
between the streets. 

For the reasons above stated the Committee would unani- 
mously recommend the passage of the following order:

The Joint Special Committee to whom were referred the pa- 
pers of last year, in relation to the subject of providing and 
maintaining a Home for the Children of Deceased or Disabled 
Soldiers and Sailors who served in the late war to the credit of 
the City of Boston, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The subject of providing a Home for this class of children 
was considered very fully by a Special Committee of the City 
Council last year; and in concluding their report they state, 
that when the Roxbury Almshouse comes into the possession of 
the City of Boston, under the terms of the act of union, it 
would be well, in their opinion, to make such changes in it as 
would adapt it for the accommodation of disabled soldiers and 
sailors and their children. 

Thn Almshouse has since become the property of the city; 
and the Directors of Public Institutions have recently informed 
the City Council that they have removed all the inmates to the 
City Institution at Deer Island, and that, having no further use 
for the building and grounds, they await such action of the City 
Council as may be deemed advisable. 

The Committee have received from the Superintendent of the 
Institutions at Deer Island a list of the children in the Pauper 
Schools whose fathers served in the army or navy during the 
late war; from which it appears that the total number of chil- 
dren is 49,— males 33, females 16. The number who have 
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fathers living is 28. The number who have mothers living is 
29. 

After a careful consideration of the subject, the Committee are 
of the opinion that it would be expedient to set apart a portion 
at least of the Almshouse at the Highlands for the use of these 
children, to be designated a “ Home for the Children of Soldiers 
and Sailors.” | 

The Committee would also recommend, that the Institution be 
placed under the charge of the Directors for Public Institutions, 
with authority to make such alterations as are needed to furnish 
comfortable accommodations for the children. 

To that end, they would respectfully recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order.

way company whose tracks are therein located.” 

Ordered, That this regulation take effect on and after its 
passage. 


RULES NOW IN FORCE. 


1. All applications for watering the streets of the city shall be 
referred to the Committee on Internal Health, who, if they agree 
that the application be granted, shall decide whether the street or 
streets applied for shall be watered with fresh or salt water, and 
the license shall expressly state which kind of water shall be used. 

2. The expense of watering the streets is to be borne in all 
cases by the abutters. 

3, The mode of watering the streets, and the quantity of water 
to be put upon the streets during each day, shall be determined 
upon by the Superintendent of Health. 

4. ‘The license shall be for the term of one year only, and shall 
be liable to be revoked at the pleasure of the Board of Aldermen. 

5. The time of commencing and finishing the duty of watering 
the streets to be determined by the Superintendent of Health. 

6. In watering the streets, especial care must be taken to avoid 
wetting the crossing stones in each street.

The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred the peti- 
tion of Hiram A. Bowles and others, that leave be granted to 
the Broadway Universalist Society to erect a wooden meeting- 
house on Broadway, in South Boston, having carefully considered 
the subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


It is provided in Section 1, Chapter 280, of the Acts of the 
year 1850, that the City Council of the City of Boston may au- 
thorize the erection of wooden buildings in those parts of said 
city called South Boston and Hast Boston, upon such terms and 
conditions, and subject to such limitations and restrictions, as 
they may deem expedient. It is clear that, under this statute, 
the City Council have entire authority in the matter. 

By an ordinance passed May 16, 1850, the erection of wooden 
buildings, not more than thirty-two feet high, was authorized ; 
provided that no wooden building, except for mechanical pur- 
poses, shall be erected in a range of more than fifty feet in ex- 
tent, without the intervention of a brick partition wall. 

Since the passage of this ordinance, four wooden churches, 
and a large number of wooden buildings for other purposes, ex- 
ceeding in size the limits prescribed by the ordinance, and much 
more objectionable, in case of fire, than the proposed structure, 
have been erected in South Boston. Now, although the City 
Council have given no authority for the erection of these build- 
ings, it can hardly be supposed that they would refuse to grant 
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the necessary authority to maintain the structures, if an attempt 
was made to remove or destroy them as nuisances. 

The circumstances of the present case are peculiar. The Reli- 
gious Society which makes the application numbers between two 
hundred and three hundred members. After much effort, they have 
obtained a sufficient sum of money to purchase a lot of land, and 
erect a handsome wooden building on Broadway. ‘The members 
of the Society have not the means to subscribe for a brick or 
stone structure; and the simple question is, whether they shall be 
allowed to have a wooden church, or be prevented from having 
any church at all. ‘The land was purchased for the purpose in 
1865, before the land on either side was in the possession of its 
present owners. The foundations for the church have been laid, 
the contracts have been made, and a portion at least of the mate- 
rials have been purchased, for a wooden building. All this was 
done before any remonstrance was made by the real-estate 
owners in the vicinity, and before the Society had reason to be- 
lieve that any remonstrance would be made. Under these cir- 
ciimstances, it becomes as great a hardship to withhold the license 
to build as it would to refuse to legalize the structures already 
erected without authority, if an attempt was made to have them 
removed. 

The Committee would, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the following order.

The undersigned, a minority of the Committee to whom was 
referred the petition of Hiram A. Bowles and others, that leave 
be granted to the Broadway Universalist Society to erect a 
Church on Broadway, in South Boston, feel constrained, from a 
sense of duty, to differ from the conclusion at which a majority 
of the Committee have arrived. 

The ordinance passed by the City Council in 1850, based upon 
the special act of the Legislature of the same year, is, of course, 
to be taken as the settled policy of the city, as regards’ the con- 
struction of wooden buildings in Kast Boston and South Boston. 
The reasons which existed then for limiting the size of wooden 
buildings have much greater force to-day. During this interval 


of eighteen years, the number of houses in South Boston has more: 


than doubled; and it is well known that the danger from fire is 
ereatly increased when wooden buildings are located on com- 
pactly built streets. The records of the city do not show a 
single instance where leave has been granted to build a wooden 
structure exceeding the limits prescribed by the ordinance of 
1850; and if leave was granted in the present instance it would 
be an unprecedented departure from a long established policy. 
It cannot properly be urged in support of the present petition 
that numerous wooden structures have been erected without 
authority. If the real estate owners in the vicinity took no 
steps at the time to prevent the erection of these structures, the 
City Council did not feel called upon to take any action in the 
matter. But when objections are made by persons whose pro- 
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perty is adversely affected, and the city is called upon to take 
positive action against its own settled policy, a very grave ques- 
tion presents itself. 

If the limitations prescribed by the City Council are judicious, 
they should be adhered to. If they are departed from in this 
instance, there is no reason why they should not be in other in- 
stances; and real estate owners, whose property may be jeopard- 
ized by the erection of dangerous buildings in their vicinity, have 
no guarantee as to the policy of the city. Under these circum- 
stances, the undersigned deem it inexpedient to grant leave for 
the erection of a large wooden building on Broadway; and they 
would respectfully recommend, that the petitioners have leave to 
withdraw.

MR. LUTHER ROBINSON’S 
PROPOSITION FOR VENTILATING 
THE CITY HALL. 


1868.

Lo the Committee on Public Buildings, Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — The proper ventilation of the City Hall, as of 
other buildings, requires the furnishing of an abundant supply 
of fresh air, and the effectual removal of air from the building. 

By the system of ventilation which I have orally explained to 
you, both objects are satisfactorily accomplished. 

Beyond all doubt, fresh air is furnished, and impure air effi- 
ciently removed, and with proper skill in the application of the 
system, without annoyance from currents. 


? 


All simply “ejecting ” plans are wrong in theory, and there- 
fore, as proved by universal experience, inefficient and unsatis- 
factory in practice: and all forcing plans are costly for machin- 
-ery, power and care, even if excellent results can be secured ; 
and as to results, I have seen many cases of failure, as in the 
Legislative Halls in Washington, and none of complete success. 
As this building is finished, you would not now think of apply- 
ing our plans directly to every room; and the advisable plan is, 
to ventilate stairway hall, and thus improve the general atmos- 
phere of the building, and the Legislative Halls. 
To ventilate stairway hall I should apply three large ventila- 
tors, two at the ends, where “ ejecting” ventilators now stand, 
the internal appearance in the ceiling being unchanged, and a 
third, centrally, opening through the ceiling over the north pas- 
sage at the rear of the middle arch. 
Through our ventilators thus arranged, injection and ejection 
will be effectually accomplished, securing throughout the entire . 
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closed space a state of freshness hitherto wnknown, and not 
attainable, unless at enormous cost, by any other known plan. 

All the rooms opening into said space, especially those above 
the first story, will be improved in condition; and most or all of 
those occupied by few persons, I think, will be sufficiently venti- 
lated by the frequent opening of doors, allowing direct communi- 
cation with a reservoir of fresh and constantly changing air. 

There can be no doubt as to the operation and results above 
indicated, as I have a score of successful similar cases, including 
Dale Hospital in Worcester, Dexter Asylum, Providence, the jail 
in Lowell, the high and crowded jail in Brooklyn, N. Y., and the 
densely packed State Prison in Concord, N. H. 

The results in the latter case (alike in all) can be learned 
from the Warden’s statement on our circular. 

Thus much for the improvement of the general atmosphere of 
the building; but the rooms of the Mayor and Aldermen and 
Council need independent, direct and liberal ventilation. 

This can be accomplished, beyond all doubt, efficiently and 
satisfactorily, with no cutting of granite or iron, or injury to the 
building; with no box or other structure through either of these 
rooms, or in stairway hall; with no disturbance of cornice or other 
ornament; and with no change in the appearance of the rooms, ex- 
cept at the mouths of the ventilating boxes, to be covered of 
course with appropriate ornamental work. 

For the Aldermen’s room, I should use two ventilators of suf- 
ficient size, over the nearly unoccupied rooms adjacent to the 
east and west galleries of the Council chamber, boxes running 
through those rooms and obliquely through the vacant space 
under said galleries, thence to the: points of entrance into the 
Aldermen’s room at the rear of the corner arches on the north 
side of the room, all substantially as orally described to the 
Committee, and as approximately illustrated by a drawing. 

For the Council room, I would use ventilators standing also 
over the rooms adjacent to the galleries, and by boxes in or over 
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these rooms reach the Council chamber through the walls lat- 
erally, or through the ceiling of the galleries vertically, or in 
both modes. 

Details of this plan may be modified in some respects to suit 
the views of the committee. 

Thus arranged, the ventilation of both these rooms will be 
abundant and complete, fresh air being furnished, and all 
impurity removed as rapidly as developed by respiration and 
the combustion of gas. 

There will also be a marked relief from the effects of heat 
from so many gas lights, although, necessarily, the great amount 
of heat evolved near the heads of members, especially in the 
Council room, will be somewhat unpleasant to them, however 
perfect the ventilation. 

From this discomfort, additional relief may be secured at 
moderate cost by the use of Frink’s reflectors and lights placed 
near the ceiling, requiring much less than half the gas now used, 
and of course with so much less of impurity and heat evolved, 
and this at points considerably more distant from members. I 
have no interest in this matter; but having seen the plan applied 
with great success in the Legislative Halls in the State House 
at Harrisburg, and in other halls that I have ventilated, I can 
do no less than commend it to your attention as worthy of adop- 
tion, especially for the Council chamber. 

The chandeliers might be removed, or remain as ornaments, 
or for occasional use, as desired. The light from the reflectors 
is excellent. 

If employed to ventilate the City Hall on the general plan 
herein proposed, all work shall be well done, in style appropri- 
ate to the building. 

Any ventilators visible from School Street to be of ornamental 
style, and all of size sufficient to ensure the desired results. 

As the amount of gas consumed is unusually large, I propose 
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very liberal ventilation, easily regulated, and diminished if at 
any time found excessive. 

For the Aldermen’s room, I should use ventilators, found suf- 
ficient in the Town Halls of Stoneham and Hingham, and in the 
Pennsylvania State House, for audiences of 600 persons; and 
for the Council chamber a supply found sufficient in the large 
Town Hall in Haverhill, and in the City Hall in Dover, N. H., 
for audiences of 1500 to 2000 persons, and, of course, since 
physical law knows no geographical lines, abundant for this case. 
For results in these several cases, as in many others, see my 
circulars, enclosed. 

All work in or near the halls to be ventilated may be 
finished during the vacation, and the ventilators applied and the 
work above completed, and all ready for use before the end of 
September. 

Knowing the results as well before as after trial, I propose to 
ventilate the building, substantially as described, under the 
general supervision of a Committee, if desired, securing the results 
herein indicated to the satisfaction of both branches of the City 
Government after one month’s trial, for the sum of forty-nine 
hundred dollars ($4,900). 

If unsatisfactory, of course I shall remove the ventilators, 
claiming no compensation. 

I might propose to secure, at considerable less cost, an amount 
of ventilation that would be highly satisfactory in most conditions 
of the atmosphere; but for a case like this, I think it best to 
propose a very liberal supply, so as to insure success at all 
times. 

In the very few cases of only partial success, occurring years 
ago, during the experimental period, while I was learning the 
business, the deficiency is clearly traceable to want of size of 
ventilators, or to want of care and skill in their application; in 
no case to any fault of principle, which, illustrated in many 
hundreds of cases of complete success, is correct and universal. 
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My attention has been called to the unhealthy condition of the 
rooms below the basement. 

Their location is unfavorable for the convenient use of the 
best, or of ordinary means for ventilation; but a very obvious 
and not an expensive plan for improving the condition of the 
room south of the boilers is, to remove all the Hyatt lights and 
frames from the floor of the basement, supplying their place by. 
very open iron grating, thus allowing much more free communi- 
cation with the better air in the space above. 

The ventilation of the boiler room would be somewhat more 
difficult; but its condition can be greatly improved by means 
which I shall be pleased, if desired, orally to describe, but which 
I have now no time to explain by writing.

Str: In reply to the inquiry submitted to me by the Board of 
Aldermen, by an order of the 6th instant, I have the honor to 
state, that there is no legal obstacle, known to me, to the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the statutes regulating the erection of 
wooden buildings in this city. 

An opinion was once expressed by a former District Attorney 
for the District of Suffolk, that an indictment could not be sus- 
tained against persons violating these statutes; but I was not 
then, and am not now, able to concur in that opinion. 

No prosecution founded upon these statutes, so far as I know, 
has failed upon any ground other than that the proceedings were 
not instituted within the time limited therefor; that is, within 
one year from the date of the erection of the building complained 
of. 

No ordinance upon the subject is, in my judgment, necessary ; 
and I believe that the statutory regulations may be enforced.

The Joint Standing Committee on Public Instruction, to 
whom was referred the request of the School Committee that 
early attention be given to the subject of providing a new 
school-house for the Girls’ High and Normal School, beg leave 
to submit the following 


Betebs On. 1: 


The subject of furnishing better accommodations for this 
School has been urged upon the attention of the City Council, 
by the School Committee, for a number of years. The ob- 
jections to the present accommodations, for a school of this 
character, are—(1) the unsuitableness of the building, and 
(2) the location. Of the two, perhaps the objection to the 
location, for a young ladies’ school, is the more serious. The 
lapse of time since the subject was first presented to the City 
Council has served only to make the necessity for some action 
more urgent. 

Your Committee would hesitate to recommend any action at 
this time, in view of the numerous public improvements insti- 
tuted by the present Government, were they not fully satisfied 
that a continuance of the prosperity of the school demanded it, 
and that the necessary accommodations could be furnished ,with- 
out involving the city in any large expenditure. 

As the pupils for the school are gathered from all sections of 
the city, the most important question which this Committee had 
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to consider was in regard to the location for a new structure. 
The lot of land presented to the city by the Commonwealth, on 
the corner of Berkeley and Newbury streets, has been recom- 
mended as a suitable locality for such a school; but the objec- 
tions to that locality have been strong enough to prevent any 
favorable action heretofore on the subject. The principal ob- 
jections are these: The lot is too small,—only large enough for 
a school building without any yard; it is not easily accessible 
from other sections of the city; it is not in a district which 
supplies at the present time, or which will be likely hereafter to 
supply, any number of pupils; a more desirable location can be 
obtained on land of one-third the value; the character of the 
surrounding buildings would necessitate the erection of an edifice 
with a very costly exterior. 

After examining several lots of land in the central portion of 
the city, and not finding them entirely satisfactory, the attention 
of your Committee was called by a member of the School Com- 
mittee on the Girls’ High and Normal School to the unoccupied 
land lying between Newton and Pembroke streets. 

The price for which the land can be obtained, and the advan- 
tages which the location possesses, in respect to surroundings, 
and the means for transportation to and from it, have convinced 
the Committee that it is highly desirable to secure the land for 
school purposes. There are seven lots, on the easterly side of 
the Church of the Unity, giving a front of one hundred and 
seventy-five feet, and a depth of about one hundred and fifty- 
three feet. This land formed a part of the original area ot 
Boston; and no piling will be required for the foundation. 
None of the cars or omnibuses which run on Tremont and Wash- 
ington streets stop short of this place. It is situated about 
midway between Tremont Street and Blackstone Square, — 
about half a minute’s walk from either. 

The following table of distances was made up in the City 
Engineer’s office:

It appears from returns made by the teachers that more than 
one-fourth of the whole number of pupils at present attending 
the school in Mason Street are residents of Wards 10 and 11; 
and about half of those are living west of Shawmut Avenue. 

This location has received the unanimous approval of the 
School Committee on the Girls’ High and Normal School, com- 
posed of representatives from every ward in the city. 


In his last semi-annual report, the Superintendent of Schools 
called attention to the fact, that additional accommodations are 
needed for the Boys’ High School and the Latin School. The 
entire building in Bedford Street will soon be needed for one of 
these schools; and it is suggested, that when the Girls’ School 
is removed from Mason Street, that building can be fitted up at 
little expense for the High School or the Latin School. The prin- 
cipal objections to that locality for a Girls’ School would not 
apply to a Boys’ School. Whatever disposition is made of the 
estate in Mason Street, it should be taken into account as an 
offset to a large portion of the expense of a new establishment 
for the Normal School. 7 


After giving the subject very careful attention, the Committee 
are satisfied, that, in view of the prospective increase of popula- 
tion in the southerly section of the city, the location on Newton 
Street is the most desirable that can be obtained; and they 
would, therefore, respectfully recommend the passage of the 
accompanying orders.

plans to be approved by the Committee on Public Instruction, 
and reported, with the estimates, to the City Council, — the ex- 
pense of procuring the same to be charged to the appropriation 
for Grammar Schools — Public Buildings.

THE Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings, to whom 
was referred so much of the Mayor’s Address as relates to En- 
gine House No. 4, and who were directed by orders of the City 
Council to make certain repairs and alterations upon Hook and 
Ladder House No. 1, and Engine House No. 6, and also to con- 
sider the expediency of providing suitable armories for Com- 
panies A and B of the First Battalion of Light Dragoons, and a 
new house for Engine Company No. 8, having carefully consid- 
ered these subjects, would respectfully submit the following

The repairs upon Engine House No. 6 have been completed ; 
but the Committee have not considered it expedient to make any 
alterations in the Hook and Ladder House, as a careful exami- 
nation of the subject has convinced them that it would be more 
economical to make some change in the location of the fire ap- 
paratus in this section of the city. They propose that a build- 
ing should be erected on the lot of land belonging to the city 
on Bowker street, in the rear of the Central Charity Bureau, 
which shall contain accommodations for Steam Engines numbered 
4 and 8, Hook and Ladder Carriage No. 1, a Fuel Depot 
for the Fire Department, and an Armory for the National Lan- 
cers. The Committee have not decided to make these recom- 
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mendations without giving the subject proper consideration. 
They believe that it is for the best interests of the Department 
to collect, in a single building, all the fire apparatus which they 
have mentioned. The locality proposed is admirably adapted, 
from its central position, as a starting point for the fire appara- 
tus in the northerly districts; and there is no doubt that greater 
economy and efficiency will result from bringing these companies 
together. 

This consolidation of fire apparatus is no new experiment. It 
has been tried in other cities, and has been found to operate 
to the satisfaction of the most experienced engineers. 

A portion of the proposed site on Bowker street was secured 
for the special purpose of having erected thereon a building for 
Engine No. 4, at the time the land for the Central Charity 
Bureau was purchased; and the remaining portion is part of an 
estate purchased for the widening of Bowker street. The lot 
has a front of one hundred and two feet, and an average depth 
of fifty-four feet. The street is fifty feet wide, and is so nearly 
level for its whole length as to render egress and ingress, for 
machines and carriages located in the building, remarkably easy. 

The first cost of a building of sufficient size to accommodate 
the Fire Companies and the Military Company, will be somewhat 
larger than the cost of repairing the present buildings occupied 
by the Hook and Ladder Company and Engine Company No. 4, 
building a new house for Engine Company No. 8, and hiring an 
Armory for the Lancers; but the cost of erecting suitable build- 
ings in different localities for the Hook and Ladder Carriage, 
the Steam Engines, and the Military Company, would largely 
exceed the amount required for the proposed structure on Bow- 
ker street. The land being already in the possession of the 
City, the cost of the building will be nearly, if not quite, covered 
by the sale of the valuable site occupied by Engine No. 4, 
adjoining Scollay’s Building, and the estates occupied by 
Engine No. 8, and Hook and Ladder No. 1.

In any event, it must be conceded that some change should be 
made in the location of Engine No. 4, as it forms a bad starting- 
point for the engine when an alarm is sounded, and the site is 
altogether too valuable to be used for such a purpose. 

As a measure cf economy in the care of the building, the fire 
apparatus and the horses, the proposed consolidation would be 
attended with satisfactory results. 

It is proper to state, that the changes herein recommended 
have received the approval of the Committee on the Fire De- 
partment. 

The passage of the accompanying order is respectfully re- 
quested.

The average expenditure for each inmate of the House of 
Industry, Houses of Reformation and Almshouse, has been 
$146.63 per year, or $2.82 per week.

The efficiency of the institutions is believed to have suffered 
no diminution during the past year. The Board of Directors 
have sustained a loss by death of two of its members, who were 
useful and earnest in their labors for the public good, — Charles 
S. Burgess, Esq., who died Feb. 27, and Henry A. Drake, Esq., 
who died April 27. The number of inmates of the several 
institutions, under charge of the Board, has increased to such 
a degree as to demand the strictest prudence and economy in 
the management of them, so as to obtain satisfactory results for 
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the large expenditure incurred. The reports of the Superin- 
tendents, herewith appended, demonstrate the working of their 
respective departments. Energy and fidelity in the discharge of 
duty will ever receive the commendation and co-operation of the 
Board. 

The age requires the exercise of a just philanthropy in the 
care of the unfortunate, to the end that public justice and public 
charity may be maintained and encouraged. The enlightened 
community in which we live expects that the unfortunate poor, 
the demented and the prisoner, shall receive treatment in accord- 
ance with its own standard of moral culture. Whatever may be 
done to relieve the distress of the infirm and helpless, or for the 
reform of the vicious, will meet a favorable response from the 
public at large. It exemplifies the beneficence of our city, and 
its interest in the welfare of those dependent upon its charity, 
that it has provided so liberally for their welfare. It has estab- 
lished for itself-a name and fame well deserved for its ample 
provision for the unfortunate, and for its tender regard for all 
classes of human beings who, from any cause whatever, have 
become the proper recipients of its bounty. 


DEER ISLAND. 


The institutions at Deer Island, which include the Alms-house, 
House of Industry and House of Reformation are at present in 
their usual prosperous and healthful condition. This has not 
been the case, however, throughout the past year. On the 
29th of December last (1867) a sudden and mysterious sick- 
ness prostrated many of the inmates of the House of Industry 
and the House of Reformation for boys, both departments being 
under the same roof. Although no deaths occurred, yet the 
symptoms in many cases were of a most alarming nature, and 
required the constant attention of the resident physician for 
many days. A thorough investigation was made by order of the 
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Board, and all the skill and medical talent which was available 
was summoned to their assistance. Dr. White, of this city, an 
eminent chemist and physician, analysed the water, which was 
suspected of containing poison, and the food, etc., but failed to 
find evidence of poison. Doctors Upham, Morland and Reed, 
of this city, and Dr. Walker, of the Lunatic Hospital, visited 
and examined the cases, and all pronounced in favor of the 
theory of Dr. White, that the appearances indicated poisoning 
by arsenic or copper. <A special committee of the Board was 
appointed, who, after investigation, came to no satisfactory 
result. The late superintendent did not consider it a matter of 
much importance. This unusual and alarming visitation still 
remains veiled in mystery. 

The school for the pauper boys has been completed. They 
occupy the building formerly the farm-house. An appropriation 
has been made for a building for the pauper girls, and thus both 
sexes will be isolated from all objectionable mtercourse with 
the Houses of Industry and Reformation. The schools are in 
good condition and the scholars exhibit a fair degree of profi- 
ciency. Rey. J. W. Dadmun, chaplain of the institutions has 
been appointed superintendent of schools, and devotes his 
entire time to the interests of the youth of both sexes. This 
plan has been found most serviceable; it places the responsi- 
bility where it belongs, and produces a moral effect which is 
likely to leave an impression lasting far beyond the limits of 
their sojourn at the island. 

The introduction of sewing machines as a means of employ- 
ment for the females in the House of Industry promises to 
increase the income of the department while it furnishes the 
knowledge of a trade by which prisoners may gain a livelihood 
after their release from confinement. 

An excellent discipline prevails throughout all the institutions 
now under the charge of Mr. Guy C. Underwood, who entered 
on his duties as superintendent on the fifteenth of May last. 
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QUARANTINE.

This department formerly in charge of the Committee on 
External Health, of the Board of Aldermen, was by vote August 
26 1867, transferred to the control of the Board of Directors. 
A detailed report from Dr. Durgin, port physician is appended, 
containing information in regard to vessels in quarantine and 
persons suffering from infectious diseases since the management 
was placed in our charge. . 

The Hospital has been transferred to Galloupe’s Island 
where more suitable accommodations than could be found at 
Deer Island have been arranged, thus removing from the 
institutions all danger of infection from diseases liable to be 
introduced through the operations of the quarantine department. 

This desirable result is in every way beneficial to the welfare 
of the inmates of: institutions at Deer Island. Dr. HE. H. Ste- 
vens resides at Galloupe’s Island as assistant port physician. 


LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The Board of Directors have relaxed no effort, nor avoided 
any responsibility which would tend to place before the City 
Council in their true light, the stringent necessities of this 
Institution. Much labor and time have been given to the 
subject by the Boards of Directors, for five or six consecutive 
years. The City Government of 1867 passed a vote by a large 
majority to build a new hospital, but this failed to receive the 
sanction of the Mayor. This question, the importance of 
which is on all sides acknowledged, is therefore yet undecided. 
A report of a modified plan is now in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Institutions, and we hope that such disposition will be 
made of the matter as will afford the much needed relief. 
More room for new applicants, is the continual and increasing 
demand which cannot be supplied as the hospital is crowded to 
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its fullest extent. Paying patients are nearly all discharged, 
the few remaining being under notice for removal, and those 
now claiming the remedial advantages of the institution are city 
charges, having settlements, and whose rights in the premises 
are undeniable. Classification of patients is rendered impossi- 
ble, while the dormitories are filled to a degree which prohibits 
the free ventilation so conducive to restoration of the sick. 
Sanitary measures, temporary in their nature, are relied on to 
purify so far as possible the several wards, but complete, health- 
ful ventilation cannot be obtained in the present structure. 

In our report of last year, we submitted an account of the 
visit of a committee of the Board to various lunatic hospitals 
throughout the country, and reported the inferiority of this as 
an asylum for the insane when compared with them. We need 
not recount the impressions we then received, but only add that 
time has only strengthened what our judgment then approved. 
It is unnecessary to show what is generally admitted, that the 
improvement of the last few years in the treatment of the insane 
renders desirable all the facilities science requires, the most 
important of which are space and ventilation. These we cannot 
obtain in our present quarters, and we confidently appeal to the 
City Council for their assistance in applying the remedy. We 
are aware of the difficulties and delays which accompany all 
operations where a large expenditure is to be made, but we 
believe that the plans submitted and the site selected will prove 
to have been wisely and carefully adopted by the Board. 

Dr. Walker, the Superintendent and Physician, deserves much 
credit for his efforts to afford accommodation to the extent his 
means will allow, yet the continual pressure for treatment has 
forced upon him a larger number than can properly be treated 
without additional accommodations. 'The merited endeavors of 
Dr. Walker to make the hospital efficient as far as possible have 
been diligently sustained by his able assistant, Dr. Theodore W. 
Fisher.

This Institution, under the efficient guardianship of Capt. 
Robbins, is unequalled in discipline and effectiveness. The 
energy of his character stimulates others to duty, while the hum 
of industry is music to his ears. By reference to the statistics 
this will be found to be in some degree a remunerative institu- 
tion. Prison labor brings more wages than before, and the 
product is largely increased. A large amount has, during the 
year, been received as income, which will be increased the 
coming season. In the female department, the sewing machines 
are turning off work at arapid rate. A new work-shop is in 
process of erection, which will be supplied with steam power 
and afford facilities for extensive employment of prisoners. It 
will probably be ready for occupation about next November. 
The site is identical with the present shop, extending in the 
direction of the office, which will be removed and located in the 
new building. The contract is taken by Mr. Sayward, who has 
had much experience in work of this kind. Prisoners will also 
be employed on the building, as far as practicable, and a 
speedy completion is anticipated. Under Capt. Robbins’ super- 
intendence, we may be assured that no time will be lost. This 
improvement has been much needed, and, when in full operation, 
a large number of prisoners can be employed profitably. No 
one of our Public Institutions comes so nearly to being self- 
supporting as this; and, if the increase of income shall continue 
in the same ratio, but a few years will elapse before it can be 
maintained at comparatively small expense to the city.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE AND HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


To tHe BoarD OF DrIrREcTORS FoR PuBLic INSTITUTIONS: 


GENTLEMEN,— With the close of the Financial year, another 
Annual Report is required from this Institution. During the 
past year, as during the previous years of my administration, 
God in his goodness has preserved us from the ravages, both of 
fire and pestilence. It becomes me therefore with especial 
gratitude to acknowledge at this time His great goodness and 
ever watchful care. . 

In the Almshouse on the 30th day of April, met there were 
two hundred and twenty-six inmates, viz: 

Men, 109; women, 49; boys, 50; girls, Ee 

Whole number admitted from that date to the 30th of April, 
1868, inclusive, four hundred and eighty-seven, viz: 

Men, 265; women, 124; boys, 51; girls, 47.° Total, 487. 

Whole number discharged, four hundred and eighty-eight, viz : 

Men, 272; women, 120; boys, ‘55; girls, 41. Total, 488. 

There are therefore remaining at this date, two hundred and

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The pauper boys were removed from the main building last 
autumn. They constitute a family by themselves. The old 
farm-house had been fitted for their occupancy conveniently and 
comfortably. By this change they are removed from the bad 
language, bad example, and bad associations of the older 
inmates of the Almshouse. Their removal had become a ne- 
cessity and will operate greatly to their advantage. 

It is intended that a similar provision shall soon be made for 
the pauper girls by the erection of a new building. This 
change, although not so imperatively necessary as was the re- 
moval of the boys, is still very desirable. 

The hope entertained in some quarters that the annexation of 
Roxbury would be the means of furnishing a separate Alms- 
house establishment away from Deer Island, has proved delusive. 


_ Everybody admits the expediency of a separate Almshouse 


establishment, and that it is wrong to force the children of. mis- 
fortune into juxtaposition with convicts, and yet the City of 
Boston with its abundant resources suffers. the wrong to con- 
tinue. This fact always strikes strangers with surprise, and 
would affect her own citizens in the same manner, except for its 
familiarity. It would be well for philanthropy to look in this

Nothing singular or peculiar has occurred during the year 
worthy of note, except a sudden and very general attack of 
illness the last winter. As many as half the inmates were taken 
sick almost simultaneously, the symptoms in all cases being 
similar. With few exceptions, it rapidly passed away; in no 
case proving fatal. Had it happened in the month of August, it 
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would probably have occasioned very little surprise. Many 
theories have been suggested — some of them absurd, and all of 
them unsatisfactory. The cause is as yet entirely unexplained, 
and is, perhaps, inexplicable. 

With this report my charge of the institutions at Deer Island 
ends. It has extended through a period of more than seven 
years. I have endeavored to do my duty. Whether I have 
done it well or ill is matter of record. Calumny and misrepre- 
sentation may assail it, but the record remains. Once and 
again it has passed through the furnace of severest criticism, 
and has come out without even the smell of fire. To say that I 
am proud of it would be egotism. That I am not ashamed of it 
is most certainly true. 

With many thanks for the kindness which has always been 
extended to me by the Board of Directors, this report is 
respectfully submitted.

The schools have been continued as heretofore, one throughout 
the year for those lads who were too small to be of much assis- 
tance on the farm, and three during the last six months. All 
three have gone on smoothly. The discipline has been good, and 
the interest and progress commendable. Boys disposed to be 
truants in the city frequently manifest a good deal of interest in 
their books while here. Removed from distracting influences 
and outside temptations, they take kindly to their school tasks 
and in individual cases make remarkable improvement. 
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Fortunately no change of teachers has occurred during the 
winter. Two of the three gentlemen employed, had previous 
experience in this institution; the other, Mr. Clark, had taught 
elsewhere. All have worked faithfully and satisfactorily. The 
boys have appeared respectful, good natured and contented ; 
very little punishment has been inflicted, and that generally for 
minor offences, which must always occur where two or three 
hundred wild boys are brought together. 

Few cases of disobedience or insubordination happen where 
temptation is slight and the guilty are sure to be summarily 
rewarded. However objectionable corporal punishment may be 
in theory, its judicious use is wonderfully efficacious. 

The School Committee have occasionally visited and examined 
the schools, and have testified to their good management, cheer- 
ful aspect, and apparent progress. 

I have only to suggest that the text-books used here be the 
same as those prescribed by the School Committee for use in the 
Grammar Schools. 

Mr. Clark, the teacher of the First Division, makes the fol- 
lowing statement in relation to the schools: 

“The Third Division has been under the charge of Mr. John 
Smithwick, a teacher of several years experience in this Institu- 
tion. Mr. Smithwick devoted himself to the interests of his © 
school with faithful constancy. 

The Second Division has been successfully taught by Mr. W. 
K. Varney, who has previously taught in the Institution, and has 
furnished the most satisfactory evidence of being a faithful 
instructor. Mr. Varney succeeded in promoting several boys 
from the Third Division, which he taught the preceding winter, 
to the First Division; and, in nearly every instance, they have 
taken a higher stand than those who entered the First Division 
through the regular line of promotion. 

The First Division has been under my special care, and with 
pleasure I state the fact, that it has never been my good fortune 
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hitherto to meet with so orderly and so industrious a school. 
The boys had worked six months upon the farm before entering 
school, and have accomplished as much, if not more, mental 
labor than those who attend school throughout the year. There 
have been in written and mental arithmetic, and in geography, 
three classes each. In reading, spelling and writing, the whole 
division has recited as one class. Each member of each class 
has made at least a respectable advancement in his studies. 
There has not been a single case of punishment for disturbing 
the order of the school. The deportment of the boys in the 
three schools has been better, and the discipline milder, than in 
a majority of the public schools of the Commonwealth. 

The number of pardons this term has been large, and their 
effect upon the conduct of the boys has been to induce good 
behaviour. The boys do not regard the time that they may be 
compelled to remain in the Institution as irrevocably fixed, but 
are becoming convinced that in a great measure it depends upon 
themselves to say, by their own behaviour, whether they shall or 
shall not remain through the term for which they were com- 
mitted. The health of the boys during the term has been 
remarkably good. There has been no death, and few, if any, 
cases of serious illness have occurred. The schools have not 
been interrupted. 

The girls’ department of the House of Reformation has 
always commended itself. No change has been made in the 
modes of instruction, labor or discipline. Many girls go away 
improved, many reformed. 

The school sustained a loss during the year. Miss Brackett, 
who for a long time has been its efficient and successful head, 
has been transferred to another field of useful labor. Her suc- 
cessor, Mrs. Paige, is faithful and competent, but a change is 
never desirable, especially when a person is eminently qualified 
to fill the position which he or she has occupied. It takes

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time before things in all respects will go on as smoothly and as 
much to advantage as before. 

An addition has been made to the building which will furnish 
accommodation for double the number of girls that have hereto- 
fore been committed. This has been for some time completed, 
but the school has not as yet been filled up. It is ready for use 
whenever it may be needed. 

With much esteem for the gentlemen of the Board, this 
Report is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


THomas EH. Payson, Esq., Superintendent of the Houses of 
Industry and Reformation : 


Sir, — Another year has closed, and by the rules of the 
Board of Directors a brief statement of my services as Chaplain 
must go upon the record. Perhaps it is not necessary to attempt 
a detailed account of my labors, as every one must be some- 
what familiar with the duties of a chaplain in such institutions 
as these. However painful it must be for any one to witness 
the sad condition of the fallen, there is a pleasure in being able 
to alleviate their sufferings by speaking a few kind words to 
them and pointing them to a better life, where the wicked may 
cease from troubling and the weary may find rest. This has 
been our steady aim, and although we cannot point to such per- 
manent results as we should be glad to do, yet we are confident 
that some have been benefited, and that the burden of many a 
heart has been made lighter. 

Over three thousand persons have been sent to these institu- 
tions during the past year. 

By the assistance of kind friends, homes and employment 
have been secured in the city and in the country for a large 
number, particularly boys and girls, who are now doing well. 
One gentleman has assisted in procuring homes in the country 
for seven, who says, “I have not been disappointed in a single 
case —all are doing well.” 

Of late we have given considerable attention to music. Music 
has a wonderful power in subduing the evil passions of the way- 
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ward heart. Our singing on the Sabbath is now performed by 
a choir of over two hundred boys, and in listening to their sweet 
voices we can but feel that it must have a happy and lasting 
influence on their future lives and conduct. The more we 
become acquainted with the children that are sent here the more 
we are convinced that their condition is to be attributed to bad 
company and evil surroundings. By breaking up their old 
habits, and separating them from old associates, we hope to save 
them and lead them to a better life.

REPORT OF THE RESIDENT PHYSICIAN. 


To Tuomas E. Payson, Esq,, Superintendent of Houses of In- 
dustry and Reformation : 


Sir,—It is my pleasure to present the following Annual 
Report of the operations in the Medical Department of the In- 
stitutions under your charge. 

While the number of inmates in the Institutions during the 
year has been much larger than usual, it will be seen that the 
amount of sickness also has been greater, and the number of 
deaths, particularly among the inmates of the Almshouse, far 
greater than that of any previous year for a long time.

There have been 20 births, — 8 of the mothers being pau- 
pers, and 12 sentenced women, 1 still birth. 
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The “Nursery” has been a constant source of sickness 
throughout the year. The mothers and children have alike suf- 
fered, not for the want of proper diet and good care, but for 
the want of more spacious quarters and good ventilation. In 
this room, 46 by 20, there were at one time during the past 
year, 22 women and 30 children, all of whom remained in the 
same room day and night. Any proposition to relieve this 
department should be cherished by all. During the past winter 
these children, and some of the pauper boys and girls, were 
attacked with scarlet fever, and afterward by measles; the 
latter prevailing in a very malignant type; among 27 cases 
which occurred, 6 proved fatal. The form of scarlet fever, how- 
ever, was light. 


HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The health among the inmates of this department has been 
extremely good. The instances where the boys or girls are 
admitted to hospital for more than two or three days at a time, 
are quite rare. The nature of the sickness among this class of 
inmates is very different from the chronic complaints which 
almost universally obtain among the sick of the Almshouse, and, 
to a great extent, with the sentenced adults. As usual, there 
has been considerable sore eyes among the boys, which is not a 
surprising fact in any large institution of this kind; the nature 
of the trouble, however, has not been severe, and in no instance 
has there been an unfavorable result. Conjunctivitis and 
ulceration of the cornea have been the most marked features of 
the ophthalmia, and, for the most part, the boys have been kept 
in school during treatment.

No death has occurred in this department since the last report. 
It is a matter of great satisfaction to all interested, that there 
should be in this reform school, numbering about two hundred 
and fifty scholars, so little sickness and no death for over two 
years. 
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OTHER SICKNESS. 


On December 29th there appeared very suddenly among the 
inmates and officers of the institution a serious illness which 
affected about five hundred persons, classed as follows: Reform- 
ation boys, 150; pauper men, 75; pauper women, 15; sentenced 
men, 90; sentenced women, 150; officers and others, 23. 

The sudden and violent onset of the sickness seemed myste- 
rious, and the character of the symptoms manifested led me to 
suspect that something of a poisonous character had been taken 
into the stomach. An inquiry into the food and drink used by 
them was therefore at once pursued. I soon became satisfied, 
not only that these patients had swallowed something extremely 
acrid and poisonous, but that it was conveyed in the water that 
came from a pump in the women’s yard. At this time, Dec. 30th, 
it was impossible for me or any other man to individualize the 
poison which the water contained. But that extensive sickness 
had occurred, and this in consequence of drinking the water 
from a certain pump, was to me evident. These facts were at 
once communicated to the Superintendent with a request that the 
water from the suspected pump be analyzed. The analysis, 
however, for some reason unknown to myself, was delayed, and 
I heard nothing of the result of such analysis until Tuesday, 
January 7, although I had for several days prior stated my 
opinion to be that arsenic was the poison taken. Nothing was 
found in the specimen of water analyzed or the well which was 
subsequently examined. 

The patients at the time I first saw them were not in a condi- 
tion that required antidotes, nor was it necessary to distinguish 
between this or that mineral or vegetable poison. ‘They had 
vomited and purged until there could have been nothing left in 
the stomach to be neutralized or eliminated. Therefore, instead 


of farther depressing them by antidotal or eliminating drugs, the 
6 
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condition of the patients was alone considered and such remedies 
used as the circumstances seemed to demand. 

If the Superintendent was misled in his diagnosis by the 
remedies used, the fault must not be mine. 

At the request of J. P. Bradlee, President of the Board of 
Directors, several physicians, viz: Drs. C. A. Walker, W. Reed, 
W. W. Morland, J. B. Upham and J. C. White, visited these 
patients, and without any hesitation, gave an undivided opinion 
that they had swallowed something poisonous, and that the 
symptoms pointed directly to arsenic. 

It was thought advisable, however, to pursue the investigation 
still further, and, if possible, ascertain with certainty the cause 
of the illness, and the channel through which it came. Dr. J. C. 
White, Professor of Chemistry in Harvard University, was 
therefore employed by Mr. Bradlee for this purpose, and after 
the most careful examination of those affected, and of all the 
surrounding influences that could possibly have induced such 
sickness at any other season of the year, it was thought by 
Dr. White that nothing in the diet, nothing in the atmosphere, 
nothing in or about the Institution could be found to induce the 
illness. He says: “There can be no doubt as to the extent and 
severity of the disease.” “There can be no doubt that the — 
disease was caused by some form of poison, and that this poison 
was introduced with and in the water from the well in the 
women’s yard.” “The symptoms closely resemble those pro- 
duced by some mineral poisons.” “First of all, arsenic, and 
next copper, but of no one so unexceptionally, as to allow of an 
absolute diagnosis.” 

The active symptoms of the disease lasted from three to 
twenty days; during this period no fatal case occurred. After 
convalescence began, however, there were constant relapses of 
diarrhcea, vomiting and dyspepsia, which has led to a fatal result 
in several cases in the Almshouse, and there are still cases in the 
hospital suffering from the same cause. 
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We all regret this unfortunate circumstance, and sympathize 
with those who have suffered. 

Hoping that more light may some day be thrown upon this 
now mysterious affair, and thanking the Directors, through you, 
for their confidence and support,

REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN. 


To tHE Boarp’ oF Directors FoR PusLic INSTITUTIONS: 


GENTLEMEN,— It has been the custom heretofore to include 
in the hospital report of the House of Industry, all the patients 
treated at the Quarantine Hospital, except such as were received 
from vessels and from the Marine Hospital at Chelsea, and 
to report the latter cases with other quarantine operations, 
quarterly to the Board of Health. On the Ist of April, 1867, 
the quarantine building on Deer Island proving inadequate for 
the large number of small-pox patients which we then had, was 
abandoned and more convenient quarters provided on Galloupe’s 
Island where the hospital has since been continued under the 
care of Dr. EH. H. Stevens, who has faithfully performed the 
duties of assistant Port Physician during the past year. 

Ample accommodations have been found here for all the 
small-pox patients sent from the city, and otherwise, also for 
those arriving on infected vessels, both sick and well, who need 
to be detained. In September last the care of the infectious 
sick, the grounds and buildings of the quarantine establishments 
at Deer and Galloupe’s Islands, were transferred by the Board 
of Aldermen, and placed under the supervision and management 
of the Board of Directors for Public Institutions, to whom the 
present report is therefore due. 

The following is taken from the hospital records, from 
September Ist, 1867, to May Ist, 1868:

I am pleased to thank the members of the Board, and 
especially J. P. Bradlee, Hsq., for the interest taken in this 
their new charge, and the kindness with which the needs of 
this department have been met and its duties made pleasant.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To tHE Boarp oF Directors ror Pusuic INsTITUTIONS: 


GENTLEMEN, — The following statements are respectfully sub- 
mitted as the Report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital for the 
financial year of 1867. 

On the first day of May, 1867, one hundred and seventy-four 
patients remained under care. Seventy-eight have been admit- 
ted since. Two hundred and fifty-two have been under treat- 
ment during the year. Seventy-three have been discharged, and 
one hundred and seventy-nine, ninety-four men and eighty-five 
women, remain at this date, an increase of five over the num- 
ber remaining at the close of last year.* 

Of the admissions, twenty-one were made by order of Court, 
and fifty-seven by permit of the Board of Directors, several of 
them upon the desire and personal application of the patients 
themselves. 

Of those discharged, twenty-five had recovered, nine were more 
or less improved, fourteen were not improved, and twenty-five 
died. By “not improved” is not meant that there had been no 
change in either mental or physical condition. In nearly all of 
these cases, the manifestations of disease had become much modi- 
fied and life less wearisome, and, in some degree, more enjoyable, 
but in none had there been made any perceptible progress 
towards recovery. Most of them were transferred to other public 
institutions. Because of the removal of this considerable num- 


* Since the above was written, this increase has reached eleven. 
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ber of chronic cases, the admissions during the past year have 
exceeded, by eleven, those for the corresponding period of the 
year before. Comparatively few have been taken away by 
friends, against the advice of the physicians, and it is believed 
that in every such case the result has not been such as to en- 
courage the practice. 

Of the deaths, eight were from general paralysis, five from 
exhaustion of chronic insanity, three from puerperal disease, two 
from apoplexy, two from hemiplegia, and one each from inflam- 
mation of the brain, congestion of the lungs, epilepsy and dys- 
entery. The number of deaths from general paralysis seems 
large, but there were ten cases admitted and fourteen under 
treatment, during the year. This fearful form of brain disease 
appears to be rapidly increasing in the community, and may well 
claim the earnest attention of the medical profession and of 
thinking men. The other causes of death, it will be observed, 
are mostly such as prevail in hospitals for the insane, several of 
the subjects living but a day or two after admission. 

An unusually uniform degree of health has prevailed during 
the entire year. During the winter, several of the officers (inclu- 
ding the medical staff) were sick with scarlet fever, but the con- 
tagion was not active, and buta single patient was attacked. 
Exception from epidemics, suicide, violence and accident, and 
even from the prevailing diseases of the several seasons, marks 
the history of the year. This is the more gratifying when we 
remember the crowded condition of the house, the insufficient 
air-space for each patient, especially at night, and the total lack 
of all ventilation except by windows. ‘This escape from serious 
and troublesome sickness may be, can only be, fairly attributed 
to the extraordinary and persistent use of agencies to remedy 
the above defects and keep disease away. Though successful, it is 
a wearisome work. 

The recoveries during the year, though not equal to the aver- 
age for several years past, are yet measurably satisfactory and

encouraging. They are thirty-three and a third per cent reck- 
oned on the admissions. They have usually been over forty per 
cent. Several causes have operated to produce this result. So 
limited are our accommodations, that we have been obliged 
almost weekly to decline applications for admission. When we 
have been able to respond, we have often been compelled to 
give the preference to the quiet, though less hopeful case, over 
the active and violent, but more curable one. Again, so crowded 
have been our three small wards, that in order to suitably pro- 
vide for a new comer, whose mental condition would debar him 
from the best ward, it has frequently been found necessary to 
disturb a patient, whose convalescence had just begun, by a 
transfer from the ward where he felt at home and at liberty to 
indulge in the queer, but harmless, freaks of talk and action the 
yet lingering disease might prompt him to exhibit (to “ deviate a 
little,” as one of them quaintly expressed it,) to another, where 
the necessity for a certain degree of self-restraint, imposed by 
the “ public opinion” of the new community, of which he found 
himself an unwilling member, proved too much for his weakened 
nervous system, and a complete relapse was the unhappy result. 
In not a few cases has the disease thus been unavoidably pro- 
longed, to the continued suffering of the patients, increased 
expense to the community, and diminution of our ratio of recov- 
eries, and for some, perhaps, the permanent loss of reason. 
This untoward result must apparently continue, if it does not 
become more serious, in the years to come. 

It has been declared, in high official circles, that the statement 
so often made by the government and management of this hos- 
pital, that it is improperly crowded, cannot be correct, because 
the Board of Visitors for 1846 reported that there was, at that 
time, provision ample for two hundred patients. Since that day, 
the progress made in the treatment and care of the insane has 
abolished our cottage, with its eighteen strong stone cells, and 
made corresponding changes in the main hospital building, until 
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there is now less room for one hundred and seventy-five than 
there was at that time for two hundred and _ twenty-five. 
Furthermore, it requires but a superficial knowledge of such 
institutions to understand that a hospital for one hundred and 
eighty patients, having only three wards for each sex, is far 
more crowded, with a dozen beds unoccupied, than one with six 
wards and every bed filled. For, if it becomes necessary to 
place a single improper patient in the convalescent ward, 
because the others are full, the annoyance and confusion caused 
by his presence there, become irksome and unbearable, to the 
last degree, to the better patients, while no good, if not positive 
injury, results to him. Such has been our daily condition for a 
long time past, and patients are retained in the lower wards who 
should not be subjected to such associations, but who cannot be 
better provided for, simply because the good of the majority 
must govern. 

Nearly twenty years ago, the Association of Superintendents 
adopted unanimously a series of propositions, relating to the 
construction of hospitals for the insane, which have ever since 
been regarded as authority on this continent, and have received 
the sanction of the most eminent alienists of Europe. Among 
them was one to the effect that “every hospital for two hundred 
patients should have, at least, exght distinct wards for each sez, 
making sixteen classes in all.” How nearly this hospital 
approaches the standard it needs but a word to say. White- 
wash and paint and pictures and carpets may hide some of the 
defects of the structure, but they do not and cannot remedy 
them. The sepulchre remains, be it whitened ever so carefully. 

During the past year, some surprising and extraordinary 
efforts were made to convince us that our present successful 
system for the care and treatment of the insane was wrong, 
and to induce us to adopt the farming-out system now in use at 
Gheel, in Belgium, and which has been in force there for more 


than a thousand years. Fortunately, Drs. Choate and Tyler 
7 
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and our own Dr. Fisher, while in Europe last summer, visited 
and thoroughly inspected the colony at Gheel. Aside from the 
wide differences of climate, of the character of the people and 
of the insane themselves, either of which would be an insuper- 
able objection to such a proposition, they discovered such 
radical defects in the system itself as must at once dispose of 
the question negatively. The present hospital system of Hurope 
and America is the offspring and the glory of modern civiliza- 
tion and science, and we are glad to believe that the intelligent 
humanity of New England will be slow to exchange it for the 
spawn of continental ignorance and superstition of a thousand 
years ago. 

Allusion has frequently been made in these Reports to a 
project of a law for determining the legal relations of the 
insane, which has been under consideration for several years in 
the Association of Superintendents. There is reason to hope 
that this important subject will soon receive final action in that 
body, and that the fruit of their careful deliberations will tend 
to prevent, in the future, those vexatious questions, every now 
and then growing out of our present system for the commitment 
and restraint of those, for whose cure or custody our hospitals 
are designed. It is believed that the existence of such a law, 
as it is proposed to recommend, would have prevented most, if 
not all of those scandalous public proceedings against our hos- 
pitals, during the last twenty years, instigated by patients dis- 
charged uncured, and bitterly resenting every effort made for 
their recovery or comfort as a personal indignity and wrong.* 

The treatment, medical and moral, has not differed materially 
from that heretofore pursued. In the former we have been 


* At the recent meeting of the Association in Boston, this subject was 
considered and thoroughly discussed, and the result was the unanimous 
adoption of a series of propositions, to be recommended for legal enact- 
ment in those States where the existing laws upon the subject are imper- 
fect and unsatisfactory. (See Appendix.) 
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especially gratified with our success in the treatment of epilepsy 
by bromide of potassium. While none have been cured, in most 
cases the fits have been effectually held in check, thereby saving 
to individuals personal suffering, and to the entire household 
discomfort and annoyance in a measure that cannot be told. 
Owing to our want of means for classification, employment, 
etc., we have been compelled to rely, more than otherwise there 
would be any need of, upon our means for recreation and 
amusement. Therefore, our water excursions, our holidays, our 
weekly parties and all other means for home amusements have 
been improved to the utmost, while we have gladly availed our- 
selves of every opportunity for entertainment abroad. To all 
our friends who have remembered us in these matters our grate- 
ful acknowledgments are due, and to none more than to the 
proprietors of the Boston Museum, the doors of which have 
always been open to us. 
- To the Board of Directors, the Advisory Committee, and 
especially to President Bradlee, is offered this grateful testimo- 
nial to their unwearied interest in this household, and their 
personal kindness and support.

APPENDIX. 


Prosyect OF A LAW FOR DETERMINING THE LEGAL RELATIONS 
OF THE INSANE. 


The Association of Medical Superintendents of American In- 
stitutions for the Insane, believing that certain relations of the 
insane should be regulated by statutory enactments, calculated 
to secure their rights, and also the rights of those entrusted with 
their care or connected with them by ties of relation or friend-

ship, as well as to promote the ends of justice and enforce the 
claims of an enlightened humanity, for this purpose recommend 
that the following legal provisions be adopted by every State 
where existing laws do not already satisfactorily provide for 
these great ends: 

1. Insane persons may be placed in a hospital for the insane 
by their legal guardians, or by their relatives or friends, in case 
they have no guardians, but never without the certificate of one 
or more reputable physicians, after a personal examination 
made within one week of the date thereof; and this certificate 
to be duly acknowledged before some magistrate or judicial 
officer, who shall certify to the genuineness of the signature, and 
of the respectability of the signer. 

2. Insane persons may be placed in a hospital, or other 
suitable place of detention, by order of a magistrate, who, after 
proper inquisition, shall find that such persons are at large, and 
dangerous to themselves or others, or requiring hospital care and 
treatment; while the fact of their insanity shall be certified by 
one or more reputable physicians, as specified in the preceding 
section. 

3. Insane persons may be placed in a hospital by order of 
any high judicial officer after the following course of proceed- 
ings, viz: on statement in writing of any respectable person, 
that a certain person is insane, and that the welfare of himself 
or of others requires his restraint, it shall be the duty of the 
judge to appoint immediately a commission who shall inquire 
into and report upon the facts of the case. If, in their opinion, 
it is a suitable case for confinement, the judge shall issue his 
warrant for such disposition of the insane person as will secure 
the objects of the measure. 

4. The commission provided in the last section shall be com- 
posed of not less than three, nor more than four, persons, one of 
whom at least shall be a physician, and another a lawyer. In 
their inquisition, they shall hear such evidence as may be offered 
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touching the merits of the case, as well as the statements of the 
party complained of, or of his counsel. The party shall have 
seasonable notice of the proceedings, and the judge is author- 
ized to have him placed in suitable custody while the inquisition 
is pending. 

5. Ona written statement being addressed by some respect- 
able person to some high judicial officer, that a certain person, 
then confined in a hospital for the insane, is not insane, and is 
thus unjustly deprived of his liberty, the judge, at his discretion, 
shall appoint a commission of not less than three, nor more than 
four, persons, one of whom at least shall be a physician and an- 
other a lawyer, who shall hear such evidence as may be offered 
touching the merits of the case, and without summoning the 
party to meet them, shall have a personal interview with him, so 
managed as to prevent him, if possible, from suspecting its 
objects. They shall report their proceedings to the judge, and 
if, in their opinion, the party is not insane, the judge shall issue 
an order for his discharge. 

6. If the officers of any hospital shall wish for a judicial 
examination of a person in their charge, such examination shall 
be had in the measure provided in the fifth section. 

7. The commission provided for in the fifth section shall not 
be repeated in regard to the same party oftener than once in six 
months; and in regard to those placed in a hospital under the 
third section, such commission shall not be appointed within the 
first six months of their residence therein. 

8. Persons placed in a hospital under the first section of 
this act may be removed therefrom by the party that placed 
them in it. 

9. Persons placed in a hospital under the second section of 
this act may be discharged by the authorities in whom the goy- 
ernment of the hospital is vested. 

10. All persons whose legal status is that of paupers, may 
be placed in a hospital for the insane, by the municipal authori- 
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ties who have charge of them, and may be removed by the same 
authority, — the fact of insanity being established as in the first 
section. 

11. On statement in writing to any high judicial officer by 
some friend of the party, that a certain party placed in a hos- 
pital under the third section, is losing his bodily health, and 
that consequently his welfare would be promoted by his dis- 
charge, or that his mental disease has so far changed its charac- 
ter as to render his farther confinement unnecessary, the judge 
shall make suitable inquisition into the merits of the case, and, 
according to its result, may or may not order the discharge of 
the party. 

12. Persons placed in any hospital for the insane may be 
removed therefrom by parties who have become responsible for 
the payment of their expenses; provided that such obligation 
was the result of their own free act and accord, and not of the 
operation of the law, and that its terms require the removal of 
the patient in order to avoid farther responsibility. 

13. Insane persons shall not be made responsible for crimi- 
nal acts in a criminal suit unless such acts shall be proved not 
to have been the result directly or indirectly of insanity. 

14. Insane persons shall not be tried for any criminal act 
during the existence of their insanity; and, for settling this 
issue, one of the judges of the court by which the party is to be 
tried, shall appoint a commission, consisting of not less than 
three nor more than five persons, all of whom shall be physi- 
cians, and one at least, if possible, an expert in insanity, who 
shall examine the accused, hear the evidence that may be offered 
touching the case, and report their proceedings to the judge, 
with their opinion respecting his mental condition. If it be 
their opinion that he is not insane, he shall be brought to trial ; 
but if they consider him insane, or are in doubt respecting his 
mental condition, the judge shall order him to be confined in 
some hospital for the insane, or some other place favorable for a 
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scientific observation of his mental condition. The person to 
whose custody he may be committed shall report to the judge 
respecting his mental condition previous to the next term of the 
court; and if such report is not satisfactory, the judge shall 
appoint a commission of inquiry in the manner just mentioned, 
whose opinion shall be followed by the same proceedings as in 
the first instance. ) | 

15. Whenever any person is acquitted in a criminal suit on 
the ground of insanity, the jury shall declare this fact in their 
verdict, and the court shall order the prisoner to be committed 
to some place of confinement for sake of keeping or treatment, 
there to be retained until he may be discharged in the manner 
provided in the next section. 

16. If any judge of the highest court, having original jurisdic- 
tion, shall be satisfied by the evidence presented to him, that the 
prisoner has recovered, and that the paroxysm of insanity, in 
which the criminal act was committed, was the first and only one 
he had ever experienced, he may order his unconditional dis- 
charge; if, however, it shall appear that such paroxysm of 
insanity was preceded by at least one other, then the court may 
at its discretion appoint a guardian of his person, and to him 
commit the care of the prisoner, said guardian giving bonds for 
any damage his ward may commit, provided always that in 
cases of homicide, or attempted homicide, the prisoner shall not 
be discharged unless by the unanimous consent of the Superin- 
tendent and the Managers of the Hospital and the Court before 
which he was tried. 

17. If it shall be made to appear to any judge of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, or other high judicial officer, that a 
certain insane person is manifestly suffering from the want of 
proper care or treatment, he shall order such person to be 
placed in some hospital for the insane, at the expense of those 
who are legally bound to maintain him. 

18. Application for the guardianship of an insane person 
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shall be made to the Judge of Probate, or judge having similar 
jurisdiction, who after a hearing of the parties shall grant the 
measure, if satisfied that the person is insane, and incapable of 
managing his affairs discreetly. Scasonable notice shall be 
given to the person who is the object of the measure, if at large; 
and, if under restraint, to those having charge of him, but his 
presence in court, as well as the reading of the notice to him, 
may be dispensed with, if the court is satisfied that such reading 
or personal attendance would probably be detrimental to his 
mental or bodily health. The removal of the guardianship 
shall be subjected to the same mode of procedure as its appoint- 
ment. 

19. Insane persons shall be made responsible in a civil suit, 
for any injury they may commit upon the person or property of 
others; reference being had, in regard to the amount of 
damages, to the pecuniary means of both parties, to the provoca- 
tion sustained by the defendant, and any other circumstance, 
which in a criminal suit would furnish ground for mitigation of 
punishment. | 

20. The contracts of the insane shall not be valid, unless it 
can be shown either that such acts were for articles of necessity 
or comfort, suitable to the means and condition of the party, or 
that the other party had no reason to suspect the existence of | 
any mental impairment, or that the transaction exhibited no 
marks of unfair advantage. 

21. A will may be invalidated on the ground of the testa- 
tor’s insanity, provided it be proved that he was incapable of 
understanding the nature and consequences of the transaction, 
or of appreciating the relative values of property, or of remem- 
bering or calling to mind all the heirs-at-law, or of resisting all 
attempts to substitute the will of others for his own. A will 
may also be invalidated on the ground of the testator’s insanity, 
provided it be proved that he entertained delusions respecting 
any heirs-at-law calculated to produce unfriendly feeling towards 
them.

All of which has been paid to the City Treasurer. 

I have much pleasure in laying this Report before the Board, 
in stating, as I have had occasion so often before to do, that the 
discipline of the Prison has been fully kept up to the standard 
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of former years. The male prisoners under contract have been 
fully employed during the whole of the past year. There have 
been several male prisoners for whom it has been difficult and 
even impossible to find employment for a portion of the year 
past. On the first of January, there were about sixty of this 
class, then a contract was made for the manufacture of boots 
and shoes, since then there have been but few unemployed male 
prisoners. 

The broom contract I regret to say, employing from sixteen to 
eighteen prisoners, has been a failure, a portion of the men on 
that contract have been transferred to the shoeshop. 

The daily average of the male prisoners who have been 
employed in the shops, has been as follows:

The labor of the male prisoners able to work has therefore 
generally been made available; but as in former years, there is 
a class of men who cannot be put upon contract work, such as 
the aged and infirm, the lame and the blind. 

For these I am obliged to find such occupation as they are 
able to attend to, such as sweeping and cleaning the prison, 
keeping the yard in good order, and, in summer time, working 
in the gardens. 

There are now twenty-seven sewing machines in operation in 
the male department, occupied in making shirts, overalls, jumpers, 


pants, horse blankets, etc. 
9 
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This number of machines has been gradually increased from 
nine to the present number during the year. A portion of the 
time they were entirely idle, but are now fully employed. 

These machines, as well as those in the women’s department, 
are now all running by steam power; and this mode of 
operating the machines has been found to be entirely satisfactory. 

There have been from fifteen to forty machines running in 
the female department. There has been but a very small portion 
of the year in which there was not full employment for them. 
They have been occupied in making shirts, pants, jumpers, 
drawers, ete. 

I would state here, that the women now sent to this Insti- 
tution as a class, are not so apt in learning the management 
of the machine, as in former years. Many of them seem more 
calculated to handle the pickaxe than the needle. 

The health of the prisoners has been generally good. There 
have beén no epidemics among them. The prevailing disease, 
as usual, has been consumption; in almost every case contracted 
before they came here. 


The deaths have been as follows : 


Samuel C. Woods died August 10, 1867, of pneumonia. 
Coletta Barker died December 14, 1867, of tuberculosis. 
Anna Bean died January 27, 1868, of asthma. 

Cornelius Coughlin died February 13, 1868, of consumption. 
Peter Kelley died April 6, 1868, of lung fever. 


The diet of the prison has been as usual; no change whatever 
has been made. 

The chapel services have been also without any change in the 
manner of conducting them. The prisoners appear to give good 
attention,.and, I trust, are benefited by what they hear. I have 
endeavored to keep the music up to the former standard, as I 
consider it a very important instrumentality in softening and 
humanising the vicious and the ignorant. 
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The gas works have been conducted as usual in making gas 
for this Institution and for the Lunatic Hospital. 

Some complaints have been made from the latter institution ; 
but, on examination, it has been found that the difficulty did not 
originate here. The average cost of the manufacture of gas per 
1,000 cubic feet, adding all expenses, and the labor of two men 
for the year, is $2.04.3. ; 

The garden has fully supplied the prison and the family with 
vegetables; and the piggery has also answered all demands 
made upon it for the use of the Institution. 

The fruit crop has been small, as it was also in the preceding 
year. We hope the present season may prove a more abundant 
one. 

A portion of the old whipshop has been thoroughly fitted up 
with new floors, and is now occupied as a shop for the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes. 

For want of other accommodation in shop room, I have been 
compelled to use a portion of the chapel during week days with 
sewing machines. 

This necessity will soon be obviated, as a contract has been 
made by the Directors for the erection of a new shop, and also 
for a new engine of twenty horse power. 

I would still continue to recommend the erection of a detached 
boiler house in the male prison yard in which all the steam used 
in the whole institution for heating, cooking, washing, etc., might 
be generated. This plan would be attended with increased 
safety, and would be undoubtedly more economical. 

In consequence of the contract for building a new shop, I am 
encouraged to look forward to the time when the old dilapidated 
building which has so long been a disgrace to the Institution, 
will disappear, with all the inconveniencies which have been 
connected with it. 

By the appointment of Mr. G. C. Underwood to the Superin- 
tendency of Deer Island, I have been deprived of his efficient 
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services as Deputy, and I trust that he will meet with all success 
in his present position, and that the loss to the House of 
Correction will prove a gain to Deer Island. 

Once more in closing my annual report, I would present my 
most sincere thanks to the Board for the courtesy and kindness 
which they have personally manifested, and for the interest that 
they have always taken in the welfare of the Institution, 
especially the President of the Board.

BOSTON, OLD AND NEW. 


Tue Boston that hailed the early birthdays of the 
nation has almost passed away. <A few of its historic 
buildings keep their places, but with changed aspects 
and generally changed associations. Three or four 
of its churches remain, but in localities so altered as 
to alter them, and even to forebode their removal. Its 
mansions have completely vanished. ‘Their stately 
fronts, their fair proportions of height and breadth, 
their wide halls, easy stairs, massive wainscots and 
graceful alcoves, the trees before them, the vines climb- 
ing their porches, the flowers blooming beneath their 
windows, the terraces and gardens surrounding them, 
linger only in remembrance. Remembrance itself but 
faintly recalls the streets like those of present villages, 
the open spaces then styled greens, the pastures where 
cattle browsed, the fields unoccupied except in the 
playtime of children, the shores that met the water 


with lips it did not shrink from kissing. The very 
1* 
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hills which gave the place its first name, instead of 
having proved everlasting, have sunk beneath the 
spade, their loftiness brought literally to the dust. 


Even the sea washing our peninsula, no more 
‘‘Unchangeable save to its wild waves’ play,” 


finds its azure brow wrinkled with walls and marked 
by lines of building where fluttered, years ago, a gar- 
land of snowy sails. 

Another Boston has arisen on the old foundations 
and the new. Once a single neighborhood, it is now 
a group of neighborhoods; once a society of personal 
acquaintances, now a population of indistinct connec- 
tions, where men cannot inquire into one another’s 
affairs with the same success as of yore; a scene for- 
merly of limited, latterly of expanded action, of customs 
shaped according to a broader rule, of enterprises laid 
out upon a larger scale, of relations more complex, 
systems more varied, standards more aspiring; no 
longer a town but a city, with all the present, all the 
future prospects of which a city is the centre. Imag- 
ine a citizen of the Revolution, or of the War of 1812, 
returning hither to find his birthplace buried beneath 
a warehouse, his church swallowed up in an abyss of 
traffic, an avenue where he skated, and a long vista of 


reef-stone fagades where he bathed. Follow him on 
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the round of our institutions, especially those where 
foreign tongues prevail over the native, and pieces of 
the Old World appear to have fallen on the New. He 
might find cause to think Boston as unlike its former 
self as some of its statues to their originals. Then 
hear him warned, as we are, that the city is declining, 
and that unless its capitalists provide it with half a 
dozen new railroads to the interior, and its harbor 
commissioners give it a new channel to the sea, its 
doom is sealed. Ah, he might exclaim, it needs the 
opening of a vein or two to reduce its symptoms of 
plethora. Signs of decay they cannot be; these sights 
and sounds, these throngs, these labors, these excite- 
ments are not the hectic of decline. Would he not be 
right? Does not the handwriting upon our walls 
promise better things than the overthrow of the city, 
or the transfer of its prosperity to its neighbors ? 

Not content with her own expansion, Boston has 
lately taken unto herself her sister Roxbury. Not a 
marriage exactly, but a joining of hands, an endowing 
each other with their worldly goods (to say nothing of 
their debts), it has made of twain one city. Common 
memories, common associations and common interests 
prepared the connection; now that it is consummated, 
they foreshow its happiness. Brought to-day before 


the national altar, and blending in the national festival 
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for the first time, let the union of the sisters and of 
the sisters’ sons be confirmed in these hours of patriotic 


commemoration. 


AGE OF GREAT CITIES. 


In becoming a city, Boston shares in a characteristic 
movement of the period. Our age has been called the 
Age of Great Cities, and there is as good reason for 
this name as for any other which it bears. For the 
cities of the time are not only greater, taken together, 
than those of former times, but more numerous, more 
widely spread, and above all, more active in the work 
which in all ages falls chiefly to them. 

This work is civilization, a term that cannot be ex- 
plained but by going back to its Latin root, where we 
find the citizen, and with him, the city. Men scatter, 
in order to discover; they concentrate, in order to ciy- 
ilize. When the city brings them together, mingling 
their numbers and their interests, it sets them across 
the dividing line between barbarism and civilization. 
It carries them farther and farther into the civilized 
region by augmenting their resources and enabling 
them to meet the multiplying demands of their new 
situation. Civilization is a costly process, especially in 


the modern era. To all the expenses it involved in the 
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days of old, to all the operations of government, all 
the luxuries of society, all the splendors of the arts 
and sciences, are added in our day the claims of public 
education, the exhaustless purposes of charity and 
faith. Every reform of this generation, every hope of 
soothing the afflicted or recovering the lost, every effort 
to make sunshine in a shady place, is expensive, often 
lavishly expensive, though not a dollar be wasted, 
but dollar upon dollar be saved in the end. No ciyil- 
izing agency can do much without a fund to draw 
upon. Philosophy used to shake her head, insisting 
that nothing was surer to ruin a people than their 
becoming rich. But she confesses now-a-days that 
poverty is a greater drawback than wealth upon social 
advancement. What Burke said of public virtue is 
equally true of civilization, that “being of a nature 
magnificent and splendid, instituted for great things 
and conversant about great concerns, it requires abun- 
dant scope and room, and cannot spread and grow under 
confinement, and in circumstances straitened, narrow 
and sordid.” It was the love, not the use of money 
which the Apostle pronounced the root of all evil; the 
use that imples no love for it in itself is the root of 
much good. If the history of civilized nations teaches 
any lesson, if travel among the uncivilized brings back 


any testimony, it is the necessity of wealth to civiliza- 
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tion. For this there must be concentration, for this 
the solitary must be set in families, families in com- 
munities, and communities 1n cities. 

The Age of Great Cities therefore, signifies the Age 
of Great Civilization. It is a title which the cities 
may be proud to give, and the age to wear, a title not 
merely of grandeur or power, but of liberality and 
tenderness, including all sorts and conditions of 
humanity, its sufferings as well as its triumphs, and its 


“still, sad music” as well as its loudest hallelujahs. 


FUNCTIONS OFS Auli. 


If Boston is to be among the great cities of civiliza- 
tion, she must do more than annex her suburbs or fill 
in her water lots, more than build her blocks or rear 
her monuments, more, much more, than swell the 
volume of her taxes; for neither territory nor popula- 
tion, neither architecture nor any other art, not even 
that of the assessor, establishes the greatness of a city. 
To this, internal growth is indispensable, the powers 
increasing with the frame, the mind and the heart ex- 
panding with the body, the immaterial elements corre- 
sponding with the material. A city is no inorganic 
mass growing by simple accretion, but an organism of 


various and mysterious forces developing from within. 


- 
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Its functions determine its rank, just as the classifica- 
tion of any living being is determined. ‘They consti- 
tute its character, its history. If great, they render it 
great, and it ascends with as little effort as the dawn to 


a place among the cities of civilization. 


FUNCTIONS NOT OF A CITY. 


There are some, indeed, many things which a city 
cannot do. It has no direct share in the labors of 
which the country is the natural field. It cultivates 
no land, produces no food, not even the water which 
it needs. It has no mines to open, no fabrics, com- 
pared with those of the great manufacturing centres, 
to call its own. It does not act upon nature, except 
to obliterate it, or upon most of the products of 
nature until they have been worked up elsewhere. 
For what it receives from abroad, it offers in return 
the values produced by its citizens as artisans, mer- 
chants, or members of the different professions, using 
these words in their broadest sense. Neither does 
nature act upon the city, or upon the people within 
its borders, for here they are beyond her reach, beyond 
her skyey or earthy influence, save in their public 
gardens, and even there, the builders are apt to 


crowd upon the gardeners. 
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Furthermore, there are many things which, though 
they may be done in a city, may not be done by a city, 
but by its citizens. Municipal energy has one sphere, 
individual energy another, and much the wider, em- 
bracing affairs of every kind and powers of every 
degree. So far from substituting the city for its citi- 
zens in their undertakings, they should be substituted 
for it in any of its undertakings which they can 
safely assume. The newspapers of a few days or 
weeks ago published a letter from one of the best 
friends our country has in Europe, saying how much 
he was impressed by the difference between the town 
or commune in France which manages its citizens, 
and the town in the United States which its citizens 
manage. It is the difference between centralization 
and self-government, between the system which makes 
a man a puppet, and that which makes him a free 
agent, between that which fits him more and more 
for subjection, and that which fits him more and more 
for liberty. Paris has been called the Bostonian’s 
paradise, but never the Bostonian’s city. Nor would 
he ever choose it as the scene of his civil existence ; 
for this, he wants opportunities of action which the 
French capital, with all its magnificence, cannot 


supply. 
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POLITICAL FUNCTIONS. 


The functions of a city are, in the first place, 
political. The earliest city, whether that named 
Enoch or another, was the earliest political lever to 
move the world. Throughout the ancient generations, 
the weapons with which they plucked bright honor 
were their cities, within whose walls their power 
centred, and in whose names their fame extended 
over the earth. As the chief means of defence to 
their inhabitants, they gradually became the means 
of such freedom as was then possible, sometimes the 
mere negation of despotism, sometimes the positive 
assertion of nascent liberties. All that was freest in 
the politics of antiquity, all that gave them general 
animation, sprang directly or indirectly from the city. 
The times were so unripe for any broader principle, 
for anything like modern nationality, that every 
attempt at such appears to have failed the moment 
it was made. Only a local organization like a 
municipality could establish itself in a period when 
democracy was fierce and absolutism yet flercer, when 
fire and the sword were the portion of states, and 
the clouds under which men contended seldom turned 


forth a silver lining. It was an imperfect liberty, 
2 
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not merely in being municipal, without any national 
admixture, but also in being the monopoly of a 
ruling class, or in other words, the liberty of the 
ruler. Its hour soon came, and it fell, but not in 
lifeless ruin. Out of its crumbled foundations, later 
ages derived much of the material for their own 
institutions, and when the time arrived for the city 
to be restored, the free towns of the Continent and 
the boroughs of England appeared, not like their 
forerunners, in the grasp of a dominant order, but 
open to the middle or burgher classes, plebeian rather 
than patrician, the cradles of the Commons. English 
history has no more stirring narrative than that which 
tells how, when the crown was on an imbecile head, 
and most of the higher offices were in strangers’ 
hands, when the Charter was habitually violated, and 
the rights of the nation were incessantly invaded, 
‘ until the public distresses culminated in civil war, 
then, close upon the first victory of the national 
party, their leader, Simon de Montfort, summoned 
the boroughs to send their representatives to the 
Parliament of 1265. There municipal freedom and 
national at last met together, and there, as_ they 
clasped hands, began that movement which, more 


than any other earthly influence, has controlled the 
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modern states, and given to some of them the pos- 
session, to all of them the hope of liberty. 

Of the many subsequent blows struck for freedom 
by the Commonalty of England, none was more 
effective than their colonization of these American 
shores. Here, where every good seed from the Old 
World was destined to spring up and bear a hundred- 
fold, the city, or as it used to be termed, the town, 
grew into larger life. No longer the heritage of a 
single class, upper or lower, it became that of the 
whole community, around whose private and public 
resorts it spread in overhanging clusters of freedom. 
It was at once a refuge and an inspiration to our 
ancestors. It confirmed their habits of law and 
order; it strengthened them in their colonial as well 
as their municipal relations, and prepared them for 
the day when the tempest lowered from beyond the 
sea. The town here was always free, enacting its 
own ordinances, choosing its own magistrates, and 
administering its own affairs. It felt the heavy hand 
of the mother country, not as the town, but as a part 
of the colony, on which alone the immediate oppres- 
sions of crown or parliament descended. The for- 
eigner who has best divined our institutions, Alexis 


de ‘Tocqueville, said, years ago, that the sovereignty 
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of the people in the town was ‘not only an ancient, 
but a primitive state” in America. 

So, when the tempest came, and the air was thick 
with revolution, the towns of the threatened colonies 
stood firm. Boston unhesitatingly placed herself at 
their head. Her Town House,— let us be thankful 
that its shell, if nothing more, is spared,— was “ the 
first scene,” as John Adams declared, “ of the first act 
of opposition to the arbitrary claims of Great Britain,” 
when James Otis, “‘a flame of fire,” blazed out in burn- 
ing argument against Writs of Assistance, and ‘“ breathed 
into the nation the breath of life.” ‘Then and there,” 
exclaimed Adams, ‘the child Independence was 
born.” It was to Boston that British troops were first 
despatched, a century ago this very year, to crush the in- 
fant Liberty. It was here, below the same building in 
which the birth occurred, that the first baptismal blood 
was shed in the massacre of March. It was here, in the 
waters of the Bay, that the tea which symbolized par- 
liamentary taxation was poured out on a December 
night in one deep draught for freedom. It was here that 
the Port Bill, following Xerxes’ example, would have 
scourged the very waves for sharing in the rebellion of 
the people. And here, at the breaking of the day, the 
morning stars of Lexington and, nearer yet, of Bunker 


Hill, shone in the horizon, until the sunrise fell on Dor

chester Heights, where he whom the nation gave to 
deliver the town, achieved his first great victory. All 
through these years of trial, all through the years that 
came after, Boston never faltered : 
“ Thy spirit, Independence, let me share, 
Lord of the lion heart and eagle eye ! 


Thy steps I follow with my bosom bare, 


Nor heed the storm that howls along the sky.” 


As Boston followed then, so she did again in the 
yet more. terrible storm, when the telegraph brought 
from Washington a demand for fifteen hundred men; 
when the first to respond, three Marblehead companies, 
marched from the railway to Faneuil Hall in rain and 
sleet which the welcome-shouting crowds seemed to 
mistake for sunshine; when Boston troops were arm- 
ing, Boston men giving, Boston women working, Bos- 
ton children sympathizing; when the flag streamed 
from every staff and above almost every door, its 
sacred hues crowning the city with a halo of undying 
patriotism; when our heroic Governor had no need to 
speak unto the children of Israel that they go forward, 
for forward, of their own accord, they plunged into the 
red sea of war, so that he could write back to Wash- 
ington on the self-same day of the call for aid, “I find 
the amplest proof of a warm devotion to the country’s 


cause on every hand to-day,” words that might serve 
Q*

for a national watchword as long as the nation lasts; 
then Boston, in common with Massachusetts, gave full 
proof of her fidelity, not only to her own liberty, but 
to the liberty of the Union. 

The political functions of a city are never confined 
to its own limits. It belongs to the nation, and if true 
to its duties, nay if true to its instincts, it must minister 
to the national well-being. Montaigne said he was a 
Frenchman only by virtue of Paris. We are not 
Americans only by virtue of Boston, and yet the better 
Bostonians we are, the better Americans we shall be. 
Charles River does not more surely tend to Massachu- 
setts Bay, or the Bay to the ocean, than the city built 
by these waters tends to the nation. If, like the child 
who held the shell to his ear, we have ever listened to 


the city and its voices, we have heard 


“ Murmurings whereby the monitor expressed 


Mysterious union with its native sea,” 


that sea, the Indivisible Republic. Our local institu: 
tions have often been charged with weakening the cen- 
tral government. But wherever they have not been 
tampered with, they have written out a record over 


which they and the Union may well rejoice together. 
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EDUCATIONAL FUNCTIONS. 


The educational functions of a city are at once a 
cause and an effect of the political. A cause, since 
education is necessary to liberty; and an effect, since 
liberty is necessary to education or to general 
education. Free communities, above all others, 
need free schools, where the young can be _ pre- 
pared for the liberties into which they are to 
enter. On the other hand, free schools need free com- 
munities from which they will receive the requisite 
support almost without the asking. Elsewhere they 
have an artificial, here a natural life, in keeping with 
the life around it, set in a kindly soil, fed by the air 
and moisture of congenial skies. From schools abroad, 
ours may borrow a theory here, a practice there: from 
some, thoroughness ; from others, refinement; from all, 
whatever superior traits may distinguish them. But 
from none, from no educational institutions in the 
world, have ours anything to borrow with regard to the 
public spirit which maintains them. In this, ours 
easily take the lead. Such a connection as exists 
between them and the homes around them, such a 
harmony in the purposes of the teacher, the child and 


the parent, such a unity of educational and social 
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interests, 18 unknown under exclusive institutions. 
The free country and the free school are like mother 
and daughter to each other. 

Born of the common will and nurtured by the com- 
mon affection, our schools remain a part of the com 
munity rather than of the Government. To them, as 
to any other constituency, the city lends a helping 
hand, founding them where they are needed, and 
administering them as their circumstances require. 
One asks for organization; another already organized, 
for a new building, or, if preferring bread to stone, for 
a new course of instruction; whatever their demands, 
reasonable and at times unreasonable, they are almost 
sure to be gratified. Two centuries and a half of such 
care, honorable alike to the city that has given and to 
the schools that have received it, are nearly past, and 
it is as unwearied as ever. 

This relation between the city and its schools renders 
their improvement practicable at any time. ‘To reform 
is not to upheave, but to establish them, provided only 
that the reformation is wisely executed. Perhaps the 
great principles of education are not so mutable as they 
are sometimes regarded; easily shaken, they do not 
appear to be easily overthrown or even displaced. But 
with respect to many of their applications, an opinion 


is generally forming, if not formed, that these should 
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be changed. Teacher and pupil alike desire it; vigor 
of body or of mind, in both, depends upon it; the cul- 
ture of the school and of the community is to be de- 
termined by it; why should it be delayed? Educa- 
tional reform is not like a certain mountain that refuses 
to be pierced, despite the profusions of legislatures and 
the profits of contractors. It is a comparatively gentle 
slope which our chariot wheels may surmount with- 
out much difficulty, if they do not tarry too long. 
‘While you are considering,” said Dr. Johnson, 
‘which of two things you should teach your child first, 
another boy has learned them both.” We may yet be 
deliberating what improvement to begin with, when 
others have already effected it, and many another after 
it. Each obstacle, if not removed, increases; each 
evil that might be checked, but is not, becomes more 
and more portentous. The longer our faces are set in 
a wrong direction, the longer it will take to turn them 
in the right one. At the coronation of George III., 
the Lord Steward had trained his horse to back down 
the hall after the presentation of a cup to the king, 
but the steed backed up the hall, and brought the 
steward with his back to his sovereign. Itis a pity to 
train our children to walk backwards, a pity to teach 
them anything which they will have to unlearn here- 


after. 
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It seems as if the system which has done so much 
might do yet more. It les somewhat too motionless 
upon the waters; the mast creaks, the sails flap, and 
the helm appears to be in an uncertain grasp. Bell 
after bell strikes, and the watch is called. Let it be 
the beginning of a new effort to set the ship upon her 
course, and to carry her, with her precious freight of 
children, to shores as yet unknown in education. 

For the majority of our children, their mere pre- 
sence, persuasive in freshness and promise, the anxie- 
ties of parents, the sympathies of friends, are powerful 
means to bring about all desirable reforms. But for 
others whose aspect has no charm, whose prospects 
excite no enthusiasm, whose parents and friends are 
often their worst enemies, for these, children of the 
streets rather than of the schools, many a voice must 
be uplifted, before they are cared for as they should be. 
Boston never did a better deed than in providing in- 
struction for her newsboys and others like them. She 
has but to follow up that step, and either to open new, 
or adapt existing schools to all her children, in order 
that they may be snatched from the dangers which 
waylay them. Should any, thus enabled to choose the 
good, prefer the evil, still let them be treated as child- 
ish, not as hardened offenders. You knock truancy on 


the head by sending the truant to the reformatory; but 
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you also run the risk of stunning his better nature for- 
ever. No reformatory, however faithfully administered, 
can put off the likeness of a prison or put on the like- 
ness of a home; yet nothing but a home can enable 
this spirit, parched by years of desolation, to bear blos- 
soms of childhood. The more of a vagrant he is, the 
more he needs domestic dews. Offspring of misery or 
sin, brought by the stream to the foot of our Palatine, 
the wolf will be his only nurse until the shepherd 
carries him to the woman’s arms. Instead of being 
shut up with those who have perhaps fallen lower than 
he has done, he should find the discipline he needs in 
mingling with others unlike himself and learning the 
sweet lessons of love. 

The principle of attraction, as wonderworking in 
education as in any other cause, has yet to expand in 
our. schools. Make them more winning, and _ this 
makes them more commanding. Give them gentle- 
ness and this gives them strength. Whatever increases 
their power of attracting, increases also their power of 
teaching and governing their pupils. ‘I may be drawn 
by a thread,” said a Rhode Island representative in a 
long-forgotten Congressional skirmish, ‘‘ but I never 
can be driven by the club of Hercules.” The less of 
the club and the more of the thread in the management 


of our schools, the deeper they will be set in the affec- 
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tions of their children; the deeper, too, in the affec- 
tions of all who hold their children dear. Were 
there no other reason than the beauty introduced by 
it, the musical instruction now forming a part of our 
system would deserve to be cherished. But it has 
other recommendations, as a means of discipline, as 
a development of human faculties, and as an illustra- 
tion of Divine harmonies. A city ought to be the 
home of all the arts. They owed their first great 
triumphs to the cities of antiquity, their next to the 
medieval cities; why should they not owe their latest 
to the cities of the modern age? And where, if they 
are taught among us, can the first lessons in some 
of them be more fittingly given than in our schools ? 
Great artists would not be multiplied; but troops of 
contented pupils would be. They could not but be — 
thankful for anything to tone down the sharp out- 
lines of their training, to soften the perspective of 
their studies, and throw a tender glow about the 
far-off summits. Their intellectual atmosphere would 
be both lovelier and healthier with a little haze. 
Boston has a model of her own to guide her upward 
steps in education. An institution founded but the 
other day, yet rising as if its foundations had been 
laid with the city’s, has placed itself at the head of 
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our educational institutions, and lifted them at once 


to a higher level. 


“No workman steel, no ponderous axes rung; 


Like some tall palm the noiseless fabric sprung.” 


But not, as the poet’s next line begins, ‘ Majestic 
silence.” Rather, majestic speech, the speech of ages 
before the Temple, of times remoter and nearer, of 
the very time in which we live. “I have sat before 
that picture,” said a monk pointing to a Last Supper 
in his convent, “‘ year after year, and when I see the 
changes among us and the unchanged figures there, 
I think that we, not they, must be the shadows.” 
So in comparison with the speech of books, the tongue 
of man, however loud, seems silence. They speak 
with the authority of the past, he with the uncertainty 
of the present; they speak of things abiding, he 
of things passing away. Would the city fulfil her 
office as an educator, would she ascend, and lead her 
children with her, to a higher culture than has yet 
been reached, she has but to turn to her Public 
Library. It stands fresh from the hands of the ben- 
efactors who have endowed it and the still greater 
benefactors who have administered it, yet already 
the centre of our educational system, the source of 


light and heat to every school and every scholar 
3 
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around it, with no cloud between them and its inspi- 


ration. 


CHARITABLE FUNCTIONS. 


The charitable functions of a city partly mingle with 
and partly transcend its educational. It ministers in 
teaching, it ministers also in relieving its dependent 
classes. Many of the ancient cities were represented on 
their coins as women with crowns and flowing robes, and 
many a modern city wears a crown of mercy upon her 
head, a robe of charity about her form, while at her feet, 
in place of the captive or the victim, a sufferer waits for 
bread, if he is hungry; for care, if sick; for shelter, if 
an outcast. Fairest among the features of the present 
civilization is its sympathy. Instead of exposing the 
foundling, it opens an asylum; instead of tramp- 
ling down the weak in body or mind, it gathers them 
in hospitals; instead of hurrying the convict to hope- 
less imprisonment or yet more hopeless death, it 
watches over his reformation; instead of letting want 
and despair run. their course, it seeks to close their 
sources and prevent them from overtaking their prey. 
In all these labors, the city, as the handmaid of civili- 
zation, bears her part. Much as she leaves to her 
citizens, there remains much which no power but hers 


can accomplish. Sufferers from fault or sufferers from 
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misfortune, the suffering classes require a hand to 
control as well as to succor them. Not the charity 
alone, but the authority of the city is wanted in dealing 
with the sinned against and the sinning, the man with- 
out manhood, the woman without womanhood, the child 
without childhood, the long, long files of degradation 
that straggle through the streets, starting at every 
sound, fleeing from every shadow, panting for rest 
though they ask it not, thirsting for compassion though 
they accept it not, a multitude of which, however 
shameful, no city doing her best to save them, need 
be ashamed.  Persevere, long-seeking, long-baftled 
mother, relieve thy children, relieve the stranger 
within thy gate, and the ear that hears thee shall 
bless thee, the eye that sees thee shall bear witness to 


thee in thy work of charity. 


RELIGIOUS FUNCTIONS. 


The religious functions of a city, above all others, 
are necessary to its completeness. With no establish- 
ment, no observances, no doctrines of its own to main- 
tain as a system, it has a spirit to keep up, a 
determination to be just to man, a desire to be faithful 
to God, which is, in the truest sense, a religious spirit. 


Without it, the existence of a city is a disgrace, and its 
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magnitude a calamity. The poet, struck by the cor- 


ruptions of London, a century ago, asserts, 


“ God made the country and man made the town.” 


He was as wide of the mark as if he had said that God 
made the country, and man the garden. Men lay out 
their streets and put up their buildings; they cannot 
create the site or the material, much less themselves 
the builders, in whom, rather than in earth or stone, 
the town consists. If our city means anything by the 
motto she borrows from King Solomon, it is that the 
Divine Hand led the fathers and still directs the sons. 
She confesses, therefore, that she is not her own, but 
His who has fashioned her from the beginning until 
now. Plutarch speaks of Sparta as seeming “not to 
be a policy or commonweal, but rather a certain holy 
place, and order of religion.” What Sparta seemed, let 
Boston be. As Eve appeared to him for whom she 
was created, so let this city of ours appear to those for 


whom she has been created, 


‘heaven in her eye, 


In every gesture dignity and love.” 


Faith in the unseen can alone fill out the seen. The 
religious functions of a city can alone perfect its other 


functions; political, educational or charitable, their 
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highest motive, their noblest performance centres in 


religion, and that religion, Christianity. 


TRUTH AND LIBERTY. 


All human institutions derive their strength from a 
source beyond themselves, Liberty itself avails only 


so far as it is nourished by truth. 
“He is the freeman whom the truth makes free.” 


That is the free state which the truth brings into the 
world, and guides in infancy and maturity. Like the 
thrice repeated action which the great master of ancient 
eloquence declared essential to his art, truth first, truth 
last, truth always, not thrice but perpetually repeated, 
is the essence of liberty. It is the soul of the body 
politic, the life of the city and the nation. 

Just at this moment, it seems to be in peril among us. 
Warlike struggles over, warlike virtues no more in 
demand, something too much lke reaction 1s setting in. 
Our statesmanship wavers; our general and local ad- 
ministrations drift shoreward ; corruption surges on this 
side, wickedness on that, and the currents drive in upon 
the breakers. Party usurps the place of country ; irre- 
sponsible bodies, like the caucus and the ring, substitute 
themselves for constituted authorities; combinations 


treated as overpowering, but which one hour of general 
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uprising would rend asunder, crowd hard upon individ- 
ual independence. Was it for this we gave our treas- 
ure, our labor, our blood, for this that our dear heroes 
died? Are those years of sacrifice already forgotten, 
that these years of conspiracy and spoil are come so 
soon? It is no hour for flattery. It is no day for idle 
exultation. One word, one thought of truth, one decla- 
ration in her behalf keeps this anniversary of another 
declaration better than a thousand careless huzzas. 
Neither our war, nor its greatest victory, the act of 
emancipation, neither reconstruction nor suffrage, neither 
old institutions nor new, can bear fruit in a half-hearted 
freedom. No longer partial, but total, independence is 
to spread like light throughout the nation. Emerging 
from its old eclipse, the slave restored to freedom, and 
the freeman to consistent principle, it is to suffer no | 
new eclipse. The republic is to be a reality at last. It 
is to prove worthy of the toils endured for it, the 
wounds and deaths encountered, the tears fallen and 
still falling, the shadows never to be chased away in 
this world. The least that can be done by those who 
have not suffered, is to abstain from marring the work 
ot those who have suffered. They ought to do more, 
infinitely more, and suffer, if need be, in their turn, that 
not a single pang may have been felt, not a single loss 


sustained in vain. 
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Would that the lines from yonder City Hall to the 
church towers which call out our defences against con- 
flagration, were paralleled by lines to sound a yet louder 
alarm against the fires that smoulder beneath our insti- 
tutions. Peal upon peal, in the full stir of day or the 
silent watches of night, would ring out an irresisti- 
ble summons. Call us, call the city, call the nation, to 
manliness, honor, devotion to pure ends by pure means, 
call us to the victories of peace, yet more renowned 
than those of war, and where her white plume leads, 
there let us follow, to achieve the truth, the stainless 


and deathless truth of American Liberty.

The Committee on Public Buildings on the part of the Board 
of Aldermen, who were authorized to procure plans and esti- 
mates for furnishing additional accommodations for the Suffolk 
County Courts, beg leave to submit the following 


. REPORT: 

The necessity for more enlarged accommodations for the 
transaction of the law business in this county has been earnestly - 
pressed upon the attention of the municipal authorities of 
Boston for the last ten years, — not only by judges, members of 
the bar, jurors, and others whose official duties require their 
presence in the present building, but also by the public gener- 
ally, who have an important interest in the opcrations of the 
Courts. 

Your Committee, in the belief that some change is required 
without delay, to remedy defects in the construction and circum- 
scribed area of the present Court House, and that the present 
financial condition of the city would not warrant such an expen- 
diture as would be required to erect a new building for the 
purpose in another locality, have sought, by careful and pro- 
tracted examinations of the building in Court Square, for the 
practical difficulties to be overcome in securing such accommo- 
dations in that locality as shall obviate the necessity, for many 
years at least, of erecting an entirely new structure. These 
examinations, and a careful review of previous action upon the 
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subject, justify the conclusion, that, so far as location is con- 
cerned, no necessity exists for the erection of a new Court 
House, provided the surrounding streets are properly paved 
and otherwise renewed. The Committee are unanimous in the 
opinion, that the situation in Court Square is the most appropri- 
ate, in many respects, for the permanent location of such a 
building. | 

The next question, and the Most important one is, whether 
the lot on which the present building stands is of sufficient size 
to allow the necessary enlargements to be made? Fortunately, 
it happens that the area, outside the exterior walls, will afford 
ample room for an extension which will give the most complete 
accommodations to all the Courts and their officers; and the 
Committee have caused plans to be drawn, shogving how such 
an extension might be made, and also showing a re-arrange- 
ment of the interior of the centre section, or body of the original 
_ structure, and embodying all the accommodations likely to be 
called for by the increase of business during the next quarter of 
a century. The plans are presented herewith, and may be 
briefly described as follows: 

The Court House as originally erected, during the years 1833 
to 1836, measured 176 feet 6 inches in length by 54 feet 6 
inches in width. It consisted of a centre body of 55 feet by 74 
feet, flanked at its north and south ends by wings of 51 feet by 
54 feet, —the east and west walls of each wing being slightly 
recessed from the corresponding walls of the centre body. The 
exterior walls were erected of one uniform height, and were 
crowned with a “pitch” roof, hipped on all four exterior cor- 
ners, and merged into a centre flat, a feature in no way changed 
since the erection of the building. ‘1ne north and south ends 
of the structure were flanked with Grecian Doric porticos, mod- 
elled from one of the finest Athenian examples, erected with 
monolithic shafts for the columns, and marking the two principal 
entrances to the building. The north portico still stands on the 
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Court Street entrance. The south portico was removed in 1859 
to allow an extension of the building, which was constructed 36 
feet 8 inches in length, and of corresponding width to the centre 
body of the original building. The two original wings, and the 
new south extension, above described, are of uniform height and 
number of stories, namely, three stories, besides a basement, — 
the latter partially above, and partially below ground. The 
centre body, as erected, and as it now stands, was sub-divided 
into four stories in height, above the basement, by the intro- 
duction of a mezzanine story, between the second and third story 
levels of the wings. 

The wings, and the southerly extension, contain all the court 
rooms, as well as some of the minor apartments and staircases : 
and the centre body is devoted to the minor apartments for 
officers of the courts, the law library, the Grand Jury room, and 
two staircases, which run up through the several stories. 

The basement story has been extensively re-modelled and 
refinished at various times since the erection of the original 
building, and now contains, among others, the apartments used 
for the City Prison, the Truant Officers, the fuel, heating appar- 
atus, etc. ‘The windows and doors in the exterior walls of this 
story open on areas, five feet in width, extending the entire 
length of the east and west sides of the building. Outside of 
these areas are the sidewalks on Court Square. 

The radical defects in the construction of the interior of the 
Court House are confined to the staircases and to the dwarfed 
mezzanine story of the centre body. ‘These defects of construc- 
tion, and, to a certain extent, an insufficiency of room, constitute 
in reality, all the arguments in favor of the removal or re-building 
of the Court House. 

The Committee ‘have taken experienced opinions, and have 
conferred freely with the principal officers occupying the struc- 
ture, upon the deficiencies at the present time existing, and they 
are fully prepared, as the accompanying plans will illustrate, to 
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meet all those deficiencies, and furnish ample facilities for the 
proper transaction of the present and the prospective business 
of the Courts. 

The Committee propose, — 

First: The removal of the north portico, and the erection of 
an extension at that end of the structure, corresponding very 
nearly in length, and equal in breadth, with the southerly exten- 
sion before described. The north end of the proposed extension 
will face Court Street, and be located on the true south side boun- 
dary of that thoroughfare, conforming to the northwest corner 
of Tudor’s Building. This proposed extension in no manner 
reduces the present width of the street, but simply contracts the 
sidewalk, now of more than twice the width of the sidewalks 
east and west of the Court House site. The new extension will 
be sub-divided into the same number of stories, and at corre- 
sponding levels as those of the two wings and the south exten- 
sion; and will be finished in the same style on the exterior 
sides as the south extension. The north fagade and entrance 
will be somewhat more elaborate than the south fagade. The 
roof, crowning this proposed extension, will also agree in form 
with the roof of the south extension. 

Second: A somewhat radical re-modelling of the interior and 
exterior of the centre body, for the purpose of dispensing 
with the comparatively useless mezzanine story in this part 
of the building, and securing light for the proposed stair- 
case (one of the most important of the improvements), and 
all the longitudinal and transverse corridors of the several 
stories. The exterior re-modelling of this centre body con- 
templates the removal and re-builaiuy of its east and west 
side walls in a somewhat modified and more elaborate style 
of architecture, upon the true east and west boundary lines of 
the site, thereby relieving the exterior of its present unpleasant 
appearance of extreme “ baldness,” as well as increasing the 
width of this part of the building about ten feet. 
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The centre entrance of the east side is intended to be 
strengthened in effect by a composition in pilasters, to be 
crowned at the level of the second story with an attached por- 
tico, supported by consoles, forming portions of the doorway 
beneath. The new east and west facades will be surmounted 
with an enriched cornice, above which will rise a double French 
roof, the lower section of which will be on a uniform level 
with the present roof of the building, and will contain a full 
upright story of apartments, amply lighted by upright win- 
dows in the nearly upright sides of this section of the roof. 
The upper section of the contemplated roof will rise entirely 
above the present upper roof flat of the Court House, thus 
securing a pyramidal outline to the sky lines of the building, 
and relieving the tame and inexpressive outline this portion of 
the structure has hitherto presented. 

With the foregoing changes in the exterior style of the build- 
ing, and its extension to the south boundary line of Court 
Street, the City of Boston will have secured a commodious 
Court House, and one the exterior architecture of which will 
be sufficiently imposing to compare favorably with many of the 
public edifices recently erected in this city. 

The new central staircase, designed to be carried up through 
all the stories, is to be of oak and iron, and to be arranged 
with square landings in each story, without “ winders, ’— the 
rises and treads being of such dimensions as to insure easy 
ascent and descent. The stairs will be fully ten feet wide, 
and the landings of corresponding dimensions. Light will 
be introduced by three windows in each story, as well as by a 
skylight in the roof, twelve feet square, thereby insuring well 
lighted stairways from basement to attic. 

It is not proposed to introduce any changes in the interior 
finish of the present Court rooms; and the additional Court 
rooms to be located in the proposed extension may, with pro- 
priety, be finished in a style to correspond with the present rooms. 
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The corridor, which will extend longitudinally through the 
building from north to south, in the first story, we propose to 
have finished with an entablature and pilasters, and coffered 
ceiling. The corridors in the stories above, which connect im- 
mediately with the proposed staircase, should be finished in the 
same style. 

The Committee have called to their aid the services of skilful 
and reliable mechanics in making up a safe estimate of the cost 
of carrying out the work contemplated in the foregoing described 
plans; and each item has been carefully scrutinized by other 
mechanics, serving as members of this Committee. We are, 
therefore, in a position to report a thoroughly reliable estimate 
of the cost, which,.we find, will amount to one hundred and 
ninety thousand nine hundred and sixty-nine (190,969) dollars.

For the information of members of the Government, and 
others interested, lists of the apartments and other conveniences 
now contained in the Court House, including the basement 
story, and the uses to which they are at present applied, and 
also of the conveniences to be secured by the proposed exten- 
sion, and the re-modelling and enlarging of the centre body, are 
appended to this report, thus presenting, in connection with the 
plans referred to, a clear statement of the present and the pro- 
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posed interior accommodations of the Suffolk County Court 
House. 

The Committee would further state, that they have not been 
unmindful of the importance of securing for the Court House, 
(should the project now presented be favorably considered,) 
a thorough and efficient system of heating and ventilation for 
each and every one of its apartments and corridors; and with 
this object they have called to their aid the services of one of the 
leading experts of the day, under whose superintendence sev- 
eral of the public buildings recently erected in our own and in 
other cities have been successfully warmed and ventilated. 

A communication from this gentleman is hereto appended, 
and is confidently referred to as setting at rest any question 
in regard to securing proper ventilation in the building in Court 
Square. 

In concluding this report, the Committee desire to state, that 
they have entire faith in the feasibility and propriety of the 
plans here presented for securing the most complete and satis- 
factory accommodations for the Courts in this County. The 
exterior architecture of the remodelled structure will be all that 
could be desired, and the location ig one which best accom- 
modates those who have the largest interest. In view of these 
facts, and to prevent such a heavy burden being laid upon the 
tax-payers of Boston, at this time, as would be caused by the 
erection of a new structure, the Committee would unanimously 
recommend the adoption of the accompanying orders.

Dear Sir, —I have, as you requested, looked over the plans 
for alterations of the County Court House, for the purpose of 
proposing a method of heating and ventilating the building, 
and the following are my views on the subject: 

Beginning at the basement, a small part of the centre on 
the northerly side must be appropriated to the boiler and part 
of the radiating surface; some portion of the radiating surface 
can be placed in the passage-ways of the basement, furring 
down the ceiling to admit the radiators. ‘There will be some ~ 
radiators required to be placed in the rooms at each end of the 
building. From the radiators, tin ducts will convey the hot 
air to the rooms, on the first and second floors, and to some of 
the rooms in the other stories. The cold air from the exterior is 
to be introduced into the several stacks of radiators. The 
court rooms can have the radiators so placed that the cold air 
can be taken from outside below the level of the floor to the 
court rooms, thus securing purer air than could be obtained by 
taking it from the top of the building or-from the bottom near 
the ground. 

With the hot air ducts and ventilating ducts properly ar- 
ranged, and built up with the other parts, having the whole 
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progress together, there will be no difficulty in securing entire- 
ly successful results, and the air will be as pure as the exterior 
atmosphere. Only a very small amount of direct radiating sur- 
face will of necessity be used in any of the apartments. 

Using the improved radiators for both direct and indirect ra- 
diation, the apparatus will be free from leaks and substantially 
perfect in all respects. The hot air must enter the rooms 
through registers in the floors, or through the base near the 
floor. The ventilation should, in all cases, be on the opposite 
side from where the hot air enters the room. Hach ventilating 
duct must have two registers, one at the base and the other at 
the top of room. The circulation of air can be fully accom- 
plished without the use of the power fan. 

The supply of hot and cold air for the court rooms will be 
independent of the rest of the building. The entire apparatus, in- 
eluding the boilers, if introduced as proposed will be per- 
fectly safe. I should be pleased to give further details of my 
views; verbally or by written specifications, should they be re- 
quired. The whole cost completed will not be over fiiteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000).

CITY OF BOSTON. 


At a meeting of the Board of Aldermen, held March 19, 
1866, Hon. Frepreric W. Linconyn, JR., the Mayor, submitted to 
the Board the following message: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


I have the honor of laying before you a communication from 
Tuomas Ler, Esquire, proposing, if acceptable to the city, to 
erect at his own expense a monument on the Public Garden in 
commemoration of the greatest medical discovery of our time, — 
the application of the properties of ether to the alleviation of 
pain and human suffering. Mr. Lee’s gift to the city of the 
statue of Hamilton, now standing on Commonwealth Avenue, 
has already received the acknowledgments of the government 
and the gratitude of our citizens. This renewed token of his 
interest in the embellishment of our public grounds, and the pe- 
culiar sentiments sought to be embodied in the proposed 
memorial, calls for a similar expression of our appreciation of 
his public spirit and liberality. There can be no doubt that the 
discovery and the first successful application of ether as an anzs- 
thetic was made in our own city; and thus Boston has acquired 
an historical renown on its account which renders it eminently 
proper that a monument to its honor should be erected within 
our municipal limits. The benefits of ether are for all mankind ; 
it is used throughout the world, wherever scientific medical and 
surgical treatment is practised; and while its. early history 
might seem to justify a certain degree of local pride, yet the 
monument in itself will be an expression of gratitude and 
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thanksgiving. It is not an insignificant fact that the period of 
its erection occurs soon after a terrible war was brought to a 
close, the necessary miseries of which were considerably allevi- 
ated by the use of this agent. The design of the monument: is 
appropriate. The base is composed of a series of fountains, 
supplying the pool with living water, reminding the spectator 
of the pool of Bethesda, where the sick waited to be cured of 
their diseases. The top is surmounted by the figure of the Good 
Samaritan, illustrating one of the most beautiful parables of our 
Saviour, and teaching a lesson we are so apt to forget in the 
bustle and turmoil of a great city, that we are all brothers, and 
that our nearest neighbor is he who most needs our mercy and 
charity. This proposition is another illustration of the en- 
lightened and disinterested spirit of many of our opulent citi- 
zens. It is seen in the liberal endowment of our literary and 
charitable institutions, and, in its most oraceful form, exhibited 
in those works of art which adorn and embellish the city, — 
objects of pride to our own people and an attraction to the 
stranger. I trust that your Board will sanction the enterprise 
proposed by Mr. Lee, and grant the request.

Hon. F. W. Lincoln, Jr., Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir, —I propose to erect and present to the city a monument in the form 
of a fountain, as an expression of gratitude for the relief of human suffering 
occasioned by the discovery of the anesthetic properties of sulphuric ether, 
As a site I respectfully suggest a position in the Public Garden opposite 
Marlborough Street, about one hundred feet from Arlington Street. I have 
intrusted the designing and superintendence of this monument to Messrs. 
Ware and Van Brunt, architects, of this city, to whom I refer you for all 
further information on the subject. I beg to be informed at the earliest 
moment, if this proposition is acceptable to the City Government, whether 
they will authorize the use of the site named, and will furnish the necessary 
connection with the water pipes and drains.

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The foregoing communication having been read, was referred 
to the Committee on the Common and Public Squares. 


In Board of Aldermen, March 26, 1866. 

The Committee on Common and Public Squares, to whom 
was referred the communication of His Honor the Mayor 
relative to the proposal of Thomas Lee, Esquire, to present to 
the city a memorial fountain designed to commemorate the dis- 
covery of the anzsthetic properties of ether, beg leave to report: 
That, in their opinion, this renewed instance of patriotic 
munificence on the part of Mr. Lee merits the grateful acknowl- 
edgment of the City Government, and that His Honor the 
Mayor be requested to communicate the same to that gentleman, 
in such terms as he may deem appropriate; that the position for 
the proposed structure, on the Public Garden, opposite Marl- 
borough Street, suggested by the donor, is approved by the 
Committee; that in view of the ample supply of water to be 
secured by the new reservoir now building, the quantity required 
to give full effect to the proposed fountain may be furnished 
without detriment to the citizens, and that the Water Board 
should be directed to furnish the same.

The Committee submit the following orders: 


Ordered, That so much of the Public Garden as may be re- 
quired as a site for the Memorial Fountain presented to the city 
by Thomas Lee, Esquire, be set apart for that purpose. 

Ordered, That whenever the Memorial Fountain presented by 
Thomas Lee, Esquire, to the city, shall be completed and erected, 
the Water Board shall cause the same to be supplied constantly 
with as much water as may be necessary to give the fountain its 
proper effect. 

Read twice and passed. 


Approved by the Mayor, March 27, 1866. 
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The site for the monument having been selected, work was at 
once commenced thereon, and, the monument having been en- 
tirely completed, it was surrendered to the care of the municipal 
government of Boston on Saturday, June 27,1868, by the follow- 
ing simple ceremonies. The venerable Thomas Lee having died 
before the completion of the monument, Dr. Henry J. Bigelow, 
surgeon at the Massachusetts General Hospital, where the first 
capital operations were performed with the aid of sulphuric 
ether, was selected by the friends of Mr. Lee to deliver the 
address of dedication. 

The address was pronounced in the Public Garden by Dr. 
Bigelow, who delivered the monument to Hon. NaTHantret B. 
SHURTLEFF, Mayor of the City, in the following words :— 


Mr. Mayor, — It was the wish of the late venerable gentle- 
man who caused this monument to be erected, to rear an endur- 
ing memorial of the discovery in Boston, from which dates the 
era of painless surgery; and also that on some fitting occasion 
it should be offered for the acceptance of his fellow-citizens. 

In no act of a long life, characterized by many deeds of lib- 
erality, by the exercise of a refined and cultivated taste for 
nature and for art, and by a discriminating judgment of men 
and of passing events, did he show greater discernment than — 
when he organized this work; and although he did not live to 
see it executed, he had so far supervised its plans, and so in- 
trusted them to skilful hands that no difficulty was met with in 
completing its beautiful design in detailed conformity to his 
wishes. 

This monument is intended, in the words of the tablet, which 
were written since his death, “Tto commemorate the discovery 
that the inhaling -of ether causes insensibility of pain; first 
proved to the world at the Massachusetts General Hospital, in 
Boston, October, A. D. 1846,” by its appliance during a pro- 
tracted dissection, which, when followed by one of the severest 
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operations known to surgery, was a final and conclusive test in | 
a close and connected series of successful experiments, which 
proved that pain could be annulled; first, with certainty, no 
matter who the individual; secondly, with completeness, no 
matter how great might be its degree; and thirdly, with safety. 
These three points were all absolutely involved in the discovery, 
and these alone. Before the consecutive experiments which 
culminated in those here recorded, neither of these points had 
been established by conclusive proof. The world was ignorant 
of the great truths they asserted, the discovery had not been 
made. | 

The philanthropist had indeed yearned to relieve suffering hu- 
manity ; the poet had prophetically announced a world freed from 
physical pain ; the philosopher had made fruitless efforts to unveil 
the hidden secret. Instances of accidental insensibility had 
been observed. Here and there an ingenious man had devised 
and tried some single experiment with greater or less success, 
and then abandoned the pursuit; or tantalized by a possibility, 
at one moment in his grasp, and in the next eluding it, stimulated 
bya flattering promise of achieving something at once practical 
and useful, had followed up his experiments hopefully, until some 
ereat public failure disheartened him, made his proselytes 
incredulous, and left the world still to suffer pain. 

Men had been made insensible to pain through mental excite- 
ment, or by the agency of mesmerism or hypnotism, by the dead 
drunkenness of alcohol, the narcotism of opium, the inhalation 
of nitrous oxide and other gases, and even by the vapor of 
ether. For years all this had been known to be possible, but 
it attracted little attention. ‘These previous experiments insti- 
tuted by different persons were inconclusive because they led to 
no constant result; the anesthesia could not be relied on, or it 
was not demonstrated that it could be relied on, either as sure 
to occur or as proof against the severer forms of pain. The 


question of danger from this extraordinary trance was also 
2 > 
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unsettled. No consulting board of surgeons would have dared 
to sanction the production of prolonged unconsciousness during 
an operation, before the series of consecutive experiments were 
made here in Tremont Street and at the hospital. There had 
been a lack of perseverance or of good fortune in the experiment- 
ers, or an imperfection in their materials or method, and the 
future discovery which was soon to burst upon the world halted 
for an interval of years at this imperfect stage. The whole 
progress of all invention and discovery has been a monotonous 
catalogue of such imperfect efforts and such failures. But when 
these consecutive experiments had been made in Boston, the 
discovery had been made; and in grateful and unhesitating 
recognition of it, the entire civilized world simultaneously rose 
up to hail it with acclamatory welcome. 

Thus was made the discovery, and thus was begun the career 
of anesthetic inhalation. Modifications, imitations and substi- 
tutes have sprung up in all civilized countries. New processes 
and new materials will yet be furnished by science, or demanded 
by convenience or economy, but after more than twenty years 
of its successful trial, nothing has been found to surpass, in its 
efficiency or unqualified safety, the original ether then used. 

To commemorate the triple and demonstrated discovery, not 
of a probable, an uncertain or untrustworthy, but of an inevi- 
table, complete and safe anesthesia, this monument has been 
erected in a city which was the humble instrument of Divine 
Providence in diffusing to the nations this incalculable blessing. 

I well remember when the eloquent and gifted man whose 
brazen effigy on yonder pedestal so powerfully recalls his living 
presence, in an address delivered at the Medical College on the 
4th of November, 1846, said, with an unconscious foreshadow- 
ing of what was soon to happen, “I cannot suppress the remark 
that the great principle of analogy seems to authorize the hope 
that . . . further discoveries may be expected scarcely less 
brilliant than that of vaccination.” How far even this prophetic 
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inspiration fell short of the reality! How little did he dream 
that the lapse of a few brief days would herald to the earth the 
sreatest boon ever accorded to the physical welfare of man- 
kind; days of discovery that forever silenced the dreadful 


‘shriek of agony which many of us can yet recall in the surgical 


amphitheatre of the institution whose name is now immortal- 
ized, that stilled the moan of the soldier stricken down upon 
the battlefield, assuaged the pangs of disease, softened the 
approach of death, and lent a sweet obliviousness In what was 
once its hour of anguish to all animal existence, from the poor 
suffering brute up to humanity, to man born of woman and to 
woman of whem man is born. 

In the name and at the request of my venerable friend, the 
late Mr. Thomas Lee, of his executors, and of the gentlemen to 
whom he intrusted the arrangement of this ceremony, I offer 
this memorial to you, sir, and through you to the City of Boston. 


At the conclusion of the remarks of Dr. Bigelow, Mayor 
Shurtleff responded as follows :— 


In behalf of the municipal authorities of Boston, I now form- 
ally receive from you the gift of Mr. Thomas Lee; and promise 
that it shall be watched with care and protected from injury. 
And may this elegant structure long remain unimpaired by time 
—a memorial of the greatest boon ever vouchsafed to suffering 
humanity, and a monument of the gratitude of one of Boston’s 
most worthy citizens. 


The exercises were closed with an appropriate prayer by 
Rey. Samuel K. Lothrop, D. D. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE MONUMENT. 


The monument was designed by Messrs. Ware & Van Brunt, 
architects, of this city. ; 

The form of the monument is suggested by mediaval types, 
modified by the nature of the white Concord granite used in its 
construction. It is about thirty feet in height and arises from a 
square basin. Its base is cubical, leaving on each vertical face 
a niche containing a spouting lion’s head, with sculptured water 
lilies and other aquatic plants. Upon this base or plinth, rests 
a sur-base adorned with mouldings, from which arises a die, 
bearing upon each of its four sides an inscription, surmounted 
by a bass-relief in marble. These are sunk in the tympana of 
four pointed and cuspidated arches, supported each by two’ 
stunted shafts of red Gloucester granite, the capitals of which 
are enriched by poppies and oak leaves, this decoration being 
carried around the monument on the same level in a band or 
string course. 

These arches form a canopy, square in plan, from which the 
structure diminishes by a series of mouldings to the base of a 
erouped quadripartite shaft of polished red granite. Its capital, 
which is decorated with oak leaves, bears on its abacus a group 
setting forth the story of “the good Samaritan,” the type of the 
relief of suffering. 

The inscriptions and bass-reliefs on the four sides are succes- 
sively as follows :—

The bass-relief accompanying this inscription is an allegory of 
the triumph of science. 
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The model for the crowning group is from the studio of Mr. 
J. Q. A. Ward, sculptor, of New York. It is executed in 
granite by Mr. Garrett Barry of Quincy. The four marble bas- 
reliefs are also the work of Mr. Ward. Mr. Thomas Hollis of 
Milton was the contractor for the granite work, which was exe- 
cuted at the yard of Mr. D. C. Hutchinson of this city. The 
masonry is by Mr. Martin L. Whitcher. 

By a vote of the City Council, passed July 3, 1868, the in- 
scription “THe Girt or THomas Les,’ was placed on the 
bases of the Ether Monument and of the Hamilton Statue. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


METROPOLITAN RAILROAD, 


SIXTEENTH LOCATION. 
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In Board of Aldermen, August 24, 1868. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
petition of the Metropolitan Railroad Company, for leave to 
construct a turnout on Washington Street near Franklin Square, 
respectfully recommend the passage of the following order of 
location. 

For the Committee.

ORDERED: In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company, to lay down tracks in several 
of the streets of the City’of Boston, said Company shall have 
the right to lay down a side track on the easterly side of Wash- 
ington Street, between Hast Brookline and Kast Newton Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is upon 
the condition that the whole work of laying down the tracks, the 
precise location of the same, and the form of rail to be used 
shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by them. 

Also upon the condition that the space between the rails and 
three feet on each side thereof shall be paved with wooden 
pavement, or granite blocks of such size and quality as the 
Superintendent of Streets shall direct. 

Also upon the condition that the said Metropolitan Railroad 
Company shall accept this order of location and agree in writ- 
ing to comply with the conditions thereiu contained, and file said 
acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within twenty 
days of the date of its passage, otherwise it shall be null and 


void. 
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
